AS the Wintet had been very unprolperou$, and 
ttofuecefsful to the King, in the diminution and 
lofsi>f thof6 Forces, upoa which he chiefly de« 
pended to fuftain the power of the ^nemy the 
yearenfuing^ fo the Spring enterM with nobeCr' 
ter prefage. When both Armies had entered into their Win- 
ter Quarters, to refreflb themfelves after fo much fatigue, the 
great preparation that was made at IMdon^ and the fame oi 
fending S' WSUam IfUkr into the Weft, put the King ujpon 
the lefolutlon of having fuch a Body in his way, a^ might 
give him interruption , without Px'ince Maurice (; being di-« 
iturb'd in his Siege oiFlymovth-^ which was not thought to 
be able to make long reuftance. To this purpofe the Lord 
Hefton was appointed to Command an Army apart, to be, 
levied out of the Garrifon of BriHoly and thole Wefteirn 
Counties adjacent newly reduced; where his Reputation and 
Ititereft was very great ; and by it 1^ had in a flioR time

raifed a pretty Body of Foot and Hor^ ; to which receiving 
an Addition of two very eood Regiments ( thoueh noc many 
in. Number) out of ATiM^efr, under theCommand ofS^ Oftivr/if^ 
VavafouTy and Sfjohn Tsvikt^ and a good Troop of Horfe 
under the Command of Captain Bridges^ all which had been 
tranfported, according to former OtdcrSf out of Ireland to 
Briftolj fince the Ceimtion. that Lord advanced to SalisiurYp 
and (hortly after to VPhtchfier; whither S* fohm BerkUf 
brought him two Regi^nents more of Foot, raifbd' by him 
iXk'Dtvon^Jhtre'^ fo that he had in all, at leaft, three thodfand 
Foot, and about fifteen hundred Hone j^"* Wllich, in fo good a 
Poll as iVincbefitr was, would in a (hort time have grown to 
a confiderable Army \ and was at prefent ftrong enough to 
have ftopped, or attended WaUet in his Weftern Expedition ; 
nor did He expedt to have found (uch an obftrudion in his 
way. And therefore, when he was upon his March, and was 
ipform'dof thcLordUbp/tfff's being ^K.Wmchefter with fuch 
a ftrength, he retir'd to Vamhmn j and Qoarter'd there, till- 
Be gave his Mafters an^ Account that he wanted other Sup- 
^lies^ < 

It was a general misfortune^ and mifcomputation of Chat 
time, that the Party, in all places, that wilh'd well to the 
King ( which confifted of ^noft of the Gentry in moft Coun- 
ties; and for the prefent* were aw'd, and kept under by the 
Militia; and die (Jommittetit of Parliament ) bad fo good an 
opinion of their own Reputation and latereftji thattbey be- 
liev'd they v^ere able, iiponth? Affiftance of few Troops, to 
fupprefs their Neighbour^ who were of the cfChdi' Party, and 
Who, upon the advantage^dfthc power they were poflete'd of, 
cxerciied their Authority over them with great rigour, and 
infolence. And fo the Lord Hopttm was no fooner pouefl&d 
oilVmchefter^ where S'W^ffww Qj/^? had Hkewile feiied uppn 
the Caftle for the Kiiig, and put it into . a tenable condition, 
than the Gentlemen otSuffex^ and of the adjacent pares of 
Jbm^hire^ feiit privately to him, *^tha^ifhe would advance 
*• into Their Country, they would undertake, in a fliort time, 
•^ to make great Levies of Men for the recruit of his Arnyy; 
•* and Jikewiie to poflefs themfelvcs of fuch places as tney 
^ Ihould be well aiblc to defend; and thereby keep that part 
^ of the Country in the King's Obedience. 

St Ed'ward Vord^ a Gentleman of a good Family, and fair 
Fortune in Suffix^ had then a Regiment of Horfe in the 
Lord Hafton*s Troops, and the King had made him High 
Sheriff' of 5'»^a: that year, to the end that, iftherie were oo- 
cafion, he might the better make impreffion upon thatCoun* 

Su He had with him, in hisRegiinenr, many of the Gen* 
emen of that County of good Quality : And they allbcfought

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the Lord fi^/tfH^, ^Utatbe would, fifltbe l#3Ar was not Kke 
«<: to advance, atlcaftfead fome Troojptf ictd cbofepaniy co 
^give alicde Coantenaooe co the Levies they IhoAld be well 
^afole to make ; afliiHnghim, <^ chat they woutd.' itfdie firft 
^^ place, ieife upon ^^IHfluifACaftlei which, ftandiognear the 
^Sea, would yield gitat advantage to the King's Servitey 
^' and keep that rich Corner of the Country at his Majefty's 
^ Devotion. Ttaefe, and many other fpedous undertakings, 
difpofedtbeLord H^jftan^ who had an ^nraordinary appetite 
to engage ^Sefirr in a Battle, upon old accounts, to wifli him* 
ielf at Uberty to cbfhply with thofe Gentlemen's defires : of 
all which, he gave fuch an Account to the King, as made it 
appear, that he liked the de0gn, and thought itpraftkrable, 
if he had an addition of a Regiment or two of Foot, under 
good Officers ^ for that (garter ofSifffix^ which he mesne 
to vifit, was a (aft and incloied Country, and ^nwirfr/^Caftle 
had aGarriibn in it, though not numerous, or well provided^ 
as being without apprebenfion of an Enemy. 

It was about Cbrsftmas^ and the King had no farther de* 
^gnfor the Winter^ than to keep iwir from vifiting and 
dSturbing the Weft, and to recruit his Army co fuch a de- 
gree as to be abteto take the Pie'id early ; which be knew the 
Rebels refolv'd to do : yet the good Poft the Lord Hbjprdsr 
was aheady pofieis'd of at Wimcbifiirj and thde pofitive cOi^* 
dertakingsfrom 5ii^x . wrought upon many to think, that 
this opportunity ihould not be loft. The Ktx% bad likewise 
great Ailiirance of the general eood ASe^ons of thle County 
of Ktnt ^ infomuch as the People had with difficulty been re^ 
ftrain'd from making fome attempt, upon die confidence of 
their ownftrength^andif there could be now fuch afounda« 
tton laid, that there might be aoonjunflton between that and 
Sliiffhcj it might produce an Aflbciation little inferior to that 
of the Southern Coumies under the Earl of M^miiBef; atid 
might, by the Spring, be an occafion of that diftraOion ta 
the ParliamexK, that they Qiould not well know to what part 
to difpofe their Armies; ^ndthe King might apply his own 
to that part , and purpofe, as ihould feem molt reaibnabte 
to htm. 

These, and other reafons prevailing, the Kiin|g. gave the 
Lord HcfUn order to profecutehis defigaupon Stijpx^ in fudi ^ 
manner as he thought fit ; provided, that he was wellaffiired, 
that IFaller Ihould not make adv^oitage, upon that Enterprife^ 
to find the way open to hhn to march into the Weft. And 
that he mightbe thebeuer able to profecute the one, and tor 
provide for the other, S' Jdcoi A/fuy was like wife ienc to him 
from ISliadhfy with adioufand commanded Men of that Gar- 
rifon, fflfUn^^d, and O^fird^ whidi fupply no feoner ar-» 
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r«/(l fXMnih^y but tbe Lord H^/m refolv'd to vifit Vkt-^ 
^'s.QuafterSj, if Jt were poffible to engage bim ; however 
tb^lie might judge by the pofture he was io, whether- he 
were like to p^rfue >i8 piu-pofe for the Weft. WkUer was 
thea Qy^fter'd at fambamy and the Villages adjadsnt^ from 
wh^nqe b^ df^vf out his Men> and failed the Enemy, as if he 
intended toFi^to, but«. after focae light SJurmiOies for a day 
ortwjos inwhichhe always receiv!dIo&, he retired himfelf 
ioto.ibe Caftl^pf Fantbam^ a place ef feme ftrength ; apd 
drew, his Ariny into the Town ; and within three or four 
days^ iyQntbim&lf to Ijmdm^ more efie&ually to foUiciteHe- 
cruits, than his Letters had been able tt> do. , 

When iheLord Hofton faw that he could attempt no 
f$rth€;ir upon thofe Troops, and was fully afliired thatSr^/. 
Ham Waller was himielf gone to LtmJcn^ he concluded, rhac 
it was a good time to comply with the importunity of the 
Gentlemen oi Suffix \ and march'd thither, with fiich a Body 
eFHorfe and Foot, as he thought competent for the Service. 
Thee¥C9<^i% hard Froft made his march more eafy through 
t^ofe deepdirty w$ys, tha9 bjctter Weather would have done ; 
and he came to AruTidtl before there was any imaginiation 
that he had that place \ok his profped. The place in it's 
Situation was ftrong; and though the Fortifications were, not 
reguTar^ but of the old fafbion, yet the Walls ^ere goDd,iind 
the Gr^ff broad, ^nddeepj.atui though the Garrifon was not 
niimerQU^ enough to hav^ defended all the large circuit againft 
a^powerful Army, yet it was ftrong enough, in all refpeds, 
tohaye defied any mddain A(&ult ^ and might, without putting 
themielves to much trouble, have been very feeure againft 
the Attempts of thofe without.. But the Provifionsof Vidlual^ 
oi; AmmMnKion> was not fufficient to have endured any long 
Siege; and the 065cer who Commanded, had not been ac- 
cuftom'd to the profpedl of an Enemy. . So upon an eafy and 
ibort Summons, that threatened his obilinacy with a very ri- 
gorous cbaftifement, if he Qiould defer the giving it up f either 
from theefiefl; of his own fear, and want of Courage, or 
c tf/"^*Jr f'^""^!^ g^o^ inclinations offomeof the Soldiers, the Caftle 
rendlr^iTn was Surreudcr'd the third day ; and appeared to be a place 
the urd worth the keeping, and capable, in a (hort time, to bejnade 
Hopcon 8 fccure againft a good Army. 

, The Lord jaSB5p^tf», alter, he ha^l flayed there five or fix 
d^ys,and caufed Provifionsofall kinds to be brought in, com- 
mitted thi:. Command and Government thereof to S' Edtpord 
Fordy High SherifFof the County, with aGarrilbn of abovf 
tv;ohundiredMen ; beiidesmainygood Officers; whodefir* 
ed, or were very willuig, to ftay there ; as a place very fa- 
vourable fojt the making Levies of Men, whidithey all in- 
4 *v ' ': tended. 
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tended. And, ic may be,ibe.iaQferematn'dtheft/oQt lof die 
weariiief$ and fatigue of. their lace marches, and that they 
might fpend the remainder of the Winter with better Acoom- 
mcxlation. * -. . : 

The News of Sr ffSlism tPkHer'a return to Farmiam with 
ftrong recruits of Horfe and Foot, made it neoeflSury to the 
Lord Hoftom, to leave Attmdil Caftle before he had put it 
into the good pofiure he intended. And, without wdl con- 
fidering the mixture of the Men he left there, whereof many 
were of Natures not eafy to be govem'd, nor like to confcMrm 
themfelves to fuch ftrid Rules as the condition of the place 
required, or to ufe that induftry, as the exigence, they were 




'^ kinds, both ror the Numbers die]f were afareadv, and for 
^ fuch as would probably in a ibort time be added to them; 
all which from the great plenty that Country then abounded 
in, was very eafy to have been done. And if it had been 
done, that place would have lemain'd long fuch a Thorn in 
the fide of the Parliament, as would have rendei^d it very un- 
eafy to them, at leaft have interrupted the current of their, 
profperity. 

W AL L E r's Journey to Lmhm anfwer'd his expefiation ; 
and his Prefence had an extraordinary operation, to procure 
any thing defire^. He reported the Lord Hoftpms Forces 
to be mudi greater than they were, that his own might be 
made proportionable to encounter them. And the quid: pnv 
grefs that Lord had made in Sifjpx^ and his taking Anmd$t 
Caftle, made them thought to be greater than He reported 
them to be. His fo eafily pofleffing himlelf of a place of that 
ftrengtb, which they fuppofed to have been im^egnable, and 
in a County Where the King had before no footing, awaken'd 
all their Jealoufies and Apprehenfions of the Meftions o£ 
Kmfy and all other places ^ and looked like a Land-flood, that 
might rdl they knew not howf^sir ^ fo that there nepded no 
importunate follicitation to provide a remedy agidnft this 
growing evil. The ordinary method they had ufed for re*- 
cruiting their Armies by Levies of Voluntiers, andperfwad- 
ing the Apprentices of the City to become Soldiers, upon the 
Privilege they gave them for their Freedom, for die time they 
Fought for them, as if they had remained in their Matter s 
* Service, was now too dull and la'z.y an expedient to refift this 
Torrent ; they therefore refort to their inexhauftible Maga«- 
zine of Men, their devored City, to whofe Afiedions the 
Perfon of S^ ffWiam WaUer was moft acceptable ; and per* 
fwad^d them immediately to caufe two of their ftrdng^ Ke-

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^menls df Auxilitries, to tmrdi out of the line to V^nAsm ; 
!«rkic& theyooofeoted to. Then they appoint^ the Ear] of 
Egbt to give Hts Orders to S« WVUsm J^imr^ with cuie tbou«> 
£iDd of the Horfe of his Army, likewite to obferve W^aUer^s 
Commaddc;' who, with'^is great addition of Forcei, made 
iiaft to his other IVoopt at FMmiam'; where he fcarce refted, 
bup after he had ieformed bimfetf how the Lord Hopfons 
Troops lay Qiiartei^d, at too great a diftance ftom each'other, 
he marched) according to htt cuftom jo thofe occafions (as 
beating ap of Qoarters was his Mafter-pieoe ) all the Night : 
and, by the br^ of day> eooompafi'd a great Village called 
'uHi0m, where a Troop or two of Horfe, and a Regiment of 
foot of d» Kingfs lay in too much fecurity. However, the 
*Horfe took the Alarm gaidtly, and for the moftpart, made 
their efeape to Wmkifier^ the head Quarter; whither the 
LordHb//0s was recum'd but the Night before from ArunJel, 
Colonel B^kSy who Commanded his own Regiment of Foot 
there, confifting of about five hundred Men, which had been 
drawn out of the Garrifon of Wdlw^dy when he found 
bimlelf encompafi'd by the Enemies Army of Horfe and Foot, 
fiiw he could not defend himfeif, or make other rcfiilance 
liian by retiring with his lyfen into theChurch, which he hoped 
to maintain for fo many hours, that relief might be fent to 
him ; but be had not time to Barricadoe the doors y fo that th# 
Enemy enter'd alnoft aflbon; and after afliort rcfiftance, in 
which many were killed, the Soldiers, o^power'd, threw 
down their Armes, and asked Quarter ; which was likewife 
offer'd totheColonelj whorefofeS it, and valiantly defended 
himfelf, till with the death of two or three of the Aflailants, 
he was killed in the place; his Enemies giving him atefti- 
mony of great Courage and Refolution. 

WS&LLSR knew well the impreiSon the lofs of this very 
good Regiment would make upon the Lord HiBft^ns Forces, 
ttnd that the report which die Troops of Horfe which had 
efeaped, ^ould toake, would add nothiiig of Courage to their 
fellows; fo that there was no probability that they wouM 
make haft to advance; and therefore, with great celerity, the 
hard Froft continuing, he marched with all his Army tp Arim^ 
Wif/Caftle, where he found that Garrifon as tmprovided as 
he could wtQi. For inftead of enaeafing the Magazine of 
Visual by Supplies from the Country, they had fpent much 
of that Store which the Lord Ibftw had provided. The Go- 
vernour was a Man of Honefty and Courage, but unaoquaint- * 
ed with that A&ir. having no other experience in War^ than 
what he had learn d fince tbefe Troubles. The Oflfcers were 
many without Command, amosgft whom one Colonel Bm- 
fnrd^ an Jr^ man, though he called himfelf Bmfildy was

ione i who, being a Mao of wit and partti applied all his fiiGiil- 
ties to improve cheFadion^ to which they were all naturally 
inclined) with a hope to mike himfelf Governour. In this di* 
ftraftion IFaBer found them, ^nd by fome of the Soldiers run- 
ning Out to. him^ he found means again to fend in to them $ 
by which he fo ezigrpafed their Fa^ion, and Animofity againft 
one another^ thax^ after he had kept them waking, with con- 
tinual Alarms, three or four days, near half the Men being 
fick, and unable to do duty, rather than they would tnuE 
t^ch other longer, they gave the Place and Themfelves up, 
as Prifoners of War upqn Quarter; the Place being able to/i itrttdkgm 
have defended it felf againft all that powpr, for a iiMich longer *»*irj*^« 
time. Here ihe Learned and Eminent M' pbtOwgVf^rtb was-^*^** - 
taken Prifoner^ who,' out of kindnefs and refped to the Lord 
fi^My had accompanied htm in that march ; and, being iQ« 
difpofed by the terrible coldaefs of the Seafon, chofe to re- 
pofe himf^If in that Garriibn, till the Weather fliould mend. 
Aflbon as^his Perfbn was Imown, which would have drawo 
Reverence from any noble Enemy, the Clergy that attended 
that Army, profecuted him with ail the inhumanity imagin- 
able; fo that, by their Barbarous ufage, he died within few 
days; to the grief of all that knew him, and of many wha 
knew him not but by his Book, and the Reputation he had 
with Learned Men. 

The Lord Hoftatt fuftain'd the lofsof that Rogitpefitwith 
extraordinary trouble of cnind, and as a wound (hat would 
bleed inward ; and therefore wa#^ thp more inflamod with de- 
fire of a Battle with WiBer^ to make pren all Accounts ; and a 
made what ha^ he could, upon the firft Advertifefloent, to "^^^ 
have redeem'd that Misfortune; and hoped to have come 
time enough to Reli9ve A^^ndel Caftle; which he never fuf* 
peded would fo tamely have given themfelves up: But that 
hope quickly vani(h'd, upon the undoubted Intelligence of 
that Surrender, and the News that Wdkr was retum'd with 
a full Reiblutipn tg profecute his defign upon the Weft: to 
which, befides the encouragement of his two late Sucoefles, 
with which he was marvelloufly elated, he was in fome de- 
gree necefficared, out of apprebenfion that the Horfe which 
belonged to the Earl o{ B]/ix'$ Army, might be fneedily re* 
called; and the time would be quickly expired, that he had 
promifed the Auxiliary Regiments of Lomlom to difmiis 
them. 

Upon the News the King received of the great fupply 
the Parliament had fo fuddain^ fent to tVaHery both from the 
Earl of Effix his Army, and from the Qty, he thought it 
neceflary to fend fuch an addition of Foot as he could draw 
out o^Oxfordy and the Neighbour Garrifons. And the Earl 
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ofBriBtfifrJ, General of the Army, who had a faft Friend- 
fliip with che Lord H0pi&», expreffing a good inciination to 
ipake him a \rifit, rather than to fit ftill in his Winter Quar* 
ters, his Majefty was very willing he (hould, and cheriffied 
that difpoficibn, being defirous that (o great an Officer might 
jbe preTent in an Army, upon which io much of his hopes 
depended ; and which did not abound with Officers of great 
Experience- So the General, with fuch Voluntiers as were 
teady to accompany him, went to Whcbejhr ; where he found 
the Lord Hoftm in trouble for the io/s of the Regiment o^ 
jFoot at AlUn^ and with the unexpedted a0urance of the giving 
up of ArundftCt^Xc, He was exceedingly reviv'd with the 
' prefence of the General, and defired to receive his Orders, 
and that he would take upon him the abfolute Command of 
the Troops ; which he as pofitively refafed to do ; only of- 
fer'd to keep him Company in all Expeditions, and to give 
iiim the beft Affiftance he w^ able ; which the Lord Hefton 
was compeli'd to be contented with ^ nor could there be a 
greater union and confent between two Friends : • The Ge- 
jaeral )>eing ready to give his Advice upon all particulars f 
iand the other doing nothing without communication with 
him, and then conforming to his opinion, and giving Orders 
accordingly. 

. : A s 8 o o N as they were inform'd that WkBer had drawn all 
his Troops together about Fambamy and meant to march 
towards them^ they chearftilly embraced the occafion, and 
went to meet him ; and about Alresfordy near the midway 
between Wmtbefitr and Fantkam, they came to know how 
near they were to each other; and, being in View, chofe the 
ground upon which they meant the Battle (hould be Fought ; 
bf which fPiiBer, beiiig firft there, got the advantage for the 
drawmg jip his Horfe. The King's Army confifted of about 
five thoufand Foot, and three thoufand Horfe; 2.ndPFaSer 
with S' WlBiam Balfour^ exceeded iii Horfe ; but they were 
upon the'ftrtatter equal in Foot ; with this only advantage, that 
both his Horfe and Foot were, as they were always, much 
better Arm'd ; no Man wanting any Weapon Offenfive, or 
De&nfifve, that was proper for him ; and S' Arthur Ha/kri^s 
Regiment of Cuiraffiers, caU'd the LoMers, were fo formi- 
dable, that the King's naked and unarm'd Troops, among 
Which few were better airm'd than with Swords, could not 
y7„,^,,^^ bear their irapreffion. 

JUf MfordV ' ^ T H B King's Horfe never behaved themfelves fo ill, as that 
ipfctfre 5f w. day. For the mairt Body of them, after they had fuftained 
WaUer ^^oncficrcc Charge, wheeled about to an unreafonable diftance^ 
J^/;^/;;^and left their principal Officers to fhift for themfelves. The 
^Kopcon Poot behaved themfelves v^ry gaUantly, and had not only the 
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better of the other Foot, but bore two or three Charges from 
the Horfe with notable Courage^ and without being broken; 
whilft thofe Horfe which ftood upon the Field, and (bould 
have aflifted them, could be perfwaded but to ftand. Whdi 
the Evening dr^w near, for the approach wtiereof neither 
Part^ was ferry, the Lord H^ton thought it nece(&ry to leave 
the Fields and drawing oS' his Men, and carrying with hhn 
fnany of the wounded, be retired with all his Cannon and Am^ 
munition, whereof he loft none, that Night to EtadiMg : the 
Enemy being (o fcatter'd, that they had no mind to purfiie; 
only Watter himfelf madehaft to Wmchejhr^ where he thought, 
upon this Succefs, to have been immediately admitted into 
that Caftle y which was his own Inheritance. But be forad 
that foo well defended ; and fo return'd with taking reVenge 
upon the City, by plundering it with all the Infolence and Ra? 
pine imaginable. 

There could not then be any other eftimate made of the 
lofs WiiJler fuftain'd, than by the npt purfuing the vUible ad* 
vantage he had, and by the utter refufal of tlie Auxiliary Re-» 
giments of Jjmdm and Kfinty to march farther \ who, within 
three or four days, left him^ and return'd to their Habita- 
tions^ with great Lamentation of their Friends who were mi(^ 
fing. On the King's fide, befides Common Men, and many 

food Officers , there fell that day the Lord Jokm Siumrf^ 
brother to the Duke of Ricbmamd^ and General of the Horfe 
of that Army ; and S' ^ob» Smitb^ Brother to the Lord Csr- 
rmgfoBy and Gommif&ry General of the Hor(e: They were 
both brought off* the Field by the few Horfe that ftay'd with ( 

them, and did their duty y carried to ReaJmg^ and tbe nezc 
day to AUngdmy that they might be nearer to the Afliftanoe *^>^ 

of the beft remedies by Phyficians and Surgeons. But they 
liv'd only to the fecond dreuing of their wounds i which were 
very many upon both of them. 

The former was a young Man of extraordinary hope, lit- 
tle more than one and twenty years of Age ; who being of a 
more cholerick and rough Nature, than the other Branches of 
that Illuftriousand Princely Family, was not delighted with 
the foftnefles of the Court, but had dedicated himfelf to the 
profeffion of Armes, when he did not think the Scene fliould 
have been in his own Country. His Courage was fo fignal 
that day, that too much could not be ezpeded from it, if he 
bad out-liv'd it; and he was fo generally beloved, diat he 
could not but be very generally lamented. The other, Sr J^bm 
Smitby had been train'd up from his Youth in the War of 
FUmJers ; being of an Ancient Roman Catholick Family ; tod 
had k)ng the Reputation of one of the beft Officers of Horfe. 
AObon as the firft Troubles appeared in SfvtUmd^ be betook 

himfelf 
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liimfelf to the Service of his own Prince ; and from the be- 
gfainiflg of the War to bis own end. perfbrm'd many fignal 
Aftions of Courage. The death of thefe two eminent Of- 
ficers, made the Names of many who perifli'd that day^che le6 
inooired into and mention'd. 

THIS Battle was Fought the xp^ day of March : which 
wtf a very doleful entring into the b^inning of the year 
l(S44)and broke all themeafures, and altered the whole fcheme 
of the King's Counfels : For whereas before, he hoped to have 
entered the Field early, and to have aded an OSenfive part; 
lie now difcern'd, he was wholely to be upon the Defen- 
five ; and that was like to be a very hard part too. For he 
found, within very few days after, that he was not only de- 
priv'd of the Men he had loft at Mresfwrdy but that he was 
not to expeA any recruit of his Army by a conjunction with 
Prince IBtufert \ who, he beliey'd, would have returo'd in 
time, after his great Succefs at Newark, with a ftrong Body 
bothof Horfe and Foot, from Sbro^ire, Chejhire, and Noftn 
U^aks : all which hopes were fooh blafted ; for the Prince 
had icarce put the Garrifon of Ntwark in order, and provided 
it to endure another Attack, which they might have reafpn- 
ably expedted upon hisHighnefs's departure (though inidced 
the (hame of the defeat he had given that Farcy, and the ra^ 
amon^ the Officers, and Soldiers, when thev faw by wh^t a 
handful of Men they had b^n terrified, and fubdued, broke 
and diflblv'd that wnole Body within few days) when h^ was 
eameftly prefs'd from the Earl of Derijy to come into'Ltfii- 
uflthe to relieve him, who was already Bcfieged in his own 
ftrong Houfe at Latham, by a great body, with whom he 
was not able to contend. And to difpofe the Prince the more 
wtllingly to undertake his relief, the Earl mafic ample pro- 
mifes, ^^ that within fo many days after the Siege fliould be 
** raifcd, with any defeat to tne Enemy, he would advance his 
^Highncfs's Levies with two thoufand Men, and fupply him 
** with a confiderable Sum of Money. And the Earl had like- 
wife, by an Eirprefe, made the fame inftance to the King at 
Oxf&rd-, from whence his Majefty fenc his Permiffion, and 
Approbation to the Prince, before his departure from New- 
ark ; hoping ftill that his Highnefs would be able to difpatch 
that Service in Lanc^ire, and with the more notable recruits 
of Men in thofe parts, be able to return to Oxford by the time 
that it would \k neceffary for his Majefty to take the Field. 
But within a fliort time, hewasdifappointed of thatexpeda* 
tion; for before the Prince could fini(h his Expedition into 
Lancajhiri (which he did with wonderful Gallantry; raifed 
the Siege at Latham with a great execution upon the Enemy ; . 
and took two or three of thei^ Garrifons obftioately defended i 

and 
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tiMt iherefi^€ Witb the greater Sltughrer) the Maiq^^^ . 

C^/tU was oompeli'd to retire, :with his whole Army, wkhio 
tte WallS' of fTi^rk. ; He fa«d Been well abk co have defended 
hitnfelf againft the onmevousArmy of the SeetSy and would 
have been glad to hive been engagjod with diem, hot he finind • . 

he had a Woife Enemy to )deai with,' as will appear 

From the time tlutt. the* KuIIim^ Plirty of the PadtamentTW^iTMA' 
dUcern'd that-^their General^ the Earl of j^x, would never '*•««/ /^ 
feve their; tunr, or comply with all their defires, they rcfolv'd y^?J^ 
to have another Army apart, that ihould be more at their deh{^ ^i ^ 
votion; in the forming whereof, they would be fore Co choofe Mmaie- 
fuchOffioei^*^ as would probably not only obfetve their. Or* ^r. 
ders, but haVe theifame inclinations with them. Their pre^ 
reoce was, '^ that there werefo many dilaifeAcd Peribos or the 
^Nobilim and .principal Gentry, in the Cooittses of Nnfolk 
^' and Suffolk^ 'that, if great care was not taken to, prevent ir, 
'^ there might a Bodyftart up there for the King; which, upon 
^^che fuccels of the Marquis of MwGfifiSp, whofe Armes 
^'then reached into Lincoln Jbire^ might grow very formi* 
<<dab]e. For prevention whereof, they had formed an AQo- 
ciation between Ejjex (a County* upon the influence dP the 
Earl of Warwick^ aiui the power of his Clergy, they moft con- 
£ded in) CmnhUge-fim^ Snffo&yNorfilkj Bedford^ andHwr* 
ftHfoMy in all which diey had many Perfons of whofe entire 
Arodions they were well afliired ; and, in moft of them, there 
were few confiderable Perfons who wiQied them ill. C5f this 
Aflbciadon they had made the Earl of JMkM/&tA#r General, to 
be fubjeft only to their own Commands, and independent upon 
the Earl of J^x. Under Him, they chofe OSver Cnmmi to 
Command their Horfe } and many other OBicers, who never 
intended to be fubjed again to the King, and avow'd other 
Principles in Conlcience and Religion, than had been before 
publickly declared. 

T o this General they gave Order, ^^ to refkle within that 
'' Aflbciation \ and to ma£c Levies of Men, fufficient to keep 
^' thofe Counties in Obedience : for at.firft they pretended no 
more. But, in the fecret Treaty made by Sr Ham F^tne with 
the Scptfy they were bound, aflboo as the Scots ibould enter 
faito Tark-Jkirt with their Army, that a Body of Esgij^ Horfe, 
Foot, and Cannon, fliould be ready to a&ft them. Com* 
manded by their own Officers, as a Body apart : The Scms 
not then trufting their own great Numbers, as equal to Fight 
with the 'EMgUfb. And from that time they were much more 
careful to raife, and liberally fupply, and provide for that 
Army under the Earl of Mmcdafiiry ^o for the other un- 
der the Earl of EJfix. And now, according to their agree^ 
meitfj upw Che Scm firft cmrance lAto XniOntn^ the Earl

Thi Ei^i.f€£ MmKbi/hr had likewife Order fo mtrdi with bb whole 
MancheAcrBod^ chichcr; ha¥k«, for the moft part, a Committee of the 
^iukkii^jt Parlttincnt, whereoTSr Hiny Iter was one, with him^ u 
my u iMrcJb there was another Committee of the Ji^V^ Parliament always 
MM tb» in that Army; there being alfo now a Committee of boch 
K9ttkHjijn Kingdoms rdUing at L^md^mj for the carrying on (he War. 
fW Scott. •fH J Marquis of Ntaf^QtffU being thus prcflcd on both 
fides, wasnecd&tated todrawall his Army of Foot and Can- 
non into Tori, with ibme Troops of Horfe ; and lent the 
Body of his Horfe, under the Command of General G^rmg^ 
to* remain in thofe places he (hould find moft convenient, and 
from whence he might beft infeft the Enetnv. Then he fenc 
an Exprcis to the King, to inform him of me Condition he 
was in; and to let him Icnow, ^^that he doubted not code- 
^' fcndhimfelf in that Poft, for the term of fix Wedcs, or two 
^'Months; in which time, he hoped, his Majcfty would 
'' find fome way to Relieve him. Upon receipt of this Let- 
ter, the King fent Orders to Prince Rupert j that ^^ affoon as 
^^ he had Relieved the Lord 2Vy^,and recruited, and refrefbed 
^' his Men, he (hould march, with what Expedition he could, 
^' to Relieve Tork ; where being joyn'd with the Marquis of 
^^Ne^CaftHs Army, there was hope they might Fight the 
* ^'Einemy : and his Majefty would (Hit himfelf into as good a 
'^ pofture as he could to take the Field, without expeAmg the 
"Prince. 
7Im siuttn All rhefe ill Accidents falling out fucceffively in the 
oxfrrd T ^^^^'» f**c King's Condition appeared very fad ; and the 
£«;er, * Qjjfen being now with Child, it wrought upon her Majefty's 
mind very much ; and difpofed her to fo many Fears and Ap« 
pf ehenfions of her Safety, that fhe was very uneafy to her 
felf She heard every day "of the great Forces raifed, and 
^Mn a readinefs, by the Parliament, much greater Aan they 
"yet ever had been; which was very true; and "that they 
^ refolVd, ailoon as the Seafoh was ripe, to march all to 0»f$rd. 
She could not endure to think of being Befieged; and, in 
conclufion, refolv'd not to ftay there, but to go into the 
Weft ; from whence, in snv diftrefs, flie might be able to 
Embark for Frmtee, Thougil there feem'd reafons enough to 
dilFvade her from that inclination, and hisMajefty heartily 
wilhed that (lie could be diverted^ yet the perplexity of her 
tnind was fo great^ and her fears lo vehement, both itxmrov'd 
by her indifpoficion of Health, chat all Civility andReafon 
obliged ev^ery Bodyta fubmic So, about the beginning of 
April, (heb^unher Journey from Oxford to the Weft; and, 
by moderate Journies, came well to Exetor ; where flie in- 
tended to ftiy, till (he was delivered; for (he was within lit- 
tle more than one Month of her time; and, being |n a place 
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out of the reach of any Aknx), Ibe recover'd her Spirits to a 
reafonable coovaleTcence. 

It was now about che middle ofAfril^ whea it concemM 
the King with allppffible fagacicy, tofbrefee what probably 
the Parliament meant to attempt with thofe vafl: Numbera .of 
Men which they every day kvied ; and thereupon to con* 
elude, what it would be pof&ble for his Majc^fty to do, in 
thofe Exigencies to which he was like to be reduced. The 
Intelligence , that WaBer was ftill defign'd for the Weftern 
Expedition, made the King appoint his whole Army^itotiMe 
drawn together to a Rendezvous at MarUforougb ; where 
himielf was prefent^ and, to his great fatisfadion, found the 
Body to conuft, after all the lo0es and mifadventures, of no 
lefi than fix thoufapd Foot, and above four thoufand Horfe. 
There that Body remain'd for fome weeks, to watch, and to-* 
tend WaUer^^ Motion, and to Fight with him as foon as was 
poffible. Many things were' there C(mfuked for the future ; 
and the quitting 22f<fir«^, and (bme other Garriibns, prppo&d^ 
fortheencreafing the Field Forces: yet nothing was poB* 
lively refolv'd, but to expeA clearer evidence what the Par- 
liament Armies would difpofe themfeives to do. 

So theKingretum'dto Oxfirdy where, upon thedefife of n# Psr/u. 
the Members of Parliament who had been called thither^ and mmstox- 
done all the Service they could for the Kipg, they were for ^'^^ j^'*" 
the prcfent difmifled, that they might, in their feveral Coun- osuihn 
ties, facisfy.the People of the King's importunate delire of - 
Peace, but howinfolently it had been rejeded by the PArlja- 
ment ; and thereupon induce them to contribute ail they could 
tohisMajefty'sAfliftance. They .were to meet there again 
in the Month of O^^^ following. 

Then, that .his Majefty might draw moft of the Soldiers 
of that Garrifon with him out oi JOxfiftd^ when he Ihould 
take the Field, that City was perfwaded to compleat the Re- 
giment they had begun to form, under the Command of a 
Colonel whom the King had recommended to them ; which 
they did raife to the Number of a thoufand Men. There, 
were likewife two other Regiments raifed of Gentlemen and 
their Servants, and of the Scholars of the feveral Colleges attd 
Halls of the Univerfity ; all which Re|iments did Duty there - 
pundually, from the time that the King went into the Field, 
till he returned again to Oxford -^ and all the Lords declared, 
^' that upon any emergent occafion, they would mount cheir 
^'iServants upcm their Horfes, to make a good Troop for a . 
^^ iuddain Service; which they made good ; and thereby, thac 
Summer, perform'd two or three very confiderabie and im- 
portant Aoions. 

6 Y tbia time there was reafonto belies, by all the Intel- 
ligence 
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Ug^tu^- thit couM be procured « tod by tM^chto^ of hi9 
Charters, that ^fiirr, had laid abde his W6fterti M^rch ; ac 
l^ft that it wtf ruQ)ended ; add tha^« oo the oootrary, all en- 
^?ours were Cifed to recruit both His, and the Earl ofEfffSt^n 
Arnay, withall poffibleexpedicion; and tharnekberofthem 
fiiOQlditoveUpon ^ny ACHoniill they (hould be both oom- 
pleat in greater Number^, thaneither ofihem had yet march* 
ddwith. Hereupon, the Kiog'd Army rettiov'd fromJCftr/- 
hvr$ugh tb 'Kemhurj ; where they reotainVl ^near a Montb«that 
they might be'in a readineb to attend tbe mocioo of the Ene- 
my, aiid to aflift the Garrtfotis of IMiKflg, or WJImffmrii or 
to draw outeithef) as there OiOuld be ocoifibn. 
'There had been federal deliberations in the Council of 
War, and always very different optnlonrs, what (hoiild he 
done with the Garrifons when the King Cbouid take the Fields 
and the King himfelf was irrelplute upon tfaofe Debates, 
what to do He communicated the feveral reafons to Prince 
Scprrf by Letters, requiring His advice; who, after he had 
return'd Anfwers, and received Replies, made a hafty jour* 
ney to Oxford from dnfler^ to watt upon his Majefly. And 
it was then pofitively refolrd, ** that the Garrifons ofOsitrdy 
^WkUingfffrd^ Ahtngdm^ It0admgy and BmOmry^ (houki be 
^^ reinforced, and ftrengthen'd with all the Foot j dot a good 
^* Body of Horfe (hould remain about Oxford, and the reft 
"ihould be fent in the Weft to Prince Maitnti. If this 
Counfel had been purfiied fteadily and refolutely, it might 
probably have been attended with good Succefs : Both Ar- 
mies of the Enemy would have been.puxled what to have 
done, and either of them would have been unwilling to have 
engaged in a Siege agatnft any place fo well provided, and 
refolv'd; and it would have been equally unoounfellable to 
have march'd to any diftahce, and have left fueh an Enemy at 
their backs, that could fo eafily and quickly have united, and 
incommoded any March they could have made- • 

But as it was even impoflible to have adminifter'd Aich 
advice to the King, in the ftreight he was in, which beii^ 
purfued might not have piov'd inconvenient, fo it was the 
unhappy temper of thofe who were called to thofe Councils, 
that refolutions, taken upon full Debate, were feldom proiis 
cuted with equal refolution and fteadinefs ; but changed upon 
new, (horter Debates, and upon objeAions which had been 
anfwer'd before : Some Men bein^ in their Natures irrefo* 
lute, and inconftanr, andfiillof objeftions, even after all waa 
determined according to their own propotalsj others being 
pofitive, and not to be alter'd from what they had once de« 
clared, how unreafonably foever, or what alterations fiiever 
there were in the Afiahrs. And the King btmfelf frequently 
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ociofider^d more the Pcifoa who fpoke » as he was in his 
ghice^or bis prejudice^ thao tbeCounfel it feiftbatwughreti; 
and always iurpeded, at leaft tmfted left to his own radge- 
noent than he ought to have dooei which rarely deceiv <d him 
(b much as that of other Men. 

The Perfons with whom be only confulted in bis Martial ^^'oil^ 
AflSiirs, and how to carry on the. War, were (befides Prince "J^*^?*** 
tUff^rty who was at this time abfent) the General, who was 2!^^^ 
made Earl oiJ^remHwri-^ the.Lord J^iW , who was General I^M^iirf 
of the Horfe^ the Lord Htft^ who ufually Commanded an -^^* ^ 
Army apart, and was not often with the King's Army, but'****^* 
now prefent ; S' Jac^i j^by^ who was Major General of the 
Armys the horS Dighj ^^^ ^^ Secretary of State; and S' 
j6bmCoIefepferlA2&& of the Rolls; for none of the Privy 
Coanci), thofe two only excepted, were called to tbofe Con- 
fultations; though fome of them wereftill advifed with, for 
the better Execution, or Profecucion, of what was then and 
there refolv'd. 

Tbk General, thoueh he had been, without doubt« a 
irery good Officer, and had great Experience, and was ftiU a 
Man of unqueftionable Courage ancf Integrity; yet he was 
now much decayed in bis parts, and, with the long conti- 
nued cuftom of immoderate drinking, dozed in his Under* 
Handing , which had been never quick and vigorous ; he 
having been always illiterate to the greateft dfcgree that can 
be imagined. Me was now become very deaf, yet often pre- 
tended not to have heard what be did not then- comradid, 
and thought fit afterwards to clifclaim. He was a Man of few 
W6rds, and of great Cbmplvance, and ufually delivered that 
as His opinion, which hetoiefaw would be grateful to the 
Kiife. 

W 1 1 M o T was a Map of a haughty and ambitious Nature, 
of a pleafant Wit, and an ill Upderftanding, as never confi- 
dering above one thing at once ; but he conGder'd that one 
cbing fo impatiently, that he woqld not admit anf thing elie 
to be worth any Confideration. He hsHi, from the beginning ' 
ofthe War, been very avcrfe to any advice of the Privy Coun- 
cil, and thought fit that the King's Afifairs (which depended 
lipon the Succefs ofthe War ) ihould entirely be gc3>vern*d and 
conduced by the Soldiers, and Men of War ; arid that no 
other Counfellors (hould have any Credit with his MajeSy. 
WhUft Prince Its^erf was prefent, his exceeding great preju- 
dice, or rather Perfoaai Animofity againft him, made any 
thing tiiatlffA^^rfaid or propofed, enough flighted and con- 
tradtded : and the King himrclf, upon fome former account 
and obfervation, was far from any indulgence to his P^on, 
orefteemof bis Parts. But now, by the Friact'Si aUence. 
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and hiibeiiig che iecooAMaii in the Army, and the Ccmtempc 
be hgdof ue oU General, who was there the only Office^ 
above him, be giew marvelloiifly elated, and look'd apon 
hunfel^ai one whofe advice ought to be folio w'd, and lub- 
mittcd to in all things. He had, by his exceffive good Fel- 
lowlhip ( io every part whereof be ezoelted, and was graceful 
to all cb^ Coknpany) made himfelf fo popular with all the 
0£Bcers of the Army, efpccially of the Horfe, chat he had, 
in truth, a very great Imereft ; which he deCred mighr ap- 

Ear CO the King) that he might have the more Incereft m 
im* He^ was. pbficive tn all his Advices in Council, and 
bore Contradiftioo very immtiently ; and becaufe he was tnoft 
Contradided by the two Ptivy Counfellors, the Secretary, 
andtbeMafter of che Rolls, who, he faw, had the greatcft 
Influence ppon che King, he ufedaU the Artifices be could to' 
render €bci]Ei unacceptable aindfufpeAbd to the Officers of the 
Army, by telling them, what chef had £iid in Council , which 
bethought would render them the more uogratefbU and, in 
the Times of TolUty, perfwaded the old General to believe 
that they inyaoed his Prerogative, and meddled more in the" 
JBufinefs of the War, than they ought to do ; and tberebjf 
made him the le(s diljpofed to concur wich them in Advice,, 
how rational and feaionable foever it was ; which ofcen put 
the King to the trouble of converting him . 

The Lord Hofiom was a Man Superior to any Tempta- 
tion, and abhorr'd eoough the licence, and the levities, with 
which he faw too many corrupted; He had a good Uiider- 
* (landing, a dear Courage, an Indtiftry roc to be tired, and a 

Generofity that Was not to be cxhaufted ; a Virtue that none 
of the reft h^; but in the Debates concerning the War, was 
longer in rcfolving, and more apt to change his mind after he 
hadrefob'd, than is agreeabte tt> thfOffice of a Commander 
in Chief; which render'd him mher fit for the Second, than 
for the^preme Command in an Army. 

S^Jacpli^ASley was an honeft, brave, plain M^ti, and as 
fitforthepflScehe exercifed; of Major General of the Foot, 
as Chriftendqm yielded 5 and wa^fo generally efteem'd ; very 
difcerriin&and prompc in giving Orders, as the occafions re-' 
quiredi and «noft chearfiil, and prcfenc in any Aftion. In 
Council he ufcd few, but v^ty p6rcinent words; and was not 
at all pleafed with the long Speeches ufually made there \ and 
which rather confounded, thaninform'd his Underftanding : 
fo that he rather coUeded the ends of the Debates, and what 
he was himfelftoDo, than enlarged them by his own Dif- 
courfes j though he forbore tiot to deliver his own mind. 

The* two Privy Counfellors , though they were of the 
moft di^rent Natures and Conflitutions that can be imagined, 
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llways agreed in their Opinions; and being, in tbeir parts^ 
much Superior to the other, ufually prevailed upon the King's 
Judgement to like what ihey appfov'd : yet one of them, who 
had in thofe Cafes the Afcendentover the other, had that Ex- 
oefs of Fancy, that he too often, upon bis own recollefting 
and revolving the grounds of the Refolutions which bad been 
taken, or upon the Suggeftions of other Men, changed his 
own mind; and (hereupon caufed Orders to be altered, which 
produced, or were thought to produce, many Inconve- 
niences. 

This unfteadinefs in Counfcls, and in matters refolv'd 
upon, made the former Determination concerning the Garri- 
fons, to be little confider'd. The King's Army had lain above 
three Weeks at, and about Nvwimry ; in which time their 
Numbers were nothing improved , beyond what they had 
been upon their Mufter near Marlhorwghy when the King 
was prefent. When it was known that both the Parliament 
Armies were march'd out of London-, That under mf^x to 
Windjbr ; and That oiWaUer, to the parts between Hertford^ 
Bridge, and Bafing^ without any purpofe of going farther 
Weft; the King's Army march'dto Reading ; and in three Reading 
days, his Majefty being prefent, they flighted and demolifli'd'?*»"«f''j; 
all the works of that Garrifon : Andf then, which was about ^^^"*' 
the middle of May , with the Addition of thofe Soldiers, 
whkh encreafcd the Army five and twenty hundred old Sol- 
diers more , very well OfBcer'd, the Army retired to tho 
Quarters about Oxford^ with an opinion, that it would be ia 
their power to Fight with one of the Enemy's Armies ^ which 
they longed exceedingly to do. 

The Kingreturn'dtoOAf/ivrf, and reJblv'd to ftay there 
till he could have better Information what the Enemy in« 
tended; which was notnowfoeafy as it had formerly been. 
For, fince the Conjunftion with the Scot^ Commiffioncrs in 
one Council, for the carrying on the War, little bufinefe was 
brought to be Confulted in either of theHoufes; and there 
was much greater Secrecy than before ; fewor none being ad- 
mitted into any kind of Truft , but they whofe Affetftions 
were known to concur to the moft defnerate Counfels. So' 
that the Defigns were ftill entirely form'd, before any part of- 
them were communicated to the Earl of Ejjex'y nor was more 
communicated at a Time than was neceffiiry for the prefent 
Execution ; of which he was fenfible enough, but could not 
help it. The Intention was, ** that the t-wo Armies, which 
" march'd out together, (hould afterward be diftincl ; and 
^^Ihould only keep together, till it appeared what Courfe the 
** King meant to take; and if he ftayed in Oxford, 'tt would 
^ be fit for both to be in the Siege ; the Circumvallation being 
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*' very great, and to be divided in many places by the River j 
f * which would keep both Armies fttll afunder under their fe- 
*'veralOifficers. But, if the King march'd out, which they 
might reafonably prefume he would, then the purpofe was, 
^^ that the Earl of Effex fliould follow the King, wherever he 
^*went; which, they imagined, would be Nonh ward j **and 
^^that ff^Z/ifrQiould march into the Weft, and fubdue That. 
So that, having fo fubftantially provided for the North, by 
the Sc9U^ and the Earl q( MoMhefter ^^ and having an Army 
under the Earl oiEjUx^ much Superior in Number to any the 
King could be attended with j and the third, under Waller^ 
at Liberty for the Weft ; they promifed themfelves, and too 
reafonably, that they (hould make an End of the War that 
Summer. 

I T was about the tenth of May^ that the Earl ofEffex and 
^WiOiam Waller march'd out oi London^ with both their Ar^ 
mies y and the very next day after the King's Arm^ bad 
^\mtiRsad$ffg^ the Earl of £^x, from Tf^Jbr, fern Forces 
to pofleis ic^ and recommended it to the City ofLondony to 

Erovide both Men , and all other things neceflary for the 
eeping it ; which the Memory of what diey had fu£fer'd for 
the two paft years, by being without it, eafily difpofed them 
to do. By this means, the Earl had the.Oppormnity to joyn 
with Waller's Army when he (hould think fit ^ which before 
they could not do with Convenience, or Security- Nor did 
they ever after joyn in one Body, but kept at a fit Diftancc^ 
to be able, \i there were Occafion, to help each other. 

The Earl of E/fkx'B Army confifted of all his old Troops, 
which had Wintered ^ho}lt S^ Albans^ and in Bedford Jhhe ^y 
and being now encreafed with four Regiments of the Traind- 
bands, and Auxiliaries within the City of lAndony did not 
amount to lefs than ten thoufand Horfe and Foot. WalUr 
bad likewife received a large Reauit from tandan^ Keniy and 
Su/fix ^ and was little inferior in Numbers to EJJeXy and in 
Reputation above him. When the King's Army retired frqm 
E0adi»gy the Horfe Qii^rter'd about Woftf^ey and FarrtMgton, 
and all the Foot were put into A^gdw, with aRefolution 
to quit, or defend that Town, according to the manner of 
the Enemies Advance towards it ; that is, . if they came upon 
the Eaft fide, v.herc, befides fome indiflferent Fortifications, 
they had the advantage of the River, they would maintain 
rmd defend it; if they came on the Weft iide from Wantagey 
and Farrmgtoay they would draw out and Fight, if the Ene* 
ray were not by much Superior in Number y and , in that 
Cafe, they would retire with the whole Army to Oxford. 

Being fatisfied with this Rcfblution, they lay in that quiet, 

t^ofture, without making the leaft ImpreflSon upon the Enemy, 
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by beating up his puarters ^ which mighc eaiily have been 
done y or rcftraining them from makmg Incurfions where 
tbey had a mind ^ ali which was imputed to the ill Humour^ 
and Negligence oiWilmot, The Earl of Effix advanced with 
his Army towards Alnugdm y and upon the Eaft part of the 
Town^ which was that which they had hoped for, in order 
to their Defending it. But they were no fooner advertifed of 
it, but the General, early the next Morning, roarch'd with all 
the Foot out of Almgdany the Horfe being come thither in Abiagdoa 
the Night to made good the Retreat ; and all this was doneJ^'^J^.^ 
before his Majefty had the leaft notice , or fufpicion of it. i^ntu 
AsfoonashisMajefty was inform'd of it by S^ dbarles Bknt^ ' 
the Scout Mafter General, whom the General, had fent to ac« 
quaint the King with the refolution, he fent S^ Charles B/mn 
back to the General, to let htm know the great diflike he had 
of their, purpofe to quit the Town, and tb comnuind him to 
ftay, and not to advance till his Maiefty came to him ; which 
be made all poffible haft to do. But before the Meflfenget 
could return, the Army was within fight of Oxford; andfo 
the Foot was drawn through the City, and the Horfe Quar-* 
ter'd in the Villages about the Town. 

Abingdon was in this manner, and to the King's infi- 
nite Trouble, quilted^ whither a Party ofEffesc's Army came 
the fame Nighty and the next day, himfelf with all his FootT«f«/iVf/ 
entered the 1 own ^ his Horfe being Quaicer'd about Jt. HeiW£4r/if 
then called J^&r to bring up his Army near him, that they^fl**' 
might refolve in what manner to proceed j and he had his 
head Quarter at Wantage : and fo, without the ftriking one 
Blow, they got the Pofleffion of ReaJhfg, AUngdon; and were 
Mafters of all Berk-Jhire ; and forced the King to draw hi^ 
whole Army of Horfe and Foot on the North fide of 0*/irrfi 
where they were to feed on his own Quarters, and to confi* 
der, how tokeepOx/^^itfelf from being Befieged, and the 
King from bemg inciofed in it. 

This was the deplorable Condition to which tha^ King 
was reduced before the end of the Month of May ^ infomucn 
that it was generally reported at Londan^ ^^ that Oxford was 
^^ taken, and the King a Prifotier ; and others more Confi-' 
dently gave it out, " that his Majelly refolv'd to come to Lm^ 
^dan: of which the Parliament was not without ibme Ap- 
prehenfion, though not fo much, as of the King's putting 
himfelf into the hands of the Earl oiEffiXy and into his Pro- 
teftiop 9 which They could pot endure to think of; and this 
troubled them fo much, that the Committee of both King* 
dom5, who Conduced the War, writ this Letter to the Qor 
aeral. 
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My lard. 

*^We are credibly informed, that his Majefty intends to 
^'come for Lfindom, Wedcfireyou, that you will do your 
^' Endeavour to inform your felf of the fame^ and if you think 
*'that his Majefty intends at all^to come to the Armies, that 
*' you acquaint us with the fame ; and do nothing therein, un- 
^< til the Houfes Oiail give Direction. 

So much Jealoufy they had of the Earl, and the more, be- 
caule they faw not elfe what the King could do ; who could 
not entertain any reafonable Expcftation of Encreafe, or Ad- 
dition of Force from the North, or from the Weft^ Prince 
JtMfert being then in his march into Umeajhm^ for the RelidT 
oKhe Earl of JHrhj ( befieged in his Caftleof Latham) and 
Frincc Mauricehtinf^ ftill engaged in the unfonunate Siege 
of L^me in .Dor/et-jhin, a little Fiflier Town j which, after 
he had lain before it a Month, was much more lilte to hold 
out, than it was the (irft day he came before it. In this Per- 
plexity, the King (est the Lord H(0;P^mi to Brtffoly to provide 
belter for the Security of that important City ; where he 
yet knew Tfklier had many Friends; and himfelf refolv'd 
to ftay at Oxf&rdy till he faw how the two Armies would 
difpoie themfelves; that, when they were fo divided that 
they could not prefently joyn, he might Fight with one of 
them ; which was the greacefthope he had now left. 

It was very happy that the two Armies lay fo long quiet 
near each other, without prefling the Advantages they had, 
or improving the Confulion, and Diftra Aion, which the King's 
Forces were, at that time, too much inclined to. Orders were 
eiven fo to Quarter the King's Army, that it might keep the 
Rebels from paffing over either of the Rivers , Cherwel^ or 
l^Sy which run on .flie Eaft and Weft fides of the City ; the 
Foot being, for the moft part, Quarter'd towards theCmnuf/, 
iind the Horfe, with fome Dragoons, near the Ifis, 

In this pofture all the Armies lay quiet, and without Adli- 
on, for thcfpacc of a day; which fomewhat compofed the 
minds of thofe within Oxford^ and of the Troops without; 
which had not yet recovered their diflike of their having quit- 
ted Ahingdtm , and ti^ereby of being fo ftreighten'd in their 
Quarters. Soroeof Jfij&r's Forces attempted to pafs the Ifis 
at Nhpiridgiy but were repulfed by the King's Dragoons. But 
the next day EJ^x. with his whole Army , got over the 
Thatnes at Sanford Ferry ^ and march'd to IJl^ , where he 
made his Quarters; and, in his way, made a hah upon Bui- 
BngUm-Grccnt that the City might take a full view of his 
Army, and he of it. In order to which, himfelf, with a fmall 
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Party of Horfe, came within Csmnon (hot; and little Parties 
of Horfe came very near the Ports, and had light SkirmiOiet 
with fome of the King't Horfe, without any great hurt on 
either (ide. 

The next Morning, a ftrong Party of the Earl's Army en- 
deavour'd to paft over the Cbmpel, at Go/worth Bridge ^ but 
were rcpulfed by the Mufqueteers with very confidcrable lofs j 
and fo retired to their Body. And now the Earl, being en- 
gaged, with his whole Army, on the Eaft (ide of the River 
Cherwely whereby he was difabled to give, or receive any 
fpeedy Affiftance to, or from JFaBir ; the King refolv'd to 
attempt the repoflefling himfelfof Akingdw^ and to take the 
opporcuotty to Fight with Watter fingly, before he could be 
relieved from the other Army. In order to this, all the Fooc 
were in the Evening drawn off from the Guard of the Pafles, 
and marched through Oxford in the Night towards j^tngdom^ 
and the Earl of cSvelandj a Man of ugnal Courage, and an 
excellent Officer upon any bold Enterprife, advanced, with a 
Party of one hundred and fifty Horfe, to the Town it felf j 
where there were a thoufand Foot, and four hundred Horfe 
of WaBers Army ; and enter'd the fame, and killed maoy, 
and took fome Prifoners : but upon the Alarm, he was fo over- 
powered, that his Prifoners efcaped, though he killed the 
Chief Commander, and made his Retreat good, with the lo(s 
only of two Officers, and as many Common Soldiers ; and 
fo, both the attempt upon ^^in;;!^ was civenover, and the 
de%i of Fighting ^^&r laid aiide^ and the Army retum'd 
^ain to their old Poft, on the North fide of Ox/jfrd, 

S' yaco^ Afilej undertook the Command himiclf at (3(!/5»sr/* 
Bridge, where he perceiv'd the Earl intended to force hisPaf- 
fage \ and prefently caft up Breafl- works, and made a Re- 
doubt for the defence of his Men, and Repulfed the Enemy, 
the fecond time, very much to their damage and lofi ; who 
renew'd their Aflault two or three days together, and planted 
Cannon to facilitate their Paflage, which did little hurt j but 
they flill lofl many Men in the Attempt. On the other fide, 
WaBif^^ Forces from Atmgdon did not find the new Bridge fo 
well defended; but overpowering thofe Guards, and having 
got Boats, in which they put over their Men, both above and 
below, they got that Pafifage over the River Ifis : by which 
they might have brought over all their Army, and fallen upon 
the King's Rear, whUft he was defending the other fide. 

I T was now high time for the King to provide for his own 
fecurity, and to e&ape the danger he was in, of being ihut up 
in Oxford, Watter \q&. no time, but the next day palled over 
five thouGiad Horfe and Foot, by Nrmtridge : the Van where- 
of Qiiarter'd at ^fim^ and, the King's Foot being drawn 
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off from Gojwortb Bridge, Effex immediately brought hw Men 
over the Cberwelj and Qnarcer'd that Night at BlecbmgJam ; 
many of his Horfe advancing to Woodfink'^ fo that the King 
feem'd to them to be pcrfcdiy (hut in between them ^ and 
to his own People, his Condition feem'd To defpcrate, that 
one of thofe with whom he u(ed to advife in hts moft Secrec 
Afiairs, and whole Fidelity w'as never fufpeded, propoied to 
him to render himfclf, upon Conditions, to the Earl of .^» ; 
which hisMajcfty rejeded with great indignation; yet had the 
goodnefs to conceal the Name of the rropofer i and faid, 
^< that poffibly he might be found in the hands of the Earl of 
^^ Effixy but he would be dead firft. Word was given, " for 
^5 all the Horfe to be together, at fuch an hour, to exped 
Orders ; and a good Body of Foot with Cannon, marched 
through the Town towards ^MtjA*; by which, it was con- 
cluded, that both Armies would be amuled, and WaOer indu- 
ced to draw back over Newirulgi : and,aflbon as it was Even- 
ing, the Foot, and Cannon, returned to their old Poft on the 
North fide. 

The King refolv'd, for the encouragement of the Lords 
pf the Council, and the Perfons of Quality who were in Ox- 
fardy to leave his Son the Duke of Tark there,- and promifed, 
if they fbould be Befieged, ^' to do all he could to Relieve 
** them.befbre they fliould be reduced to Extremity. He ap- 
pointee! then, ^ that two thoufand and five hundred choice 
*^ Mufqueteers (hould be drawn out of. the whole Foot, un- 
"der the Command of Sr Jacob Afiley^ and four experienced 
'^ Colonels^ all which fliould, without Colours, repair to the 
*' place where the Horfc attended to receive Orders, and that 
"the reft of the Foot Ihould remain together on the North 
^* fide, and fo be applied to the defence of Oxfrrd. if it fliould 
f' be Befieged. 

All things being in this order, on MondM the third of 
7«»#, about nine of the Clock at Night, the King, with the 
rrince, and rhofe Lords, and others who were appointed to 
attend him, and many others of Qiiality who were not ap- 
pointed, and only thought them(elvcs lefs fecure if they Qxould 
ftay behind, marched out of the North Port, attended by his 
own Troop, to the place where the Horfe, and Commanded 
Foot, waited to receive them ; and from thence, without anv 
halt, marched between the two Armies, and by Day* break 
were ztHanhrtn^by fome Miles beyond all their Quarters. 
But the King refted not till the Afternoon, when he found 
bimfelf at Burford-j and then concluded that he was in no 
danger to be overtaken by any Army that was to follow with 
Ba^age, and a Train of Artillery : fo that he was content to 
retreih ^Men there j and fuppd bimfelf > yet was not ^itb-

out Apprchenfion that he might be foUow'd by a Body of 
the Enemies Horfe; and therdbre, aSoucnine of theQock, 
he continued his March from Bwrford over the CotfipoU^ and 
by Mid-night reached Burtw upon the Water j where he 
gave himfelf, and his wearied Troops, more reft and refre(b- 
ment. 

The Morning after the King left OxfirJjthc Foot marched 
again through Oxford, as if they meant to go to Ahhtgdmt, to 
continue that Amufemenc which the day before had prevailed 
with Watter^ to fend many of his Men back, and to delay his 
own Advance; and likewife, that Qjarters might be provid- 
ed for them againft their return; which they did by Noon. 
The Earl of EJJex had that Morning, from Bbckingd&my fenc 
fome Horfe to take a view of Oxford-, and to learn what was 
doing there. And they feeing the Colours ftanding, as they 
had done two days before, made him conclude, that the King 
was ftill there, and as much in his power as ever. JVatter had 
earlier Intelligence of his Majefty's Motion, and fent a good 
Body of Horfe to follow him, and to retard his March, till 
he could come up : and his Horfe made fuch baft, that they 
found in Burford fome of the ftraggling Soldiers, who out 
of wearinefs, or for love of Drink, had ftay'd behind their 
Fellows. The Earl of Ef/ix foUow'd likewife with his Army, 
andQuarter'd at Clfipf en-Norton , and Waller* s Horfe were as 
far as Broadway, when the King had reached Bvefham ; where 
he intended to reft, as in a fecure place ; though his GarrUbn 
at Tmhstury had been, the Nt|ht before, (urprifed by a 
ftjong Party from Glocefter-, the Chief Officers being killed, 
and the reft taken Prifonersi moft of the Common Soldiers 
making their efcape, and coming to I,v^am. Bur, upon In- 
telligence that both Armies foUow'd by ftrong marches, and 
It being pofllible that they might get over tbe River Awm 
about Stratford, or fome other place, and fo get between .the 
King and Worcefier, his Majefty changed his purpofe of ftay- 
ing at Enf^am, and prefently marched to Worcefier i having 
given order for the breaking of the Bridge at Farfhore-, which 
was, unwarily, fo near done before all the Troops were pafs'd, 
that, by the fuddain falling of an Arch, Major Bridges, of the 
Prince's Regiment, a Man of good Courage and Conduft, 
with two or three other Ofiicers of Horfe, and about twenty 
Common Men, fell unfortunately into the Avon, and were 
drowtfd. 

Ths Earl of Effex, when he faw the King was got fullT^^ £>^/ 
two days March before him, and that it was impoftible fo to#/£flex 
overtake him, as to bring him into their Power, refolv'd tow^^^'^*- 
purfue him no farther, but to Con&lt what was'elfe to bej"^^, ^^ 
done i and, to that purpofe called a Council of aU the prin- *^ * 
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cipal Officers of both Armies, to attend .him at Jitfrfird; 
where it was refolv'd, "that IValler^ who bad the lighter 
^^ Ordnance, and the lefs Girriages, (hould have fuch an ad- 
**dition of Forces, as Maff^y the Gofernour oVQkafiery 
*' (hould be able to furnifh him with ^ and fo (hould purfue 
** and follow the King, whercfoever he fliould go ; and that the 
^* Earl of i§l^:», who had the greater Ordnance, and the hea- 
^* vicr Carriages, fhould profccute the other Defign of Re- 
^^ lieving Lym9^ and reducing the Weil to the Ot^ience of 
•^the Parliament. 

Waller oppoied this refolution all he could ; and 
urged fome Order, and Determination of the Committee of 
both Kingdoms in the point; and, ^'that the Weft was af- 
^'fign'd to him^ as his Province, when the two Armies (hould 
** think fit to fever from each other. However, tjftx gave 
him poiitive Orders, as his General, *^ to march according to 
^^the Advice of the Council of War i which he durft not 
di(bbey, but fent grievous Complaints to the Parliament, of 
the ufage he was forced to fubmit to. And they at WeJM^ 
fier^ were fo incenfed againft the Earl of Ejjhf , that they 
writ a very angry, and imperious Letter to him, to which 
they reproached him, ^' for not fubmitting to the Diredions 
*' which they had given; and required him ^^ to follow their 
<^ former Diredtions, and to fufier IVaUer to attend the Service 
" of the Weft. Which Letter was brought to him before he 
had marched above two days Weft ward. But the Earl chofe 
rather to Anfwer their Letter, than to Obey their Order ; and 
writ to them, " that their Diredions had been contrary to 
^^ the Difcipline of War, and to Reafon ; and that, if he 
'^(liould now return, it would be a great encouragetneat to 
^'the Enemy in all places; and Subfcribed his Letter, 
^'Your Innocent, though liifpeded Servant, Effix'y and 
then profecuted his Refolution, and continued his march for 
the Weft. 
Waller r«. W H £ N Waller found there was no remedy, he Obeyed his 
«»4rirwor- Orders with muchDilig^ce and Vigour; and proiecuted bis 
*r^r ■ '^^^^^^^^ towards W$rcefiery where his Majefty thai wajs; aikJ, 
* • 'y*^' in his way^ perfwaded, rather than forced, the GarrUbn of 
Sudely Caftic, the ftrong Houfe of the Lord Cbandoky to de- 
liver up that place to him. The Lord of that Caftk was a 
young Man of Spirit and Courage; and had, for two yeavs 
lerv'd the King very bravely in the Head of a Regiment of 
Horfe, which himfelf had railed at his own Charge; bot had 
lately, out of pure wearinefs of the Fatigue, and bivtng %enc 
moft of his Money^ and without any Diminution of his Af 
fedlion, leftthe King, under pretence of Tncvel; but nuLkiBf 
fm^(ai his way, h^ g^ve }m&\i up to chepkafiirei of tbac 
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place ; which he eojoy'd, wichouc conGdering the Iffiie of the 
War, or fliewiog any Inclination to the Parliament; nor did 
he, in any degree contribute to the deliirery of his Hoiife ; 
which was at hrft imagined, becaufe it was fo ill, or not at all, 
defended. It was under the Government of Sr PfiHidm Mtr-^ 
/M, a Gentleman of the lon^Robe; who, in the beginning 
of the War, caft off his Gown, as many other Gallant Men 
of that Profeffion of the Law did,, and ferv'd as Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Regiment of Horfe under the Lord Chamhisi " 
and had given io frequent Teftimony of fignal Courage in 
feveral Aobions, in which he had received many wounds, both 
by the Piftol and the Sword, that his Mettle was never fuf- 
peded ^ and his Fidelity as little queftion'd : And after many 
years of Imprilbnment, fuftained with great Firmnefi and 
Conftancy, be liv'd to receive the Reward of his Merit, after 
the Return of the King ; who made him firft a Serjeant at 
Law, and afterwards a Judge of the King's Bench; where he 
fate many years, and difcharged the Oroce with much Gra- 
vity and Learning ; and was very terrible to thofe who chde 
to live by Robbing on the High* way. He was unfortunate, 
though without Fault, in the giving up that CaiUe in fo un- 
feafonable aConjundure; which was done by the FaAion 
and Artifice of an Officer within, who had found means to 
go out to WaUer^ and to acquaint him with the great wants 
of theGarrifon; which indeed had not plenty of any thing : 
and fo, by the Mutiny of the Soldiers, it was given up^ and 
the Governour made rrifoner, and fcnt to the Tower ; where 
he remained fome years after the end of the War. From 
hence Wdler^ with great Expedition marched to Bvqflkm'^ 
where the evil Inhabitants receiv'd htm willingly; and bad, 
aflbon as the King left them, repaired their Bridge over the 
j^99^ to facilitate bis coming to them ; which he could not 
elfe fo foon have done. 

The King reftcd fome days at Wof^tfier^ whereby he very 
much refreited his Troops, which were there fpared from 
doing duty ; and likewife, by the Loyalty of chat goodTowa, 
and the Affe^on of the Gentry of that Country, who re- 
tired thither for their Security, be procured both Shoes and 
Stockings, and Money for bis Soldiers : and when, upon good 
Information, WM»r was ixMrcbed out of Efv^fbam with his 
whole Army towards Whrceiffm^y which he wouki probably 
Befiege, the King relblv'd not to be found there ; and thete- 
fore, having left that City weO provided, and in good heart, 
hb Majefty removed with bis bttle Auny Do Bmdby^ that 
be migbt keep i3ie River Sev9m between ifim and the Ene- 
my; the Foot b^g Qyajrter'd tpgecher at 9^dUjij and ^ 
Hortp ky Che Gde of the River towards mJsnmtb. The

Eofture io which the King was, made H^aBer conclude thac 
is Majefly intended bis Uourfe to Shrewsturj^ and to the 
more Northern Parrs. And it is true, that, without aoy 
fuch Re(blucion, Orders were lent to ShHwskurj^ Brldgnfmttb^ 
Ludkm, and other Garrifons, ^'tbac theyfliould make all pof- 
"fible Provifions of Corn, and other Vidua! ; which they 
^(hould caufe, in great quantities, robe brought thither; 
which confirm'd WmUt in his former Conjedure, and made 
him advance with his Army beyond the Ktne, that he might 
be neaver Shretoiimry than He. But, God knows, the King 
wis without any other Defigo, than to avoid the Enemy; 
with whom he could not, with fuch a handful of Foot^ and 
wirhout Cannon, propofe teafonably to Fight a Battle : and 
he had too many good Rhafons againft going to either of 
rhofe places, or to thofe parts, which WaUer conceiv'd him 
inclined to; and his Majefty might well aflfume the Com- 
plaint, and ExpreOionof YdtigDavU^ ^^ that he vat buHtedm 
^aPatrtdge ufam tbt M9mttMms\ and knew not whither to 
re/brt, or to what place to repair for reft. 

I N this Perplexity, it looked like the Bounty of Provi- 
dence, that iMler was advanced fo far : upon which, the 
King took a fuddain Refolution, to return with all Expedi- 
tion KoWkrcefier^ and to make haft to Ev^bami where, hav- 
ing broke the Bridge, and fi> left the River of Av^ at bis 
back, he might be able, by quick Marches, to joyn with that 
pare of his Army, which he had left at Oxf$rd ; and might 
thereby be in a Condition to Fight with WaUer^ and to pro- 
fccutc any other Defign. Upon this good Refolution, care 
was taken for all the Boats to come both from BrUgiMmrthy 
and Wnafitr^ that the Foot might, with the more fpeed 
and eafe, t)e carried thither ; all which fucoeeeed to wifti. Ih- 
fomuch , that the next day, being Embarked early in the 
Morning, the Foot arrived fo (bon at WorctHwr^ that they 
might very well have marched that Night to ^u^am^ but 
that many of the Herfe, which were Quartered beyond Biwi^ 
Uj towards Bridfjm^rth^Qx^yM. not poffibly march at that rate, 
nor come up foon enough ; fo that it was ncceflary that both 
Horfe and Foot (hould remain that Night together at Ww- 
teBtr'y which they did accordingly. 

The next Morning, the King found no cauie to alter any 
thing in bis former Refolution ; and reoeiv'd good Intelli- 
gence, that IValUr^ without knowing any thing of his mo- 
tion, remained ftill in his okl Quarters; whereupon he march- 
ed very faft to Evefhsm; nor would he ftay tfalsre; but gave 
Order for the Horfe and Foot, without delay, to march 
through it ; after he had provided for the breaking down 
thcBridgej ^yldinade the Inhabitants of ^e Town pay two 
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hundred pounds, for their alaaity in thereoepdonof ll^fr; 
and likewiTe compelled them to deliver a thouiand pair o* 
Shoes for the ufe of the Soldiers^ which, without any loQg 
paufe, was fubnottced to, and perform'd. Then the Army 
marched that Night to Brtf/au/w^, where they Qiarter'd ; and 
very early the next Morning, they mounted the Hills near 
Camden y and there they had time to breath, and to look 
with pleafure on the places where they had paiied through ; 
haying now left WkUer^ and the ill ways he muft pais, far 
enough behind \ for even in that Seafon of the year, the ways 
in thac Vale were very deep. 

Now I he King fcnt Colonel FteUiwg^ and left he might 
mifcarry (for both from Ghcefter, Tewkeslmry^ and SmMIj 
Caftle, the Enemy had many bcouts abroad) two or three 
other MeflengerS) to the L6rds of the Council at Oxford^ to 
let them know <^ of his happy Return^ and that he meant to 
Quarter that Night at Burford ^ and the next, at Wbkuey ; 
where he did expe£t« that all his Foot, with their Colours 
and Cannon, would meet him ; whidi, with unfpeakable 
joy, they did. So that, on Ihuffdaj the twentieth of Jtme^ 
which was within feventeen days after he had left Oxfird in 
that difconfolate Condition, the King found himfelf in the 
head of his Army, from which he had been fo fever*d, after 
lb many Accidents and melaacholick Perplexities, to whidi 
Majefty had been feldom expofed. Nor can aU the circuna- 
ftancesof that Peregrination be too particularly, and punftu* 
ally fee down. For as they adminifter'd much delight after 
they were pafled, and gave them great Argument of acknow- 
ledging God's good Providence in the prefervation of the 
King, and, in a manner, fnatching him as a Brand out of the 
Fire, and redeeming him even out of the hands of the Re- 
bels ^ fo it cannot be ungrateful, or without (bmc pleafiire 
to Pofterity, to fee the mod exaft Relation of an AAion b 
full of danger in all refpecfts, and of an efcape fo remarkabte. 
And now the King thought himielf in afofture not only to 
^ide »&&r, if he approached towards him, but to foUow 
and find him out, if he had a mind, or did endeavour to decline 
Fighting with his Majefty. 

I N the fliort time the King had been abfeor, the Garrifon 
tt Oxfrrd was not idle. When the King in the Spring had 
prepared for the Field, and in order thereunto had drawn out 
the Garrifon at Riadmg, it was thought to no purpofe to 
keep leifer Garrifohs, at a left diftance from Oxford^ and 
thereupon the Garrifon at htfl^ Houfe, reputed a ftrong 
place, upon the Edge of Oxford-Jhkt and Buckmgbamfinre^ 
was appointed to demoliib the Works and Fortifications, and 
to retire, and joyn with the Army : which w^tf no fooner 
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done, butthcGarrifonac^i^xAyr^, that had felc theESeds 
of the others HI Neighbournood^ pdleflied the place, and put 
a Garrifbn into it^ which, after the King had left OxffrJ, 
ind both the Armies of Ejffix and WaSery were gone from 
before it, gave little lefs trouble to chat City, and obftru&d 
the Proviiions which ihould come thither, almoft as much as 
one of the Armies had done. This brought great Complaints 
and Ciamour from the Country, and from the Town, to the 
Lords of the Council; and was ever made an Excufe for 
th^ir not complying with the Commands they fenc out, for 
Labourers to work upon the Fortifications; which was the 
principal ^ork in hand ; or for any other (crvice of the Town. 
When both Armies were drawn ofTto iiich a diftance in fol* 
lowing the King, i;hat there feem'd for the prefent no reaibn- 
able apprehenfion of being Befieged, the Lords confider'd of 
a Remedy to apply to this Evil from Bofial Houfe; and re- 
ceiving encour^ement from Colonel Gage ( of whom they 
had a great efteem, and of whom we (ball fpeakfliortly more 
at large ) who offcr'd to undertake the reducing it^ they ap- 

Eointed a Party of Commanded Men of the Foot, which the 
ang had Icfc there, with three pieces of Cannon , and a 
Troop of Horfe of the Town, to obey his Orders, who, by 
the break of day, appearM before the place ; and in a fhort 
time, with little refiftance, got poflcffion of the Church, and 
the Out-Houfes, and then batter'd the Houfe it felf with his 
Cannon; which they within, would not long endure; but 
defired a Parley. Upon whidi the Houfe was rendered, with 
the Ammunition, one piece of Ordnance, which was all they 
had; and much good provifion of Vidua!, whereof they had 
plenty for Horile and Man; and had Liberty given them to 
go awa^ with their Armes, and Horfes ; very eafy Conditions 
for fo ftrong a Poft; which was obtain'd with the lofs of one 
inferior Officer, and two or three Common Men. Here 
the Colonel leftaGarrifon, that did not only defend Ox/vr^ 
from thofe mifchievous Incurfions, but did very near fupport 
it felf, by the Contribution it drew from Bucihfghamfifire^ 
bciides the Prev it frequently took from the very Neighbour* 
hood of Ajksbury, 

The Earl o^Ejfexy by flow and eafy Marches, and with- 
out any Oppofition or Trouble, entered into Dorfit-fidre ; 
and by his great Civility, and Afiability towards all Men, and 
the very good Difcipline in his Army, wrought very much 
upon the People. Infomuch that his Forces rather enaeafed« 
than diminifli'd ; which had, during his being before Oxfara, 
been OMich lefleh'd, not only by tne Numbers which were 
kitrd and hurt, but by the running away of many, whilft the 
fliarpEnoouniers concinued at Gcjivmth Bri^gp. It csn luu-diy 
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be imigin'd, how great a Diference there wat in the humour, 
dlfpofition, and manner of the Army under Ejftx^ and the 
other under WaUer^ in their behaviour and humanity towards 
the People i and, confequently, in the Reception they found 
among them \ the demeanour, and carriage of thofe under 
H^fr being much more ungentlemanly, and barbarous, than 
that of the other: befides that the People, in ail places, were 
not without fome Aflfedion, and even reverence towards the 
Earl, who, as well upon his own account, as the memory 
of his Father, had been always univerfally popular. 

When he came to Blandford^ he had a great mind to 
make himfelf Mafter of Weymouth^ if he could compafs it 
without engaging his Army before it ; which he refoiv'd Not 
to do; however it was little cue of his way to pafs near it. 
Colonel Afbhumhamy then Govcrnour o^Weymouth^ was made 
choice of for that Command, upon the Opinion of his Cou- 
rage, and Dexterity ; and, to make way for him, S' AMtbcnf 
j^ley Copper had been, the Year before, removed from that 
Charge; and was thereby fo much difbbliged, that he quitted 
the King's Party, and gave himfelf up, Body and Soul, to the 
Service of the Parliament , with an implacable Animofity 
Againft the Royal Intereft. The Colonel had been intent 
upon other things, and not enough foUicitous to finifli the 
Fortifications, which were not ftrong enough to defy an Ar- 
my, yet too ftrong to be dcliver'd upon the Approach of one. 
I mall fay the lefs of this matter, becaufe the Governour af- 
terwards prefled to have the whole examined before a Coun- 
cil of War, where he produced a Warrant, under the hand 
of Prince Maurm^ ** that , the Town being untenable, he 
** fliould, upon the advance of the Earl of Bfftx^ put afuffi- 
" dent ftrength into VortUmdQ^SA^ , and retire thirhcr ; 
which he had done j and was, by the Council of War, ab- 
folv'd from any Crime. Yet, the truth is, however abfolv'd, 
he loft Reputation by it ; and was thought to have left the 
Town toofoon, though he meant to hare retum'd again, af- 
ter he had vifited P^rfAr»i. But in the mean time the Townf- weymoiA 
men mutiny*d, and fent to the Earl of Effix when he was d^uvfU u 
»ear the Townj whereupon he came thither; which he'^.^'^' •' 
Would not otherwife have done ; and gave the Garrifon leave 
to march with their Armes to Prince MMurke\ and fo became 
Mafter of Weymovth \ and leaving Men enough out of the 
Country to defend it, without any delay, he proipcuted his 
march to Lywe ; from whence Prince Maurice, upon the news Lyme w- 
ofthe lofs ofWeymeutby had retired with haft enough towards ''•*'*' *^ 
Exeter, with a Body of full five and twenty hundred Foot, ""* 
and eighteen hundred Horfe ; after he had put a Garrifon of 
five hundred Men into Wareham, and with fomc lot of Re- 
putation, 
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puCatioD, for having Iain folong with fuch a ftrcngth before 
K) vile and untenable a place, without reducing it. 

AssooN as the Kinz had joyn'd his Army at Whitney^ 
which now confifted of t\x\\ five thoufand five hundred Foot, 
and very near four thoufand Horfe, with a convenient Train 
of Artillery , he rcfolv'd no longer to live upon his own 
Quarters, which had been too much wafted by Friends and 
Enemies ; butto vifit the Enemy's Country j and fo, the next 
day, he march'd towards Birci^/wj^Aifw, where he would ftay, 
and expefi Watter ( of whofe motion he yet heard nothing ) 
and from whence, if heappcar'dnot, hisMajefty might entee 
into the Aflociatcd Counties, and fo proceed Northward, if^ 
upon Intelligence from thence, he found it reafonable. Whilft 
the King ftaid at Bitekhgham, and thought himfelf now in a 
good Condition to fight with the Enemy (his Troops, evety 
day bringing in ftore of Provifions , and , being now in a 
Country where they were not expefted, met with many Cart- 
loads of Wine, Grocery, and Tobacco, which were paffing, 
as in fecure roads, from Lofulcn to Coventry^ and Warwick i 
all which were very welcome to Buckingham) a new, and 
unexpected Trouble fell upon him by the ill humour, and 
FaAion in his own Army. Wilmot continued ftill fuUen and 
perverfe, and every day grew more infolent ; and had con- 
tradted fuch an Anirooficy againft the Lord D/^^X, and the 
Mafter of the Rolls, that heperfwaded many Officers of the 
Army, efpecially of the Horfe, where he wasmoft entirely 
obey'd, to joyn in a Petition to the King, " that thofe two 
^^Couiifellors might be excluded, and be no more prefent in 
" Councils of War \ which they promifed to do. 

Waller reraain'd ftill in WaraBer-fhire ^ upon which 
it was again Confulted, what the King was to do. Some pro- 
pofed " the marching prefeotly into the Aflbciated Counties j 
others, " to lofeno time in endeavouring to joyn with Prince 
^Rufert. f^lmoty without ever communicating it with the 
King, pofitively advifed, " that they might pretently march 
*' towards Lanam^ and now both their Generals, and Armies 
*' were far from them, make tryal what the true affedion of 
*^ the City was ; and that, when the Army was marched as far 
^^ as Sc Albans^ the King fliould fend fuch a gracious Me(&ge 
"both to the Parliament, and City, as wasmoft like to pre- 
*^ vail upon them ; and concluded, as if he knew " that this 
"way of proceeding would be very much approved of by the 
•^ Army. This extravagant motion , with all the Circum- 
ftances of it, troubled the King very much ; yet be thought 
not fit abfolutely to rejed: it, left it might promote that Peti- 
tion, which he knew was framing among theOffioeris ^ but 
wHhed them, <* that fuch a Mel&ge Oiould be prepared, and 
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'< then that he would Comnninicate both that, and what oon- 
** cern'd his march towards London , to the Lords of the 
"Council at Oxford,, that in fo weighty an Affair he might* 
"receive Their Counfel. To that purpolc the Lord Digky^ 
and the Matter of the Rolls, were fcnt to Oxfird; who, rfter 
two days, returned without any Appro!3ation of the march, 
or the Meflage by the Lords, but all that Intrigue fell of ic 
felf, upon the fure Intelligence, " that ifkller had left JVor- 
^^ cejhr-jfoirey and marched, with what fpeed he could, to find 
" his Majefty ^ which gave new Argument of Debare. 

W HEN the King had fo dexcroufly deceiv'd, and eluded 
himbyhts quick march to and {xovaH^rceBery Waller^ who 
had not timely Information of it, and lefs fufpeded it, thought 
itnottotbepurpofe to tire his Army with long marches in 
hope to overtake him ^ but firft (hew'd ic at the WaUs of 
WorceBer^ to terrify that City, which had contcmn'd his power 
a year before, when it was not fo well able to refill it. But 
he quickly difcem'd he could do no good there : then he 
marched towards GhciBiVj having fcnt to Colonel MaJJiy to 
fend him fome Men out of Glecefier ; which be, being a Crea- 
ture of Effex% refiifed to do. Upon this Denial, he marched 
into Wartvick'flnre'^ and appointed his Rendezvous 'tnK9mtm 
Field, the place where the firft Battle was fought. There he 
received an addition of feven Troops of Horfe, and about fix 
hundred Foot, from Warwick 2JiA from Coventry^ with eleven 
pieces of Ordnance. With this Recruit he marched confi- 
dently towards the King ; of which his Majefty being inform'd, 
thathemightthefooner meet him, he marched with his Ar- 
my to BrackUfj wYicaWaller was near Bantwj j and the Ar- 
mies coming uiortly in view of each other, upon a fair Sun- 
ihinein the Afternoon, after a very wet Mornine, both en- 
deavoured to poffefs a piece of Ground they well knew to be 
of Advantage ; which being nearer to Waller^ and the King 
pai&ng his whole Army through the Town of Ban^rjy be- 
fore it could come to it, WaUer had firft his Men upon it in 
good Order of Battle, before the King could reach thither: 
fo that the King lay that Niaht in the Field, half a mileEaft 
olBam^uryy the River of Cherwel being between the two Ar- 
mies. 

T N E King refolv'd to make WaBer draw oflFfrom that Ad- rw/^ftf a 
vantage ground, where he had flood two daysj and in order ^P"^/- 
thereunto, marched away, as if he would enter further into ^*" 
Northamptan-Jhire : and be no fooner moved, but WaDerUke^ 
wife drew offfrombis ground, and coafted on the other fide 
of the River, but at fudi a diftance, that it was thought he 
had nomind to be engaged. The Van of the King's Army 
was led by the General^ and ffflm^f : in the Body was the 
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King, «nd the Prinoe, and the Rear omfiftedof one thoalkod 
commanded Foot, under Colonel TfrAMiL with the Earl of 
MftAMi^Mi'saikl the EarlofCfmAimfs Brigades of Horfe. 
And, that the Enemy might not be able to take any advan- 
tage« a Paitx of Dragoons was fent to keep CttfrHfy-Bridgc^ 
until the Army was paOed beyond it. The Army marching 
in this order. Intelligence was brought to the King, '^ that 
^ there was a Body of three hundred Horfe, widiin iefi than 
^ two miles of the Van of the Army, that marched to joyn 
^' with iFslbr ; and that they might be eafily cut oS^ if the 
^' Army mended their pace. Whereupon, Orders were fent 
to the foremoft Horfe, *< chat they ihouU move fader, the 
Van and the Middle having thefaooe Dirc&ions, without any 
notice given to the Rear. ffkUer quickly difceru'd the great 
diftance that was fuddainly grown between the King's Body 
and his Rear, and prefcntly advanced with fifteen hundred 
Fforfe, one thoufand Foot, and eleven pieces of Cannon 
to cnjprr^-Bridge, which were quickly too ftroiig for the 
Dragoons that were left to keep it, and v((hich made a very 
faint Refiftance : fo that this Party advanced above half a mil^ 
purfuing their Defign of cutting oflP the King's Rear, before 
they (hould be able to get up to the Body of the Arm v. To 
facilitate this Execution , he had lent one thoufand Horle 
more, to psih over at a Ford a mik below Ov/rri^if-Bridge, and 
to fall upon the Rear of all. Timely notice being given of 
this to tne Earl ofckvttmu^ wJiowas in the Van of that Di- 
vifion, and ^^ of the Enemy's having pafled at Crofredf (which 
was confirm'd by the running of the Horfe, and Saitter'd Foot) 
*' and that there ftood two Bodies of Hoile without moving, 
^^and faced the Army: Thereupon the Earl preiently drew 
up his Brigade to a ri&ng ground that faced tlut pais, where 
he difcem'd a gieat Body of the Rebels Horfe drawn up, and 
ready to have hSkxi upon his Rear. It was no time to ez- 
ped Orders^ but the Earl, led by his own great SfMrit, 
Charged pretently that Body with great fiiry, which (uftainM 
it not with equal Courage^ lofing a Cornet, and many Pri- 
(bners. 

This Alarm had quickly reached the King, who fent to 
t)ie Van to return, and himfelf drew up thofe about him, to a 
little Hill beyond the Bridge ^ where he faw the Enemy pre- 
paring for a iecond Charge upon the Earl of Cbvelmti. The 
King Commanded the Lord Bernard Stuart^ a Valiant young 
Gentleman, who Commanded his own Guards, ^^ to make 
^^haft to the Affiftance of the Rear ^ and, in his wa^, to 
^^Cha^ethofetwo Bodies of Horfe which faced his Majefty. 
He, with above a hundred of Gallant and Scout Gentfemen, 
return'd inftantly over the Bridge, and made haft cowards 
I thofe 
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thofe two Bodies of Horfe y who, feeing their fellows Related 
by the E^rl of Cleveland^ were then advancing to Charge him 
in the Flank, as he was following the Execution: But the 
prefenceof this Troop made them change their mind ; and, 
after a very little ftay , accompany their fellows in their 
Flight; whijch yeryniuch facilitated the Defeat, thatquic^y 
eniued. 

The Earl of CkveUnJy after hii (hort Encounter, made a 
fland under a great Afli ( where the King had but half an hour 
before ftay'dund din'd j not underftanding what the ^emy 
could meajB by advancing fo faft, and then flying ibfoon; 
when he perceiy'd a Body of their Horfe of fixteen Comets, 
and as many Colours of Foot, placed within the . Hedges, and 
all within Muiquet-Qiot of him, and advancing upon him } 
which He likewifc did upon Them with notable Vigour 2 
and having ftood their Muiquet and Carabine-fbot^he Charged 
them fo furioufly, being reiblutely feconded by all the Offi- 
ccrs of his Brigade, that he Routed both Horfe and Foo^ 
and Chafed them with good execution beyond their Cannon : 
all which, being eleven pieces, were taken; with two Barri* 
cadoes of Wood, which were drawn upon Wheels, and in each 
feven rmallBra&and Leather Guns, charg'd with Cafe-fliot; 
moft of their Cannoneers were kill'd , and the General of 
their Ordnance ta||[en^Pri{biier. This Man, one Weimts^ a 
Sc§f$m^y had been a^ much obliged by the King, as a Mm 
of His Condition could be, and in a manner very unpopular ; 
for be wa^ made Mafter Gunner of Bfglandy with a Penfion 
of three hundred founds fer atmum for bis Life (which was 
looked upon as fome dtfreiped to the E»gUJb Nation ) anci 
having never done the Kins the leaft Service, he took th^ 
firft opportunity to Diilerye him ^ and having been engaged 
againft him. from the beginning of the Rebellion, he was 
now prderr*d by them, for his eminent DiQoyalty, to be Ge- 
neral of the.Ordnance in the Army of & WUuan IValler ; who 
was verymt^hadvifedbyhim in all matters of Importance. 
Befides l^Ka^eSy there was taken Prifoner Baiir, Lieutenant 
Colonel to S' William Walkr's own Ri^imenr, and five or fix 
Lieutenant Colonels, and Captains, of as good Names as 
wereamongft them : with many Lieutenants, Enfigns, atid 
Cornets, Quartetoaftcrsi and above one hundred Common 
Soldiers ; many more being (lain in the Charge. The Earl 
purfued thetn as far as the Bridge ; over which he forced themi 
to retire^ in fpite of their Dragoons, which were placed thercf 
to make good their Retreat i all which fled with them, or be- 
fore. And fo the Earl having cleared that fide of the River,; 
and not knowing how far he was from the Army, retired, as 
lie had good reafon to do ; )iaving loft, in this notable Adtiori^ 

Vel.TLPart*. Kk • tw^ ^ 
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fwo Colonels^ Sr TPiHiam Botehtj and S' W^Uam cUrke^ both 
Gentlemen of Kn$^ of fair Fortunes, who had raifed, and 
arm'd their Regiments at their own Charge, who were both 
ktird dead upon the place, with one Captain more of another 
Regiment, and not above fourteen Common Soldiers. 

A T the fame time, the Earl oi N^bamfimMcoyet^d chat 
Party of the Enemies Horfe, which had found apaflage over 
the River a Mile below, to follow him in the Rear ; and 
prefently faded about with thofe Regiments of his Brigade. 
Upon which, without enduring the Charge, the whole Body 
betook themfeives to Flight, and got over the Pafsthey had 
fo newly been acquainted with, with little lois, becaufe they 
prevented the Danger ^ though many of them, when they 
were got over, continued their Flight fofar, as if chey were 
(till purfued, that they never returned ag^in to chdr Army. 
The Lord Bernard ^ with the King's Troop, feeing there 
was no Enemy left on that iide, drew up in a large Field op* 
pofite to the Brieve; where he ftood, whilft the Cannon, on 
the other fide, pfky'd upon him, until his Majefty and the 
reft of the Army pafled by them, and drew into a Body upon 
the Fields ncssfPif/iot. I^ii&r inftantly quitted Crafredfy and 
drew up his whole Army upon the high grounds, which are 
between Crafredly and Hdmvelly oppoure to the King's Qiar* 
ters about a Mile^ the River of Cbervfely and fome low 
grounds, being between both Armies jfwhich had a full view 
of each other. 

I T was now about three of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
the Weather very feir, and very warm ( it being the 29* day 
of June ) and the King's Army being now together, his Ma- 
jefty refolv'd to profecute his good Fortune , and to go to 
the Enemy, fince Thev would not come to Him : and to that 
purpofe, fent two good Parties, to make way for him to pafs 
both at O^rA^' Bridge, and the other pafs a Mile below ; 
over which the Enemy had fo newly palled : both which 
places were ftrongly guarded by them. To CrefreJf they 
fent fuch ftrong Bodies of Foot, to relieve each other as they 
iliould be prefled, that thofe fent by the King thither could 
make no Impreffion upon them ; but were repulfed, till the 
Night came, and fevered them; all Parties being tired with 
the duty of the Day. • But they who were fent to the other 

Sfs, a Mile below, after a (hort Refinance, gained it, and a 
illadioyning; where, after they hadkill'd fome, they took 
the reft Prifoners; and from thence, did not only defend 
themfeives, that, and the next Day, but did the Enemy much 
hurt; expedtng ftill that their Fellows Ihould mafter the other 
pafs, that fo they might advance together. 
Her£ the King wa$ prevail'd with to make trial of an-. 
•- I other 
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other Expedient. Some Men, from the Conferencechey had 
with the rriibners, ochersrfrom other Imdltgence, made no 
doubt, but that if a Meflage were now fent of Grace and 
Pardon to all the OflScers and Soldiers of that Army, they 
would forthwith lay down their Armes : and it was very 
notorious, that Moltitudes ran every day from thence. How 
this Meflage (hould be fenr, fo that it might be efiedulUy de« 
liver'd , was the only Queftion that remained : and it was 
agreed, ^^that S' Edward ffalker (vfho was bothGarcer Kine 
at Armes, and Secretary to the Council of War) ^^Ihoula 
** be fent to publiih that his Majefty's Grace. But he wi&Iy 
dcfired, " that a Trumpet might be firft fent for a Pafi j the 
barbarity of that People being notorious, that they regarded 
not the Laws of Armes, or of Nations. Whereupon a Trum- 
pet was fent to ^WSHam Waller^ todiefire ^^aSafeCondudt 
^for a Gentleman, who (liquid deliver a gracious Me(£ige 
^ from his Majefty. After two hours Conmeration, he re- 
fum'd Anfwer, "that he had nopower to receive any Mef- 
^' fage of Grace, or Favour from his Majefty, without the 
"Confent of the two Houfes of Parliament %tWeftmhfier^ 
^ to whom his Majefty, if he pleaied, might malEe hisaddrefles. 
And asfoon as the Trumpet was gone, as an Evidence of his 
Refoiutton, he caufed above twenty (hot of hisgreateft Can- 
non to be made at the King's Army, and as near the place as 
they could, where his Majefty ufed to be. 

When both Armies bad ftood upon ths (ame ground, 
and in the fame pofture, for the fpace of two Days, they 
both drew off to a greater Diftance from each other ; and, 
from that time, never faw each other. It then quickly ap- 
pear'd, by J%&r*s ftiU keeping liiore aloof from the King, 
and his marching up and down from Buckmgbam, fometimes 
towards ]^»rthamf$§ny and (bme^mes towaards Warwkky that 
he was Without other Defign, than of recruiting his Army^ 
and that the Defeat of that day at Crafredy was much greater, 
than it then appear'd to be; and that it even broke the heart 
of his Army. And it id very probable, that if the King, af- 
ter he had retted and refre{hed hisMenthrecor four days, 
which was very neceflary^ in regard they were exceedingly 
tired with continual Duty, befides that the Provtfions would 
not hold longer in the fame Quarters , had foUow'd Waller^ 
when it was evident He would not follow the King, he 
might have deftroy'd that Army without Fighting : for it ap^ 
pear'd afterwards, without it's being purfued , that within 
fourteen daysafter that Adton at Gr^frtdy ^ Waller % Army, 
that before confifted of eight thoufand, was fomuch wafted, 
that there reniain'd not with him half that Number. 

But the truth is, from the time that the Kingdiicover'd 
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tbAt mutiiKXis Spiric in the OflBcers, gcMrem'd by m/mgt^ at 
Bud^fgham^ he. was ianr«ctfified vich the Teiapcr of his owo 
Army, aodcbdnocde&ce a through Engagenieoc, nil he had 
a little cime to refoanfome, whomhe relblY'd never niore 
bearcUy to tnift i and to uoideoBive ochersi wbo^ he knew, 
were milled wkhouc any malice, or evil Immsiaa. But when 
he now found himfelf fi> much at Liberty from two great Ar* 
mies, which had foftieighttyeocompa&d him, within little 
more than aMonch^ andchathe had, upon the «natter, de* 
feaced one of them, and reduced it to a State, in which it 
could, for the {>refeiit, do htm little harm ; Jut heart was at 
no eafe, with apprehen&on of the terrible fright the Queen 
would be in f woo was newly delivered of a DaughceTj that 
was afterwards Married to the Duke of Orlemts ) when (he 
iaw the Earl of J^ex before the Walls of Exetir^ and Oiould 
be at the lame time informed, that fFalkr was with another 
Army in purfuit of himfelf. flis Majefty refolv'd therefore^ 
with all poffible Expedition, to follow tlie Earl oSBftx^ in 
hopes that he fbould be able to fi^ht a Batde with him, be- 
ioxcWkUer (bould be in a Condition to foik)W him : and his 
own ftreogth WQuld be much improved, by a Conjundion 
with Prince MAturia ; who, though he retired before Bff^^ 
would be well able, by the North of Dewm^fbtrt^ to one^t 
the King, when he Ihouldknow that he march'd that way. 

His Majefty bad no fooner taken this Refolution, than he^ 

gave notice of it to the Lords of the Council at Qi^d ^ and 

fent an Exprefs into the Weft, to inform theQ^enof it^ 

who, by the way, carried Orders to the Lord Wftm^ ^^ |o 

'< draw what Men hepouldoutof ilfMK«w»ri&-/&iyv^ and South 

<< JVales^ into BrifiQh^ that himfelf might meet his Majefty. 

^^ with as many as hecould foffiUy draw out of that Garmbn. 

Soj without any delay, the whole Army, with what Expedi- 

^t^"^ tion was poffible, march'd towards the Weft over the Caff- 

IJJ^ifaT 99U to Cirewceffer; andfoto Bsth; whew he arriv'd on the 

Weft. isthday-of 3^y, and ftaid there one whole day, to refrefli 

bis Army ; which ftood e&oi^h in need of it. 

T H £ King had fcarce march'd two days Weftward, when 
he wasfurpri^ with iU news from the North ^ formatter he 
bad, by an Expreis from Oxfrrdy received intelligence, ^' that 
" Prince Rupert had not only relieved Tork, but totally de- 
*^ feated the ^^«//,with many {i^ticulars to confirm it (all which 
was fo much beiiev'd there, that they had made publick Fires 
of Joy for the Viflory ) he now receiv'd quite contrary Infor- 
mation, and was too furely convinced, that his whole Army 
was defeated. It was very true, that, after many great and 
noble Actions performed by Prince M/^S in the Relief* of 
Ijabam^ and the ReduAion oiBohon^ and all other places 

in 
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in that large County (MmheHer only excepted) in which 
the Rebels loft very nuiiy^ much Blood having been (hed, in 
caking places by Aflault, which were loooWttnateiy defend* 
ed; Che Prince had marched out of lAmsflrin wicn lb good 
Reputation, and bad given hio Orders fo efiMEhially to Gwrmg^ 
who lay in Lm^lmjbire with that Body of Horfe chaC belonged 
to the Marquts ef NevhCsBV^ Army, thac they happily 
joyn'd him; and march'd together towafds T^rk^ withiuch 
Expedition, that the Enemy was fo furprifed, that they found 
it neceflary- to raife the Siege in Confufion enough; ind 
leaving one whole fide of the Town free, drew to the other 
fide, in great Diforder and Confternatton; there being irre« 
coRcilabie didercnces, $xkA jealoufies, b^ween the Officers^ 
and, indeed, between (he Nations : the E0g^ reiblving to 
joyn no more with the S€9t$^ and They, on the other itde, as 
weary of therr Company, and Difcipliae; fo that the Pnnce 
had done his Work; and if he had fate ftill, die Enemies 
great Army would have moulder'd to nothing, and been ez« 
pofed to any advantage his Highnefs would take of them. 

But thedifmal Fateof the Kingdom would not permit fo*^«w#MN 
much Sobriety of Counfel : One fide of the Town was no'J'***-' '* 
foonerfree^ by which there was iin entite Communication •^^^J^"'*"^ 
with thofe in the Town, and all Provifion brought in abun- 
dantly out of the Country, but the Prince, without consult* 
ing with the Marquis of Nfw^ca^hy or any <tf the Officers 
^thin the Town, fent for aU the Soldiers to draw out, and 
put the whole Army in Battalia, on that fide where the Ene- 
my was drawn up ; who had no other hope to preferve them 
but a prefent Battle, to prevent the reproaches and mutinies 
which diftrafied them. And though that Party of the King's 
Horle which Charged the Sc0tfy fo totally Routed and De- 
feated their whole Army, that they fled all ways for many 
Miles together, and were knocfc'd on the head, and taken Pri- 
fofiers by the Country, and Lejfy their General fled ten Miles, 
and was taken Prifoner by a Conftabte ( from whence the 
News of the Viftory was fpeedily brought to Nevark^ and 
thence fent by an Exprds to Oxfrrd^ and fo itceiv'd and 
fbread as afore&id ) yet the Bffglifi> Horfe, Commanded by 
fahfkx and CrmfnieB, Charged fo well, and in fuch excel- 
lent Order, being no fboner broken than they rallied agatn^ 
and Charged asiwiskly, that, though both Fairfax and Cram^ 
nsfeB were hurt, and both above the Shoulders, and many 
good Officers kiU'd, they prevailed over that Body of Horfe 
which oppofed them, and totally routed, and beat them off 
the Field ; and almoft the whole Body of the Marquis of JNirw- 
C^JWs Fopc were cut off 
TaE Marquis himfelf, and his brave Brother, Sr Charles 
K k 3 Coven Jt/b 
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C^vendifh (who wa9 a Man of the nobleft, and largeft miiid» 
though the leaft, and moft ioconvenieDt Body that liv'd ) 
Charged in the head of a Troop of Gentlemen, who came 
otit pf the Town with hini| with as much Gallantry and G>a- 
rage, as Men could do. But it was fo lace in the Evening 
l)dore the Battle begun, that the Night quickly fell upon 
them ; and the Generals returo'd into the Town, not enough 
knowing their own lofs, and perform'd very few Compli- 
ments to each other. They who moft exadly defcribe that 
unfortunate Battle, and more unfortunate abandoning that 
whole Country ( when there might have been means found 
to have drawn a good Army together) . by Prince Bt^rfs hafty 
departure with all his Troops, and the Marquis of Nevi-Cm- 
fiWt as hafty departure to the Sea fide, and taking Ship, and 
Tranfporting himfelf out of the Kingdom, and all the ill Con« 
iequences thereupon, give fo ill an Account of any Condud, 
or Dif<^retion, in the managery of that Afl&ir, that, as I can 
cake no pleafure in writing of it, (b Pofterity would receive 
little pleafure, or benefit, in the moft particular Relation 
of it. 

This may 'be faid of it, that the like was never done» or 
hpard, or read of before ; that two great Generals, whereof 
one had ftill a good Army left, his Horfe, by their not hav- 
ing performed their Duty, remaining upon the matter entire, 
and much the greater part of his Foot having retired into the 
Town, the great execution having fain upon the Northern* 
Foot ; and the other, having the abfolute Coromillion over 
the Northern Counties, and very many Confiderable placess 
in them ftill remaining under his Obedience , (hould both^ 
agree in nothing eire> but in leaving that good City, and the 
' whole Country, a$ a prey to the Enemy ; who had not yet 
the Courage to believe that they had the Viftory ; the Sc9ts 
having been fo totally routed (as hath been f^id before) their 
Oeneral made Prifoner by ^ Conftabje, and detained in Cu- 
tfody, till moft part of the v^ix day was paft ; and moft of 
the Officers, and Army, having marched, or run above ten 
Miles Northward, before they had News that they might fe- 
curely return : And though the Horfe under faitfax and 
QtomweU had wone the day , yet t;hey were both much 
wounded, and many others of the beft Officers kill'd, or fo 
maim'd that they cquld not, in ^y* (hort time, have done 
more hurt : io that if there had been any Agreement to have 
concealed their lofs, whjch ipight have been done to a good 
Pegree (far the Enemy was not pofleflcd of the Field, but 
was drawn off at a diftance, not knowing tyhatt the Horfe, 
which had done fo little, might do the next day) there fldighc 
ppb^ably many Adv^Hge^ h^ve appear'd^ which were fiot 
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at the inftant in view; however, they might boch have done 
that zs feourely afcerwardsi as tney did then unreafonably. 

But neither of them were Friends to fuch Deliberation } 

but, aflbon as they were refreflied with a linle fleep, they both 

lent a Meflenger to each other, almoft at the (ame time ; the 

one, " that he was refolv'd, that Mornings to march awaf- 

^^ with his Horfe, and as many Foot as he had left; and tbie 

other, ** that he would, in that Inftant, repair to the Sea-fide, 

*^ and Tranfport himfelf beyond the Seas ; both which they 

immediately perform'd ; the Marquis making haft to Scar^ 

^rougby there Embarked in a poor Veflel , and arriv'd at 

Hamiourgb: the Prince, with his Army, begun his March 

the fame Morning towards Chefier- And (o Tort was left to 

the difcretion of S' Thomas Gkmhamy the Governour thereof 

to do with it as He thought fit j being in a Condition only to 

deliver it up with more Decency, not to defend it againft an 

Enemy that would require it. 

Whereas, if Prmce Bufert had ftay'd with the Army 
he marched away with, at any reafonable Diftance, it would 
have been long before the Jealoufies, and Breaches, which 
were between the EngRJh and Scots Armies , would have 
been enough compoled to h^ve agreed upon the renewing 
the Siege ; fuch great quantities of Provifion being already 
brought into the Town; and the Scots talked of nothing but 
returning into their own Country , where the Marquis of 
Moufarofi had kindled already a Fire, which the Parliament 
of JSdeniorougb could not quench. But the certain intelligence^ 
*^ that the Prince was marched away without thought of rc- 
^^ turning, and that the Marquis had Embarked himfelf, re- 
conciled them fo far (and nothing elfe could) that, aft^r 
two days, they returned to the Pofts they had before had in 
the Sege ^ and fo ftreighren'd the Town, that the Governour, 
when he had no hope of Relief, within a Fortnight was com- 
pelled to deliver it up, upon as good Articles for the Town, y^,|j^,'. 
and the Gentry that were in it* and for Himfelf, and the few ^gr'dHikt 
Soldiers he had left, as hecogld propofe: And fo hemzrdtiedfiirtimint 
with all his Troops to CarB/lej which he afterwards defended ^•^•^• 
with very remakable Circumftances of Courage, Induftry, 
and Patience. 

The Times afterwards grew fo bad, and the King's Af- 
fairs fucceeded fo ill, that there was no Opportunity to call 
either of thofe two great Perfons to Account for what they 
had done, or' what they had left undone. Kor did either of 
them ever think fit to make any particular Relation of the 
grounds of their Proceeding, or thecauf^s of their mifadven- 
tureSf by wzy of Excufe to the King, or for their own Vin- 
dication. Prince Aqprrf, only to hisFriend5» auid after the 
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Mufther of the King, prodoced a Letter in the King's awn 
hand, which he leoeiv'd when he was ii|KMi bis March from 
Lsncajhire towards Tork-^ in which his Majefty faid, ^^that his 
*' Afiairs were in fo very ill a State, that it would not be 
''^enough, though his Fiighnefs raifed the Siege frcMn T^y 
*'if he had not likewife^ten the S€t0)Pamy*^ which be 
'^ unaerftood to amount to no lefs than a peiemptory Order to 
^ Fight, upon what difadvantage foerer : and addecL *^that 
^'thedifadvantage was fo great, the Enemy being (o much 
•'Superior in number, it was no wonder he loft the day." But 
as the King's Letter would not bejir that fenfe, fo the greateft 
Caule of the Misfortune Was the precipitate entring upon the 
Battle, aflbon as the Enemy drew oflT; and without Confultin^ 
At all with the Marquis of Nev-Cafik, and his Officers ; who 
muft needs know more dF the Enemy, and confequentlT bofT 
they were beft to be dealt with, than bis Highnds could do. 
For he faw not the Marquis, till, upon his SumnxMis, he 
came into the Field, in the head ot a Troop oF Gentlemen^ 
as a private Captain, when the Battle was ragged ; and which, 
after a very fliort faiutation, immediately begun; thofe of die 
Marquis's Army, who came out of the Town, beipg {daoed . 
upc>n the ground left by the Prince, and affign'd to them ; 
which much indifpofed both Officers and Sddiers to the work 
in harid, and towards thofe with whom they were to )oyn 
ih it. 

T H EN it was too late m the day to b^n the Fight^ ff di 
the other ill circumftances had been away; for it was paft 
three in the Afternoon : whereas, if it had been deferred till 
next Morning, ii) which time a full Confukation might have 
\>cen had, and the Officers and Soldiers grown a litdt ac^ 
guainted with each other, better fuccefs might have been tea- 
ionably expefted; nok* would the Confufion ami Confternititm 
the other Armies were then in, which was the only exciA 
for the prefent Eng^ement, have been the lefs; but, on the 
contrary, very m\ich improved by the delay; for the Bitten- 
neis and Animofity between the dhtef Conimanders was focfa, 
.that a great part qf the Army was marched fix MSes, when it 
Uppear'd, by the Prince's manner of drawing his Army to- 

!j;ether to that ground, that his refolution was to Fight: the 
peedy Int^Uigenoe whereof prevailed, and nothing elfe cotdd^ 
with thofe who were gone fo far^ to remm ; ami with die 
reft, to unite and concur in an Adibn, that, in human reafon, 
could only preferye diem ; and if that opportunity had not 
then been fo unhappily pflfer'd, it was generally believ'd that 
fhe Sc0ts wpuld> ih^ next Morning, have continued thek 
March Northward ; and the Earl of Maufbeffer would have 
^een neceffitated to h^ve made his retreat^ 9i9 wf U as h^ could^ 
• - • • . ipjp 
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into liifl AflixHatedGouiities; and it would have been in die 
Prinds's pdw^ tx> hare cfaofen which of them he would have 
deftroyed. 

But then of ^ the reft, his gottig away the next Morn- 
ing with all his Troops, in that manner, was itnoft unezoifr- 
Ue ; becaufe moft prejodicfal, and moft ruinous to the King's 
Afiairs iii thofe parts. Nor did thofe Troop ever after brtog 
any coniklerable advantage to the King's Service, but moul- 
dered away by degrees, and the Officers, whereof many were 
Gentlemen of Quality and great Merit, were kill'd upon beat- 
ing up of Quarters, and Ifttte Aftions not worth their pre* 
fence. The truth is, the Prince had fome fecret Intimation 
of the Marquis's purpofe kX immediately leaving the Town, 
and EmlKirldng himfelf for the parts beyond the Seas, befoft 
the Marquis himfelf fenc him word of ft ; upon which, in 
great paflion and rage, he fent him notice or hi^ refolution 
prefencly to be gone, that he who hid the Command of all 
thofe parts, and nereby an obligation not ro delert his Charge, 
might be without any imagination that the Prince Would 
take fuch a diftra^d Government upon him, and leave him 
any excufe for his departure : and it in this joynt diftemper, 
with which they were both tranfported, any Perlbns of dis- 
cretion and honour, had interpoTed, they might, in all proba- 
b'dtty, have prevailed with both, for a good underftanding 
between them, or at teaft for the fufpenfion of their prelent 
Relations, and confidlering what might bed be done. But 
they both refolv'd fo foon, and fo foon executed what they 
lefolv'd, that very few had the lead fufpieion of their Inten- 
tions, till they were both out of diftancc to have their Con- 
verfion attempted. 

All that can be (aid for the Marquis is, that he was ib 
utcpriy tired with a Condition and Employment ib contrary to 
liss Humour, Naaitt, and Education, that he did not at all 
oonfidei- the means, or the way, that would let him out of it, 
and fMee him for ever from having mor^ to do with it. And 
it was a greatdr wonder, that he fuftainM the vexation and 
fatigue cfit fo lon|, than that he broke from it with fo little 
circumfoeaion. Hte was a very fine Gaatlemaii, adive, and 
full of Courage,. Uod moft accompliih'd in thofe Qualities of 
Hdrfemanfhip, Dancing, and Fencing, which accompany a 
good breeding; in which his delight wiu?. Befidesthat he 
was amorook ih Poetry, and Mufick, to which he indulged 
tfaegr^ateft part of his time; aiid nothing could have tempted 
biih oQt df thofe paths of pleafuire, Whkrh he enjoyed in a full 
and ample Fortune, but Honour and Ambition to ferve the 
Kin^ when he faW hhn Indlftrefs, atid abandoned by moft of 
tbm Who wer^ in ifae bighcft degree obliged to him, and by 
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him. He lov*d Monarchy, as it was the foundation and Cxp- 
port of his own grcacnefs, and the Church, as it was well 
conftituted for the fplcndour and fecuricy of the Crown ; and 
Religion, as ic chenfli'd, and maintained that Order and Obe- 
dience that was neccflary to Both; without any other paflioa 
for the particular Opinions which were grown up in ir, and 
diftinguillied it into Parties, than as he decefled wbatioever 
was like to difturb the Publick Peace. 

H E had a particular Reverence for the Perfon of the King, 
and the more extraordinary Devotion for that of the PrinQC, 
as he had had the Honour to be trufted with his Education ajs 
hisGovernour j for which Office, as he excelled in fome, to 
he wanted other Qualifications. Though he had retired from 
his great Truft, and from the Court, to decline the infup- 
portablc Envy which the powerful Faftion had contrafted a- 
gainft him, yet the King was no fooner neceffitated to pofleft 
himfelf of fome place of ftrength, and to raife fome Force 
fyr his Defence, but the Earl of New Cajlk f he was made 
Marquis afterwards) obeyed his firft callj and, with great 
expedition and dexterity^^feifed upon that Town; when till 
then there was not one Port Town in Eftglarui, that avow'd 
their Obedience to the King : and he theri prefently raifed 
fuch Regiments of Horfe and Foot, as were ncceflary for the 

Jirefent ftate of Affairs ; ail which was done purely by his own 
ntereft, and the Concurrence of his numerous Allies in thofc 
Northern Parts ; who with all alacrity obeyed hisCommandSy 
withput any charge to the King ; which he was not able to 
fopply. 

And after the Battle otEdge-tiUy when the Rebels grew 
lb. ftrong in Torkjbire^ by the influence their Garrifou of H«ff 
had upon both the Eail and Weft Ridbg there, that it be- 
lioved the King prefently to make a General, who might 
unite all thofe Northern Counties in his Service, he could 
not choofe any Man fo fit for it, as the Earl of Nfw-Oi^/<?, 
who was not only poflefs'd of a prefcnt Force, and of that 
important Town, but had a greater Reputation and Intereft 
in Xark'Jbirt it felf, than, at that prefent^ any other Man had : 
the Earl of CumherUnd being at that time, though of entire 
Affedtion to the King, much decayed in the vigour of his 
Body, and his Mind, and unfit for that Adivity which the 
Seafon reouired. And it cannot be denied, that the Earl of 
Ne» Cafihj by his quick march with his Troops, aflbon as 
he had receiv'd his Commiffion to be General, and in the 
depth of Winter, redeemed, or refcued the City of X^rk from 
the Rebels, when they look'd upon it as their oWn, and had 
it even within their grafp : and aflRx)n as he was Mafter of it, 
he raifed Men apace, and drew an Army togcthicr^^ith which 
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lie Fought many Battles, in which he had always (tUf laft 
only excepted ) Succefs and Vidory. 

'H E liked the Pomp, and abfolute Authority of a General 
^veil, and preferv'd the Dignity of ic to the full ; and for the 
difcharge of the outward State, and Circumllances of it, in 
tL&s of Courtefy, Afl&bility, Bounty, and Generofity, he a- 
bounded ; which, in the infancy of a War, became him, and 
inade him, for fome^time, very acceptable to Men of all 
Conditions. But the fubftantial parr, and fatigue of a Ge- 
neral, he did not in any degree underftand (beipg utterly un- 
acquainted with War) nor could fubmit to ; but referred all 
matters of that Nature to the diicretion of his Lieutenant Ge» 
tieral Kingi who, no doubt, was an Officer of great Expe- 
rience and Ability, yet, being a Sc^ts-mzn , was in that con- 
jiindture, upon more difadvahrage than he would have been, 
if the General himfelf had been more intent upon his Com- 
mand. In all Adions of the Field he was ftill prefent, and 
never'abfenc in any Battle j in all which he gave inftances of 
an invincible Courage and Fearlefsnefs in danger^ in which 
the expofing himfelf notorioufly did fometimes change the 
fortune of the Day, wlien his Troops begun to give ground. 
Such Articles of Adion were no fooner over, than he retired 
to his delightful Company, Mufick, or his fofcer pleafures, to 
all which he was fo indulgent, and to his eafe, that he would 
not be interrupted upon what occafidn foever ; infomucb as 
he fometimes denied admiffion to the Chiefeft Officers of the 
Army, even to General King himfelf, for two days together; 
from whence many inconveniencies fell out. 

From the beginning, he was without any reverence or 
regard for the Privy Council, with few of whom he had any 
acquaintance ; but was of the other Soldiers mind, that all the 
bufinefs ought to be done by Councils of War, and was al- 
ways angry when there were any Overtures of a Treaty ; 
and therefore, efpecially after the Queen had Landed in Tort'^ 
Jb&e^znd ftaid fo long there, he confider'd any Orders he re- 
ceiv'd from Oxfyrd^ though from the King himfelf, more 
negligently than he ought to have done ^ and when he thought 
himfelf fure of H»ff, and was fure that he fliould be then Ma- 
tter entirely of all the North, he had no mind to march nearer 
the King ( as he had then Orders to march into the Aflbci- 
ated Counties, when, upon the taking of Brifiol^ his Ma- 
jcfty had a purpofe to have marched towards London on the 
other 6de ) out of apprehienfion that he fliould be eclipfedby 
the Court, and his Authority overfliadow'd by the Supe- 
riority of Prince Rupert^ from whom he defired to be at 
diftance: Yet when he found himfelf in diftrefs, and neceffi- 
tated to draw his Anpy withipthe Walls of Tork, and iaw 

no 
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no way to be rdlev'd but by Prince Kt^ert, who had then 
done great feats of Armes in the relief of Newarkj and after« 
wardf in hisExpedttioii into Ijmufime^ where he was at that 
time, he writ to the Kiitt to Oxfwd, either upon the know- 
ledge that the tbfisltttenefi, and illimitednefs of his Commif- 
fion was generally much fpdten of, or out of the Confcience 
of (bme aiibourfe of his own to that purpofe y which mi^ 
have been reported; ^' that he hoped bts Majefty did believe, 
^^ chat lie would never make the leaft fcniple to obey the 
c^Grandchtld of King James : And afloredly, If the Prince 
bud cultivated the good inclinations the Matauis had towards 
hi m, with any civil and gracious Condefeenbons, he would 
have found him full of duty and regard to his Service, and 
Inrefeft. 

By T the fbrange manner of the Prince's coming, and un- 
deliberated throwing himfelf, and all the King's hopes, into 
that fuddain and unaeceffiiry Engagement, by which all the 
fore* 4be Marquis had railed, and with fo many difficulties 
preferv'd, was in a moment diftaway and deftroy'd, fotranf- 
ported.hiffl with paffion and defpair, ti|ar he could not com* 
pofe himfelf to think of beginning the work again, and in* 
volvihg htmfelf in the fiune undelighrful condition of Life, 
from which he might now be free. (le hoped his paft meri* 
torious Adions, might outweigh his prefent abanoDfiing the 
thought of fimire A&ion ; and fo, without farther oonfidera* 
tion, as hath been faid, he cranlported himfelf out of the 
Kingdom, and took with him General Kmg ; upon whom, 
they who were content to fpaie the Marquis, poured out all 
the Reproaches of- ^« Infidelity, Treafon, and Ck)njuDAhMi 
^^with his Country men ^ which, without doubt, was th^ 
ctifeAof the univerlal Diicontent, iand the tniferaUe Condition 
to which the People of thofe Northern Parts were on the fud^ 
dain reduced, without the leafl foundation, or ground for any 
fueh reproach: and as he had, throughout the whole Cour^ 
of his Life, been generally reputed a Man of Honour^ and 
bad exerctfed the higheft Commands under the King of'^^^iur* 
dm with extraordinary ability, and fuccefs, fo he nad been 
profecuted by fome of his Country Men with the higheft ma- 
lioe, from his very coming into the King's Service; and die 
£une malice purfued him alcer he bad left the Kingdom, even 
to his death. 

T« B loft of Ef^glmd came fo fiion to be lamented, diat 
the lofsof t^rky or the too fix)n deferting the Nonhem Parts, 
were comparatively no more fpoken of; and the conftant 
and noble behaWour of the Marquis in the change of his For- 
tune, and his chearful fubmiffion to all the ftreiehts, neoef- 
lities^ and diftomfiirts, which are tnfeparabk from Euiifiunent, 

without 
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withoae tbe leaft appUcadoo to the Uforpers, who were pof* 
fefleddFhis whole Eftate, and upon wfaich they ooiDmicted 
all imaginable and irreparable Waft , in deftroving all hia 
Woods of very great Value, and who were ft til equally ab- 
horr'd,aiid defpifed by him j with hi& readinefs and alacrity 
again to have embarked himfelf in the King's Quarrel, upoo 
th$ firft reafonable occafion, fo perfeftly reooociled all good 
Men to htm, that they rather obferv'd, what he had uon^^ 
and Soflfer'd for the iLing and for his Country, without far- 
ther inquiring what he had Omitted to do, or been overfeeo 
ia doing. 

This fatal blow, which fo much changed the King's coii«> 
dition, that till then was very hopeful, made not fuch an tm- 
preffion upon his Majefty, but that it made him purfue his 
forsoer Refolution, to follow the Earl of EffiXy with the more 
ii^patienGe; having, now in oruth nothu^eUe to do. But 
beii)g informed that the Earl had hot made any long marches, 
and that the Queen, upon the firft Newsofthe Earl's draw- 
ing near, though (he had been link more thanr a fortnight de^ 
lii^^'d, had left Exeter^ and was r^noved into C^mmal ; 
from whence, in a (hoit, time, (heembark'd for Fratrcf ( the rw j^hms 
Priivce of Orange having fent foroe Dtttib Ships of WUj to '»"''«» »•'•. 
attiend her CommaiMls in the Harbour of F^Jmotah ; and mxn^'*°^' 
tbeoipe her Majefty tra.n(ported her felf ) his Majefty mareh'd 
more ftowiy, that he jxugbt encreafe his Army from Briffol, 
aod other places ; making no doubt, but that he (hould en- 
gage tbe Army of the Earl of m/hcy who was already near 
Exe^eTy before he Oiould be able to return to Ltmhrn. 

-T HE Earl of f^'sgood Fortune now begun to decline : 
he had notproceeded with his accuftom'd warinefe, and skill, 
but run into Labyrinths, from whence he could not difintan- 
gle bimfiJf. When he had march'd to tbe length of Exeter^ 
which he bad fome thought of Beiieging, without any iroagi- 
natipn that he could mid an -Enemy to contend with him, 
faaviDj; left the King in fo ill a condition, and S^ VKBismlFaC 
ler with fo good an Army wairing upon him , he had the 
News of che <^ difappoincment S' WSlUim iMBtr had received ; 
^'and that the Kiog was come with his whole Army into the 
^' Weft in purruit of him, withoMt being foUow'd by MriSfcr, 
^^ora^nyTioopstodiiquietor retard his March; which ex-^ ' 
ceediogly furprifed him, and made him fofpefl that the Par- 
liament it felt had betrayed him, and confptredhk ruin. 

T H»B Jealoufies were now indeed grown very great be- 
tween them ; the Parliament looking upon hismardi into the 
Weft, and leaving Wdkr^ to whom they imended the othet 
Province, to follow the Kii^) but as a Declaration that ha ' 
would DO more fight againft the Ferfon of tbe Kiog : >Qd tho 

Earl 
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EatI, on the other fide* had well obferv'd the diflference be- 
twixt the care and afieftion the Parliament expreOcdfof, and 
towards His Army, and the other under the Command of 
theEarlofiltoMbi^; which they fetfo great a price upon, 
that he thought they would not fo much care what became of 
His. O^erwife, it could not be poflBble, that upon fo little 
a brufh as fMkr had fijftatn'd, he could *not be able to fol- 
low, and difturb the King, in a Country fo enclofed, as he 
muft ptfs through, In this unexpeded ureight, upon the firft 
reception of the News, he refolv'd to return back^ and meet 
and fight with the King, either bsfore be enter'd Devm-Jhire^ 
orelfein S^mtrfHrltmrt \ in either of which places he could 
not be ftreighcen'd in room, or provifions, or be compelled 
to fight in a place diladranrageous, or when he had no mind 
to it ^ and if he had purfued this Refolution, he had done 
prudendy. But the Lord JRs^titr, who was a General OflScer 
in his Army, of an infociable Nature, and impetuous Di(^ 
fition, full of contradiAion in his Temper, and of Parts fo 
^muchfuperiortoany in the Company, that he could too well 
maintain and juftify all thofe concradtdHons^ pofitively op- 
pofed the return of the Army ; but preflcd, with His con- 
fidence, <^ that the Armyfliould continue it's March to C&m- 
^^vfa/'^ where he undertook to have fo great Inrereft, that he 
made no queftion, ^< but the prefence of the Earl of Effex, 
^' with his Army, would fo unite that Countv to the Parlja- 
** ment's Service, that it would be eafy to defend the paflesin- 
^ to the whole County ( which are not many) in fuch a man- 
** ner, that the King's Army (hould never be able to enter 
^^ into C^rmvkUy nor to retire out of Dro^Jbire without great 
" lofs, nor before the ParUament would fend more Forces up- 
^^ on their b^ks* 

The Lord R^intSy though inferior in the Army, had 
much greater credit in the ParTiatnentthan the Earl of Effex ; 
and the Earl did not think him very kind to him, he being 
then in great conjundion with Sr Htr^ Finw, whom of all 
Men the Earl hated, and look'd upon as an Enemy. He had 
never been in Cvmwal; fo he knew not the Situation of the 
Country : fome of the Officers, and fome others of that Coun- 
try ( as there were with him four or five Gentlemen of that 
Country of IntereftJ concurred fiiUy with the Lord lUteris^ 
and promised great matters, if the Army marched thither: 
whereupon the Earl departed from his own underftanding, 
and comply'd with their advice; and fo marched the dired 
TU EdTi way with all his Army, Horfe, Foot, and Cannon, into that 
•f Eflex narrow County 5 and purfued Prince Maurice and thofc Forces, 
J^J**" pwhich eafily retired, Weftward ; until he found himfelf in 
ftreights^ where we Hull leave him for theprefcnt. 

After 
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Aftsr the Kinghad made a finall ftay at Exeter^ where 
hefound his young Daughter, of whom the Queen had been 
ib lately delivei'd , uader the Care and Government of the 
Lsdy Dalieib ( fliortly after Countefi of Mortm by the death 
ofher Husband's Father) who had been long before defign'd 
by both their Majefty's to chat Charge^ and haying a linle re- 
freih'd, and accommodated his Troops, he marched diredly 
taCortmal'y where he found the Earl of J^x in fuch a parCTW Ki^ 
of the Country on the Sea fide, that he quickly, by the generdl/*^'*'' *»• 
Conflux and Concourfeofthe whole People, upon which the '*^**'' 
£arl had been perfwaded fo much to depend, found means^ 
v^ith very little Fighting, fo to ftreighten his Quarters, that 
there feeip'd little appearance that he could poflibly march away 
with his Army^or compel the King to Fight. He was, upon the 
nuttter, incloled in, and about Foy ^ whilft the King lay en- 
camped about UskarJ^ and no day pafled without fome Skir- 
miihes^ in which the Earl was more diftrefled, and many of 
his principal Officers taken Prifoners. Here there happen'xi 
an Accident that might very well have turned the King's For- 
tune, and depriv'd him of ail the Advantages which were 
then in view. The King being always in the Army himfelf, 
all matters were ft ill debated before him, in the piefcnce of 
thofe Counfellors who were about him ; who, being Men of 
better uadeiftandings and better exprcHions than the Officers, 
commonly dlfpofed his Majeftyto Their opinions, at leaft 
kept him from concurring in every thins which was propofed 
by the Officers. The Counfellors, as hath been faid before, 
were the Lord Digiyy Secretary of State, andS'7^&» CoU^ 
peffer^ Matter of the Rolls, of whofe judgement the King 
had more efteem, even with reference to the War, than of 
moftof the Officers of the Army; which raifed an implacable 
animofity in the whole Army againft them. . 
. General RiUhenj who by this time was Created Earl of 
Brtntfardj wasGeneralof the Army; but, as hath been (aid, 
both by reafon of his Age, and his extreme deafnefs, was not 
a Man of Counfel or Words ; hardly conceiv'd what was pro- 
pofed, and as confufediy and obfcurely delivered his opinion ; 
and could indeed better judge by his Eye than his Ear ; and 
in the Field well knew what was to be done. Wilmct was 
Lieutenant General of theHorfe, and at this time the fecond 
Officerof the Army, and had much more Credit aud Autho- 
rity in it, than any Man ^ which he had not employ'd to the 
King's advantage, as his Majefty believ\i. He was a Man 
Proud, and Atnbitious, and incapable of being contented^ an 
ordioarv Officer in Marches, and governing his Troops. He 
drank hard , and had a great power over all who did fo, 
which was agreat People. Hchad a more compaaipnable Wit 

even 
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even than hU Rival Gmif , and fway'd moreaffiong the g^ood 
Fellows, and could by no means eacuire ^at the Lord i%^> 
god Sr i^bm C$ltftft^y Ihould have (4 ouiich aedi( with cbe 
Kiog in Councils c^ War. 

The Kifighadno kindnefifor him upon an old aocounc, 
as remembring the part he had aded againft the Earl oiSifaf* 
fird : however, he had been induced , upon the Accidents 
which happened afterwards, Co repofe tmft in him. Thi« 
Wilm9t knew well enough » and foreraw» that he (bouM be 
quickly overihadow'd in the War \ and therefore defired to 
get out of it, by a feafonable Peace j and fo, in all his difv 
courfes, urged ine neceffity of it, as he bad begun in BmUifg^ 
bamflnre ; and, '^ that the ICing ought to fend Pjropofitions lo 
^^ the Parliament, in order to obtaining it ; and in this March 
had profecuted his former defigo by fevera^ Cabals among the 
Officers } and difpofed them ^o Petition, the Ktog, ^^to fend 
^ CO the Parliament again an oBki of Peaice ^ and that the Lord 
^^Digij^ zndS^Jolm Cokpefttr^ migfajt not be permitted to 
^be prefent in Councils ot War^ implying, ^^that if this 
^ might not be granted, they would think offome other way* 
Which Petitfon, though, by the Wifdom offome Officers, it 
was kept from being delivered, ye^ fo provoked the King, 
that he refolv'd to rake the firil opportunity tofr^ himfelf 
from his impetuous humour i in which good difpoikjon thflf 
Lord Digjhy cealed not to confirm his Majefty ; and asfiion as 
the News came of the Northern Defeat, and that the Mar^ 
V: mis oi Nevj^afik had left the. Kingdom, he prevail'd that 
t>rMi|; might b^ fent for to attend his Majefty ; who then pro- 
poTed CO himfelf to make his Nephew I'rinceAsiyrrr General 
of«the Army, and Gmt^ Generalt>f the Horfe ; v^ich iftbmt 
could not avowedly haveexcepted againft,the other having been 
always Superior to him in Command ; and yet would befui^a 
Mortificaciontp ^im,as he would never have been gbie todigcft. 

WuETiiER his appreheniions of this, as his jealo|i8 na- 
ture had much of lagacity in it, or his reftleis and mutinous 
humour, tranfporied him, but he gave not the King time to 
profecure that gracious method i but even foroed him to a 
quicker and rougher remedy: for during the whole March, he 
difcourfed, in all places, *^tbac the King muft iendto the Earl 
^^ of Effex to invite him to a Conjun&ioo with him, fo that the 
'^ Parliament might be obliged to coofenc to a Peace ^ and 
'^ pretended, t];)ax he had fo good Intelligence in that Army, 
'* as to know that fucb an Invitation would prove efiediual, 
^^ and be acceptable to the Earl ^ whp, he kne\^, was an£itif- 
'* ficd with the Parliament's behaviour towards htm : .and he 
w^s fo indifcreet, as to delire a Gentleman, with whom he 
had no intimacy^ and who had a Pais to go heyond the Seas, 
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mdmuftgo tfaroiigfh the E^rtls Qutrters^ «that hewdild 
^^recDetxsbcr hisSeririce H>thcEmlt}f^px; and aOiirehimy 
^* tfaac the Am;^ feiMdiJefired Pbace, tfiat it fliotiM not be 
*^ in tbe Poirer of aoy^thofePeifens about the King to hm« 
^der it,4^^i« lji0MOn> would treat upon My reafontfile 
<* Pfo{XSbi^nB. All Which kind of carrttge and difooutfes 
were ^iddf reprefeiiiced,^ m their flifl inagtiicdde, to tbe Kins 
by the Loi^ l?%ify ; and bit Majeft^s own aYerfiodkfaidl^ 
atiy <fMBrk ibfo a foiiiiM Wftnift. So tint after the King came 
Ibco Cfrmoa/y and had Iris whole Army drawn op On the tbp 
ef chetiill, in view of At Earf of Ejpxy who was in the 
Bdctoin>» ahd a Bailtle expeded every day, upon fbme new 
difixMirfe Mim^t made out of Pride and Vanity [for there 
wwfifioc, lit all the farmer; tlie leaftfsroiM'AiiaiofSeditfon hi 
Ms bean ) th£ K<ntght MarOial, with die affi^ance hfJhft £A 
iSw^5 arreftedWifi ihthe King's Nasneof Hijh Tresfen j an^ 
cNfiiioMted hlM ftoin his Horfein tbe head of all Hie Troops | 
piscciiigaGtiiard upon him. t^e'was prefendy fent Ptifoner 
nor toxain^^ wtthoat any other ill efleft, whidh might very rea^^' 
foCMbly hftte "been apprehended in fuch atonjunOure, wheti 
he ^as Indeed generally well beloved, and none of themfof 
whefe &kes he Was tfadught to be facrificed, were at all 
efieem'd : yet, I fey, there were no other ill eflfefis ofitthari 
a lictle tHUtmnt, wlilch vanithedaway.

verfilly beloved; Befidcd, theLwdPifrg^ f who wasthefirft

the Articles were fent to him,.teret^ro'd Co fpeciousan An- 
fwertothem, that made mai^y Men think he had been pro- 
(ecutedwith feverity enough. YotU^mff liimielf, when he 
iaw bis old mortal Enemy G^Mr^ptitin the Command over 
him, thought himfelf incapable of reparation, or a full vindi- 
^tion^ aad therefore de&red leave CO retire into Franc&*y and 
had prefently a Pais fent him to th^ purpofe ; of which he 
made ufe as footi as he receiv'd it ; and fo tranfporced himfeUF 
out of the Kingdom i which opened the Mouths of many, and 
jnade it believ'd, ttuit he had been {acrificed to (bme FaAion 
and Intrigue of the Courts without any fiich mifdemeaooor 
asdefeivdit. 

The King had, fome d^ys before this, found an oppor» 
tunity to mdce a trial whether the Earl of EffeMy from the 
notorious Indignities which he receiv'd from the Parliament, 
and which were vifiblc to all the world, or from the prefent 
ill condition which He, and his Army were reduced to, might 
be induced to make aconjunaion with his Majefty. The Lord 
Beauchamfy elded; Son to the Marquis of Hartfordy defired^ 
for the recovery of ^is health^ not then eood> to tran(port; 
I *: ^ Wmfclf 
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him&If faito VtMnce-y and to that purpofe bad a Paft from bis 
Uncle, thQ Earl of Effex^ for himfelf ^ Monfieui Bkbduie a 
Frenelhmim^ who had been his Governour^ and two Ser- 
vants, to embark ac Pfymautl^^ and being now with the King, 
it was oeceflary to pafs chrough the Earl's Quarters. By him 
the King vouchfafed to ffjite a^Letter with his awn hand to. 
the Earl, in which he toJdhiip: j

The Earl neceiv'dhis Nephew very kindly; who deli- 
vered the King's Letter to him, which he received, attl read '; 
and being ^then told by the Lord JBeancJbsmf, that Monfieiir 
Rkhautt, wo . was very well known .to him, had femeWhas 
to fay no l^m from the King ; the Earl called bim: into his 
Chaipbier, in the prefeoc^ pnly of the Lord Bemicksn^^ and 
asked him, '* if ]ie bad any thing to fay to him ?. Bickmgi9 toM 
him, ^^ that bis primp^ bufinefs was to defire his Ptrmifl^

AssooN as the King tecefvMthis AocDuiK bfhSi Letter, 
and £iw there was iiothuig co be expeded bv there Axidtefles, 
he refolv'd copuQiit on the other way, and to Fight with the 
Enemy ks-foba as was 'poflible^ and to; the ncM day^dfew 
up all hj^ Army io£|ht of the Enemy ^ arid.hifcd many ftir- 
•miflie^ between the HoHfe dP both Armies, till the Enemy 
quitted that part of a large Hfeath apon which t^ey ftood, and 
retiredto aHillnear the Park Oftbe Lord Moiw^y at Bocom- 
pfich^ they having the pofleffidn of his Houfe^ where they 
Quanec'd conveaientiy. TharKight both ArmlS9,afc€^th^ 
hiicd well. viewed eadi other, lay in theFietd ^ and lihuiy are 
of opinton, that if Ae King had that day vigorbufly ^dvahced 

r the .Enemy , to ^hich his .Army was well indmed, 
jh upon fome di&dv'antage of ground, ^hey wduld have 
bceneiifily ^defeated : for thefoclg's Army i^ in gdbd heart,

- T HA oextMornifif the King called a Couneil^ to confider 
whether they (hould that day compel the Enemy tH Fijs^; 
.^hich was coiidtided not to be reaionable ^ tind th^. it was 
belter to ex^eft the arrival efS'l^ifr^r^Gfea^//^ who was 

fetintbe Wefttrf CmnaW, and had aQody df eight dioufand 
iorCbajid Foot» as was reported, though they Were not near 
that number. It Was hereupon orderVi, that aH the Fooc 
fbouki.fae pcefimtly drawn into the Inclofiires bleiWeen Bmw- 
jipch axfd.tbe Heathy altthc Fences to the Grounds bf that 
Osmtty htxtg itry good fireaft-lRroits agkinil ihe Enemy. 
The King's head Quiarter was (hade it the Lord M^hm's 
-JHloufe, Which the Earl of £^:»f had kindly qukted, Wh^n the 
King's Army advanced the day before. The Horfe Were 
Quaner'd, for the moft part, between Litkard and the Sea \ 
and, every day, oompeli'd the Earl's Forced to retire,^ and to 
lodge diC^fe together; and in this pbftiire both Armies lay 
within view -of each other for three or fdUr days. In this 
tin^, that tnoohvenient Spirit that bad poOetRdlb inany of 
the Horfi Officers, appear^ again ; and fome df theih. Who 
had conferred widi the Prirooers, Who were every day taken, 
and fome of tliem Officers of as good Chialiiy sts any they 
had,. Were perfwaded by them, «« that all the bbftinicy ih J?/^ 
.V^> is n:fuang to treat with theKiisg, ptodeddedibhly froih 
X . . «his 
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^his jpaloufy that when the King had got him ioco his handsy 
^< he would take revenge upon him, for all the noUchicf he 
^^had ftiOam'dby'him; and that, if he had any aflqrancethac 
^< what was promiied would be complied witb> he would be 
^^qiiicidy todiiced to treat. 

Upon this exoeUeat Eviflence, theTe Politick: Contrivers 
srefutn'd to prepaxe aLetter^that ibould be fiiUcribed by the 
General, and all the Superior Officers of the Army ; the be- 
giimiiig of which Letttr was, *<thac they hadobtato'd leave 
^ of the lUng to (end that Letter to him. There they pro- 
poied, f^that He with fix Officers, whom he (bouM choofe, 
<( woM the next Morning meet with their General, and 6t 
^^ other Officers, as fliould be appointed to attend him i and 
<' if he would Q6t himfelf be ptdent, that then fix Qffiom of 
^^ the King's Army Qiould meet widi fix iiich as He fiiould 
^< appoint, at any place that Ibould be thought fie ; and that 
^^ they, and every of them, who fiibicribed the Letter, would, 
'^uiXMithe honour atid re^tation of Gentlemen and Soldiers, 
^' with their Lives maintain that whatfoever his Majcfty ibould 
^^ prormfe, (hould be jpetform'd ; and that |t (bould not be in 
^^ the power of any Private PeHbn whatibever, to interrupt 
^^or hinder the execution thereof. When they had framed 
this Letter between themfelves, and fliew'd it to many others, 
whole approbation they received, they refolv'd to prefent it 
to the King, and humbly to defire his permtffioo that it might 
be feoe to the Earlof J^y. 

How unpardonable foever the prefuroption and infolence 
in contriving and framing this Letter was, and how penal fo* 
ever it might juftly have been to them, yet, when it was pre- 
iented to his Majefty, many who liked not the manner of ir, 
were perfwaded by wl^at they were told, that it might do 
good ; and in the end they prevailed with the King to con- 
tent that the Officers ibould fign it; and that the General 
Biould fend a Trumpet with it ; his Majefty at the fame time 
conchiding, that it wquld find ao better reception than his 
own Letter had done; and likewtfe believing, that the re* 
jefting o£ it would purge th^t unruly Spirit out of his Army, 
and tut he Qiould never n:ioie be troubled with tfaq(e vexa- 
tious Addrefles, and that it inight add ibme Spirit and Ani- 
mofit^ to the Officers and Soldiers, when they fliould fee, with 
how moch oegled and oontcmpt the Earl recei/d their ap* 
plication : And fi> Frince itfcyr/^f. General G«nnv, ^^ ^U 
the Supeiior Officers of the Amiyj fign'd the Letter; which a 
Trumpet deliver'd to the Earl of JSj&;p; who, the next day, 
return d his Anfwer to them in dieie words : ^' My Lords, io 
'^thelKStnning of your Letter you exprefs by what Autfao- 
^ rity yoiiiend it; I baying no Authority fix>m the Parliament, 
LI 3 "who 
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^^ who have emplov'd me, to treat, canaot give way to ic 
^^ without breach ot cruft. My Lords, I am your humble Ser- 
<<vanc, JB^Xy Zjfihhkl Aug. lo. 1(^44.. This (hovt furly An- 
fwer, produced the Efled; the King wifh'd and expeaed ; 
they who had been fo over-a£fcive in oontriviug the Addre&, 
were mod aihamed of their folly ^ and the whole Army feem'd 
well oompofed to *obtain that by their Swords, which they 
could not by their Pen. 

S I R JRi^^^ffi/ Gfivari'// was now come up to the Poft where 
heihould be; and, at Bedmmj in his March, had fiiUen upon 
a Party of the Earrs Horfe, and kill'd many, and taken others 
Prifoners, and prefented himfelf to the King at B^coMmoeke § 
giving his Majeny an account of his proceedings, and a par- 
ticular of his Forces; which, after all the high difeouries, 
amounted really but to eighteen hundred Foot, and fix hun- 
dred Horfe ; above one hundred of which were of the Queen's 
Troop (left behind when her Majefty Embarked for FrMmce) 
under the Command of Captain EOMfrdBnt; who had done 
very good Service in the Weftern Parts of that County, from 
the time of the Queen's departure, and much confirmed the 
Train'd-bands of thofe parts. This Troop was prcfently added 
to the King's Guards under the Lord Bernard Siuart^ and 
Captain Bret was made Major of that Regiment. 

THOU OH the Earl of Effex had but ftreight and narrow 
room for his Quarters for fo great an Armv of Horfe sjid 
Foot, yet he had the good Town of F^ and the Sea to friend i 
by which he might reaibnably aflure himfelf of ftore of Pro- 
vifions, the Parliament Ships having all the jurifdidion there; 
and fo^ if he preierv'd his Poft, which was fo fituated that he 
^uld ndt be compelled to Fight without giving him great 
advantage, be might well conclude, that Wdier^ or fome 
other force ient from the Parliament, would be fliortly upon 
the King's back, as his Majefty was upon His : and no que- 
ftion, this rational Confidence was a great motive to him to 
tiegleft all Overtures made to him by the King ; befides the 
punduality and ftubbornefs of his own Nature; which who- 
toever was well acauainted with, might eafily have foreleeo, 
what efied all thofe applications would have produced. It 
was therefore now refolv d to make his Quarters yetftreigbter, 
and to cut of even his Provifions by Sea, or a good part 
thereof. To which purpofe S' RklMfrd Qreewwl drew bis Men 
from Bodmimy and ix>flefled himfelf of Ldmtetbenei, a ftiong 
Houfe of the Lord Roiertfy two Miles W^ of Bocmmeeke^ 
and over the River that runs to Ufiithiely and thence to Fey^ 
and likewife to Reprime Bridge ^ by which the Enemy was 
not only deprived of that ufefol out-let, but a fafe Communi- 
cation mf(dp betyeen him acid the King's Army> whi^h was 
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beibr^ imerrupted. And 60 the other fide, which wai of 
snore Iittponaoce, S' yacoi Afiiiy^ with a good Party of Horfe 
and Foot, noade himfelf Mailer of ffttt^HMST, another Houfe 
of ^th^ Lord MAmiSj over agatnft Fay^ and of Fmrnm Fort, 
ia Mile below it, at the Mouth of the Hdvem ; both whidi 
places he feaod ib tenable, that be put Captain Fage into on^ 
andCaotatn G^rmpoy loco the other, with two hundred Com* 
masdedMen, and two or three pieces of Ordnance^ which 
^hefe two Optains made good, and defimded fo well, that 
they made F^ ucterl/ufele^ito J^^, favrfsr theQmtering 
liis Men; not fuftring any Provtfions to be biought in to 
bim from the Sea duit way. And it was exceedinoiy won- 
der'd at by all Men> that he, being fo loi^ poftlk'd of Fty^ 
-did not pnt flrong Guards into thoTe places ; by which he 
n^ht fafiye pievented his Armie's being brought into thofe 
extreme neceffities they (bonly afrer fell into; which might 
«a£3y beiforfeen^ and a& ea&ly, that way^ liare been pre- 
vented.' '''•:... 

Now the Kin^ bad letfare to fit fUll, and warily to ex- 
peA what inyenticMi or ftratagem the Earl would make ufe 
of, to make {omt attempt upon his Army, or to make his 
own ETcape. In this poftore both Armies lay fitU, without 
any notable Aftion, for the fpace of eight or ten days ; when 
the King feeing no better fruit from all that was hitherto 
done, refolv'd to draw his whole Atmy togethei^ and to make 
his own Quarters yet much nearer, and either to force Bgex 
to Fight, or to be uoeafjr even in his Quarters. And it was 
high time to do ib : for it was now certain, tlmt either WtJhit 
him&lf , or (bme other Poires, were already upon their 
March towards the Weft. With this Retblurion the whole 
Armyadvanced in fucfara manner, that the Enemy was com- 
pell'a ftill to retire befoie them, and to quit their Qjiarters f 
and, among the reft, a rifing ground called Beaepm-Httt 
which they no fooner quitted, tluin the King pofiefied ; and 
immediately caufed a i^uare work to be there raifed, and a 
Battery made, upon whk:h fome pieoes of Cannon were plant- 
ed, tkstt fliot into their Quarters, and did them great nurt; 
when their Cannon, though they returo'd twenty fliot for one, 
did very littleor no harm. 

Akd now the King's Forces had a iull profpeA over all 
the others Quarters ; fiiw bow all their Foot and Horfe were 
difpofed, and from whence they received all their Forage and 
Piovifions ; which ^hen dearly view'd and obferv'd, Crsris;g: 
was ient with the gireateft part of the Horfe, and fifteen hun- 
dred* Foot, a Ittde Weftward to St BMty to drive the Enemy 
yet dofer together, and cut off the Frovifions they received 
from dmees wfaicb was fe well ezecittedy that they did not 
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mkf poeefir dicooMvts 06 Si Am^I^ aM the Wsierly psot oF 
& B&Ji (fo thatrite Eiiemic3(Hiorfe «a^ redoocNi 10 that foiftH 
excetu of Earth dMC k btfween the River of Fff, s^idjtkac at 
Bitf/iy iriiich is sot above two Miles jnbveadch, >and'licde 
more ia iengthf in whichthey had' foe the moft. part fed 
£iice thef^ cattse to L^HMely aod chercfeee it. costd not now 
Jong fupply sbem) but Kleewift veRMaflera ofjihe^^rroeflar 
S^Bbtfi:^ wibefctiy ithey dcpcty'd them of nhe diief pboe of 
Lanci&ig'the Psovifioos whi(;b came by Sea. Aiad now the 
£arl b^cm td be very (bofifale- of the iU Coiiditio& he vkb$ m, 
and diioera^d: thfljt heftontd not be able long to r«suiin m 
ahatpofturej bc£des/he had reoehs^dMhremfensent that the 
Patty which> "vns feat for hit Relief frornXMutoi, h^d teeerf "d 
fcine bnifli in Smmtrfet^nrtj^ which would much cetard tleijr 
Match ; and theiefore it heboid him to eiM^ernpoa new 
Counfeis, and to take new Rc^hitidm. 

It ia verfeitry^ the Defeftt n QBopmfy { in.vahieh diere 
did not appear to be one thouland Men kilrd, or takes ¥h- 
fesecs) ladfd totally biohen WMf^kxmsf^ that it could 
never be bisought to Fitht after; but wiMm he had marched 
ftt adMftanoe fiom the King, to recover the broken Spinta of 
has Men, aod heard that hie Mi^efhr was marched direflily 
towards the Weft, obfiewing bkewife th^t every 1%^^ very 
anany of his-Meo nm from turn, he thought it nct^flBtry ta go 
fcimtetftoL flpfar, where he made gnevous complamta agaioft 
tht Eartof JB;^, as if he had purpofely expofed him tobe 
ttSfoacod^ ali which was gaeedily hearkea'd to^ and bia Pei^ 
iba roceiv'd, and created, aa if he had retufo'd ViAoribos ai^ 
ter having Defeated the King's Army: whk:h was a method 
very coiicrary ta what was ulJEld in the King^s QijMnrs, where 
all aceidem^ Mlsfectuaes, bow mevftable (bever , were ftSl 
accended with very afpparent difebumenaaee. 

BiTT when he went himfelf to Londm^ os prefatiiy upon 
it, he ftnt hts Lieatenanc General Middkim (a Seifonof 
vmm Wo^ IhaQ fay m»di heieafter^ and wtei IrrM id. wipe 
out the Memory of the iH fboi-ftepa of kk Yoia^j ^torle, 
was bttt e^hteen yetf a of Age^ wfajeh he Was firft led linto Ra- 
beUieci) with a Body of mfe thoqfimd Horfe aikt Dragpom, 
to follow the Kin^ into the Weft, and to 'wak ifpoa his 
Rear, with Orders to redboe in his^ way Si$mmtifi^x^ Caftle, 
the Heufe of a private GemlcmaB near Ntashary, in which 
there were a €oiapai^ ov two of Foot of the tunga; ^uid 
wbich they believed woddbe deta^ci^d up, afiboa asdieiBand- 
ed; being a place, as They thought, of tole fttength. But 
Mddkum ibuod it ip welf defended hf. Cehmei JMr^who 
wasGovemour of ft, that after lie had loft ac ietik ihreefaoe- 
died Ogker^aod; SDldstfs^ In ^attempting to t^ it^ he was 
I ' i (;ompell'd 
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BQtt p eiU to iBcertitDqod it so ifae Qovernour of ^Mitbrn^ |6 
leoct tsOfficef and fixneTroofw to block it up from iofeftiflg 
xb«t great Road iato the Wdl; and himfelf prplMited bis 
BlarchtofoUo^ die King. 

Ih Som^j^kfUn^ he heard of great Magazines of all Pro- 
iriQoQs, warn tot the fiipply of tke King's Ainy, which ^rett 
feat every day by ftrong Convoys to ExiUry there co wait 
£uther Orders. tV> fturprife thefe Provifions he fent Major 
eanry wsiih five huadredt Herfe; .who fell into the ViUage 
where the Oonrof was» and was very like to have Mafterd 
theiDy whenSt^MKir Doddkgtm^ with a Troop of Horfe, 
nnd fime Foot from Brdfge»£$ir. came iealonabiy to their 
fteltef; and after a very (barpConflid^ in which two or 
duee mod Offiom of Ae Kiag'lg were kiU'd, and^ among 
ihem^M^ KUlig/mttiy a very hope&l young Man, tbeSoa 
of a Galt«nt and moft deferviag f adier, be focalty Routed 
the Enemy; kilfd thirty or fortj upon the (dace; and had 
the puifuit of tbem two or three Miles; in which Major Gsrr, 
who Commanded the Party* and many other Officers, were 
taken; andmanv others dmmrately. wounded; and recovered 
all that chey haa taken: wmch (harp Encounters, Where al- 
ways many mosre Menare loft, thaffare kijl'd, or taken Pti* 
iboers, put fnch a flop to Miidlet$dg Marcl^ that he was 
glad to retire fa^udc to Skertarm^ that he might refrefli the 
wearinefe, and seoover ^ Spirits of his Men. This was the 
Defeat or Qbftnidjon, whkrh the Earl of Effix had InteUi- 
eenoethot the Forces had met with coming to his ReUef ^and 
which made hte de^r of any Succour that way. 
. W Hs K the Earl found hiraicif in this Condition, and that, 
widiin very few d^^ys, he muft be without anv Provifions for 
hia Army ; he seiblv'id, that Sr ITiSisam Bm^ fhould ufe 
his utmcft endeavour to break through with his whole Body 
of Hor(^^ and ^6.ve fjotm the heft be could; and then that 
he himfetf would Embark his Fool at Ay, and wkh them 
efcape by Sea. And cwo Foot SoUiers of the Army, where(>f 
one was a BMmb-tsaskj came over from item, iii .affiued 
the King, ^ that they mtendsd^that Ni^ to break through 
^^ with their HoHe, which were all then drawn on that fide 
^ dbeRiver^ and Tomu of UfiiMd^ and that the Foot were 
<<to matehtoJn^t,, Where i^eyihoold beEmbaiA»d. This 
ineeHifcttc<^ agreed with what they otherwiie receiv'd, and 
waa IxflievVt as it ought to be; and thereupon^ order was 
given, *^diat both Armicf (for that under Prkk» Mattrkt 
was locked npon as diftinn^ «Dd always fo Quarter'd ) 
^fixNiklftandtatheirArmeaall that Night; i^lfdieHctfie 
^attempted aaefiape, fidioo them from botbOuarters; the 
paflEige bs^ween tbern^ thiough whjeh they w3i go^ being

but i M^fi|Qet-fliot overi andihey ooold lut ftroid^gobig 
very near a very Ikcle Coccage, chac was well FoTdfied; in 
which fifty Muiqueteera were jplaced. Advcrtifemeot was 
fenc CO Gormgy and all the Horle ; and the Orders renew'd, 
which had formerly been given, for the bieatttng down the 
Bridges, and cuttii^ down the Trees near the -higii^way, to 
obftrud their paflage. . ' « 

BaifMir The effed, of all this PrOvhience was not fuck as was 
•*«*'*• f-''reafonably to expefited. The Night grew dark and inifty^ 
^^^^'' as the Enemy could wiih; and about three. in'tbcMomiiig, 
fhritkt ^^ whole Body of the Horfepafled with gfeatSOeooe between 
Kfft'i the Armies, and within Piftoi^ihot of the Cottage,, wjthoot 
-^^/* fo much as one Mulquet difdiafged at them. At the teeak 
of Day. the Horie were difcover'd marching ov^ the Headi, 
beyond the reach of the Foot^ and there was only at hand, 
the Earl of Cleveland's Brigade,* the Body of the King's Horfe' 
being at a greater diftance. That Brigade, to ,wUcfa ibme 
other Troops which had taken the Alarm joyn'd, foUow'd 
them in the Rear; and kiirdfome, and took more-Prironers : 
But ftronger Parties of. the. Enemy frequently turning upon 
them, and the whole Body often making a ftand, they were 
often compeird to retire ; yet follow'd in that manner, that 
they killM and took about a hundred ; which waa the greatefl: 
damage they ftrflain'd in their whole March. The Notice 
and Orders came to Goriitg^ when he was in one of his jorial 
Ezercifes^ which he receiv'd with mirth, and flighting thole 
who fent them, as Men who took Alarms too warmly; and 
he coQtioued his delights, till all the Enemies Horfo w6re 
palled through his Quarters; nor did then purfue them in 
any time. So that, excepting fuch who, by the tiring of 
their Horfes, became Prifoners, Bslfimr continued kb March 
even to Lomdanj with lels lois or trouble than can be ima- 
gined, to the infinite Reproach of the King's Army, and of 
all his Garrifons in the way. Nor was any Man called in 
queftion for this fupine negfed; it being not thought fit to 
make fevere inquiution into the behaviour of the reft, when 
it was fo notorioufly known, how the Superior QflBcer had 
failed in his duty. 

The next Morning, after the Horfe were nne, the Earl 
drew ail hts Foot together, and quitted lifiiiUtlj and march'd 
towards F<iNr; having left order for the breaking down that 
Bridge. But his Majefty himfelf from his new Fort difcan'd 
it, and fent a Company of Mufqpieteers,- who quickly beitt 
thofe that were left; and thereby prefervM the Bridge ; over 
which the King prefently march'd to overtakie the Rear of the 
Army, which march'd fo faft, yet in eoed Order, that they 
left two Demy^CuIverins, and two other very good Guni^ 

and 
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ciay.was.fptm: in Jmart Skirmiflibsy in which many fell ; and 
if cheKiogr's Hatfb had been more, whereof he had only two 
Troops of his Guards (which did good Senrice) it would 
have prov'd a Bloody day to the Enemy. The Ni^ht coming 
on, the King lay in the Field, his own Quarters being fo near 
the Enemy, that they difcharged many Cannon-lhot, which 
feU within few yards of him^ when he was at Supper. Smb* 
Jay being the next day, and the firft day of Setftmerj in the 
Morning, Buikr^ Lieutenant Colonel to the Earl of Eght^ 
who had been taken Prifoner ^t B^emmcciey and waa ex- 
changed for an Officer of the King's, came from the Earl to 
defire a Parley. Aflbon as he was ftnt away, the Earl Em- rimtMt 4 
barked himielf, with the Lord Roberts^ and fuch other Officers Bflez /mw 
as he had mod kindnefs for, in a VeOel at Foy*^ and fo e(caped **> ^^y^ 
intoPfymQutb^ leaving all his Army of Foot, Cannon, andj]^^'^^ 
Ammunition, to the care of Major General Sk^n^ who was^^ 
to make as good Conditions for them as he could ; and after a 
very Ihort ftay in FlymmUhy he went on board a Ship of the 
Royal Navy, that attended there; and was, within few days^ 
delivered at Ijmdon ; where he was received without any abate- 
ment of the refpeftthey had conftantly paid him; nor was it 
lefs than thev could have fliew'd to him, if he had not only 
brought bacK his own Army, but the King himfelf likewile 
with him. 

The King confented to the Parley; upon which a Ccfla* skippoa 
rion was concluded; and Hoftages interchangeably deliver'd i*".'^*' C^ 
snd then the Enemy fent Propofitions, fuch as upon delivery ^jj^'*' 
of a ftrong fortified Town, after a handfome defence are 
ufually granted. But they quickly found they were not look'd 
upon as Men in that Condition ; and fo, in the end, they w^re 
contented to detiver up all their Cannon ; which, with the 
four taken two or three days before, were eight and thirty 
pieces of Cannon; a hundred Barrels of Powder, with Match 
And BuUets proponionable; and about fixthoufand Armes; 
which being done, "the Officers were to have liberty to wear 
** their Swords, and to pafs with their own Money, and pro- 
•^ per Goods ; and to fecure them from Plunder, they were to 
^have a Convoy to P^siSr, or Stfutbamptcn^ all their fick and 
** wounded might ftay in Foy till they were recovered, and 
^then have Pafles to Plymouth. 

This Agreement was executed accordingly, on Monday 
the fecond of Septmier^ and though it was near the Evening 
before all was finiflied, they would march away that Night; 
and though all care was taken to preferve them from Violence, 
yet firft at UftHUol^ where they had been long Quarter'd, 
and in otha Towns thxougl^ which they bad formerly pafl^d,

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had hecD pkmder'd of, ucMXmi Chen vcrj ndely, eveo «> 
ftrippingor fiMW of the Soklioay a^d moie of tbdr Wives, 
who hd before bdbzred chetifelves with gi««t Infolrs^ce m 
the mardi. That Ntohc ctaese qUoc about ooe huadied of 
them tQ the Kiflg's AmiT^ aad of the fix thoofaod^ for b 
many maich'd out oSFitfL theic did hoc athiid part oasDetv 
Smibrnfum-y where the luiig's Coovajr left them; id whidi 
Si^pm gave a krgo Teftimociy under his hand, ^ that they 
«<had carried tbemfelves with great Cfarilitj towards chcm, 
'^ and A1U7 complied with thefr obligation. 
^mBM Whilst the King was te the Weft, though he bad left 
os^rd OxfmJin a very ill State in refpeft of Frofifions and Fortt- 
t^/J, fications, and Soldiers, and of tbedifierent humours of cbofe 
fitS, who remained there, the Town being foil of Loids ( be&des 
thofe of theCooncil) and of Perfbns of the beft Quality, with 
very many Ladies, who, when not pleaied thcmfelves, l^pt 
others from being fo } yet, in his abfence, diey who were 
iollidtous to carry on his Service, ooocurr'jd and agreed fo 
well together, that they prevaikd with the reft to do every 
thing that was neceffiuy. They caded Provifionsof Com to 
be laid in, in great proportioos; affigning the Fublick Schools 
to that purpote ; and committiiig the Cuftody of them to the 
owners of the Com. They had raifed fo many Vohmtiers;, 
that their Guards were welt kept, and there was need they 
fliould be fo ^ for when both the Parliament Armies were be* 
fore the Town, Major General Bfowm, a Citizen of Lndm 
of good Reputation, and a ftout Man, had twen left ia Mhfg" 
d§m wtch aftrong Garrifon; ftom whence, being fuperior in 
number, he infefted Oxford very much ; which gave them 
the more reafon to profecute the Fortifications ; whici^ to 
die moft important places, they brought to a good perfeOion ; 
and when they had no more appreheofion of a Siege, t9Vkr 
being at adiftance, and not able to follow the Kfng, and le& 
able to £t down before OxffrJ^ they rciblv'd to do ibme- 
what to be talked of. 

The King had, bcft>re his departure^ found theywerenot 
fiitisfied with their Governour, and' very apprehenfivenf bis 
Rudeocft, and want of Complacency. Upon the death of S^ 
• WBiam Fefrntman^ who had been Governour of Os^i^ XQ 
the great fatisfadion (rf all Men, beine a very brave ani ge- 
nerous Perfon, and who perfoirm'd 9U manner of Civilities 
to all forts of People, as having bsd a good Education, and 
well undcrlianding the manners of the Coun (tbie Queen 
being then in Oxford) her Majefty, who though her ftif die 
fafer for being under the charge, ^ c94re of a i^omaD Ca«* 

tholici^ 
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tlnlBc, 'piin^yed>fththb1QdR^'tDC0fnfertiMit diiige H^ 
^yfffturAfi^ni whofeiad'bkeefiatX^ifMif^ Uidti^ the for- 
tune to be.mry kkudh dkeenAd^ wtereiie was Uxft- taiowti;'

Bbtwsbn four stud fire of^e Clock on tmimtpUy 
Morning, it having been HHmlaf N^c that the]r left Oj^W, 
they arriv'd wkhin aMileof JBii/ei); ; where a» Offieerj lent 
tmrn'^JTMsmOgk^ catnetotbetti tbktthetti klidW, ^ A» 
^ he durft not fend his Troops lb far, in regaiti fniriy of the 
^ Enemies Horfi! lav bdiweeti fPhttbefhr and Bmfi^f. This 
bfoke all (he Ookmels meafares \ and, fincethere was no re^ 
oediog, made hho change the whole Method of his proceed- 
lags 9 and infteadof diffdiog his Forces, and faUing on in 
ieverai piao^s, as hb meant to have done if the fmmcbiBtr 
Voftca had comply 'd with their ob}igatk>o, or if his maith 
had been tiodilcover*d, he refc^v'd now to fail oki joyntly 
with all his Body in on^ place; inorderto wlifafi, hfeomi* 
manded the Mtfi tohe ranged in BattaHoas ; and rid to every 
Squadron, giving them fudi words as were proper to die oc- 
cafion ; whidi no maa oouM more percinefltfy ddiver, or 
with a bett^ grace! he commanded every Matt to tye a wfahe 
Tape Ribban, or Handke^chieFabove the Elbow of ihtk right 
Anne} aadgave them the word S^Gem>:ge; which was the 
^ and the wsfi/ that he had lent beTore to the Martplis, left 
inliis Sallies their Men, for Want of diftinftiw, mig^ fall 
foul of each other. 

' Tnirs t^ey raardied towards the Houfe, Cok»iel TM 
feadfAg the right Wing , and Lieotenant Colonel Buukkj the 
leftorthe-Hoiie; and G^igir himfelf the Foot: they had not 
mnrched far, when at the apper End of a large Campagne 
Field, upon a little rifing of an Hifl, they difcern'd a Body* 
of five Cornets of Horfe very Ml, ftandmg in very good or- 
der to receive them. But before any impreffion cooMbe 
madeiiponthem,theColonelmuft pafeoetween two Hedges 
ltn*d very diick with Mefqaeteers j from whom the Horfe 

very 
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very Coitri^ioufly bore aTmart Volly, and then Cluiged tbc 
Enemic.1 Hoife to Gallantly, that, after a Ihorter retiftaocc 
Chan was expcded from the known Courage of Nort§M ^ 
though many of his Men fell, they gave ground ; and atlaft 
plainly riin to afafe place, beyond which they could not be 
purfiied. The Foot difputed the bufinefi much better, and 
being beaten from Hedge to Hedge, retired into their Quar- 
ters and Works 9 which they did not abandon in lefi than 
two hours ; and then a fiee entrance into the Houfe was 
gained on that fide, where the Colonel only ftav'd to faiute 
the Marquis, and to put in the Ammunition he had brought 
with turn ^ which was only twelve Barrels of Powder, and 
twelve hundred weight of Match ^ and imm^diaoely marched 
with his Horfe and l^oot to Bajlng-Bokey a good MarketTown 
two Miles from the Houfe ^ leaving one hundred Foot to 
be led, by fome 0£5cers of the Garrifon, to the Town of 
Bafiitgy a Village but a Mile dtftant. In Bafiwg-fioke^ they 
found ftore of wheat, Mault,OatSy Salt, Bacon, Cheefc, and 
Butter 3 as much of which^ was all that day font to the Hoofe^ 
as they could find Carts or Horfes to tranlporr, together with 
fourteen Barrels of Powder, and foroe Mufquets, and forty 
or fifty head of Cattle , with above otie hundred Sheep : 
whilft the other Party, that went to B4i/£i^*Town, beat the 
Enemy that was Quarter'd there, after having kiU'd forty or 
fifty of them ; fome fled into the Church, wkKsre they were 
quickly taken Prifoners \ and, among them , two Captains, 
yarvifi and JefhfitHy the twoeldeft Sons of two of the great* 
eft Rebels of that Country, and both Heirs to good Fortunes, 
who were carried Prifoners to Bafikg-Honb^^ the teSt^ who 
Befieged that fide, being fled into a ilrong Fort which they 
had raifed in the Park. The Colonel fpent that, and the nesct 
day, in fending all manner of Provifions into the Houfe ; and 
then reafonably computing that the Garrilbo was well pro- 
vided for two Months, he thought of his retreat to Oxfrrd ; 
which it was time to do : for befides that Ntrtim had drawn 
all his Men together, who had been diftnayed, with all thd 
Troops, which lay C^arter'd within any diftance^ and appear'd 
within fight of the Houfe more nuinerous and gay than be- 
fore, as if he meant to be revenged before they parted, he 
was likewife well inform'd by the Perfons he had employed, 
that the Enemy from jiSmgJon had lodged thtmfelves at aif^ 
dtrfMfto^y and thofe firom BMuding and NrMury^ in two other 
Villages u^ the River ketmet^ over wl^ich be was to pais. 
Hereupon, that he might take away the Apprehenfioh 
that he meant fuddainly to depart, he fent out Orders, which 
he was fui'e would come into the Enemies hands, to two of 
three Villages next the Houfe, ^^ that they (hoQld^; by the next 
Vol. II.

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^< day-tx>oo, fend fuch pio|)ordon5 of Corn into BmJkg-HaaiCy 
^ as were meotioa'd in the Warrants ^ u|X>a paiil , if they 
'< failed by the time, to baveathoufand Horfe and Dragoons 
^< fenctofice the Towns. This being ddne, and all his Men 
drawn together about eleiren of the Clock at Night, Hmrjdof 
the fecond Night after became thither, the Marquis giving 
him two or three Guides who knew the Goantry ezadSy, be 
inarched from Bmpng without found of Dram or Trumpet, 
and pafledthe XflnwiT, undifcover'd, by a Ford near a Bridge 
which dse Enemy had broke down ^ and theicby thought they 
had fecured that paflage ^ the Horfe taking the Foot 9n Orm^ ; 
and then, marching by- ways, ni the Mornii^ they likewife 
j^fled over the Thmiies^ at a Ford lit^e more than a Mile 
ftrom ,Jtiadiffg ; and {o efcapied the Enatny, and got before 
Night to WaUmgford'y where he fdcurely rened, and rdfreQied 
hifi:Men that Night ^ and the next Day arrived iitfe at Oxford*^ 
having ^Idft only two Captains, and two or three other Gen- 
tlemen, and Common Men ; in all to the number of eleven; 
and forty or fifty wounded, but not dangeroufly : what num- 
ber the Enemy loft could not be known ; but it was believ'd, 
they loft many, befides above one hundred Prifoners that 
were taken; and It was confefs'd, by Enemies as well as Friends^ 
that it was as Soldierly an Adion, as bad been peribrm'd in 
the War on either fide; andredoundedvery much to the re- 
putation of the Commander, 

The next day after the Army oiEjJix was gone, and dif- 
folv'd, the King return'd to his Quarters at BbctHmockm, and 
fiayed there only a day to refreih his Men; having ienr, the 
day before, Greefivily with the dnwjh Horfe and Foot, to- 
wards Pfymoffth^ to joyn with Gottng in the purfuit of ib/- 
four^ and that Body of Horfe ; which, by pdfing over the 
Bridge near Salt-albj they might eafily have done. But he 
(lacken'd hts march that he might pofifefs Salt-ajby which the 
Enemy had quitted, and left therein eleven pieces of Canrnm 
with fome Armes and Ammunition ; which, together with the 
Town, was not worth his unwairaiiuble ftay. This kept him 
from joyning with G^rmr^ ; Who thereby, and for want of thdfe 
Foot, excufed his not Fighting with Balfour when he was 
within diftance ; but contented hitofelf with fending a Com- 
manded Party tofoUow his Rear, and in that tooeager a pur- 
fuit, Captain Sam. Wahman^ a young Man of extraordinary 
parts and exped):ati6n,the Son t>f a very wife and eminent Fa* 
ther, was loft, to the irreparable dtoage of a Noble Family. 
ThusBdr^»r, by an orderly and wellgovemM march, pafs'd 
above one hundred Miles in the King's Quarters, as hath bc«n 
faid before, without tnyconfiderable lofs, to aplaceof fafety 
within their own precindls.

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1*.HE fear and apprehenfion of the Enemy was nofooner - 

over, than the ooiurmur begun, '' that the Kiog haxl been per* 

^^ fiKraded to grant too good conditions to thac Body of Foot f 

^^ and that he might well have forced them to have fubmicted 

*^ to his mercy, ts well as to have laid down their Armes ; 

^^and fobave made both Officers and Soldiers to become PrL- 

^^ ibners of War : by which the Enemy would no( have been 

^^ able ib fooa to have raifed another Army. But they who 

undercook to cenfure ihac A&ion^ how great a Number To* 

ever they were, did not at all underftand the prefent tem^, 

and conftitution of the King's Army ^ which then was noc 

near fo firongasit was reputed to be : whatever it might h^ve 

dcMie by a briakand vigorous attempt, when it firft Vnter'd 

Ctfranu^/^ which was in me beginnine; ofAuguft^gjid when a. 

Party of bis Majefty's Horfe furprifed and (biled the Earl of 

J^ffe»\ owur Lteotenant Colonel, and many other Officers of 

Wacae at ^ocmmosU^ before his Majefty was fufpec^ed to be 

in any near diftance : I fay whatever might have been thei| 

done, in that confternation the Enemy was then in, the cafe 

was very much alcer'din the beginning of f^/^tf«x»er, wbgfi 

the Articles were made ; and when the number of the Foot 

who laid down their Armes, was m truth fuperior to thoie of 

the King's ( as it will appear anon ) wl^n his Army marched 

out of Corif0AL The overfight) which was.a great one, was 

on tbe other fide, when their Horfe broke through.. If they 

bad then known, and ic was hardly poffible they thould not 

know it> chat all the King's Horfe, his Guard only ex^ eptcd^ 

weteatdaat time Quarter'd behind them, about Sc Bi^, their 

Foch: might very well have marched away with their Horfe| 

their Cannon only being left behind, and having got but four 

or five hours before, which they might eafiiy, and as undif- 

cern*d have done, the King's Army in the Condition and flate 

it was in, naked and uoihod, would through thofe inclofed 

parts, narrow Lanes, and deep Ditches, inDfa;Mand SoiMtr-- 

jit^ havebeen abletohaye done them little harm : Befidesthe 

King very well knew at the time the Articles were made, tfeit 

MMletm^ notwitfaftandingall his Affironts, was then come to 

Ihfert^ ; and therefore there can be no doubt, that his Maje^ 

fty, in thofe oondefcenfions, proceeded with nokfs Prudence 

than Clemency. 

After this great Succefs^ the King thought fie to ithvNT^Kini . 
his ofler of Peace ; and fent a Meffagetothe two Houfcs of/f"'^^ W- 
Pariiament^todefiref diat thercmight be a Treaty to that pur-^^^f 
pof^; whidi Meffiige was fent by a Trumpet to tbe Earl of 
mftsi^ after his repair to LmJm, to be delivered by him, of 
whtdi there was no coiafideration taken in three Months dPter 
tbe receipt of it. \rfais done, the King was perfwaded^ in his 

M m « way 
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way ( as it wa8 not much out of it ) to look upon Pfym^iab ; 
forfo far it might be prefumed chac the Cormifib Troops, how 
itnpatienc foever they were to be at their harveft, would at- 
tend him : And if he could, by appearing before it, become 
Mafllcrofit, which was not thotignt improbable, he might re- 
turn to Oxfird in great Triumph, and leave the Weft through- 
ly reduced : for then Lyme could not hold out, and he might 
be fure to carry an Army with him ftrongly recruited ; but if 
it proved not a work of eafe and expedition, he might pro- 
ceed in his march without fanher ftay ; and he quickly found 
it nccefl&ry to do fo; having fent aStunmons to the Towo^ 
and received a mde Anfwer to it : 

For the Earl of JS^x had left the Lord BoBerts Gover- 

nout in that Town ; a Man of a four and furly Nature, a great 

Opiniacre, and one who muft be overcome before he would 

believe that he could be to. The King> finding nb^ood 

could be done with him, and that the reducing the T^wn 

would require fome time, purfued his former Refolution, and 

marched away ; having committed the Blocking up of Fij^ 

7b0 K*»i m0Mtb to S^ Bkhard Greenvily a Man who had been bred a 

Wci 6> Soldier, and of great expeAation, but of greater promifes ^ 

Richard having With all manner of Aflurance underuken to take the 

u^Tck^uf Town by CbrifimaSy if fuch Conditions might be perform'd 

piymoQtL CO him, all which were punftuaily comply'd with j whilft he 

made his Quarters as far as ctrer they bad been formerlv from 

the Town j b^inntng his War firft upon his Wife, who had 

been long in pofleffion of her own Fortune, by virtue of a 

Decree in chancery, many years before the Troubles ^ and 

feifirtg upon all (be had, and then making himfelf Matter of 

all Their Eftates who were in the Service of the Parliament, 

without doing any thing of importance upon the Town ; 

only upon the firft MeQage between the Lord Roberts and 

Him, there arofe fo mortal a mifunderftanding, that there 

was never Civility or Quarter obfbrv'd between them ; but 

fuch as were taken on either fide, were put to the Sword ^ or 

which was worfe, to the Halter. 

Since there will be often occafion to mention this Gen- 
tleman, Sr Bichard GreemvU, in the enfuing difcourie, and 
becaufe many Men believ'd, that be Was hardly destltwithin 
the next year, where all the proceedings will be fetdown at 
large, it will not be unfit, in this place, to fay fomewhat of 
him , and of the manner and merit of his entring into the 
King's Service fome Months before the time We are now upon. 
He was of a very ancient and worthy Family in Onfw#/, 
which had, in feveral Ages, produced Men of great Courage, 
and very fi^al in their Fidelity to, and Servke of the Crown ; 
and was Himfelf younger Brother ( though in bis Nature, or 

Humour, 
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Hunjoui^ not of Kin to him) to the brave S^BevHGreenvily 

who fo Couragloufly loft his Life in the Battle of Lanfdown. 

Being a younger Brother, and a wcry young Man, he went 

into the Low Countries to learn the Frofeffion of a Soldier j 

to which he had dedicated himfelf under the greateCt General 

of that Age, Prince Maitrkty in the Raiment of my Lord 

Feeriy who was General of all the EngWb, In that Service 

he was look'd upon as a Man of Courage, and a diligent Of- 

fi(::er, in the quality of a Captain, to which he atrain'd after 

few years Service. About this time, in the end of the Reign 

of Kingj^iMw/, the War broke out between JElfir^AiW and SpAhTy 

and in the Expedition to C^ks^ this Qentletpan ferv'd as a 

Major to a Regiment of Foot, and continued in the fame 

Command, in the War that foon after foUow'd againft Vrance ; 

and, at the Ifle of l&6er, infinuated himfelf into the very good 

grace of the Duke of Buckhtgbamy who was the General in 

that Invafion; and after the unfonunate retreat from thence^ 

was made Colonel of a Regiment with general Approbation, 

and as an Officer that well deferv'd it. 

His Credit every day encreafed with the Dui^e^ wjio, 
out of the generofity of his Nature, as a moft generous Per- 
fon he was, refolv'd to raife his Fortune; towards the begin- 
ning whereof, by his countenance, and foliicitation, he pre-^ 
vaird with a rich Widow to Marry him , who had been a 
Lady of extraordinary Beauty, which (he had not yet out- 
Jiv'd ; and though flie had no great Dower by her Husband, 
a younger Brother of the Earl of Suffolk '^ yet fhe inherited a 
fair Fortune of her own, near Vlymimib:, and was befidea 
very rich in a Perfonal Mate, and was look'd upon as tha 
rlcheft Match of the Weft. This Lady, by the Duke's Credit, 
S' Richard Greem/U (for he was now iriade a Knight and Ba- 
ronet) obtain'd; and was thereby pofleffed ct a plentiful 
Eftate upon the Borders of his own Country ; where his owi^ 
Family had great Credit and Authority. The War being 
quickly at an end, and he depriv'd of his great Patron, had 
nothing now to depend upop but the Fortune of his Wife ; 
which, though ample enough to h^vefupportcd the expence 
a Perfon of his Quality ought to have made, w^s not large 
enough to fatisfy his Vanity and Ambition ; nor fo great.as He, 
upon common reports, haU promift?d himfelf by her. By not; 
being enough pleafed with h^ Fortune, he grew lefs pleafed. 
with his Wife y who, being a Woman of a Haughty and Im* 
perious Nature, and of ^yf\t (uperior to His, quickly re-i 
iented thp difrefpefl: fhe recpiv'd from' him ; and in no degree 
ftudicd to make her felf eafy to him. After fome years fpene 
together in thefe Domeftick unfodable Conteftations , in 
which be ppflefled hiinrelf of all her Eiftate> as the $oIe Mat 
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fter of it, without allowing her, out of her own, any Com- 
petency tor her felf ^ and indulged to himfeif all thofeLtcencei 
m her own Houfe, which to Won^en are moft grievous, Ihe 
found means to withdraw her felf from him; and was with all 
kindnefs receiv'd into that Family, in which [he had before 
been Married, and was always very much refpefted. 

Her Abfence was not ingrateftl to him, till the Tenants 
refufed to pay him any more Rent, and he found himfeif on 
a fuddain depriv'd of her whole Eftate, which was all he had 
to live upon : for it appeared now, that flie had. before her 
Marriage with him, fettled her entire Fortune to abfoiuteiy 
iipon the Earl of Suffolk^ that the prefent right was in Him, 
and bp required the Rents to be paid to him. This begot a 
Suit in the Chancery between y Bkhard Qrtewvil and thft 
then Earl of Suffolk^ before the Lord Coventry ^ who found the 
0>nveyances in Law to be fo firm, that he could not only 
pot relieve Sr Bschsrd GreenvU m Equity, but that in Juftice 
he muft Decree the Land to the Earl y which he did. This 
very fenfible Mortification tranfported him fo much, that, be- 
ing a Man who ufed to fpeak very bitterly of thofe he did 
not loiVQy after all endeavours to have engaged the Earl in a 
Pfrfonal Conflift, he reveng'd himfeif upon him in fuch op- 
probrious Language, as the Government^ and fuftice of that 
time would not permit to pafi unpunifhed ^ and the Earl ap- 
pealed for Reparation to the Court of Star-Chambcr; where 
Sr Bichard was Decreed to pay three thoufiind pounds for 
damages to him ; and was likewife fin* A the Sum of three thou- 
fiind pounds to the King; who gave the Fine likewife to the 
Earl : fo that S' JOchard was committed to the Prifon of the 
Fleet in Execution for the whole fix thoufand pounds ; which 
Zt that time was thought by all Men to be a very fevere and 
rigorous Decree, and drew a general Compaffion towards the 
pnhappy Gentleman. 

After he had endured many years of ftrift Imprifon* 
ment, a little before the beginnihg of the late Troubles, he 
inade his efcape out of the Prifon ; and tranfoorting himfeif 
beyond the Seas, remained there till the Parliament was 
call'd that produced fo many Miferies to the Kingdom ; and 
when he heard that many Decrees which had been made, in 
jthat time, by the Court of Star-Chamber, were repealed, and 
the Perfons griev'd, abfolv'd from thofe Penalties, he like- 
wife returned, and petitioned to have his Caufe heard: for 
which a Committee was appointed ; but before it could be 
brought to any conclufion, the Rebellion broke out in In- 
i0$d' Axnong the firft f roops that were rais'd, and tranf- 
jportcd for thp fuppreflion thereof, by the Parliament (t6 
whom the King had unhappily ^mmi^ted the profecutipn o^ 
^' iU 
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if ) St RkbMrd Greenfvii^ upon the.£unc of beii^ z good Of- 
ficer, was fefit over wich a very f^ood Troop of H^i wfti 
Major of the Earl ofUkeftn^t own Regiment of Horfe, and 
^vas very mudh efteem'd by him, and the more by tbeParlia* 
menc, ior the fignal afts of Cruelty he did every day com- 
mit upon the Irijb^ vhich were of io many kinds upon both 
Sexes> Young and Oid, bailing old Men who Were Bedrid^ 
becaufe they would not diionrer where their Money wat^ 
that he believ'd they had; and old Women, fome of QuiHtv^ 
after he hod plundered them, and fbtund kb than heeKpedra; 
that they can hardly he beJiev'd, thot^h nocorioufly known 
to be true. 

After theCeffiition wai made in IreUmd^ he pretended 
that his Confdence MKHild not give him leave to ftay .there, 
and was much the more welcome to che Barliamem, for de- 
claring b heartily againft that Ceflation y aod S^ WilliMm fyaUer 
being in the beginning of this year to make his Expcdinoa 
into the Weft, after the Battle c^ Ak^jfirJ^S^ KfhardQtefn- 
wi was either commended : to him, or invited by him , uo 
Command the Horfe nnder him ; which he chcarftiUy ac» 
cepced^ not without nianv infinuattons, how much his In* 
tereft to Devom^jUrgy and Oarw^Mly would advance Theira* 
He leeeiv'd f^om the Parliament a great Sam of Money, for 
the making his Equipage; in whicA be always aSeded more 
thap ordinary Luiire; am 8' IfSSlMr^vfl^fr communicated to 
hins all his defigns, witk the gt ound and foundation of them, 
as to an entire Friend, and tn Officer of that Eminence, by 
whofe Advice he mteant to govern his own Condudl 

His firft and principal deQgo was to fiirprsfe Bafkg Houle^ 
by a correfpondeoce with the Lord EdiuMrd P4v^f, Brother 
to the Marquis of fFbtfhJhr^ and then with him, as unfut 
peAed as a Brother ought to be. For the better executkui of 
this, Sr Bkbard GrHmwl was lent before with a Body of the 
Horfe, that all things might be well diTpoTed, and prepared 
^ainft the time WJkr himfelf (hould come tso him. He ap» 
pointed a Rendezvous for the Horfe at Bagshafy and the fame 
day marcb'd out of JLasi&v only with Us Equipage; which 
was very Noble ; a Coach and fix Horfes, a Waggon and fix 
Horfes, many Led Horfes, and many Servants : with thofe« 
when he came to Stams^ he left the Bi^shottoaAy and .CD;^ch'd 
direAIy to Bttsdimg^ whpre the King's Garri£:>n then was ; 
and thence, without delay, to Oxfardj where be was very 
gracioufly redeiVd bv the' iCing, and the more, becaufe he 
was not expefied. He communicated then to the King the 
whole de£^nof the furprife of BapBg-^ upon which the King 
fenc anExprefs immediately to the Marquis, with all the par- 
ticular informations i who thereupon feifedupon hisBromer, 
' M m 4 and 
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^tii the other Conrpiratorsf who coofeft'd all, with all the 
circumAAncesof the corremnidence and combination. The 
Marquis prevaird witb-thekicg) that he might* only turn bis 
Bfother out of the Gafrifon, after Jaftice was done upon his 
Complices. This very happy and feafonable difcovcry, prc- 
ferv*d that important place; which, wtthcut it, had infalli- 
bly been loft within few days, am} therefore couki not but 
much endear the Perfan of the Difcoverer ; upon whom the 
Parliament thunder'd out alt thofe reproaches, which his de- 
(erting them in fucha manner was liable to; and denounced 
all thofe judgements upon htm of Attainder, Confifcation, and 
incapacity of Pardon* which they ufed to do againft thofe, 
who, they thought, had done them moft miichidf, or againft 
whom they were moft incenfed : which was all the excufc he 
could make for his fevere proceedings againft diofe of their 
Party, who fell into his hands afterwards where he Com- 
manded. 

From Oxford he went quickly into the Weft, before he 
had any Command there; declaring that he would affift Co- 
lonel D^fy; who, upon Prmce Mmrice's departture from 
thence with his Army, was left to 31ock up Pfymoutb; which 
he did with much Courage and Soldierly ability. - To l^im 
he had Letters frpm the King, that he (hould put StBkhard 
GreenvU into the pofleflion of his Wife's Eftate, that lay 
within his Quarters, and which was juftly liable to a Seque- 
ftration by her livine in Ijmdimy aod being too zealoufly of 
that Party ; which the Colond pundually did. And fo he 
came, afcer fe many years, to be again poQefled of all that 
£fta<c; which was what he moft fet his Heart u^n. 

One day he made a Vifit from his Houfe, which he call'd 
his own, to the Colonel; and dined with him; and the Co- 
Jonef civilly fent half a dozen Troopers to wait on him home, 
left any of the Garrifon, in their ufual Excurfions, might meet 
with hini. In his return home, h^ faw four or five fdbws, 
coming out of a Neighbour Wood, with Burthens of Wood 
upon their backs, which they had ftolen. He bid the Troopers 
fetch thofe fellows to him ; and finding that they were ool* 
diersof the Garrifon, he madb one of them hang all the reft; 
wWtb, to fave his own Life, he was contented to do : fo 
ftrong his Apatite was to thofe Executions he had been ac- 
cuftom'd to in Irelandy without any kind of CommiQion or 
pretence of Authority! 

Shortly afcer, upon a Salley made with Horfe and 
Foot from the Town, Colonel 2>ig^ fwhobefides the kecn- 
nefs of his Courage had a more compofed underftanding, and 
lefs liable to fumes, than fome of his Family who had ftiarper 
Parts; Charging them with fuch vigour as Routed, and drove 

them 
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^hem btLcky received himfelf in the dofe an uqhappy wound) 
*with u Rapier, in the Eye y which pierced near his Brain ^ Cq 
that, chou^ he was brought off by bis Soldiers, it was ver/ 
long before he recover'd enough to endure the Air, aod ne- 
ver did the eSetits of the Wound. Upon this accident Sr 
MUebard Greemwl was placed in thatCommand, which he exe- 
cuted for fome Months ; until, upon the«Advance of the Earl 
of Effix, he was compcll'd to retire into O^nrcutf/, where We 
found him at the King's coming thither. 

Th I s fo large excurfion upon ^ private Perfon may feem 
very extravagant , and to carry in it too muph Anifnofity 
againft the memory of a Man who did Tome things well, and 
was not without iome merit in the King's Servi<:e: But they 
who know the Occurrences of the next year, which wiU be 
faitfafolly related, and cqafider the feverity that he compell'd 
the Prince to ufe towards him, of which he made a grpat 
fx>ife afterwards in the World, and prevailed with (bme good 
Men to believe that the proceeding againft him was too rlgo- 
1X1118, and that the Couiicil then about the Prince had fome 
Perfonal difrefpedt towards him, may reafonably believe, that 
this enlargement was in fome degree necedary, that fuch a 
Man's Original, Nature, Manners, and Difpofition, (bould be 
inanifefl: and dearly uixlerfiood. 

The King was now moft intent to rpturn into his Winter 
Ouarters at Oxford^ which was all he ppuld propofe to him- 
leiT; in which he expeded to meet with all the qbdruAions 
and dif&culcies his enraged Enemies could lay in hi$ way. He 
knew well that IFaller was even ready to come out of Lm^ 
doHy and that MiddUfton was retired from Th;erton to joyn 
with him; that they had fent for the Earl oi Manchtfter to 
jmarch towards the Weft with his Vidtorious Army : So that, 
if he long deferred his march, he muft look to Fight another 
Battle, before he could reach Oxford. Notwithftanding all 
which, his Army that bad been upon hard dut; \ and had 
made k>Ag marines above fix Months together, required fome 
reft and refreOunent; the Foot were without Cioaths, and 
Shops; and the Horfe in fuch ill humour, that without Mo- 
ney they would be more difcontented. To prpvidc the beft 
remedy that could be applied tothefe evils, tne next day after 
the King march'd from Flymoutb, himfelf, attended only by 
his own Troop, and the principal Officers of the Court, went 
to Exeter-^ appointing the Army, by flow marches, to follow^ 
and to be Qiartcr^d ac Trverton^ and the other Towns i;^dja- 
cent; where they arriv'd on theaift of Seftm^er. 

His Majefly now quickly difcem'd how continual hard 
duty^ wiA little fightings bad leflenM and diminiih'd his( Ar- 
fi>y. fils own Body of Foot, which whcR lie enccr'd Ow** 
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wmI^ were above fear choofimdy was at this dme much fisvcr; 
and Pnoce MMmrk§\ which ooofified of fiill four rhoiifeiirf 
five huadredL when the Kiag firft view'd chem at IE«^ms ^^ 
HOC now half the Number. Of all the Poioes onder Gttmoily 
which had made fo much uoife, and had beea thought wor- 
thy of the Name of an Army, there wcfc cmiy five hundfcd 
Foot, and three hundred Horf^ left with htm, for the Blodc« 
Ing up Pfy m w i b ; the reft were dwindled away; otr eUe^ 
which was his ufiial Artifice, he had eiicourag!ed them to ftay 
for Tome cime in CrnmUy aad then to repair to htm, as maioy 
of them did; for his Forccf fadd^inlv eocreafed; aad die 
truth is, few of the Cnt^ march'd Eanward with the King. 
The King's Horfe were harrafcd, and many of them dead in 
the marches ; which contributed to the difoonteot of the Ri- 
ders; fo that great Provifions were to he made before they 
could begin a ntfw march. By the diligence and tBtvfitj of 
the Commiflioncrs, appointed in Deomjtin for thofe Af- 
fairs, h>s Majefty was within few days fiipplied with twotiioii- 
fand pounds in Money, which was prefently tliftributed amoog 
the Horfe ; and three thouraad Sutet of Cloaths, with good 

i proportions of Shoes and Stockings ; which- were lilcewMe de* 
iver'd to the Foot. What remain'd yet wanting for the Eiorie 
and Foot, was promifed to meet them, upon their ficft en- 
trance into S&mtrfi$'Jb$ri y where the Commiffioners of that 
County, had undertaken they fliould be ready. 

T H B R B was another thing of equal iinpoftanoe to be pro* 
▼ided for, before the King left Exet0r ; which was, the Block* 
ing up the Troops of Z^wv; which were grown more tofo- 
lent by the Succefs they had Had ; and made Incurfions 
fometimes even to the Wails of Ex^er ; and to reftrain x 
ftronger Garrifon in 7!f««r«si. For when Prince Jlifffrice railed 
his Siege from I^sif, be had wcty unhappily drawn out the 
Garrifon of TMumtom, which confiifted of eight hundred Men, 
onder the Command oSSrJ^lm StMfily a Perfon of that Emi- 
nent Courage and Fidelity, that he would never have given 
it up; and left onlv fouricore Men in the Caftle to be ke^ 
by a Lieutenant, who baMy gave it up^ aflbon as MJpx in lus 
pafla^ demanded it; for which he deservedly afterwards fiif* 
fer'd Death. And it was now, by the Garrifon the Earl put 
into it, and the extreme Malignity and Pride of the Inhabi- 
tants, in both which they exceeded, become a fliarp Thorn 
in the (ides of all that Populous County. 

To remedy the firft of thefe , fome Troops which de- 
pended upon the Garrifon •f ExMr, were affign'd, and were 
to receive Orders from Stjolm Birkkf^ Govemour thereof; 
who was the more vacant for that Service by the redudkion ot 
^ifrmfi4itk'^ whkh was done during the King's ftay at ExnttK 
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*I*hc other 6f Tamtfdk , was more ^UDhappily oommitted to 
Colonel ffhdhantj^ the Governour of BrUgewMter i who, 
chough a Gentleman of known Courage and unqueftionabfe 
FideJicy^ by the Divifions and FaAions in the Country, was 
not equal to the work. To difpatA air this, the King ftaid 
|)oc a full week at JSw^er ; but haften'd fAn march to Cbdrd fat 
Semerfit-fimty where he ftaid longer^ for whfch he paid dear 
after ; for he might otberwife have reach'd Oxf^rd^ before the 
Efiemy- wa^ in a Conjundlion ftrpngenoughto ftop him : yec 
even that ftay could not be preirentcd, except he would have 
left the Money and Cloaths ( which theCommiiHoners of $•• 
merfit'ihire promifed, and did deliver there at laft ) behmd 
him \ which would not have been grateiul to the Army. 

It was the laft of Sefttmier^ t&it the King marched from 
ChsTd'y and Qiiarter'd that Night at a Houfe of the Lord 
Fawkfs^ where Prince l^Mfert met him, and gave him an ac- 
count of (he unhappy A^airs of rhe North, and that he had 
left about two thoqiand Horfe under the Con)mand of S' Mar^ 
mmduke Langdale '^ which he might as well have brought with 
him; and then the King would have had a gbripos end of 
his Weftern Expedition. Prince Rufert prefentJy retum'd to 
Bfifiol^ with Orders , aflbon as was poffible, to march with 
thoie Northern Hprie under Sr Mmrmaduke Langdak, and two 
f houfand Foot, whicfh were in Wales^ under Colonel charks 
Gerrard^ into Giaffjterjhire '^ by which the Enemy might be 
obliged to divide their Force, which if they (bould ftill kera 
united, the Prince from thence would be able to joyn with 
the King : But thefe Orders were not executed in time. The 
King's Army at this time eonfifted in the whole but of five 
thoufand five hundred Foot, and about four thousand Horfe j 
and TFaffer was already cpme with his Horfe to Slanffhrd-y but 
fome of his Troops being beacen up by thofe of the King's, 
he retired to Shaftsiury^ and thofe parts of Wtltjhir9 adjacent. 
Jt concerned the King very much, before he left thofe parts, 
to Relieve Ptfrf&»rf Caftle, which had been now Beheged 
from the timie of the Earl of Effesf's march that wtv. To 
that purpofe, he march'd to Shertorney where he ftaid flx 
days too long, though in liat time hr raifed the Siege before 
TvrtUnd CaffiJe, if he had not hoped by that delay that his 
Nephew Prince Rupert would have been well advanced in his 
march. Sr Lewi^ Dives was left with his own Regiment of 
one hundred and fifty old Soldiers, and fome Horfe in S^^ 
hme Caftle, and made Commander in Chief of Darjet-lhire ; 
jn hope that he would be able flicrtly by his aAivity and the 
very good afieftion of that County, to raife Men enough to 
recover Weymouth : and he did perform all that could be rcft- 
fbnably expf^d &om him. His Majefty had a great defire, 

in 
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ja his inarch to Orf^rd, to relieve Owtnffom Caftl^, and 
Bdfi^ ; which was ag^ia BeGeged by almoft th^ whole Army 
of the Eoemy ; and chea to fend a good Party to relieve Bam- 
hurj^ which had beeacIofeBefieeed by Colonel y^ihi Fkrnnes, 
another Son of the Lord S^y wim all the Forces of Nortbam- 
ft9n-fbirey Warwick^ and Coventry ; and bravely defended by 
Sr J^iUiMm Cmftou^ full three Months ^ but by this time re* 
duced to the utmoft extremity. 

I N order to preferve all this, the King came to SsHsltay 
upon the fifteenth of oS^ier^ where he underilood, ^^thac 
^^ Waller lay at Andaver with his Troops; that Manchefier 
^^ was advanced as far ^ Biodmg with five thoufand Horfe and 
^^ Foot, and four and twenty pieces of Qrdnance ; and that 
"four Regiments of the Traitfd-bands of London^ were be- 
^' ginning their march to him ; and that three chouland of the 
''Horfe and Foot of the Earl of Bjpx's Army were near 
^^Port/mouthy expeding Orders to joyn with the reft. This 
might very well have difpofed his Majefty to have haften'd hts 
march to Oxford^ which would have made a fair conclufion 
of theCampagne; and this was the more. reafbnable^ ^ec2M{c 
here the King received Letters from Prince Ruferty in which 
he declared, ^< that it was not poflible for him to bring up his 
'^ Troops fo fboD as his Majefty expefted ; and indeed as his 
prefent condition required : and if this l>ad been refolv'd^ 
both Dofmmgfon Caitle, and Bantmjy might have been fea* 
fonably fet at liberty ; but a great gaycty pofTefled Gormgy 
that he eameftly advifed the King to march, with fecrecy and 
expedition, to beat IVaUor ; who lay at AndovtTy a good di* 
fiance from the refl , with three thoufand Horie and Dra- 
goons ; whidi the King, upon the unanimous coufent of the 
Council, confentedto. . 

He had kfc all the Cannon that he had taken from EjfeXy 
mEixettr-y and now he lent all his great Cannon to a Garri* 
fon he had within two Miles of SaliAurj at Longford^ a Houf^ 
of the Lord Gorges 'y where was a Qarrifon of one hundred 
Men, Commando! by a good Officer. The reft of the Can- 
non and Carriages were lot at WUtoHy the Hqiife of the Earl 
of Femhrokoy with a Regiment of Foot to guard them ; and 
the King appointed the Rendezvous for the Army ro bie the 
next Mornmg, by feven of the Clock, near clarendon Parki 
and good Guards were fet at all the Avenues of the City, to 
keep all People from going out, that Waller might not have 
any notice o(F his porpofe: and if the hour of the Rendej^ 
vous had been obferv'd, as it rarely was (though his Majefty 
was himfelf the moft pundual, and never abfent at th^ px^ 
die time ) that defign had fucceed^ to wiih. For though 
01$ FoQt under Prince Maurice cam^ not up till eleven of tEc 
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Clock, fo that tfce Army did not begin it's march till twdvc, 
•et they came within tour Miles of Andover^ before WaBer 
lad any Notice of their Motions ; when be drew out his 
whole Body toward? them, as if he meant to Fight ; but up- 
on view of their Scrength, and the good Order they were in, 
he changed bis mind, and drew bacK into the Town ; leaving 
a ftrong Party of Horfe and Dragoons to* make good his Re- 
treat. But the King's Van Charged, and Routed tbem with 
good Execution, and purfued them through the Town, and* 
flew many of them in tjne Rear, until the darknefs of the 
Night fecured them, and hindet'dthe others firom following 
faroier. But they were all fcatter'd, and came not quickly 
together again ; and the King Quirter'd that Night at j4nJ&-* 
ver. The icatteriog this great Body under IPaBfr in this 
manner, and the littk refiftancoihey made, fo raifed the Spi* 
rits of the King's Army, diatthey defired nothing more than 
to have a Battle with the whole Army of the Enemy 9 which 
the King meant not tofeek out, nor to decline Fighting with 
them, if they put thcmfelves in his way. And fb he refolv'd 
to raue the Siege of D^unhgtof^CzAlCy which was little out 
of his way to Oxford, TothatpurpoTe, he fent Orders for 
the Cannon which had been left at Lawffordy and WSito»y to 
make all haft to a place appointed between Amlover and 
Ntwiuty 9 where heftaid with his Army, till they came up 
to him; and then marched together to JNlPv^»r/, within a 
Mile oi D^nttiifgt9M. 

The Blockade of 2>sMMMg/Mr-CaftIe had been ( whttiMa- 
dletan from thence purfued hi^mafcb into the Weft) left to 
the care of Colonel Hbr/^ ; who for ibme time was con- 
tented to Block it up 9 but then finding his Summons neg- 
ledted, and that they had ftore of Provifioos within, and 
having an addition of Forces from Ahingdon and Meadmgj 
he retolv'd to Befiege it; which he begun to do the iptb of 
September ; and made his Approaches^ and raifed a Battery on . , 
the foot of the Hill next NwAwy, and plyed it fo with his 
great Cannon, that, after twelve days continual Ihootisg, he 
beat down Three Towers and apart of the Wall ; whidi he 
beUev'd had fo humbled the Governour and the Garriibn^ 
that they would be no longer fo ftubbome as they had been j 
and therefore he fent thbm another Summons, m which he 
magnified his own clemency, ^' that prevailed with him, now 
** they were even at his mercy, to ofifer them Quarter for their 
^ Lives, Af they gave up the Caftle before Wdnefday at ten 
^^ of the Clock in the Morning; but if that, his favour was 
^* not accepted, he declared, in the prefence of God; that there 
^'Aiould no Man aqpongft them have his Life fpared. The 
Cov6rQour made himfelf merry wich his high and Threatning 
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Language ^ and fent bim wprd, ** he would keep the pkce^ 
^ and would neither give nor receive (>jafcer. At this cime^ 
the Earl of Mmcbeff^r himfelf with his Forces came to Nev^- 
kmj J and receiving no better Anfwer to hts own Summons, 
Chan HortouhnA done before, he rerolv'd co Storm ic the next 
day.. But hisSokliersi being well inform'd of the refolucioo 
of ttioie within, declined that hot Service ;.and plyed ic with 
their Artillery until the nextKigbt ^ ^^d then remov'd their 
Battery to the other fideof tbeCaftleji wd begun their Ap- 
proacnes by Sapis ^ . wi^en the Governpur tpade a ftrong Sally^ 
and beat them out of jtbeir Trtenched/AAd kiU'd a Lieutenant 
Colonel , who Commanded in Chie^ with many Soldiers ; 
(hot their Chief Cannoneer tbroi^h (be Head, brought iwajr 
their Cannon- Basketi , tfA many Anpes, and retired with 
very little loft : yec die next Night they finiih'd their Battery : 
and continued fome ^days their gireattboc,^ till they heard of 
tbe Approach of the Kind's Army ^ whereupon they drew oflf 
their Ordhance^ and^tiieir Train (it-bands. of JL^ffi^ being not 
yet come to them, the Earl thou^t fit to march a Way to a 
greater diftance.^ there having been, ia pineteen days, above 
one thou£md great (hot fpent upon tha Walls, witboat any 
other damage to the Gairri(on> than the beating down Tome 
old par jts thereof. 

When the King cape to JNSnnJirry^.the Governour of 

Dotmmitan attended him i and was Knighted fdr his very good 

behaviour , and there W2s tben fo little appnehenfion of dread 

of the Enemy, that his Majefty tbotigtv not of profeaiting 

his Journey towards Qo^ordy before he fiiould Relieve both 

Bafimg and Bamiury. And now importunities being fent from 

the laft , which was even upon the point of rendering for 

ftanbary- Want of Viduak , they havii^ already eaten moft of their 

ayf/#ft- Horfes, his Majefty was well content that theEarlof^«r/i^ 

E^t*i*^ «wi«Ps«S who had the Suprenoe Govemnaent ofthatGarrifoo^ 

Nonham- 1^^^'^ he bad left his brave Brother his Ltetnenant, (Uould, 

peon. with three Regiments of Horie, attemoe the rdievingit ; Let« 

ters being fent to Oxfwdy ^'that Cotonel Gfigfy with fome 

*^ Horfeand Foot frorp thence, fliould meet him ^ which they 

did punftually ^ and camet time enough to Bankuty before they 

were expeded : yet they, found the Rebels Horfe (Superior 

innntpher by much to theirs) drawn up in five Bodies on the 

South fide of the Town, near their Sconce ; as if, upon the 

advant^e of that ground, they noeant to Fight. But two, or 

three iliots, made at them by a Couple of Drakes brought 

from • Oxf^i by Colonel Gagey noiade them dagger, and ristife 

from their ground very diforderly. Their -Cannon and Bag- 

gage had t^n fent oat of the Town the Night before ; and 

their Foot^ being above feven hundted ^ run out of JSiwAvrf 

upon

opontbefirft advance of the King's Troops, Colonel Gsp 
wjth.thcFooc wencdifedlytothe Caftle, thac they might uc 
at Liberty ; whilft the Earl of Nbrtbaff^om followed the Horfe 
fodofely, that they found ic beft comake a ftand j where he 
HxdcmHy Charged and Routed them ; and, nocwithftanding 
tbey had litted k>me Hedges wich Mufcjueteers, purfued them 
tili they were fcattcr'd, and totally diiperfcd ; their Qeneral, 
young FmtMiSy continuing his flight, till he came to Ovnt- 
/17, without ftaying. The Fooc> for the moft parr, by dif- 
f^erfing themfelves, efcaped by the Indofures, before Colonel 
GagecouM come up. But there were taken, in the Chafe, one 
Field piece, and three Waggons of Armes and Ammunition ^ 
niany flain^ and two Officers of Horfe, wich near one hun- 
dred other Prifehers, four Cornets of Horfe, and two hundrol 
Horfes, were taken;. and all this wich the lofs of one Cap- 
tain and nine Troopers ; fome Officers, and others . being 
wounded, but not moxtally. Thus the Siege was raifedfrom 
Bmthny 9 which had continued fdl thirteen Weeks j fo noc- 
ably defended, that though chey had buctwo Horfes left un-> 
eaten, they had never fuSfer'd a Summons to be lent to them ; 
and it wias now Rdiev'd the very day of the Month upon 
which both Town and Caftle had been rendered to the King 
two years before j being the iS^hoiO&ober. 

Tnough the Relief of Banhury lijcceeded to wifli; yet 
the-King paid dear for itfoon atrer : the very day after that 
Service was perform'djjColonel I7rry, a Scots-mzn^ who had 
formerly ierv'd the Parliament, and is well mentioned, in the 
tran&ftionsof the laftyear, for having quitted them, and per- 
fc^m'd fome fignal Service to the King, had in the Wef^ 
about the time the King enter'd into Corvwal (^ in a difcon- 
tehted humour, which was very natural to him) defiredaPafi 
to go beyond the Seas ; and fo quitted the Service : but in- 
flead of embarking htmfelf, made haft to Lomhn ^ and put him* 
felf now into the Earl of Mamelbejhr's Army , and made a 
difcovery of all he knew of the King's Army, and a deferiptkm 
of ^hc Ferfons and Cuftomes of thofe who principally com- 
manded ^ fo that as thev well knew the conftitution , and 
weaknefs of the Kins's Army, they had alfo Advertifemeat 
of the Earl of Norttampifm's being gone, with three Regi- 
ments of Horfe, to the Relief of BiisrfiJry. Whereupon, with- 
in ttro days after, all thofe Forces which had been under Ep- 
fix and WaSer^ being united with MmttheBn ( with whom 
likewife the Train'd-bands of £jMM/Miwere now joyn'd^ all 
which made up a Body of above eight thoufaiul Foot j the 
number of their Horfe being not Inferior) advanced towards 
the King, who hao not half the number before the departure of 
thoEarl oiN^rthmftm^ and Aay'd ^11 at Newtury with a refo- 
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ludoQ to oped the leturn of that Earl, that he mig^ hke* 
wife do ronewhat for Btjmg'^ noc believing (hat the Enemy 
could be fo loon united. 
^^ It was nowtoolate ro hope to make a Safe retreat to Ox- 
S^bJ^ /ir^, when the whole Body of the Enemiei Army , which 
had receiv'dpoGrive Orders to Fight the King as focm as ^ras 
poffible» appear'das near as Ths^ktsm-y fo that his Majefty 
not at all dtl'may'd> refolv'd to ftand upon the Defeofive oa- 
ly ; hoping that, upon the advantage he had of the Town of 
Newttny and the River, the Enemy would not Qicedily Ad- 
vance; and that in the mean time , by being compelled to 
lodge in the Field, which grew now to be very Cokl, whilft 
his Army was under cover, they might be forced to retire. 
The King Quartered in the Town of Nrmhaj^ and placed 
ftrongChiards on the South of the Town: but the greateft 
part of the Army was placed towards the Enemies Quarter^ 
in a good Houfe belonging to M' J>§limm at Shm^ and in a 
Village near it, defended by the River that runs under Dom- 
mi^rMi-Caftle, a[nd in a Houfe between that Village and Nruf- 
hury^ about which a Work wascaft up, and ax a Mill upon 
theRiverofKennet;aIi which lay almoit Eaft from the Town. 
DireOly North from theoce were two open Fields, where 
moft of the Horfe ftood w ith the Train of Artillerv, and about 
half a mile Weft, was the Village otSfeem ; and tK^yood it a 
fmall Heath. In this Village \dj all Prince Mamrtce's Foot, 
and fome Horfe, and at thcf Entrance of the Heath a work 
was caft up, which dear'd the Heath. In this pofture they 
had many Skirmifbes with the Enemy for two days, without 
lofing any ground ; and the Enemy was ftiU beaten oflT with 
lofs, 

O N SmuUj^ Morning, the feven and twentieth of O^aler^ 
by the break of day, one choufand of the Earl of MamheHers 
Army, with the Train'd-bands of Lowdon^ came down the 
Hill ; and pafled the River that way by Sha»'^ and, iindifco- 
ver'd, forced that Guard which (liould have kept die P^s 
near the Houfe ; that was entrenched where S^ Bernsrd Aft- 
ley lay ; who inftandy, with a good Body of Mu(quexer8,fcll 
upoii the Enemy $ and not only Routed them, but compeU'd 
them to Rout two other Bodicfs of their own Men, who were 
coming to fecond them. In this purfuit very many of the 
Enemy were (lain, and many drown'd in the RiYer^^md* above 
two hundred Arroes taken. There continued^ all chat day, 
Very warm Skirmiibes in feveral parts ^ the Enemies Army 
having almoftencompafled the King's^ and with much more 
lofs to Them , than to the King ^ till , about three of the 
Oock in the Afternoon, iMler with his own, and the Forces 
which had been under J^j?, fell qpon ciie Qj^gr ztSfe^v^ 
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and pafled the River ; which was not well defended by the 
Officer who was appointed to guard ic wichHorfe and Foot, 
very faany of them being gone off from their Guards, as ne- 
ver imagining that they would, at that time of day, have at- 
tempted a Quarter that was thought the ftrongeft of all. But 
having thus got the River, they nurched in good Order, with 
very great Bodies of Foot, winged with Horie, towards the 
Heathy from whence the Horfe which were left there, with 
too little refiftance,retir'd ; being in truth muchoverpower'd, 
by reafon the Major part of them, upon confidence of fecurity 
of the Pafe, were gone to provide Forage for their Horfe. 

B Tn this means, the Enemy pofie&d themfelves of the Ord- 
nance which had been planced there ; and of the Village of 
Speen-y the Foot which were there, retired to the Hedge next 
the large Field between Speen and Newbury ; which they made 
good : at the fame time, the right Wing of the Enemies Horfe 
advanced under the Hill of Speen^ with one hundred Mufque- 
teers in the Van, and came into the open Field, where a good 
Body ofthe King's Horfe ftoodj which at firft receiv'd them 
in fome diforder ; but the Queen's Regiment of Horfe, com- 
. manded by S^ J§hn Cansfeld^ charged them with fo mudi 
Gallantry, that he routed that great body; which then fled; 
and he had the execution of them near half a mile ; wherein 
roofl of the Mufqueteers were flain, and very many of the 
Horfe ; inibmuchthat that whole Wing rallied not again that 
BigHt. The King was at that time with the Prince, and many 
of the Lords, and other his Servants, in the middle of that 
Field ; and could not, by his own Prefence , reftrain thofe 
Horfe whicjh at the firft approach of the Enemy were in that 
diibrder, from (bamefuUy giving Ground. Sothat if S^John 
rtfsjr^^^badnot, in that Article of Time, given them that 
brisk Cbajge, by which other Troops were ready to diarge 
them kk the Flank, the King himfelf had been in very great 
danger. 

At the fame time, the left Wing of the Enemies Horfe 
advanced to wards the North-fide of the great Field; but be- 
fore they got thither, Gormg with the Earl of cieveiantFs Bri- 
gade, Charged them fo vigoroufly, that he forced them back 
in great confufion over a Hedge; and following them, was 
Charg'd by another frefli Body; which he defeated like wife, 
and few very many of the Enemy upon the place ; having 
not only Rooted and beaien them ofF their ground, but en- 
dur'd the Shot of three Bodies of their Foot in their purfuit, 
and in their retreat, with lU) confidcrable damage, favethat 
the Earl of cApWiWttfs Horfe falling under him, he was taken 
Prifoner ; . which was an extraordinary lofs. Whilft this was 
doing on that iide, twelve hundred Horfe, and three tboufand 
Vol. 11. Part a. Nn Foot, 
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Foot of choie under die Earl of Mambefier^ advanced with 
great Refoltttion -upon 5&n»-Houfe, and the Field adjacent; 
which quarter was defended h^ S^Jscolf A&!aj^ and Colonel 
Owge 14^; and the Houfe, h^ Lieurenanc Colonel ^a^. 
They came lu^utt; of P£ilms ; a^d, at iirft, diove forty Muf- 
qucQeen from a Hedge , who were placed there tx> ftop 
them; isut thejr were prefentlf ChargVi by S'T^ihi Brvum 
with the Princc'aRcniiaentof Horfe ; who did good exocu- 
tioa upon chem, tiit he iaw another Body of their Horfe ready 
loChaige him, which made him retire to the Foot in M^ 
J>okma£% Gatdcn^ which flanked chat Field, and give fire 
upon tbofe Horfe, whereof very nuny fell 4 and the Horfe 
theic u po n Wheeliiig about, ^J9hm Br§sm fell upon their 
Rear, idilVi many, and kept that Ground all the day ; when 
tbeRefetveof Foot, Comnianded byCoJonel ThetweB^ gall'd 
their Foot widi levccal Voliies ; and then fell on them wirh 
the Bu^eods of their Aibi(qiset«, ciU they had not only beaten 
Cfaem fma the Hedges^ but quite out of the Fields kaving 
two DrakeSp ibcne Colours, and tnany dead Bodies behind 
Aan. At tUs tka^ a great Body ot their Foot attempted 
hlf JDclftmrws Hou^ hue were b wvll «ntertain'd by Lieu- 
tenaittCokMid P^^y tfaatafcer they had made their firft effort, 
they weic forced to retire in fadix Coofufioo, that he purfued 
thraifeooi the Houfe with a notable Execution ; idbmuch 
that they Idt £ve huadied dead upon a little (pot of ground; 
and they dicw cS dietwo Dcakes out of the Field to the 
Hmife^ the Enemy being beaoea oSy and retioed fromall that 
Q^ffter. 

£t w!asiiow lugifat; far which neither Party was lorry; 
andthe Kiqg, who had been on that fide where the Enemy 
only had prevail'd, thought that bis Army had iiifierM aUke 
iaall other pboes. He £iw they were entirely poffifled dl 
Sfeem, and lud taioen all the Oidnaoce which iud been left 
there ; whereby it would be ea(y for them, before the next 
Moratng, to haineoonapaffid hkn round; towards which they 
mi^ have gone &r, if thqr had found themfelvcs ina condi- 
tion (o have purfiied their foroiae. 

HE&fiUiPON, ^ ibon as it was night, he Majefty, widi 
the Pdnce, acxi thofe Ijords who had been about him all the 
day, and his Rtttmeat of Guards, retired into the Fields un- 
der jPiH«»gt0»-Caftle, and lefolvVl to profecute the refolu- 
tion chat was taken in the morning, when they faw the great 
Advantage the Enemy had in numbers, with which he was 
like tt) be cncompaOed, i£bk Forces were beaten from either 
of the Pofts. That tefolutioa was, '^ to man:Ji away in the 
^ night towards Wah^trd ; and to that purpoTe, all the Oir- 
riages, andgreat Oxdnano^ bad been that Morning drawn 
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tinder I>imri»jf^-Caftle ; fo he fenc Orders co all the Of-i 

ficcrs, to draw ofFthcir Men to the fame PlaCe 5 and receiving 
Intelligence- at that time that Prince Rupert was come, or 
vrould be' that night at Bstb^ that he might xnak^ no ftay 
there, but prefentiy be able to joyn with his Army, his Ma- 
jefty hirofelf, with the Prince, and abouc three hundred Horfe, 
Eoade haft thither^ and found. Prince Rupert thcxQ ; and thence 
made what haft they could back towards Oxford, The truth 
is, the King^s Army was not in fo ill a condition, as the King 
concciv'd k to have been : that Party which were in the 
Pield near Speen^ kept their ground very refolutcly ; and al- 
though it was a fair Moon-ihine night, the En^my, that was 
very near them, and much Soperior in Number, thougfit not 
£t CO aflTauIt or difturb them. Thatpartof the Eneipy that 
had been fo roughly treated at Sham, having received Suc- 
cour of a ftrong Body of Horfe, refolv'd onee more to make 
an attempt upon the Foot there j bitt they were beaten off as 
before ^ though they flood not well enough to receive an equal 
lofs, but retired to their Hill, where they flood ftill. This 
was the laft Aftion between the Armies j for about ten of 
the Clock at night, all the Army, Horfe, Foot, and Cannon, 
Vpon the King's Orders, drew forth their feveral Guards to 
the Heath about Dountugton-C^c, in which they left moft 
of their wounded Men, with all their Ordnance, Ammuni- 
tion, and Carriages ; then Prince Maurice^ and the other Of- 
ficers, march'd in good Order away to WaUh^ordy com- 
mitting the bringing upthe Rear to S' Humphrey Bennet ( who 
had behaved himfelf very Signally that day j who with his Bri- 
gade of Horfe march'd behind , and reoeiv'd not the leaft 
difturbance from the Enemy; who, info light a Night, could 
not but know of the Retreat, and were well enough pleafed 
to be rid of an Enemy that had handled them fo ill. By the 
Mominpt , all the Army, Foot as well as Horfe, arriv'd at 
tVaUiftgfBrd ; where having Refrclh'd a little, they march'd 
to Oxford J without feeing any Party of the Enemy that look'd 
after them. 

Many made a Queftion which Party had the better of 
the Day; and neither* was well enough fatisfied with their 
Suocefs. There could be no queftion there were very many 
more kill'd of the Snemy , than of the Kiog^s Army ; whereof 
were miffing, only S' WUUam St L/egery Lieutenant Colonel to 
the Duke's Regiment of Foot ; Lieutenant Colonel Toppings 
and Lieutenant Colonel lAakey both Officers of Horfe, who 
were all there flain, with not above one hundred Common 
Soldiers, in all places. The Earl of Brentford, General of 
the Army, was wounded on the hcad^ S^Jokn Cansfesldy Sr 
yoH Greeffvif, and Lieutenant Colonel Page, were wouodea. j 
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but ail recov<^'d. The qBccts of the Efieinies fide were 
never ralk'dof, being for the moftpart, of oobecter Fami- 
lies than the Common Soldiers. But it was reafcMiabiy com* 
putcd, by thofe who (aw the AAion in all places, that there 
could not be fo few as one thoufaiid dead upon the place : 
yet becaufe the King's Army quitted the Field, and marcb'd 
away in the Night* the other fide thought themfelves Ma- 
tters ; and the Parliameot celebrated their Viftory with their 
ufual Triumphs ; though, within few days after, they difcern'd 
that they had little reaibn for it. Thev came to ktiow, by 
what accident was not imagin'd, thattne Earl of Brtiafvri 
remained that night in the Caftle, by reafonof the hurt in his 
Head, and fo fenc Colonel I7rr/ to him to perfwade him to 
give up the Caftle, a^ to make him other large Ofiers ; all 
which the General rejefled with the Indignation that be- 
came him. No more (hail be fakl of the Colonel, becaufe, 
after all his tergtveriations, he chofe at laft to lofe bis Life 
for, and in the King's Servite; which ought to expiate for all 
his ^ranfgreffions, and preferve his memory from all unkind 
RefleAlons. 

The next day, when they knew that the King's Army was 
retired, and not till then, they made haft topofi^ themfelves 
of NewSury ; and then dreW up their whole Army before 
DoMnmgi^'C^ley and fumroon'd the Governour "todeli- 
•' ver it to them, or elfe they would not leave one Stone upon 
*^ another. To which the Governour made no other reply, 
than " that he was not bound to repair it; but bowever he 
" would, by God's help, keep the ground afterWaf ds : feeing 
his obftinacy , they ofiery him *' to march awa.y with the 
^< Armes, and ail things belonging to the Garrifofi; and, when 
that moved not, '^tliat he (bould carry all the CaMon, and 
*' Ammunition with him; to all which he An(wer'd, *'that 
^' he wonder'd they would not be fattsfied with fe many An- 
^'fwers that he had fent, anddefired them ^'tobe afi^ed, 
<' that he would not go out of the Caftle, till the Kingfent 
" him Order fo to do. Offended with thefe high Anfwers^ 
theyrefolv'd to Afiaultit; but the Officer whocomraanded 
the Party, being kill'd with fome few of the Soldiers, they 
retired ; and never after made any attempt uponjt ;. but re- 
main'd quietly at Mewhtry in great Fadioi/among themfelves ; 
every Man taking upon falmfelf to find fault, and cenfure 
what had been done, and had been left undone, in the whole 
day]s Service. 

The King met Prince J?ff/^f« as he expelled), with Co- 
lonel Gerrardy and 5' Marmaditke Longdate ; and made dl 
the haft he could to joyn thofe Forces with his own Army, 
that fo he might march back to l^mhryy and d«(eflS%^ his 
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Cannon, and Gurriages. By the way he met the Etrl of 
' Korthamptamy and thole Regiments which bad Relieved Ban* 
i^mj; and having with marvellous Expedition caufed a new 
Train of Artillery to be form'd, he brought his Army again 
to a Rendezvous on BitBmgfathGrem -^ where, with the Ad- 
dition of thofe Forces, and fome Foot, which he drew out 
o(Oxfrrd, under the Command of Colonel Gage^ it appeared 
to be full fix thoufand Foot, and five thoufaod Horfe ^ with 
which he march'd to WaUinffrrd^ and within a day more than 
a Week after he had left Demtmgton Caftle, found himfelf^^^'''- 
there again in fo good a pofturo, that he lefoiv^'d not to de- nlngton "' 
cline Fighting with the£nemy ; but would be fiift poflcfled f^tftu. 
of his Gannon , and put fome Provifion into the Caftle ^ 
which he accompliOi'd without any oppoiiiion. 

The Enemies Army lay ftill at Nfwiitryy perplexed with 
theDivifionsandFadicMis among their own Officers, without 
any notice erf the King's advance, till a Quurter of their 
Horfe was beaten np. The next Morning, the King put his 
Army into Battalia ; Prince Ib/ferty who was now declared 
Genet al, led the Van ; and got pofiefiion of the Heath, on the 
back fide of the Caftle; from which afmallParty might have 
kept him, the entrance into it being very fteep, and (he way 
narrower. On that Heath, the King's Army was drawn up 
about Noon, every one being prepared to Fight ; and none 
of the Enemy appearing, they marched by the Caftle over 
the River by a Miii, and two Fords below it, without any 
oppofition; and thence drew into ihe large Field (between 
Spien and Ntnu6ury\ which was thought a good place to ex- 
Tpeft the Enemy ; who, in the mean time, had drawn a great 
Body of their Horfe and Foot into the other Field toward 
Shawy and had made Breaft- works and Batteries pn the back 
fide of Nemiiay j which Town they refolv'd to keep, and 
/^and upon the defenfive, as the King had done before ^ pre- 
fuming, that rhey now having the warmer Lodging, might bet- 
ter attack the King after his Men had lain a night or two in 
the Fields ; it being now the Month of Nsvemlfer^ but fair for 
that Seafon. Some light Skirmiihes pafled between the Horfe, 
but when the King faw upon what difadvantages he muft 
force them to Fight, he called his Council together j who were 
unanimous in opinion, ** that fince he had Reliev'd the Caftle, 
^ and put fufficient Provifions into it, and that it was in his 
^^ power to draw off his Ordnance and Ammunition from 
^^ thence, he had done his bufinefs ^ and if any Honour had 
"been loft the other day. it was rqgain'd now, by his having 
" pafled his Army over tne River in the face of Theirs, and 
"offer'd them Battle; which they durft not accept. Upon 
which the King refolv'd to attempt them no faxthcr, but gave 
N n 3 Orders 
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Orders to retire in thdr view, with Drums Beating and Trum- 
pets Sounding, the fame way he came over the River. So the • 
King lay that night at Donnington Caftle, and all the Army 
about him. 

The King had not yet done all he meant to do, before he 
took up his Winter Quarters ; and was willing, that the Ene- 
my fliould have an opportunity to Fight with him, if they de- 
fired it : And therefore, on the Sunday morning the tenth of 
KovemhTy his Majefty marched with all his Cannon and Am^ 
tnunition over the Heath from Dtmnington^ over a fair Cam- 
pagne, to Lamhome-^ in which march, fome of the Enemies 
Horfe attempted his Rear, but were repulfcd with lofs j many 
leing flain,and forae taken Prifoners. There the King Quar- 
tered that night, and the next day, to refrelh his Men, for the 
111 Lodging they had endured at Donmington ; having fent 
fome Perfons of great Reputation and Intereft to Marlhorougby 
to make large provifions for Him, and his Army. -And then, 

* 4Gnce he heard the Enemy lay ftill at Newhurj, he marched to 
MarUforough 'y where he found all thing-? to his wi(h. His heart 
was fet upon the relief of Bafingj which was now again di- 
ftrefs'd ; the Enemy having, as is laid before, begirt it clofely 
from the time that Gage had reliev'd it. He had a great mind 
to do ic with his whole Army; that thereby he. might draw 
the Enemy to a Battle : but, upon full- Debate, it was con- 
cluded, " that the fafeft way would be to do it by a ftrong 
*- Party ; that one thoufand Horfe (hould be drawn out, every 
^^one of which fliould carry before him a Bag of Corn, or 
^^ other Provifions, and march fo as to be at Bafing Houfe the 
*^nexc mQrning after they parted from the Army; and then 
*^^ every Trooper was to caft down his Bag, and to make their 
"retreat as well as they might : And Colonel Gi^e, who had 
fo good fuccefs before, was appointed to Command this Party ; 
whif h he chearfully undertook to do. The better to efieft ii^ 
Hungetford was thought the fitter place to Quarter with the 
Army^ and fiom thence to difpatch that Party : fo his Majefty 
marched back to Hungerfcrd^ which was halfway to New- 
hury\ the Enemy was in mean time marched from thence to 
iBaJing'y which, they thought, would, upon the fight of their 
whole Army, prefently have yielded ; but finding theMarquiJ 
ftill obftinate to defend it, they were weary of the Winter 
War, and fo retired all their force from thence, and quitted the 
Siege the very day before Ga^e came thither ; fo that he eafily 

. deliver'd his Provigohs, and retired to the King without any 
inconveniehcc. His Majefty then inardied to Farrrngton^ 
with fome hope to have furprifed Abingdttn in his way ; but he 

. found k too well provided ; and fo after he had confider'd 
where to Quarter his Horfe, which had formerly had their 
i ' » ^ head 
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head Quiurter at AUnginy and thoie places which were oowi 
under the power of ciiac Govcroour, he rctum'd to Oxford ^Thg k**x 
where he arriv'd to the amverfal Joy, on the three and twcn- r»ntm$t0 
tieth of Nmmmhir ; a Seafoo of the year fit for all the Troops ^*^*'^ 
to he in their Winter Quarters. 

The King was exceedingly pleafed to find how much 
the Fortifications there had be^ advanced by the care and di- 
ligence oF the Lords; and was very gracious in his acknow- 
ledgement of it to tbeoo. And theGiovemour S^ Art bur Afiom, 
having, fome Months before, in the Managing his Horie in 
the Fields, caufed htm to fall, had in the fall broken his own- 
Leg, and, ihortly afiery been coropcli'd to cut it off*; (b that, 
if he rccover'd at all, which was very doubtfiil, he could not 
be fit for any adkive Service; his Msycfty refolv'd to confer 
that Government upon another. Of which refolution, with all 
the ciroMsftances of grace and fkvour,atid fending him a War- 
rant for one thoofaod pounds a year Penfian for his Life, he 
gave him notice ; and then, to the moft general fatisfaftton of 
alt Men^ he conferred thai: Government upon Colonel Gagt^ 
whom he had before Knighted. S' AdbatApom was (b much 
difpleafed with his Sacc^r, that he befougbt the King to 
confer chat Charge upon any other Perfoo; and when he 
fi>und thai hb Majefty woidd sot change hi6 porpofe, he fent 
to fbme Lords to come to him, who he thought were moft 
2k:aIous in Reiigicn^ and defired them to tdl the King from 
hicD, ^that ihougjfk he was htmfelf aRoman CathoiKk, he 
'^had been very careful to give no feandal to his Majefty> 
^ Pnxeftant Subjefis; and cottU not bat iQfi>rm him, that 
*^ CT^ewas the moft Jefuited Papift alive; that be had a Jefiiic 
*^ who tiv'd with htm ; and that he wasprefent at all the Sct- 
^^moDS among the Catfaoliclcs; which he believ'd would be 
*^ very much to his Afejefty's diflbmice. So much his Paffion 
and Animofity over-^iukd htsCoo&ience. 

The King liked thechoice he had made; and only advifed 
thenewGoverooiir, byone of his Friends,. ^^ to have fo much 
^^diforetion in his Cantage, that there might be no notice 
'^ taken of the Exerdfe of his Region; to which animadver- 
jBoa he Aofwcr'd, ^^ that he sever had difiembled his Reli- 
'^gion, nor ever would ; but diat he had been (b wary in the 
^ Exercife of it, that he knew there could be no Witnefi pro- 
^^dtioed, who lutd ever feen him at Mafs in Oxfrrd; though 
^ be he^ Ma(s every day ; and that he had never been but 
^ once at a Sermon ; whkh was at the Lodging of S' Artbur^s 
^Dau^ter; to whtdi be had been invited with great impor- 
^^tunity; and believ'd now that it was to entrap him. But 
the poor Gentleman enjoy'd jthe QfiBce very little time ; for 
within a Months or thereabout, making an attempt to break 

N n 4 down 
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down Culham Bridge near Atmgdon^ where he intended to 
cred a Royal Fort, chat fliould have kept thatGarrtfon from 
that fide of the Country ; he was (hot through the Heart with 
a Mufquet Bulict. Prince Rupert was prefent at the Aftion, 
having approv'd, and been much pleafed with the defi^n ; 
which was never purfued after his death : and in truth the King 
fuftain'd a wonderful lofs in his death \ he being a Man c^ 
great wifdom and temper ; and one among the very fe^ Sol* 
dxrs, who made himfelf to be Univerfaily Jov'd and efteem'd. 
Though the King's Condition was now much better, 
than, in the beginning of the Summer, he had reafon to ex- 
ped; ( he had broicen, and defeated two Armies of the Parlia- 
ment, and returned into his Winter Qoarter with advantage, 
and rather with an encreafe than diminution of bis Forces) 
yet his necefllities were ftill the fame, and the Fountains dryed 
up from whence he might ezpeft Relief; his Quarters flhort- 
cn'd, and leflen'd by the \ob of the whole North : for ^er 
the Battle of Tork^ the Setts retum'd to Reduce New^c^fik ; 
which they had already done; and all other Garrifons which 
had held out for the Kins ; and when that Work (houM be 
throughly and (ufficiently done, it mnft be expeded that 
Army fhould again move South-ward, and take fuch other 
Places, as the Parliament (houM not be at leifure to look after 
themfelves'. 
TheTtm^ir The King's Artoy was lefs united than ever; the old Ge- 
of the ^my, ncril was fet afide, and Prince Rufert put into the Commuid, 
*nd ccurf 4«^hich was HO Popukt Change : for the other was known to 
thunme. ^^ an Officer of great Experience, and had committed no 
overfights In his Condud: ; was willing to hear every thing 
Debated, and always concurred with the tooft reafonable 
Opinion; and though he was not of many words, and was 
nor quick in hearing, yet upon any Adion he was fprightly, 
and Commanded well. The Prince was Rough, and Pat 
fionate, and lov'd not Debate ; liked what was propos'd, as he 
liked the Perfons who propos'd it ; and was fo great an Ene- 
my to Digfy and CoUpifper^ who were only prefent in De- 
bates of the War with the Officers, that he crofled all they 
propos'd. The truth is, all the Army had been. di(|)os'd, 
from the firft raifing it, to a Negled and Contempt of the 
Council; and the King himfelf had not been foUicitous enough 
to preferve the Refpeft due to it; in which he leQenVi his 
own Dignity. 

Goring, who was now General of the Horfe, was no 
more gracious to Prince Rt^erty than If^htct had been ; bad 
all the other's faults, and wanted his regularity, and prefervtng 
his refpeft with the Officers. Iffibaot lov'd Debauchery, but 
ibuc it out from his bufinefi;; never negledcd thar> and rarely 
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mMcarricd in k. ^Mftg had a much better Undetft^andiBgi 
and a (hafper Wit (iicept in the very cxercife of Defeaudicry> 
and then At bttier Was infpir'd) a nnich keener Coofage? 
and prefetatnefs of Mind in danger : Jf^h^ot difcem'd it far- 
ther 'dfffy and beciattfe he could wk behave himfelf fo well in 
it, coBjinohijr prevented, or Warily declin'd it ; and hevcr 
drank when he was within difianceof an Enertty : Qdrimg was 
not aWe to refift the Temptation, whett he *ras in the middle 
of chern, hoi* wotrM decline it to obtain a Viiftory : as, In one 
of thofe fits, he had feflfer*d thie Horie to efcape out off Com- 
tval'^ and the rooft fignal Misfortunes of his Life in War, had 
rheit rife {r<sth 'that uncontroolable Licence. N:ither df thtem 
valued rtieir ptoniifcs, profeffions, or friendfhips, according 
to any Roles of H6nonr, or Integrity ; but JVUm^ vtolatM 
them the left wBlinigly, and never bat fot fome great %efnefif, 
or convetfi^oe to himfelf j ^Q€¥hig withdut -fcrupie, odx. of 
Humour, or for Wit's fdte; and lov'd no Man fo Well, but 
that he wddld ix>x^ hhn, and then expdfe him to Pablick 
Mirth forhaviogl)eeA cozeh'd : Aferdfof'e he had always fcwer 
Friends than theotheir,but more 'Company j for no Man had 
a Wit that oteas'd tlie Company better. The Ambition of 
both was unlimited, and fe equally incapable of behig con* 
tented j and both linreftrain'd by iany refpeft to good Nature 
or Juftice, from purfiiing the fati^fa£tion rheredf : yet ^fPUm^t 
had more Scrufpte from Religion to ftartle him, and would 
not have attaln-d his ehd by any grofs, or foul Aft of wicked- 
nefs ; Gifrmg cduld-have pafled nrhrough tbofe pleafantly ; and 
would, wfthcJut 'helfitation, have brofcn any Truft, or done 
any Aft of Treachery to have fitisfied an ordinai'y paffion, 
or appetite; ahd-lh'triith, Watited nothing but Induftfy (for 
heliad W4t, and Cdurage, and Underftanding, and Anibi^ 
tion, Uncdhtrodrd by any fear of God, or Man ) to have been 
as eminent, and feorefeful in the higheft attempt of wicked- 
nefs, as any Man In the Age he liv'd in, or before. OiF all 
his Qualifications, Diffimulatibh was his Mafter-plecej in 
which he fo much excell'd, that Men were not ordinarily 
afliam'd, or out 6f countenance , with being deceived but 
twice by him. 

The Court was not much better difpos'd than the Army j 
they Who had 'ft6 Preferment, were iangry with thofe who had j 
and thought they had not deferv'd fo well as themfelves : 
They who were envied, found ho fatisiuftion or delight in 
what they were envied for, being poor and neceffitous, and 
the more fenfiWe of their being fo, by the Titles they had 
receivM upon their own vidient Irnpbrtunity. So that the 
King was wiAout any jby in the Favours he had conferr'd^ 
and yet was not the lefi fiUicited to grant more to others of 
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the. fame ktnd^ who^ he forer^w^ would be no better pleo'd 
than the reft : and the plcafing ooe Man this way, diTpIeas'd 
one hundred ^ as bis Creating the Lord C^p^fper at this time,, 
and making him a Baron (who in truth had ferv'd him with 
great Abilities ^ and, though he did imprudently in defiring 
k, did deferve fc) did much diflati^fy both the Court, and the 
Army^ to neither of which he was in any degree gracious,. 
by his luving no Ornament of Education,, to xnake Men the 
more propitious to his parts of Nature ^ and difpos'd many 
others to be very importunate to receive the iame Obli- 
gation* 

There had been another Counfel entered upon, and con^ 
elided with great Deliberation and WiClom, which turned at 
this time to his Majefty's difadvantage y which was^ the Cef* 
ration in Ireland -^ enterM into, as hath beeofaid before, with 
all the reafon imaeinablc, and in hope, to have made a good 
Peace there, and fo to have had the Power of that united 
Kingdom, to have affiftcd -to the foppreffing the Rebeil&oik 
in this. But now, as all the Supplies he had receiv'd frooa 
tbence upon the Ceflation, had been already defkoy'd with- 
out any benefit to the King, fo his Majefty found, that he 
fliould not be able to make a Peace there ^ and then the Go- 
vernment there would be in the worfe condition by being 
depriv'd of fo many good Officers, and Soldiers, upon the 
conclufion of the Cef&tion. There had been Coinmii&oners 
from that time fent over to the King from the Confederate 
Rpman Catholicks, to treat a Peace ^ the Lord lieueenant, 
and Council, had fent likewiie Commiffioners to inform the 
King of all things neceflary to be confider'd in the Treaty ; 
and the Parllatpent which was then fitting in Inlaml, had 
fent likewife Commiflioners, in the Name of the Proteffants 
in that Kingdom, to prevent the making any Peaces ami with 
a Petition to diflblve theCefTation that had been made. 
Tr9f9ftnnt The CommliHoncrs from the Confederate Roman Ca» 
uH^ ''*' tholicks, demanded *^ the Abrogation, and Repeal of all thofe 
€ih 7^* '* Laws, which were in force againft the Exercife of the Ror- 
^„^, ** man Religion ^ That the Lieutenant, or Chief Govcrnour, 
^^ fliould be a Roman Catholick j and that there fiiould be no 
'Miftinftion made, whereby thole of tbatReligtonifbould not 
^' be capable of any Preferment in the Kingdonv as well as 
** the Proteftants j together with the Repeal of feveral Laws, 
which that Nation thought to have been made in their pre* 
judlce. 

The Commi/fioncrs from the State (whereof foxRC were 

of the Privy Council) profcfled •^that they defired 3: Peace 

^ might be made; but proposM m order^ as they faid, to the 

iecurity of the Kingdom, ^^ that alt the Irifl) might be Dif- 

■ - "* « arm'di 
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ff arm'd ; and fudi among them, as iiad been moft figoal and 
^^ barbaroas in the Maflacres in the beginning of the Rcbel- 
*Mion, alight be excepted from Pardon, and profecutcd with 
" the otraoft rigour of Law : That the Laws might be put 
^^ in Execution againft all Rotnan Cacholicks, and cfpedaily 
/^ againd all Jefuics, Priefis, andFryars^ and that they migl:^ 
5^ be obliged to pay all the Damages which had been iuftain'd 
f' by the War. 

Tqe ComraifConers from the Proteftants demanded^ 
*' that the Cef&tion might be diflblv*d, and the War car- 
^^ried on with the utmoft Rigour, according to the Aft 
^^of Parliament that had been imade in the i beginning of 
^^the Rebellion^ and that no Peace might be made on any 
*• Conditions. 

The King demanded of the Ir^^ "whether they believ'd 
"it could be in his Power, if it were agreeable to his Con- 
" fcience, to grant them their Demands ? and whether he 
*^ muift not tVereby purchafc IreUnd with the lofs of Eitgismi 
"and Scotland} There were among them fome fober Men, 
who confefled '* that as his Majcfty's Affairs then ftood, they 
^'believ'd he could not grant it^ and they hoped, that their 
'^General Aflfembly would, when they fhould be inform'd of 
** the truth of his Majefty's Condition, which was not knowa 
•^'co them, be perfwaded to depart from fome of their De- 
^^ inands ^ but that, for the prefent, they had not Authority CO 
** recede from any one Propoficion. 

TiiE King then asked the CommifSoners who had been 
fent over by the Marquis of Orwtf»</, Lieutenant of the King* 
dom, " which Forces they thought to be the ftronger, the 
"King's Army, or that or the Rebels ^ they confefled "the 
*^ Reikis to be much fuperior in Power, and that they were 
" poflefled of more than three parts of the Kingdom. The 
King then asked them, " whether they thought it prol$kble, 
^*now they found themfelves to be. thfe ScrOnger, that the 
^'Rebels would be perfwaded to yield to fo difadvantageous 
** terms, as they proposed, and to be fo wholely at the Mercy 
*^of ibofe whom they had fo much provoked? a:4d if they 
" could be fo difpofed, whether rhey believ'd that they were 
^^ able, though tbey fhould be willing, to fell ail they have in 
^^ Ireland to piy the Damages which had beenfuftain'd by 
"the War? Ths Commiffioners acknowledged, "that they 
^' thought the laft impofSble j and that there might be a mi- 
"tigation in that particular; but for the former, they durft 
"not advife hisMajefty to recede at alii for that there could 
" be no ocher fecurity for the Proteftants in that Kingdom, 
"but by leaving the Irifb without any capacity, or ability to 
" Trouble them : for their perj&dloufneis was fucb^ that they 
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^fiOuUnotfaetrufted; and therefore they muft be pat into 
^'fiich a Condition , by being totally Difarni'd, chat they 
^'fliould not be able to do any Mifchief j or that all the Pro- 
^teftancs muft leave the Kingdom to the entire poflfeffion of 
*^ the Iri/h^ and whether that would be for his Majefty's Ser- 
" vice and Security, they muft refer to his own Wuciom. 
> The King then (ent for tlie Commiffioners from the Par- 
liament, on the behalf of the Proteftants, and asked them, 
f* whether they were ready, if the Cefl&tion were expii'd, to 
^^ renew the War, and to profecute it hopefully, to the Re- 
•* dudion Or* Soppreffion of the tr^ ? They anfwer'd very 
cfearlyy " that in the State they were in, they could not carry 
*'on the War, or defend thenifelves againft the Ir^^ who 
^ were much Superior to them in Power ; but if his Majefty 
^^ would recruit his Army, and fend over Money, and Arroes, 
^^and Ammunition^ with Shipping, they made no doubt, but 
** with God's blefling, they mould be able (bordy to reduce 
^them, and drive chem out of the Kingdom. The King 
then asked them, *^ whether they did in truth think, that his 
^Majefty was able to feadchem fuch Supplies as thejr ftood 
*^in need of? or w^hether they did not, in their Cbnfciences, 
^' know,' that he was not able to fend them any part of it, and 
'^ ftood in want of all for his own Support? Thev anfwer'd, 
'^'ihat the/hoped he would make a Peace with the Parliament, 
^and would tlien be at>le to fend over fiich Afliftance to Irr- 
^' lanJy as would quickly fettle that Kingdom. 

-But after all thefe difoourfes, fals Majefty prevaii'dnot 
with any of them Hvdepart from the mod unreafonableof all 
their Oemands ^ whereupon he difmifled them ; and told the 
£r$^, << it had been in their Power fo far to have obliged 
<^him, that be might hereafter have thought himfelf bound 
^ to have gcatified them in (bme patticulars, which were not 
^^ now feafonable to have been done ; but they would repent 
** this their fcnflefff penrerfenefs,when it would be too late, and 
^^ when they found themfelves under a Power that would de- 
*^ftroy them, and make them ceafe to be a Nation. 

So they MlekOxfrrd*, and his Majpfty, notwithftanding 
all this Refolution, not to depart from any thing, that might 
in any degree be prejudicial to the Proteftant Intereft in that 
Kingdom, found that he fuflfer'd under no reproach more in 
Effgbmdy than by having made that CcShxvm : fo wonderfully 
unreafonable was the generality of the Nation then by the ab- 
furd imputation of his Majefty's favouring the Iryb. 

The ftreights in which the King now was, brought him to 
ibrae reflexions he had never made before ^ ind the confidera- 
tions of what might probably be the event of the next Summer, 
difpoled him to inclinations which were very contrary to what 
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he had ever before entertaio'd. His three younger ChtUicn 
were taken from the Governefs in whofe hands be had put 
them J and were not only in theParUament Qnarcers,buc ex- 
prefsly by their Order, put into the ^uftody ofOneinwfaoai 
the King could have the lefs confidence, becaufe it wa« One 
in whom the Parliament confided fo much. He had with 
him the Prince, and the Duke ofrori^ both young; and he 
had no refolution more fixed in him, than chat the Prince 
(hould never be abfent frotn him ; wnich, as hath been touched 
before, made him lefs confider what Govcrnour, or Servants ' 
he put about him ; refolvingtoform his Mannersby his own 
Model. But now he began to fay " that Himfeif and the 
^* Prince were too much to venture in one bottom ; and that 
*' it was now time to unboy him, by putting him into foroe 
'^ adtton and acquaintance with bufinefs, out of his own fight: 
but communicated thefe thoughts only with the Lord D/f^, 
the Lord Colepepper^ and the Chancellor of the Exchequer j 
and was thought to confer more with the Lord C^kfeffer upoa 
the Subjeft, than with either of the other ; but had fomc par- 
ticular thoughts upon which he then conferred with no body. 
There was but one Province in which the Prince could t^* 
fide, after he was fever'dfrom the King ^ and that was th«. 
Weh ; which was yet in a worfe condition than it had been, 
by the Rebels being pofleffed of Taunton^ one of the chief 
Towns in Ssmcrfitfime ^ and though it was an open;^ aadun-^ 
fortified place, it was very ftrong againft the King in the na- 
tural difafleftion of the Inhabitants,, which were very nume* 
rous; and all the places adjacent of the fame ill Principles j 
and Walkr had already fent fome Troops thither to confirm 
thetn in their Rebellious Inclinations, and badhimielf a refo- 
lution fpeedily to go thither, with a Body fufllcient to form 
an Army for the redudion of the Weft ; nor was the defign 
improbable to fucceed^ for the reputation of th^ Scias Army, 
upon the recovery of all the North, had fhaken and terrified 
aU the Kingdom j and the King's Army was the iaft Enemy 
the Weft had been acquainted with,and had left no good Name 
behind it. 

' To prevent this mifchief, Goring ( who had now made a 
faftfriendihip with the Lord Digl^y ; either of them belicvim 
he could deceive the other, and fo with equal paffion embra- 
cing the Engagement ) was fent with fome Troops to Salts- 
Imry^ from wlSsnce he might eafily prevent any motion of 
WaUer ; without which, Tamttm would be in a ihort xxme, re* 
ducedby theGarrifons the King had in the Country: fo that 
thi« alteration rather confirm'd» than diverted his Majefty^ in 
his thoughts offending the Prince thither : and he begun to 
publitb his purpofe^ and named. Counfellors to be with his 
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Highncfs , by whofe Advice all things fhould be done 5 his 
Majefty's piirpofe being, in truth, only at that time that the 
Prince fhould go no farther Weft than Brtftol-^ and that there 
mi^tno jealoufies arifcifrom this.Aftion (which every Body 
knew'wasfo far from the King's former purpofe ; and it might 
be imagined, that his Highnefs would be fent ro ihe Queen 
fais Mother into France ,• which many unreafonably appre- 
^fiWMt'/ hended ) the King declared what Council he intended (hould 
^tf^ be about his Son ; the Reputation of whom, he thought, 
•w3«! would allay all jealoufies of that kind. He named the Duke 
cf 'Richmond , the Earl oi Southampton^ the Lord Capet^ the 
Lord HoptoHy thcLovd Colepepper, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and appointed them *^ to meet frequently at the 
*^ Prince's Lodging, to confidcr with his Highneft, what pre- 
"parations (hould be made for his Journey, and in what man- 
"ner his Family fliould be eftablilhed. There was one Per- 
fon more, who of neceflity was to watt on the Prince, the 
Earl of Birk'Jhire^ his Govcrnour ; and then his Majefty 
found, what wrong Meafurcs he had taken in the conferring 
thatTruft; and lamented his own error to thofe he trailed; 
but knew not how to prevent the Inconveniences that might 
enfue, unlefs by applying two remedies, which were not na- 
tural, and might nave been produdtive of as great Inconveni- 
ences. The one was, to leiien the Prince's Reverence, and 
Efteemfor his Governour ; which was very fufficiently pro- 
vided for. The other, to leave the Governour without any 
more Authority, than every one of the Council had ; and fo 
much lefs, as the Prince had a better eftcem of every one of 
Them, than he had of Him : and fo left him without a Go- 
vernour, which would have been a little better, if he had been 
without the Earl of Berk-Jhire too. 
'JHvifmsA^ When the King was in this MelanchoHck pofture, it was 
•"^^J'W'a great refrelhment, andfome advantage to him, to hear that 
miaSr *^ diforder the Parliament was in , was Superior to His. 
* The Caufe of all the Diftraftions in his Court, or Army, 
proceeded from the extreme poverty and neceflity his Maje- 
fty was in; and a very moderate fupply of Money would, in 
ft Moment, have extinguished all thofe diftemoers. But all 
the Wealth of the Kingdom, for they were well nigh poflef- 
fed of all, could not prevent the fame, and greater diftraftions 
and emulations, from breaking into the whole Government 
of the Parliament: for all the perfonal Animofities imaginable 
broke out in their Councils, and in their Armies ; and the 
Houfe of Peers found themfelves, upon the matter, excluded 
from all power, or credit, when they did not concur in all the 
demands which were made by the Commons. 
That violent Party, which had at firft co^ien'd the reft 
S int9 
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intQ the War, and afterwards obftrii^led all the Approaches 
towards Peac«, found now that they had finifiied iis much of 
their work, as the tools which they had wrought with, could 
Reapplied to ^ and what remain'd to be done, nnift be diif- 
pacched by new Workmen. They had been long unfatisfied 
with the Earl of Efix, and He as much with Them ^ both 
feeing more follicitousto fupprefs the other, than to deftroy 
the Ring. They bore the lofs and difhofjour he had (iiftatn'd 
•tnOnnotf/, very well; and would have been glad, that both 
He and his Army had been quitecut oflf^ inftead of being dif- 
4blv*d ; for moft of his Officers and Soldiers, werecorrupted 
in their Afiadions towards them; and defired nothing but 
Peace : fo that they refolv'd never more to truft, or employ 
anyofrhem. But tliat which troubled them more, was, that 
their beloved Earl of MmtcheBtTy upon whom they depended 
.as a fad Friend, by whom they might infenfibly havediveft*- 
cd the Earl oiEffex of all inconvenient Authority in the Ar- 
my, appeared now as unapplicable to their purpofes as the 
other; and there was a breach fallen out bet ween Him and 
Oliver CfwmoeSj which was irreconcilable, and had brought 
fome Counfek upon the Stage, before they were ripe: 

Cn o Ad w EL c- accufcd the Earl of Manchefkr^ ^ of having 
** betray 'd the Parliament out of Cowardice ; for that he 
^ might, at the King's laft being at Newiury^ when he drew 
** off his Cannon, very eafily have Defeated his whole Army, 
** if he would have permitted it to have been engaged : that 
^ he went to him, andfliew'd him evidently how it might be 
*^ done; and dcfired him that he wouM give him teave, with 
-•^hisown Brigade of Horfe, to Charge the King's Army in 
*^ their Retreat ; and the Earl, with the reft of his Army, 
'^^ might look on, and doashefliould think fit; but that the 
^ Earl had, notwithftanding all importunity ufed by him and 
** other Officers, pofitively and obftinately refufed to permit 
**him; giving noother reafon, but that, hefaid, if they did 
**€ng^e, and overthrow the Kings Army, the King would 
^* always have another Army to keep up the War ; but if that 
*^ Atmy which he Commanded, ftould be overthrown, be- 
*^ fore the other under the Earl of Ejpx Ihould be reinforced, 
** there would be an end of their pretences; and they ihould 
'^^ be all Rebels, and Traytors, and executed and forfeited by 
** the Law. 

This pronunciation what the Law would do againft them, 
was very heavily taken by the Parliament, as if the Earl be- 
liev'd the Law to be againft them, after fo many Declara- 
tions made by them, **that the Law was on Their fide, and 
^^ that the King's Armes were taken up againft theLaw. The 
Earlconfefled ^* he had ufed words to that cffeia, that they 
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^^IhouM be treated diTrtytor$, if their Army was Defeated, 
^ when be did not approve the advice that was given bv the 
'' Lieutenant General i which would have expoled the Army 
^^ to greater ha2.ard, than he thought feafoqable in that Con* 
" junfture, in the middle of the Winter, to expofe it to. 
He then recriminated CromwiU^ " that, at another time. Cram- 
^^ well difcourfing freely with him of the State of the King- 
^' dom, and propoiing fomewhat to be done, the Ear) had An- 
fwer'd, " that the Parliament would never approve it ^ to 
which Cr9mweU prefently replied, " My Lord, if you will 
'^ ftick firm to honed Men, you (hall nnd your fetf in the 
^* head of an Army that fliall give the Law to King and Par- 
^^liamenc; which difcourfe, he faid, made great impreffion 
<^ in him j for he knew the Lieutenant General co be a Man 
^' of very deep defigns j and iherefdK he wfl$ the more care- 
*^fulto preferve an Army, which he yet thought was very 
" faithful to the Parliament. 

This difoourfc ftartled thofe who had always an ayerGon 
to CromnueUj and had oWferv*4 the fi^jrcenefs of his Nature, 
and the Language he commonly ufed wfaepf there was any 
mention of reace y (b that they defired that this matter might 
be throughly examined, and brought to Judgement. But the 
other fide put all obftrydions in the way, and rather chofe 
to lofe the advantage they had againft the Earl of MancbeBefy 
than to have ^c otbor matter examin'd ; which would una- 
voidably have made (pme difcoveries they were not yet ready 
CO produce. However the Animofities encneafed , and the 
Parties appQar'd barefaced ^ainft each other ; which aug- 
mented the diftratUoos, and divided the City as well as the 
Parliamefit j and new opinions ftarted up in Religion ; which 
made more fiibdtvifions ; and new terms atpddiftin&iofis were 
brought into difcourfe ; and Wsnaticks were iiow firft brought 
into appellatioi) : which kind of confufioos exceedingly m- 
dofed Men of any fober underftanding, to witlilbr Peaces 
though none knew how to briog the meation of jc into the 
Parliament. 

T H £ S€oti(h Commiffi^nesrs were as jealous, aad as unfatis- 
fied as any other Party; and ^und^ fiace the Battle of Y$rkj 
neither their Ar-my, nor theoMelves to mudi a>n6der'd , as 
beiore 9 iM»r<3ondftio9s performed towards them with any pun- 
duality. They bad long had jealoufy of CromwiBy aod S^ 
Hfwy Vsmy and all that Partv ; whicti (^hey faw eocreafed 
every day; afld grew poweiiffil io th<? Paflia9)ent, in the 
Council, and in ilJe City. Their facr^ Vow andCoveiMWt 
was mciKionVl with ie(s reverence, «Bd refoei^, and the Inde- 
fiendents , whkh oomprdiended many Sedis ia Religion , 
fpake publtckly againft ic ; of wKtch Pacty CnftnwU asid Vane^ 
'% were 
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were the Lciders ; with very many of their Clergy Men, who 
were the moft Popular Preachers, and in the A&mbly of Di- 
vines had great Authority : fo tlut the Scots plainly perceived, 
that though they had gone as fiir towards the dcflrudton of 
the Church of JSii^/ifSM/, ^ they defired, theyihould never be 
able to EftabUih their Presbyterian Government^ wichouc 
which they (hould lofe all their Credit in their own Country, 
and all their Imereft in EMgUmd. They diTcern'd likewiie, 
that there was a purpofe, if that Party prevail'd, to change 
the whole Frame of the Government, as well Civil as Eccle-^ 
iiaftical, and to reduce the Monarchy to a Republick ^ which 
was as nr from the end and purpofeof that hfation, as to re* 
ftore Epiicopacy. So that tney faw no way to prevent the 
Mifchieiand Confufion that would fall out, but by a Peace; 
which they begun heartily to wiOi, andtoconfpire withthofe 
of that Party which moft defired to bring it to pafs j but how 
to fet a Treaty on foot, they knew not. 

The Houfe of Peers, three or four Men excepted, wilhed 
it ; but bad no power to compafs it. In the Houfe of Com« 
mons, there were enough who would have been very glad of 
it, but had not the Courage to propofe it. They who had 
an inward averfion from it, and were refelv'd to prevent it 
by all pollible means, wrought upon many of the other to 
believe, " that they would accept of a Proportion for a Treaty^ 
^' if the King defired it j but that it would be di(honourable» 
*^and of very pernicious confequence to the Nation, if the 
^^ Parliament firft proposed it. So that it feem'd evident| 
that if any of the Partjr which dfd in truth defire Peace, fliould 
propofe it to the Parliament, it would be rejeded; and re- 
jeded upon the point of Honour, by many of thofe who iA 
their hearts pray'dforit. 

They tried their old Friends of the City, who hadferv'd 
their Turns fo often, and fet fomeof them to get hands to a 
Petition, Iw which the Parliament (hould bemov*d, ^' co fend 
'^ to the King to Treat of Peace. But that defign was no 
Iboner known, but others of an oppoGte Party were appointed 
to fet a counter Petition on foot, by which they fliould " dif- 
^^ claim any Conieot to, or Approbation of the other Petition } 
"not that they did not dcGre Peace, as ilhuch as their Neigh- 
" hours ( no body was yet arriv'd at the impudence to pro^ 
fefs againiCt Peace) " but that they would not prefume ta movel 
*< the Parliament in it , begaufe they knew , their wifdomi 
*^ knew beft the way to obtain it y and would do What was 
**necd&ry and fit towards it ^ to whichthey wholely lefcit. 

This Petition found more Countenance among the Mtl* 
giftrates, the Mayor, and Aldermen ^ S^Htniy Fane having 
diligently provided, that Men of his own Principles and Ijnh 
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dinatioos, flxHiId be brought into the Government of the 
City; of which he law they fliouM alwvt have great need, 
even in order to keep the Parlianteot well difpofed. So that 
they who did in truth defire any reafonable Peace, found the 
way to ic fo difficult, and that it was impoffible to prevail 
with the two Houfes to propofe it to the King, that they 
refelv'd, ^' it could only rile from his Majefty ; and to that 
<* parpofe they (bouldall labour with their feveral Friends at 
^^ Oxfird^ to incline the Kingto fend a MeflBigerothe Parlta- 
*<menr, to ofler a Treaty of Peace in any place where they 
*^ ihould appoint ; and then they would all run the utmoft 
<< hazard before it (hould be rejeded. 

The Independent Party ( for under that Strle and Abpel- 
latiOQ they now afttd, ami own'd themrdves) which tearM 
and abhorr'd all Motions towards Peace, were in as great 
ftretghts as the other, how to carry on their defigns. They 
were refolv'd to have no more to do with either of their 
Geoerds, but how to lay them afide, was the difficulty ; eTpe- 
cially the Earl of £^x, who had been fo entirely their Foun- 
der, that they ow\d not more to the Power and Reputation 
of Parliament, than to His foleName, and Credit: the being 
able to raife an Armv, and ootiduding it to Fight againft 
the King was purely due to Him, and the efleA of HisPowen 
And now to put fuch an Affiont upon him, and to think of 
another General, muft appear the higheft Ingratimde , and 
might provoke the Army it felf, where he was IHIl exceed- 
ingly beloved; and to continue him in that Truft, was to be- 
tray their own Defigns, and to render them impraAkable. 
Therefore, till they could find fomc expedient to explicate 
and dtfintangle tbemfelves out of this Labyrindi, they made 
00 advance towards the Recruiti^ or Supplying their Armies, 
nor to provide for any Winrer Expedition ; only they fent 
Ifft&r out, withfueh Troops towards the Weft, as they cared 
not for, and refolv'd to uTe their Service no more. 

Thkt knew not how to propofe the great alterations, 
they intended, to the Parliament ; and of all Men, the &otffii 
Commiflioners were not to be trufted. In the tnd, they re- 
folv'd to purfue the Method in which they had been hitheno 
fofuccefstul, and to prepare, and ripen things in theChurch, 
that they might afterwards in due time grow to maturity in 
the Parliament. They agreed therefore in the Houfes ( and 
in thofe Combinations they wcie always unanimous ) ^ that 
^ they would have a Solemn Faft-Day, in which they would 
^^fiet God ( which was the new phrafe they brought from 
As^^4Mm/ with their Covenant) *^ and defire his AfHftance, to 
** lead them out of the perplexities they were in: and they 
did as readily agree in the nomination of the Preachers who 
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vrcrc ta perform that Exerctfe, and who were more Trufted 
in the deepdl Defigns, than moft of thofe who named chcm 
were : for there was now a Schifm among their Clergy, as 
well as the Laity ^ and the Independents were the Bolder, and 
KDore Political Men. 

"When the Fail-Day came ( which was obferv'd for eight 
or ten hours together in the Churches) the Preachers pray'd 
^^ the Parliament might beinfpired with thofe thoughts, as 
*^ might contribute to their Honour and Reputation^ and 
^^ that they might preferve that opinion the Nation had of 
'^ their Honefty and Inr^rity, and be- without any Selfilh 
'^ ends^ orfeeking their own Beoefitand Advantage* After 
this preparation by their Prayers, the Preachers, let their Texts 
be what they wouldy told them very plainly, ^^ that it was 
'^ ao wonder there was fuch Divi&on among them in their 
^ Counfels, when there was no Union in their hearts : That 
^^ the Parliament lay under many reproaches, not only among 
^^ their Enemies, but with their beft Friends ^ who were the 
^^ more out of counrenance, becaufe they found that the afper- 
*^ fions and imputation which their Enemies had laid upon 
^^ them, were to well grounded, that they could sot wipe 
^^tbemoff : That there was as great Pride, as great Ambicioa, 
^ as many private Ends, and as little 2>al and Aflfedion for 
** the Publick) as they had ever imputed to the Court : That, 
^^ whilft thev pretended, at the Publickcoft, and out of the 
** Purfesof the poor People, to make a general Reformation, 
*^ their chief care was to grow great and rich Tkemfelves j 
^' and that both the City and Kingdom took notice, with 
^^ great anxiety of Mind, that all the Offiocsof the Army, and 
** all the profitable Officers of the King<iom, were in the hands 
"of the Members of the two Hootes of Parliament ; who, 
** whilft the Nation grew poor, vls it rouft needs do under 
" fuch mfupportable Taxes, gi.ew very rich; and would, in 
" a fljort time, get all the Money of the Kingdom into their 
"hands ; and that it could not reafonably be expefied, that 
"fuch Men^ who got f<n touch, and enriched Themfelvcs to 
"that degree, by the cx>ntinuance of the war, would heartily 
" purfue thofe way^ 'which would put an end to it ; the end 
"whereofmuftr^itanend to their Exorbitant Profit. When 
they Mexagr^ratcdthcfe reproaches, as pathetically as they 
coud , and ^ fenf© the People generally had of the cor- 
ruption of jt^ ^yen to a defpair of ever feeing any end of the 
Calaroi\(estheyfufta!n'd, or having any profpeftofthat Re- 
form?^ion in Church and State, which they had To often and 
*> »' jlcmnly womifed to eiBfoil, thi^y fell again to their Pray* 
•fV, <« that God would take his own Work into his hand ; 
'^ and if the Inftruments he had already imploy'd, were not 
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'* worthy to bring fo glorious a Defigo to a coodufioo , 

'^ that He would infpire others more fit, who mighc perfeA 

^* what was begun, andbnngthe Trouble of the Natkxo to a 

« Godly period. 

ufttrsFsji^ When the two Houfes met together^! the next day alter 

^-^V^'°^ thefe devout Animadverfions , there was another Spirit ap- 

CJ!eU ^' pear'd in the looks of many of them. Sr Hmrf Fame told 

ftfid 4/*//* them, ^' if ever God had appeared to them, it was in the ex- 

ifi9«"X Or- << erdfe of Yefterday y and that it appear'd, it proceeded firom 

dinsuc^ cc Qoi^ becaufe ( as be was credibly infonn'd by many, who 

^ bad been Auditors in other Congr^ations) the fame lamen- 

^^tations, anddUcourfes, had been made in all other Churches, 

^^ as the Godly Preachers had made before Them; which 

^ could therefore proceed only from the immeditte Spirit of 

^^God. He repeated feme things which had been faid, upon 

which he was beft prepared to enlarge; and befoug^ them 

^' to remember their obligations to God, and to their Coun- 

^^ try i and that they would free themfelves from thofe juft re- 

^ proaches ; which they could do no otherwife, than by de- 

^^ vefting themfelves of all Offices, and Charges, that might 

'^ bring in the leaft advantage and profit to themfelves ; by 

*' whidi only they could make it appear, that they were pub* 

^'lick>heartedMen; and as they pay'd all Taxes and Impofi- 

'^ tions with the reft of the Nation, fo they gave up all their 

^^ time totheirCountrie's Service^ without any reward or gra- 

•'tuity. 

He told them, "that the Re&ftions of Yefterday, nose 
^' of which had ever enter'd upon his Spirit before, had ratfed 
^' another Reflexion in him than had been mention'd ; which 
^^ was, that it had been often taken notice of, and objeded 
'* by the King himfelF, that the Numbers of the Men^rs of 
** Parliament, who fate in either Houfe, were toofew to give 
^* reputation to A6:sof fo great Moment, as were tran&fied 
^^ in their Councils ; which, though it was no fault of theirs, 
'^ who kept their proper Stations, but of thde who had de- 
'^ferted their places, and their trufts, by being abient from 
*'the Parliament; yet that, in truth, there were too many 
**abfent, though in the Service of the Houfe, and by Their 
^^ appointment ; and if all the Members were obliged to at- 
^* tend the Service of the Parliament, in the Parluunent, it 
^' would bring great reputation to their Numbers , and the 
^' People would pay more reverence, and yield a fuller obedi- 
'^ence to their Commands: and then concluded, "that he 
"was ready to accufe himfelf for oneof thofe who gain'd by 
^' an Office he had ; and though he was po(fefled of it before 
" the beginning of the Troubles, and owed it not to die ^- 
f^ vour of the Parliament (for be had been joyn'd wkhS^Wi^- 
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Uam Ituffil ia the Treafurer-Ibip of the Navy by the King*i 
Grant J '^ yet he was ready to lay it down, to he difpofed of 
^ by the Parliament j and wi(bed, chat the profits thereof might 
^^ be applied towards the iupport of the War. 

When the Ice was thus broke, OUver Cromwett^ who had 
Hoc yet arrived at the faculty of Speaking with decency and 
temper, commendtd the Preachers '^for having dealt plainly 
^^ and impartially, and told them of their faults, which they 
'^had been fo unwilling to hear of: that there were many 
** thinfK, upon which he had never refleded before, yet upon 
^^ revolving what had been faid, he could not but confefs, 
^^ that all was very true j and till there were a perfeft reifbr- 
^^ macion in thofe particulars whtdi had been recommended 
<^ to thero« nothing would proTper that they took in hapd : that 
^^ the Parliament had done very wifely, in the entrance into 
^^ the War, to engage manv Members of their own in the moft 
^^ dangerous parts of it, that the Nation might fee that they 
^^ did not intend to Embark them in perils of War, wfailn: 
^^ themfelves fate iecurely at home out of Gun*lhot, but would 
^' march with them where the danger moft threatened ; and 
^' thofe Honourable Perfons, who had expofed themfelves chit 
^^ way^ had merited fo much of their Country, that their me- 
^^ roories fiiould be held in perpetual veneration ; and whatib- 
^^ever (hould be well done after them, would be always tm- 
^^ puted to their Example : But, that God had fo blefled their 
^^ Army, that there had grown up with it, and under it, very 
^^ many excellent OiEcers, who were fitter for much greater 
'^ Charges than they wlk-e now poflefledof } and defired them 
^^ not to be terrify'd with an imagination, that if the higheft 
'< Oflfices were vacant, they (bould not be able to put as fie 
^^ Men into them ^ for, befides that it was not good to put fi> 
^^ much truft in any Arm of Flefli, as to think uich a Caufe as 
^^ This depended upon any one Man, he did take upon him 
^^Co aflure them, that they had Officers in their Army, who 
** virere fit to be Generals in any Enterprife in Chriftendom. 

He faid *^he thought notning fo neceflary as to purge, 
'^ and vindicate the Parliament, from the partiality towards 
'^ their own Members^ and made a proflfer to lay down his 
^^ Oommiffion of Command in the Army ; and defir'd, ^ th^ 
^* an Ordinance might be prepared, by which ic might be made 
** unlawful, for any Member of either Houfe of Parliament, 
^' CO hold any Office or Command in the Army, or any Place 
^^ or Employment in the State; and fo concluded with an en- 
largement upon <^ die Vices, and Corruptions, which were 
^^ gotten into the Army ; the prophaneneis, and impiety, and 
^'abfence of aH Rel^ton; the drinking and gaming, and all 
^ manner of Licencei andJLazinefsi and faid plainly, that till 
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** the whole Army were new Modell'd, and Govero'd under 
^'a ftritfbcr Difcipline, they muft not expeft any notable Sue- 
^'cefs in any thing they went about. 

T H I $ Debate ended in appointing a Committee, ** to jwe- 
'^ pare an Ordinance for the Eidufion of all Membert &om 
^' their Tnifts aforefaid ; which took up much Debate, snd 
depended very long before it was brought to a coodufion ; 
and in the end was call'd tlK Sflf-Jepij^mgOrJkunttf ; the driv- 
ing on of which, exceedingly encreafed the inclination of the 
other Party to Peaces which they did now forefee would only 
prevent their own ruines^ in that of the Kingdom. 

Advice came from (o many fcveral hands to OxfifrJy that 
the King fliould fend a Meffige to the Houles for Peace, with 
an Aflurance that it would not be rejeded, that his Majefty 
( who ftill apprehended as great a divifion among his own 
Friends upon the Conditions of Peace, out of the univerfal 
wearlnefi of the War, as he difcem'd there was among his 
Enemies upon the Emulation in Command, or dififereaces ia 
Religion) enter'd upon the conGderation how to bring it to 
pafs. The Members of Parliament were ftiU fitting at Ox- 
fir J: but they at Lomkm who were rooft defirous of Peace, 
had given warning to avoid that Rock; and that their Names 
fliould never be mentioned ; which would have procured an 
Union between the moft irreconcileable Parties, in throwing 
out fuch Overtures. On the other fide the fending a bare 
Mcffage, by a Trumpet, was not probabljr like to produce 
any other eSed, than an iofolent AnTwer in the fame way, 
or no Anfwer at all, as his two or mree laft Meiiages hzd 
done. 

I N conclufion, the King refblvM that there fliould be a 
fliort Meflage drawn ; m which, ** the continuance of the War, 
"*' and the mifchieft it brought upon the Kingdom, fliould be 
•'lamented: and his defire exprefs'd, that fomp reafonable 
"Conditions of Peace might be thought upon; afluringtbem 
** that his Majeftv would be willing to conient to any thing, 
•^ that could connft with his Confcience and Honour. He re- 
^Iblv'd, that he would fend this Meflageby fomePerfons of 
Condition; who might, upon conference with their Friends, 
be able to make fome impreffion ; at leaft difoover what might 
be reafonably expedited. And If the Parliament fhould re- 
fufero grant a Safe Conduct for fuch Meflengers, it might 
well be prefumy, what reception the Meflage it felf was like 
to find. The Perfons he reiolv'd to fend, were the Duke of 
IBMhrntrnd^ and the Earl of Sduthamften ; both of unblemiflied 
Honour, and of general Reputation in the Kingdom. So a 
Trumpet was fent to the Earl of "^Jfex for a Safe Guard, or 
Pafs, CO thofe two Lords; to the' end they might deliver a 
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Ideflage from the King to the two Houfes conoeniiag a Treaty 
of Peace. To which the Earl of BH/ex only anfwerd, <* that 
'^ he would acquaint the Houfes with it, and return their Aa- 
• ^ fwer ; and fo difinifled the Trumpet. . 

The King had now done his part; and the reft was to b/ 

perfe^ed there. They who were refolv'd neirer to admit • 

^Otce, though they could not ftill prevent a Treaty, thought 

they had advantage enough to object againft this unufual Mef- 

la^e : ^^If theMeffige it felf had been fent, they might have 

*^ judged, whether it had been like to be attended wirh good 

^^ Suoiefs, and fe might have accepted a Treaty, if they had 

^^approv'd of it ; bat this fending of Meflengers before they 

^^knew what they would bring, was an invention to begin a 

*' Treaty before they admitted it ; and to fend Enemies into 

^^ their Quarters, with Authority to fcatter their Poyfon a- 

^^ broad : and therefore, with great paffion, they prefl^d, ^' that 

*^ no Aich Paft (hould be ient. On the other hand it was, 

with equal paffion, alied^ed, ^^that the refufal of the Sail; 

^* Condud was a total rejedionof Peace, before they under- 

^^ ftood upon what terms it would be ofler'd ; which the Peo- 

^pfe would take very ill from them; and conclude that the 

^^ War muft continue for ever ; they therefore wilh'd thac a 

^^ Safe Guard might be fent without delay, and that they 

'^ would have a better opinion of their Friends, than to ima- 

'^ gine that the Prefence, or Power of two Men how confi- 

^' deraUe feever, would be able to corrupt, or pervert their 

'^ Afiediofls from the Parliament- 

In this opinion the St^t^ Commiffioners likewife con^ 
curr'd; fo that the other Party found it necei&ry to confenc, 
aruM^e Safe Condud, after many Debates, was fent accord- 
ingly. But that they might not ieem to their Friends abroad, 
to be overpower'd ; they revenged themfelves in purfeing the 
difpatch of their SelfJa^k^ Ordhumce with great vehemence ; 
and becaufe the efieft ot tlwt was manifeftly that they (hould 
be without a General, it was already propofed ^ chat S' T^ ^^Hiomat 
*^f9as Fairfax (who had behaved lumfelf fo figo^lly in their Fairfax u 
Service, in the Defeat of Cotenel BiUafis^ and taking hmr'fF^ •• 
Prifoner, which gave them their firft footing in '^^^^^fi^^'il^,^ 
finom their being mut op and Beficged in HuU-^ in the over- ^ ^ 
throw of the Lord Byrvm^ and taking all the Ir^b Regiments ; tMr q%^ 
andla&ly in the late Battle at T&rk^ where he had turned the^^^ 
fortune of the day, when the Scotifh Army was Routfd and 
their General Fled) ^^ might now be made their General ; for 
vhkJi Oiiv$r Crmimell auiired them, he was very equal. In 
the difeourfes upon this Subjeft I which found all pppctfition ) 
as die Service of the Earl of Ejfix was much magnified, and 
his merit ^xtoll'd, by thofe who defired to have no other Ge-

neral, (b it was undervalued, and dtpreCki, with fone bit* 
teroefs and contumely, by thofe who believ'd chat all they 
could do would be to no purpofe, if He were not totally ex- 
cluded from any power. 
The Diiki rf About the beginning of Deeimier, the Duke of Rktmamt 
Kichmond ^nd the Earl of S^utbMmpt$m, upon their Pafs, went from Ox^ 
V^^u^'^^f^^ to iMdm-y where they were advifed not to go much 
ampton abroad, left the People Siould be apt to do them injury ^ and 
pntfL%Ti.ytxy few had the Courage to come to them, except with 
^»^* • great privacy. Only the Scptifh Commiffionert , as Men in 
f^TnUJ^ Sovcraign Authority, and Independent upon the Parliament, 
made no fcruple of vifiting them, and being vifited by theip. 
The Houfes did not prefently agree upon t& manner of their 
reception, how they mould deliver their Mefl&ge ; in which 
there had been before no difficulty, whilft the War was car« 
ried on only by the Authority of the Parliament. Heretofore 
the Meffage being delivered to either Houfe , was quickly 
communicated to the other ; but now the ^sT^ Commif- 
fioners made a thbd Eftate, and the Meflage was dircAed to 
Them as well as to the Houfes. In the end it was refolv'd, 
*'that there fliQuld be a Conference between the two Houfes 
^* in the Painted Chamber ; at whidi the Sc^^ Commiffioners 
** fliould be prefent, and fit on one fide of the Table \ and that 
^^the upper end of it flioukl be kept for the King's Meflen-* 
*' gers : Where there was a Seat provided for them, all the reft 
being bare, and expefting that They would be lb too : for 
though the Lords ufed to be cover'd whilft the Commons 
were bare, yet the Commons would not be bare before the 
Scof^ Commiffioners ; and fo none were cover'd But af- 
foon as the two Lords came thither, they cover'd, to the 
trouble of the other ^ but, being prefentlf to fpeak, they were 
quickly freed from that Eye-ibre. 

The two Lords ufed very few words, in letting them 
know the King's great Inciinatkxis to Peace; and deUver'd 
aj3d read their MeflTage to that purpoTe; whid) was receivM 
by the Lords without any other expreffions than ^that they 
^^ihould report it to the Houfes; and ibthe meeting broke 
up : And then many of the Lords, and fome of the Ccxnmons, 
pafied fome Compliments and Ceremony to the two Lords, 
according to the acquaintance they had wkh them, and found 
opportunities to fee them in private, or to fend Confiding Per- 
fons to them. By which means, they found there were great 
Divifions among them, and upon Points that wouU admit no 
reconciliation : and therefore they believ*d that there would 
be a Treaty of Peace ; but they could not make any fiich 
pi^b of the Moderation tA the Conditions of the Peace, ^ 
to conclude that it would be with efifeft. For they that moft 
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defired the Peace, and would have been glad to hvte had it 
upoo any terms, durft not own that they wiflied it. but upon 
the higheft terms of Honour, and Security for tfaeParUament; 
which could neither be Secure^ nor Haooiirabie for the King. 
Theydifcover'd, that they who did lieartily wifli the Peace, 
did intend to momote a Treaty between Perfons named by 
the King and Perfons named by the Parliament, to meet at 
fome third Place, and not to fend Commiffioners to Oxf&rd 
to Treat with the I^ing himfelf ^ which they had already 
found to be ineffeftual, and not more likely now to produce 
a better end : Whereas they did believe, or feem'd to oelieve, 
that how unreafonable foever the Propofitions (faould t)e,upoo 
which they Treated, they would, by yielding to fome things, 
when they refufed others, fooner prevail wim the Houfes to 
mollify their demands, than at firft to reform them. 

This Method was not ungrateful to the two Lords; who. 
had the iame conceptions, that, if fober Men were named for 
Commiflioners, (bmewhat would refult from the freedom of 
their Communication. And the Duke of Rkbnumd fent his 
Secretary l^^exprelsly toOxforJ^ to know the King's plea« 
fure, ** whether, if a third Place were propofed for Com* 
^' tniffioners on both fides to meet, they mould coofent to it ? 
Which his Majefty ( though he had no mind to truft odiers, 
but where himfelf was prefent) was perfwaded to approve. 
But all this was but diicourfe, and private wiihes : for it was 
never brought into Debate y and it was told them very plainly, 
^^tbat, as long as they ftaid in Town, the Houies would never 
^^ fo much as confer upon the Subjed of their Meffiige; be- 
*^ caufe they found it would be matter of great Debate, and 
'Tpend much time; during which they did not defire their 
'^ Company) nor to be troubled with their Infofions. And 
therefore, a(Sx}n as, they had receiv'd the King's Meffige, 
they proceeded upon their Trial of the Arch-Bilhop of Cm- 
terimry before both Houfes of Parliament, upon an Impeach* 
ment of HighTreafon, refolving likewifeto give that evi- 
dence to the People, of what inclination they had to make a 
Peace with the King. The two Lords, obferving this afiefied 
delay in the bufineis they were fent about, and being advifed 
by tneir Friends not to ftay longer, but to exped the deter* 
mination to be fent to Oxfardj return'd to the King, with 
fome oobfidence that a Treaty would becoAfented to; and 
that it would be at fome third Place, and not at Oxfrrd^ and 
left at Lomhmy by Commiffioners which (hould be agreed on 
by both fides. But they brought an expreft defire, and even 
a condition to the King, from all thofe with whom they had 
conferred, and who weie the chief Perfons who advanced the 
Treaty^ ^^that, if diat which they labour'd for, fhould be 
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^ yielded to by the Parlkmeot, hb Majeftv woul^vAot Name 
^^aPerfon (whom cheyrocncloii'dtocheKifig) '^fbrooe of 
^ his Comroiffiotiers; for chat he was fo odious^ tW they 
^ would abfoiutely decline (he Treaty^ before they would 
^^ admit Htm to be oneof thcTreaters. 
ntTVM/ ^ It ^^ ^ b f^^ before, a very fiuiOmeii to the Treaty^ 
ft» ^rWM that, after they had received the King's Nfeflage by tbofe No- 
^M 4 bio Lords, and before they retum'd any Amwer to it, they 
^^^"" proceeded ia the Trial of the Arch-Bilhop of CMUrhtry j who 
^' had lain Prifooer In the Tower, from the beginning of the 
Parliament, about four years, without any ptx>l€cucioii till 
this time. Now they bnrought him to the Barrs of both 
Houfes^ charging him with feveral Articles of HighTrea^ 
fon ^ which, if aU that was alledged agaioft him, had been 
true, could not have made him guilty of Treafon. They 
acci^ed him *^of adefign to bring in Popery, and of having 
^'oorrefpondencewith the Pope, and fuch like particulars, at 
the Coiilciences of his itreateft Enemies abfolv'd him from. 
No Man was a greater, or abler Enemy to Popery ; No Msn 
a more refolute and devout Son of the Church of EngUmd. 
He was profecuted by Lawyers, ailign'd to that purpofe, ouc 
of thofe, who from their own Antipathy to the Church and 
Bifhops, or from fome difobIta;ations receiv'd from him, were 
fore to bring Paffion, Animomy, and Malice enough of th^ 
own ; what evidence foever they had from others. And xhsy 
did treat him with all the rudene6, reproach, and barbarity 
imaginable^ with which his Judges were not difpleafed. 

He defended himfeif with great and undaunted Courage^ 
and Icfs Paffion than was expeded from his Conftirution ; an- 
fwer'd ali their objedions with cleamefs, and irrefiftible rea- 
fon J and convinced ail impartial Men of his Integrity, and 
his deteftation of all Treafonabie Inten(;ions. So that though 
few excellent Men have ever had fewer Friends to their Pcr- 
fons, yet ali reafonable Men abfolvM him from any foul Crime 
that the Law could take nonce of, and punifh. However, 
when Thev h?d faid all they could agaioft Him, and he all 
for himfeif that need to be faid, and no fuch Crime appearing, 
as the Lords, as the Supreme Cburt of Judicatory, would tans 
upon them to judge him to be worthy of death; they reforted 
*** 'V**" '° ^^^^ Legiflitive Power, and by Ordinance of Parliament, as 
o^^m^^^^y call'd it, that is by a determination of thofe Members 
who fate in the Houfes ( whereof in the Houfe of Peers there 
were not above twelve} they appointed him (o be put to 
death as guilty of High Treatbn. The firft time the two 
Houfes of Parliament had ever aflamed that Juriididion, or 
that ever Ordinance had been made to fuch a purpofe; nor 
could any Rebellion be more agaioft the Law^than ti\atMnr^ 
cfaerousAft. Whsm^ 
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When the firft mention was made of their tnonftrous 
purpofe, of bringing the Arch-BIQiop to a Trial for his Ltfe^ 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who had always a great 
Reverence and Af!e£tion for htm, had fpoken to the King of 
it, and propofed to him, ^^that in all events, there might be 
^^ a Pardon prepared, and fent to him, under the Great Seal 
^^of Eifgiand'j to the end» if they proceeded againft him in 
^^ any form of Law, he might plead the King's Pardon ; which 
^' muft be ailow'd by all who pretended to be govern'd by 
^^ the Law ; but; if they proceeded in a Martial, or any other 
*^ extraordinary way, without any form of Law, bis Ma- 
^^jefty (hould declare his Juftice and AiKAion to an old 
^faithful Servant, whom he much efteem'd, in having done 
^all towards his prefervation that was in his Power to do. 
The King was wonderfully pleafed with the Propofition ; and 
took from thence occafion to commend the Piety and virtue 
of the Arch-Bi(hop, with extraordinary Aflfe&ion^ and com* 
manded the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to cauie the Par- 
don to be prepared, and bis Majefty Would Sign and Seal it 
with all poffible fecrecy; which at that time was neceiSury. 
Whereupon the Chancellor fent for Sr Thomas Gardkfir the 
King's Sollicitor, and told him the King's pleafure; upon 
which he prefendy drew the Pardon, which was Si&n'd and 
Seal'd with the Great Seal of EmgUmdy and carefully (enr, and 
delivered into the Arch«-Bi(hop's own hand, before he was 
brcnjght to his Trials who received it with great joy, as it 
was a Teftimony of the King's gracious A&&ion to him, 
and care of him, without any opinion that they who endea- 
vour'd to take away the King's Life, would preferve His by 
his Majefty's Authority. 

When the Arch-Bifliop's Council had perufed the Par* 
don^ and confider'd that all poffible Exceptions would be 
taken to it, though they (houki not rejed it, they found, that 
the Impeachment was not fo diftin^y fet down in the Pardon 
as it oiight to be ; which could not be helped at Oxford^ be- 
eaufe they had no Copy of it ; and therefore had fupplied it 
with all thofe general expreffions, as, in any Court of Law, 
would make the Pardon valid againft any exceptions the King's 
own Council could make againft it. Hereupon, the Ardi- 
Bi(hop had, by the fame Me&nger, retum'd the Pardon again 
to the Chancellor, with fuch directions and copies as were 
])ece(&ry^ upon which it was perfe&ed accordingly, and de* 
liver'd (afely again to him, and was in his hands during the 
whole time of his Trial. So when his Trial was over, and 
the Ordinance pafled for his Execution, and He called and 
asked, according to cuft;om in Criminal proceedings, ^ what 
^ be could fiiy inore, why he ihould not fufier death ? He told 
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them, <<that he had the King's gracious Pardoo, which he 
*' pleaded, and tender'd to them, and de&red chat it mighe 
*^ be allow'd. Whereupon he was fent to the Tower, and 
the Pardon read in both Houies ^ where, without any lixig 
Deteite, it was declared ^^ to be of no eflfed, and that the 
YWw^db- ^'Kin^ Gould not Pardon a Judgement of Parliament. And 
Mijk0P it- fo, Without troubling themielves farther, they gave order for 
*»4M. his Beheading; which he underwent with all Chriftian Cou- 
rage and Magnanimity, to the Admiration of the Beholders 
and Confufion of his Enemies. Much hath been faid of the 
Perfon of this great Prelate before, of his great Endowments, 
and natural Infirmities, to which Ihali be added no more in 
this place ( his niemory deferving a particular celebration ) 
than that his Learning, Piety^ and Virtue, have been attained 
by very few, and the ereateft of his Infirmities are common 
to all, even to the beft Men. 

W HEN they had di(patched this important work* and 
thereby received a new initance of the good ASbGdoa andCou- 
rage of their Friends, and involved the two Houfes in frefh 
guilt and obloquy (for too many concurr'd in it, without 
oonfidering the heinoufneft of it, and only to keep their Cre- 
dit clear and entire, whereby they might widi the more Au- 
thority advance the Peace that was defired ) they now enter 
upon the Debate, ^^what Anfwer they(hould fend the King, 
"concerning a Treaty for Peace. Tney who defired to ad- 
vance it, hoped thereby to put an end to all the defiens of new 
modelling the Army, and to prevent the encreafe of thofe 
Fadlions in Religion, which every day broke out among them, 
to the notorious Scandal of Chriftianity. They who had no 
mind to a Treaty, be^aufe they had minds averfe from all 
thoughts of Peace, difcern'd plainly, that they (hould not be 
able to finifli their defign upon the Army, and fet many other 
devices on foot, which would contribute to their convenience, 
until this longed-for Treaty were at an end ; and therefore 
they all agreed to give fome conclufion to it; and refolv'd^ 
that therefiiould beaTreaty,and upon the Method that (hould 
beobferv'd in the conducing it ; firpm whkh they who Ihould 
be employed by them, fliould not recede to be diverted. 
7hi $m9 Then they nominated fixteen Commiffioners for the two 
Htiif^ ^w Houfes, and four for the Parliament of ScHlmd^ and named 
iux?'"' ^*^^%^ fo' *c place where the Treaty ftiould be ; which 
Widge! Treaty (hould be limited to be finiibed within twenty days 
from the time when it (hould begin. 

Upon this conclufion, they fent their Anfwer to the Mef- 
lage. they had received firom the King by a Trumpet, ma Let- 
ter from their General (o the King's General; in which they 
informed bis Majefty^ "that) out of their paffionate defire of 
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** Peace, they bad agreed to his PropoEcion for a Treaty; 
^and that they had affign'd C7xA^j^ for the place where it 
^' Oiould be; aiid had appointed the Earl GiNortbmnherUmd^ 
f < die Earl of Pemirch^ the Earl of SsBshtryy and the Earl of 
<< Diniighy of the Houfe of Peers ; and of the Commons. 
<< the Lord JFamman, W Tkrfomt, Mr H«ffir, Mr Samt-Johm 
I whom they called the King's Sollicitor General ; ^* Sr Hemrf 
«* Vkne the younger , M' Whitlocky M' Crevj^ and M' Pn- 
<* deaux ; and for the Kingdom of Sc9tUmd^ the Lord Liomimy 
*^ Chancellor of Scotkmd ; the Lord Miitland ( who, by the 
death of his Father, became Earl of LoKfierdak by the time of 
the Treaty) "S' cbarks Erskmy and one M'Barcky^ to be 
^ their Commiffioners ; together with M' Jtkxandir Hgnder^ 
^fimy in matrers only which relate to the Church ; to Treat, 
^' upon the particulars they had entrufted them with, with fudi 
<< Perfons, as his Maiefty (hould pleafe to Nominate^ for all 
^' whom a Safe Condua Ihould be fent, aflbon as his Majefty 
^^had named them ; as they dcfired his Majefty'sSafe Conduct 
^ for the Perfons named by them : to none of which the King 
took any exception, but fign*d their Pafs; and fent word to 
the Homes, " that he accepted the Treaty, and the ^ace, and -- - . 
** that he had nominated,as Commiffioners for Him, the Duke iJJ^i^ 
**of BkhmwJL the Marquis oSHtrffardy the Earl of South' 
<' smftMy the Earl oiKhgHan, the Earl of cbkbefter^ the Lord 
^^Cafel^ the Lord Seymour y the Lord Hiffr^js, Controller of 
" the King's Houfehold; the ImA Cokfeffety Mailer of the 
^ Rolls; Sr Edward H/Je^ Chancellor of the Exchequer; Sr 
^^EdwsrdhSeholdiy principal Secretary of State; Sr Rkbard 
^^ Laxey Lord Chief Baron of his Court of Exchequer ; Sr JU^ 
^mss Gardiner^ his Majeft/s Sollicitor General; SrOrinub 
^^Bridtmdm^ Atturney ofhis Court of Wards; M'Jolm jffi}^ 
<< hirfUfom^ and Mr Geaffiny Palmer ; and defired, that a Safe 
^' Condud might be fent for them, as his Majefty had fent for 
'^ the others ; and they fliould then be ready, at the day that 
*^ was fet down, at Vxiridge. 

When this was returned to Wefhmfler^ there arofe new . 
difputes upon the Perfons named by the King, or rather a- 
gamft the Additions, and Apellations of Title, whkh were 
made to their Names ; for they did not except againft the 
Perfons of any of them, diough several were moft ungracious 
to them. 

When the Lord Keeper Uttletem had fled fiom Weftmm- 
fier^ upon his Majeft/s Commands to attend him at T^rk^ 
the two Houfes had, in their fury, declared, ^^ that nothing 
^ which flioold, from thac time, pals under the Great Seal, 
^' fliould be good and valid ; but void and null : this they 
did CO diferedit any Commiffioo, which they ferefaw might 
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ifliie out for their Convidtioo, Trial, and Attainder : and, in 
fome time after, they had caufed a Great Seal to be made with 
theKin^s Image, tor thedirpacchof the neceflary proccfs in 
Law, and proceedings in Courts of Juftice ; which Seal was 
committed by them to fome of their Members,whohad fate in 
the Chancery, and tranfafied the bufioefi of that Court, and 
applied the Seal to all thofe ufes and purpofes it had been ac- 
cuftom'd unto. Thev found this Declaration and Ordinance 
of theirs, invaded in this Meflagethey had now receiy'd from 
the King. The Lord Dunfmore had been created Earl of cU- 
chefieTj S^CbriJhpter Hattamy Lord Hatton-^ Sr Jobm ak- 
fiffer^ Lord C^^pefper^ with the Addition of Mafterof the 
Rolb : which Office they had beflowed upon JUntthJl their 
Speaker, who was in poOcffion of it , Sr Ed^srd HyJk was 
declar'd Chancellor of the Exchequer; which, though it w^ 
an Office they had not meddled with beftowing, yet it had 
pailedthe Great Seal, after it came into the King's hands. S' 
Thomas Gardiner was made the King's Sollidtor ; and the Pa- 
tent formerly granted to their belov'd Sana^Johm, ftood re- 
voked ; which they would not endure ; having, as is faid, 
annexed that Title to his Name when they mention'd him as 
a Ounmiffioner for their Treaty. They had the fame ex- 
ception to the Chief Baron, and to the Attumey of the Wards ; 
both which Offices were in the poSeffion of Men more in 
their favour. 

After long Debate, they were contented to infert their 
Names in their Safe Condud, without dieir Honours, or Of- 
fices 'y and they were fo angry with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, that they had no mind that he fhould be ftyleda 
Knight, hecaufehewas not fo when he left the Parliawcnt: 
But the Scot^ Commiffioners prcvail'd in that pobt, (ince 
they had not vet pretended to take away the Ufe of the King's 
Sword from him : fo they allow'd him, by a M^rity of 
Votes, to be a Knight, and lent their Safe CooduA, in the 
manner as is mention'd, to Oxford: Upon which the King, 
at the defire of the Perions concerned, forbore to infiftj but 
giving them (till in his own Pafs , and in bis Commtffioa 
whereby they were authorized to Treat, the Style and Appel- 
lation which belonged to them, and which muft be allow'd 
bytheothers before they begun to Treat. The Style dF their 
Pafs was not thought worcny any reply ; and becauic there 
•was private advicegiven at tne (amettme, <^ that they would 
•*not, when thev met at the Treaty, confider any Authorky 
"that qualified the King's Commiflioners to Treat, but only 
"what (hottld be under the King 8 Sign-Manual, though thcf 
would not have taken that for a Efficient Warrant for them- 
felvesto Tfcat with the King's Enemies i at laft the King'si 
% Comr: 
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Commiffioners were contented, together with aCommiffion 
under the Great Seal of EMglsudy to take another likewife 
with them in that formi and only under the Sign- Manual, as 
was defired. 

About the end of Janudry^ or the beginning oiFehrMty^ rt* r^tMj 
the Commiflioners on both fides met at Vxiridge-^ which be^^tUz. 
ing within the Enemy's Quarters, the Kings Commiffioners ^"^i^* 
were to have fuch Accommodations, as the other thought fie 
to leave to them ; who had been very civil in the diftribution, 
and left one entire fide of the Town to the King's Commii^ 
fioners, one Houfe only excepted , which was given to the 
Earl KxPemhoie^y (o that they had nocaufe to complain of 
their Accommodation ; which was as good as the Town 
would yield, and as good as the other had. There was a 
good Hou(e at the end of the Town, which was provided 
for the Treaty, where was a fair Room in the middle of the 
Houfe, handfomely dreOed up for the Commiffioners to fit in ; 
a large fquare Table being placed in tlie middle with Seats for 
the Commiffioners, one fide being fuffident for thofe of ei- 
ther Party ; and a Rail for others whofliould be thought ne- 
ceffiiry to be prefent, which went round. There were many 
other Rooms on either fide of this great Room, for the Com- 
miffioners on either fide to retire to, when thefV thought fit to 
confult by themfelves,and to return again to the publick De- 
bate ; and there being good Stairs at either end of the Houfe, 
they never went through each others Quarters i nor met, but 
in the great Room. 

A s s o o N as the King's Commiffioners came to the Town, 
all thofe of the Parliament came to vifit and to welcome them; 
and, within an hour, thofe of the King's retum'd their vifits 
with ufual Civilities ; each profeffing great defire and hope, 
that the Treaty would produce a good Peace, Thifirft vifirs 
were altogether, and in one Room ; the Scots being in the fame 
Room with the Englifh. Each Party eat always together, 
there being two great Inns which ferv'd very well to that 
purpofe. The Duke of RkkmoffJ, being Steward of his Ma<* 
jefty's Houfe, kept his Table there for all the King's Com- 
miffioners : nor was there any redraint from giving and re- 
ceivitig Vifits apart, as their acquaintance, and inclinations 
difpofed them ; in which thofe of the King's Party ufed their 
accuftoth'd Freedom, as heretofore. But on the other fide, 
there wad great warinefs and refervednefs ; and (o great a jea- 
loufy of each other, that they had no mind to give, or re- 
ceive Vifits to, or from their old Friends ; whom they loved 
better than their New. Nor would any of them befeen alone 
with any of the King's Commiffioners, but had always one ot / 
their Companions with them^ and fomeclmcs one whom they 
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kaft tniftfid. It was obfenr'd by the Town, and the People 
that flocked thither, that the King's O>mroiffioiien looked as 
if they were athomeandgovem'd the Town; and the other 
as if they were not in their own Qtiarters; and the truth is, 
they had not that alacrity and ierenity of Mind, as Men ufe 
to nave who 4o not believe themfelves to be in a fiuilt. 

The King's ComiDiffioners would willingly have per- 
formed their Devotions in the Church, nor was there any re- 
ftraint upon them from doing fo, that is by Inhibition from 
the Parliament, otherwife than that by the Parliament's Or- 
dinance ( as they call'd it ) Yhe Book of Common- Prayer was 
not permitted to be read, nor the Veftures, nor Ceremonies 
of the Church to be ufed. So that the days of Devotion 
were obferv'd in their great Room of the Inn ; whither many 
of the Country, and the Train of the Commiffioners, and 
ether Perfons , who came every day from lAndon^ uttially 
reforted. 

When the Gommiffioners, on both fides, metfirft toge- 
ther in the Room appointed for the Treaty, and bad taken 
their Seats, it being left to the King's Commiffioners, which 
fide of the Table they would take ; the Earl 6E NartbMmier^ 
Und^ who always deliver'd any thing that was agreed between 
them, and read all the Papers ( after the powers of both fides 
were examined, and perufed ) proposed fome Rules to be ob- 
ferved in the Treaty; '^asof having Nothing binding, tmlefi 
« All were Agreed upon ; and fuch like; to which there was 
no objedJon; and offer'd, as a diredion they had received 
ftom the Parliament, *^that they fliould firft enter upon the 
'< matter-of Religion, and Treat three entire days upon that 
<^Subje£t, without entriogupon any other; and if all Dif- 
** ferences, in that particular, were not adjufted within thofe 
^ days, they fliould then proceed to the next Point, which was 
^^ the Militia ; and obfer ve the fame Method in that, and from 
"dience pals to the bufiiiefs ef IrelMnd'^ which three Points 
<< being well fettlecL they believ'd the other difierences would 
^^be with more eafe compofed : and after thoie Nine days 
^' were pafled, they were to go round again .upon the feveial 
^'Subjects, as long as the time limited would continue : his 
^' Majefty being left at liberty to propofe what he thought fit^ 
'^ at his own time, and to change the Method prc^lM. It 
was declared, ** that the Twenty days, limited for the Treaty, 
*' were to be reckon'd of the days which ihould be fpent in 
^' the Treaty, and not the days of coming or returning, or 
<< the days fpent in Devotion; there falling out three Sundays 
and a Faft-day in thofe Twenty days. The Method was wil- 
lingly confented to ; the King's O>mmiffioners conceiving it 
would be to no purpofe to propofe any thing on the King's 
1 behalf. 
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behalf, till xbty difcerned whac agreeiDcnt was like to bemade 
in aoyooe particular^ by which they might take their Mea- 
fures, and might propoTe any thing of Moment under one of 
the three Heads mention'd before. 

Thsrb happen'd a very odd Aoddent, the very firft 
Morning diev met at the Houfe to agree upon their Method 
tobe obferv'd in the Treaty. It was a Market da^ when they 
ufed always to have a Sermon, and many of the Perfons who 
came from Oxfrrd in the Commiffioners Train, went to thtf 
Church to obfervethe forms. There was one Ldve^ a young 
Man , that came from lAndam wi(h the Commiffioners, who 
preached, and cold his Auditory, whichooofifted of the Peo- 
ple of the Town, and of thoTe who came to the Market, the 
Chuiciy)cing v^ fiill, ^^thac they were not to ezpeA any 
^^ good from che Treaty ; for that they came from Osfari with 
*^ hearts foil of Blood, and that there was as great diftance 
*^ between this Treaty and Peace, as between Heaven and 
^* Hell ; and that they inteixied qidXj to amufe the People with 
^' ezpeAation of Peace, till they were able to do feme tiot* 
'^ aUemifchief to them ; and inveighed fo fiditioufly againft all 
Cavaliers, that is, againft all who followed the King« anda- 
gainft the Perfons of the Commiffioners, that he oould be un-* 
derftood to intend nothing elfe, but to ftir up the People to 
fnutiny 9 and in it to do Tome AaofVioleaceupontheCom- 
niiflioners. They were no fooner adverttfed of it, by feveral 
Perfons who had been prefenc in che Church, and who gave 
yerv particular Information of. che very words which had been 
fpoKen, than they informed the other Commiffioners of it : 
gave them a Charge in writing againft the Preacher ; and de* 
manded publick Juftice. Tiiey ieem'd troubled at it, and pro- 
mifed to examine it, and cauie fome fevere puniihmenc to be 
infltfted upon the Man; but afterwards confefled, ^'thac they 
^^ had no Authority to punifli him, but that they had cauied 
^^ him to be (harply reprehended, ^dtobefenc out of tho 
<^Towiif and this was all thatcoutd beobuin'd : fo unwil- 
ling they tvere CO difcounteiunce any Man who was willing 
to ferve them. This is the fame lave^ who fojne years after, 
by Crmmujdl'^ particular profecutibn, had his head cut ofi^ foe 
being in aPioc with the Scofs againft che Army, and their Par« 
liamenc. 

I T is;noC'tbei purpofe of this Difcourfe tofet down the par* 
ticular tranfafliions of this Treaty ; which were publiihed by 
the King's Order, Ihortly after the concluSod of it, and all the 
Papers* whichhad been delivered by the CommiifioneTc on ei- 
ther ficfe, eXjpofed tothe View of the Kingdom, in the method 
and manner ip which they were deliver^. Only fiich par* 
ticulars as fcU out iA that time, and were never ipommunicated^

lit steward^ Clerk of the Clofet to. the King, wasaCommif- 
ftoner, as M' Hemderfm was on the other fide ; and they both 
fat covered without the Bar, at the backs of the Commiffio- 
lifers. On the Parliament Fart, it was propofed, << th^y^ the 
<< Biftiops, Deans and Chapters, might be immediately taken 
'^ away, and abolifhed ; and in the room thereof, that there 
'^mighrbe another Government ereded j fuch as (houldbe 
'^ moft agreeable to God's word, uxl the Praftkx: of the beft 
^^ Churches ; That the Book of Common-Prater mig^ be 
'^ taken away, and totally fupprefied^ and that, mfteact there- 
^ of, a Dire Aory might be oled ( in which there was likewlTe 
fet down as much otthe Government, whfch they meant to 
eredt for the future, as was nece(!ary to be provided for the 
prefent, and which fupplied alltheufeof Arttdes or Canons, 
which they hadlikewiie aboltfted ) and ^^ that the Kinghim- 
<^fetf IbotildTake (he Covenant; and confent to an AAof 
^'Parliament, whereby all Perfoios of the Kingdom ibould 
^' be likewife oblig'd. to take it. And the Copies ai the Cove* 
nant, and the Directory were ddiver'd at the fanse time to 
the NingsCommiffioners; which were very long, andnecdf- 
fary to be read over, before any Anfwer could be made to 
them. So chey took that After&oon to perufe them together, 
and adjonm'd their Treaty till the next Morning; and though 
they enrer'd upon the reading tbem before dinner, the Dire- 
Aory was to very long, that they fpent all that Afternoon, and 
feme jmrtJof the Night, befoce they had finiihed the reading 
of them. ':Then, there being many new terms in. the Dire* 
Aory, eA^dngfigaHamaly ti^cal^ F^wmcial^ and Sfmodscaly 
which Were not known in priuftke,' ^od fome expreffions in 
the Covenant^ which were ambiguous^ and, they well knew, 
^efeleftfo, becaufe thePbrfonswhofram'd them, were not 
all of one mind, nor had tte fame Intentbns in (ome of the 
Other terms mentioned before, die King'sCoQimtffioners caufed 
mriny Queftions to be prepared in writing, to-be^ ofier^d at 
the next meetmg ; wherein- they defired to be iii$»m'(^ what 
jtheir metnlng Was in fuch and fuch ExprefBonsiia Which they 
knew well they had feveral meaniii^Sj^ and iifFOnid hardlv con- 
cur in one, and Che faoie Anfwer. < i ' i Jkfiow 
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About the beginniqg of the Treaty, ot the day before 
itdid begiD^ the Earl of Lawdem, ChaoceUor of Scotland^ vi~ 
fited tfeefMBeofX^isv/w^privaccly in hi3 Chamber^ andeU 
ther fiirOtM>fed, or was very willing, to have {M'ivacc confe- 
rcD€;6 tham wich ^ CbanceUofof the Excheauer^ upon which 
tfadDute^ #llo kAew well the other would noc dicdine it,

We look'd into Their Game; but without oHop- 
ingatanyAnTwer, they arofe, and went to their Room of 
coafultation ; where they ronain'd ingreatpa(fio%^..wi^og* 
hngj many hours : fo that the other 0)mnxif5oi^%.fi94!Bg 
that they were nociilB; fitddainly to ^ee> adjouro'djill the 
Afternoon, and departed to dinner. . Aubcm^as tb^y came to* 

eher in the Afternoon, and were late, the Earl of Nintlmm^ 
/ami tuidj ^'that they wonder'd there Cbould ^Pip'' suiy 
<< dtfficuhy in any expreffions, upon whidi thofe ^efUons had 
<< been adminifter'd in the Morning ; which to Them feem*d 
^Wery dear and plain, however, to give their LordOiipsCi- 
^' tisfaOion , that they had appointed another noble Lord,- 
*' there prefeDt, who was well acquainted with thefigoifica- 
^^tionotalLthc^e Iwordi, to explain what the common fenfe 
^' and meaning of them was. Thereupon, the Earl of JLau- 
^AfritfArmade.a diicourfe upon thefeveral Queftions, and what 
acceptation thofe expreffions and words had. But^ beiog a 
young Man, not acamom'd to an orderly and deceac way of 
^l^eaking, and having no gracious pronunciatton, and foil of 
paffion, he made every thinf^ much more difficult than it was 
before : So that the Commiffioners defired, ^ that chey might 
/'receive an Aorwer in writing; 6aoe it was declared uppn 
' «* the entrance of the Treaty, th^t though in Debate any Matt 
<^ might fay what he thought necei&ry, yet notUng UvKildr 
^'beuoderftood to be the fenfe of either ude, but what was 
« delivery in Writing } and therefore they defired, that what 
^^ that Noble Lord had laid, which they prefumed was the 
f fenfc of ^1 the .reft, bet^qfe they had referred ^p I|im, and 
^' feem'd fatislied with what he had delivered, might bp gi^n 
^ to them in writing ; without which they knew not. how to 
*-* proceed, or give an Anfwer to whf^t was propoTed to diem. 
This demand,, founded upon a Rute of their own, which: they 
knew not how to decline, put the Sfcti/b Commiflioners into 
great paflion: for all the EMfl^ fate ftill without (peaking a 
word, as if diey werpnotconce^n'd. The LoidX^mtkeidaU 
repeated what he had faid before, a little more diftiadly ; apd 
the Chancellor of ^<:^i!«W, laid, ^ tha? the things were fa 
?*pkiQ, Ihat no Man could choofebut underftand, and re* 
« member what was fpoken ; and that the preffij^ to put it 
V in writing Was only to fpend time ; which wouldbe quic^ 
"lyout, half the time affignM for the buOnefi ^ R^ion 
^! being i^^qpire^tbarnigbti and tb^9^pa%jpa^j cp^ 
5- .. < tfiem, 
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them« ^diat d^cy would reft fatisfied with what had been 
^ fixiken, and piooeed upon the matter. 

I T was replied, *^ that they coald not truft their Nfemories 
^ fo far, as to prepare an Anfwet to their demands coooern*- 
^^isgtheCovenant,or DireOory, except they were fore that 
''they underftood the fall and declared meaning of their de- 
'^ mand; which they had lefs reafon now to betiere they did, 
^' than before ; fince there was fo much difficulcy made co 
'^ fatisfy them in writing ; and therefore they muft lofift upon 
*' receiving an Anfwer to the Papers they had given : And 
two or three of the King's Commiffioners withdrew, and 
prepared another Paper 9 in iHuch they fet down the reafpnv 
which obliged them not to be fatisned with the dUcourfe 
which had oeen made, and why they muft infift upon the 
having ic in writing ; whidi bemg communicated to the reft 
as th^ fiit, was Ukewife delivered to the others 4 who could 
not refufe to receive it, though it was plain enough they ne- 
ver intended to give any Anfwer in writins; nor they on the 
King's fide, to defift from demanding it ; But they declared, 
^ that as they prefumed, they Ihould, in the end, receive their 
*< Anfwer in writing, which they ihould not depart from« fo 
'^ it was their refolution not to defer their fiirther proceeding 
^upon the matter; but they were ready to prorecute that in 
'^ the method they wouM defire ; and fo it was refolv'd^ ^ the 
^' next Morning, to hear the Divines, who were cf either 
^< Party, what they would fay againft or for Epircopacy, and 
^'cheOovemmeat, and Lands of the Church ; whicnwere 
equally coocern'd in the Debate. 

Oh the King's part, befides D' Sttward, who was aCom- 
miffioaer in matters rclatmg to the Church, there was D' 
^/doMf afterwards Arcfa-Biibopof Gf»f<rr^irry; DrLmf, af- 
terwards Bifliop of £^ ; D' Fryw* afterwards BiOiop ofcii/hr; 
Dr PMefy then Dean of H^effiTf and Provoft of Queen's 
CoU^g^ in Oarfirdi and D' gbtmmaitd; all who, being the 
King's Ghariams, were fent by him to attend the Commif- 
fioners for their Devotions, and for the other Service of the 
.Church, as th« management of the Treaty required; which 
oould not be forefeen : On the Parliament (ide, befides M^ 
A/ettmder Hemkrjfiff, who was the Commiffioner, M^ MfrJbaB 
a Country Paribn in£^x, and an Eminent Preacher of that 
Party, ^ho was the Chief Chaplain in the Army, M'yhtes^ a 
Parion likewife in tPkrwici^/birey and a Scholar (both of them 
of the Aflembly of Divines, and fo, very converfant in thofe 
points relating to the Church, which had been fo often dif- 
puied there) M' Cbtyml, one who had been Fellow of ilfsr- 
tp0 College in O^r/vr^, and two or three others ; who, bearing 
no part( m the ^itputes, had not their names remen^ber'd. 

Pp 3 M' 
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. Mr Hhfderfinhcffin rather With Rfaetoridc, diati ha^BdCy 
*' of the neccffiiy to change the Govcnmieitt of the Church, 
f ^ for thic preferyotion of the Scare ; which was fo .much in 
^^ danger, that it could be preferv'd no other way ; and there- 
<^ fore that in Confcience it ought to be confented to^ that 
'^ the Queftipn was not about the prefervation of Bodi, whfcb^ 
*^by the Wifcloms of the Pafliaibeacs of bodi Nations, was 
^^ found to be impoiiible ; but fince there could but one ftand, 
S^ whether tliey fliould be both Sacrificed, or the Qnirch gtveh 
<* up, that tlpe State might be prcferv'd : nor was the Qac- 
^^ftion now: whether Epiicopacy was Lawful, and tlie Go- 
^vemtnent by Bifhops conGnrentwith Religion, but whether 
^it waa fo.neccll&ry, that Religion. could iK>cbe prefenr'd 
iF^witbatit Jt; iwhich was to condenui all the Reforni''d 
^Churches of JSiflri^, where therie were no Btlbops, Effglmtd 
^^^nly excepted. It 0ught therefore ca fuffice, that the Par- 
^'lianienty which beft underftood what waa good for thcNa- 
"tionj bad found ittobe a very, unneceflaryy inoomreirienr, 
^* and corrupt Government, that had been produftbre of great 
** mifchicf to the Kingdom from the very time of the Refor- 
*^ mation ; that the Bifliops had always favoured Poffery, and 
^*preferv*d, and continued many of the Rfghts ana Cuftoms 
** thereof in their Gofvernment, and Praftice; and bad of late 
•^introduced many Innovations into the Church, by theexam- 
*'ple and pattern oi the Church of Rome^ and to die great 
*^ fcandal of the Proteftant Churches of Germamff Frsme^y Scot- 
^^landy and HoIUnd; that they had been the occafion of the 
**War between the two Nations of Scotland, zndEfigUMd; 
•^ and then of the Rebellion in Ireland; and now of the Civil 
"War in England; and thereupon, that die ParKament, in 
** order to the uniting all the Proteftant Churches, which was 
^^ the only way to extin^iih Popery, h^ refolv'd to change 
'•this inconvententi mifchievou^ Government, and ereA an*' 
^' other in the place of ity which ftuMild advance Piety, and 
• Let the «true Religion; and that he hoped the King would concur 
reader wke a jq fo Godly an Adion, which would prove io much for his 
M?Wr^'" Glory. "^He took notice of «an old AnfWer formerJymade 
fin fi mi^^by a King of England^ when the alteration of fome Laws 
Ibken in <<had been defired of him, IMwnut kgN ongB^e mntan; 
the E«gi^ a which, he faid, rouft be a miftake to the imprSfon : that it 
2^7/ &J!'^^ ^3S impoffible for any King to lay It down a*i Rule, that 
was not ^'he will not change the Laws j for raoff Kings had changed 
faid by a "them often for their own, and their Subjeos benefit ; but 
^h^* ^r ^^^^ meaning muft be, Nohnms kges jfytgUa nmart^ We 
^^^^"^""wtll change them as often as there ffiall be occafion, bat 
the Statute ^^ We wiU uot fufler them muktf^i to be changed by the pre* 
of M.rirw. "fumption of Others, wffchout our €onf<^t. H« faid, ^^they 
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^^did not prefiixM totfainkof a>inpelliog the King to diange 
^^the Govemmeot of Che Churchy but 3iey hoped he wodd 
^ willingly do it, upon the humble Petition of both King- 
^'docm, mi for his own, and their benefit : That be Ihoufd 
^^ fxy no more, till he (hould hear the reafons from the Di- 
^^ vines on the other fide, why hisMajefty (hould not confent 
^^ to Che Advice of his Parliament, fince be conoelv'd nothing 
*^ of Conldenoe could be aliedged againft it, becaufe it ap- 
^^ pear'd by what his Majefty had confentedf to in Scotlsmd^ 
^^ tor the utter aboHOiing of BiOiops, chat he did not bdiere 
^^ in hisQmfcience, that Epiicopacy was abfolutely necdGfary 
<^ for tbe fupport of Chriftian Religion. 

D' Sfemsrdy with a much better countenance , cold tbe 
Commiffioners, ^^that he hoped and knew, that their Lord- 
^^ (hips were too well acquainted with the Conftitucion of the 
^^ Ctnirch of &giMuly and the Foundation upon which it fub- 
^^ Gfted, to believe it could be Ihaken by any of rhok Argu* 
'^Kaments which had been made againft it. He £ud, that 
^^ though he did believe, it was impofBble to prove that a 
^^ Government, fettled and continued without incermiffion, 
'^ from the time when Chriftianity wa5 firft planted in Effg- 
^ ismly and under which theChrUtian Religion had (b much 
^^flouriihed, was an unlawful and Anti-Chriftian Govern- 
^' roenc ; yet that he expeded, that they who had fwom to 
'^ abolilh it, and came now to perfwade their Lordihips to 
'^concur with them in prefGog the King to joyn in the fame 
^^ obligation, would noc urge a lefs argument for fuch their 
" Engagement, than the unlawfuhiefs, and wickednefs of that 
^^ Government, which Coniicience obliged them to remove. 
''But M' Bmderfim had wifely declined that Argument , 
<< though in their Conunon Sermons, and other Difcourfes in 
'^ Print, they gave it no better Style than Anti-Chrifliam ; 
'^ and had urged only thc inconveniences which had fallen out 
^'firom it, and benefit which would refult by the Change, of 
*^ which no judgement could be made, till it might be known 
*' what Government they did intend to eredl in the place of 
'^ it ^ and fince the Union with the Forreign Proteftanc 
"Churches, feem'd to be their greateft reafon for the prodl- 
*' gious alteration they (jropofed, he wiih'd that they would 
'^ fee down, which Forreign Church it is, to which they meant 
" to conform, and make their new Government by ; for that 
** he was aiflured, that the model which they feem afieded to 
'* in their Direftory, was not like to any of the Forreign Re- 
** form'd Churches now in the World. He faid, " though he 
'^ would not take upon him to cenfure the Forrqign Churches^ 
''yet it was enough known, that the moft Learned Men of 
^' thofe Churches, had lamented that their Reformation was 
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^^notfeperfed as it ouKhc to be, for wancofEpUbopacy; 
'^ whkh they oould not be fufier'd to have : and tbey had al- 
'^ wayt paid that Reverence to the Churdi dEEf^hmd^ which 
''they conceived doe to it, as to the Church to which God 
'^ had vouchfafed the inoft perfed Reformation, becaufe it re* 
'^ tains all that was innocent, or venerable in Antiquity. He 
then enlarg'd upon the original Inftitution of Epircopacy.; ufing 
all thofe /^|uments, which are ftill ufed by the moft Learned 
Men in thole dtfpuoes, to prove, that without Biibops there 
could be no Ordination of Minifters, and confequently no ad- 
mlniilration of Sacraments, or performance of the Mmifterial 
Funftions. He faid, ^'he would not prefume to fay any thing 
''of his Majefty's having oonfented to the abrogacum of Epi- 
''icopacy inSc^lmulj though he knew what his M^fty hica- 
'' felf thinlcs of it, only that be had an obligation upcni him 
^' in Conicience in this Kingdom, which he liad not in that, 
^ bis Coronation Oath, by which he was bound to defend dbe 
^' Rights of the Church ; and That alone would malce it on- 
'^lamul for his Majefty to confent to what was propofed, 
^^ both in the point of Epifcopacy, and the alienation of the 
^' Lands of the Church ; which would be dired Sacrilege. 

Upo n thefe feveral points, and what refuUed from thence, 
the Divines on both fides fpent all that day. Morning and Af- 
ternoon, till it was very late in the night, and moft part of the 
next day ^ only the Commiffioners on either fide, at the firft 
coming together, Mornings and Aftemoonsjprefented fuch Pa- 
pers as they thought fir, upon what had pa&d in Debate : As, 
the King's Commiffioners defired to know in writing, ^^uiie- 
^' ther the Parliament Commiffioners did believe that the Go- 
'- vernment of the Church by Biftiops was unlawful ? To 
which they could never obtain a Categorical Anfwcr. 

W H s N the laft of the three firft days was paft (for it was 
near twelve of the Clock at Night) and the ScH^ Commif- 
fioners obferv'd that nothing was oonfented to which tbey 
looked for, the Chancellor of SMlavdenxet'd into a lone dif- 
courfe, with much paffion, againft Bifhops, ^' of the mifchief 
^^ they had done in all Ages, and of their being the fole Caufes 
^^ of the late Troubles in Sc§$hmdy and of the prefent Trou- 
"bks infisj^wrf; Remember'd, " that the Arch-BillKJp of 
** Cantertury had purfued the Introduftion of the Liturgy and 
** the Canons into Scotland^ with fo great vehemence, that, 
^^ when it was defired, that the publtfliing them might be fu- 
•^ fpended for one Month, that the People might be the bet- 
*^ ter prepared to fubmic to what they had not been before ac- 
^^ quainted with, he would by no means confent to that de- 
^' lay ; but cauied it to be enrer'd upon the next Sunday a- 
<* gainft the advice of many of the Bifliops thcmfclves ; which 
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^ put the People ioco fuch a fury, that they could not be ap* 
^'peafed. He lamented and complain'd, that three days had 
''been nowfpent in fruitleft Debates; and that though their 
^' Divines had Learnedly made it appear, that Epifcopaqr had 
^' no foundation in Scripture, and that it might be lawfully 
''taken away; and that notwithftanding it was evident, that 
'^ it had been the caufe of great miTchief, and the Wifdom of 
^Parliament had thought the utter taking it away to be ab- 
*^ foltttely neceflary for tne prefervation of the Kingdom ; their 
^^ Lordlbips were ftill unmoved, and had yielded in no one 
*^ paiticular of Importance, to give them fatisfa&ion ; from 
'^ whidi they could not but conclude, that they did not bring 
'^ that hearty inclinatton to Peace, which they hoped they 
''would have done; and fo concluded with fome expreffions 
more rude and infolenr, than were expeded. 

Whereupon the Chancellor of the Exchequer, not with* 
out fome commotion) faid, ''that he did not wonder, that 
'^ their Lordihips, who had for fome years been aocuflomed 
'' to filch Difcourfes, and the more inclined to fuppofe all that 
''was confidently faid to be reafonably prov'd, and fo having 
" not been ufed to converfe with any Peribns of a contrary 
"opinion, had been brought to confenc and approve thofe al* 
iterations, which they had propofed; but that it feem'd very 
" admirable to him, that their Lordihips could czpeft, or 
"imagine it poffible, that they who never, had heard fuch 
" things faid before, nor could underftand in ib little time 
"what had been now faid, flxnild depart from a Faith, and 
" a form of Worfhip, in which they had been educated from 
"their Cradle; and which, upon fo k>ng obfervation, and 
"experience, they looked upon with all poffible approbatk)n 
"and reverence, upon only hearing it inveiehed agamft three 
"days; which would have been much too little time to have 
"warranted aConverfion from much leis important opinions. 
" they had fo long entertained ; though their Arguments haa 
" Had as much weight as they wanted. He faid, " they 
" were of opinion, that all thofe mUcluefs and inconveniences 
"which they had memion'd, bad in truth proceeded from an 
"over vehement defire to overthrow Eptlcopacy, not from 
" the Zeal to fupport it : that if the Arch-Biihop of Ciis/#r- 
"4w7 had been too precipitate in preffing the reception of 
"that, which he thought a Reformation, he paid dearly for 
" it ; which made him the more wonder, that they fliould 
"blame Them, for not fubminiog to much greater alterati- 
"ons, than were at that tin^ propofed, in three days; when 
" they reproached Him, for not having given Them a whole 
" Month to confider. Hefiud, " he might aiTure their Lord- 
^ flbf p8 with great fincerity, that they ^ere come thither with 
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^ all imtginable paffion aod deflre,ciiat the Treaty tntt;hc am- 
^^dodein a happy and blefled Peaces as he ftill hoped it 
'^ would i but if it (hottld be otherwife, that they would ftill 
** believ9^ their Lordfliips brought with cbem the fiu&e hoootir- 
^able and pious lodinacious, though che Inftniftioos, and 
^ODrainan^ from thofe who trufted theov reftraiQ'd diem 
^ from oonfenting to what in thetr'o wn judgements feem'd rea*' 
'^ibnabfe. And fo. without any manner of reply, bodi fides 
trofe, and departed, it being near midnight. 

There happened a pleafantAoddent on one (^thefeday^, 
which were aingn'd for the matter of Religion. The Gom- 
miffioners of both fides, either before their fitting, or after 
their rtfing, entettaining themfehres together by the Fire fide, 
as they fometiffies did, it being extremdy C^d, in general 
and calual difbourfes, One of the King's Commiffioners asked 
one of the otherwith whom he had familiarity, in alow Voice^ 
^^ why there was not in thdr whole Diredory~,any mendon at 
"all of the Creed, or die Ten Commandments, and fo lit- 
*^de of the Lords Prayer ? which is only onoe recommended. 
The Eari of P«»*rv*f, overhearing the difcoorfe, anfwer'd 
aloud, and with his ufual palSon, '^ chat He, and many odierf, 
** were very forry that they had been left out ^ that the put- 
^^dng them in had taken up many hours Ddbate in the Hoofe 
^^ of Commons, and that at laft the leaving them out had been 
*^ carried by eight or nine Voices; and fo they did not think 
*^ fit to infift upon the addition of them in the Houfe of Peers ; 
^ but many were afterwards troubled at it, and he verily be- 
■* liev'd, tf it were to do again, they fliould carry it for the 
^ ^ inferring *em all ; which made many fmile, to bear that the 
^^reed, and the Ten Commandments, had been put to the 
" Quefttoo, and rejeded : And many of the other were trou- 
bled, and but of countenance with the reafon the good Lord 
bad given for the Exciufion. 
Sntndiy tf The oext SubjcA of the Treaty was the bufinefi of the 
t6f Mi/#fM. Militia; which tbetr Commlfiioners pofitively required, ^^to 
^* be entirely vefted in the Parliament, and in fuch Perfons as 
^' they tHought fit to be confided in. This they faid, was more 
'^oeceflary than ever, for the fecuring the People from their 
^ Fears and JealoUfies ; which were now much enaealed, and 
^' were capatne of being afiwaged by no other means : and de- 
livered a large Paper to that purpofe, which contained no 
more than had been often faki in their Dedaradons, and as 
often ahfwer'd in thofe whkh had been publiihed by the 
King. And when theCommiffk)ners of the King,whereof there 
were four very Eminent in the knowledge of the Law, Lane, 
Gardmer^ Briigtman^ and Fabmfy made the demand appeftr 
to be without any pretence of Law, or Juftice, and dflErted it 
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lo be%*ftcd m Che King hy dieLiv, c&ey neveiF ofier'd to al* 
ledge any othdr Argument, than the determiaation of the 
ParUacBeat, which had declared the right of the Militia to be 
in TlKjn^ from which they covld not recede; fo that the 
CoDferenoea were very fhort upon thole days, but the Papers 
l^ry long which were mutually delivered ; the preparing 
whereof took up the time ; they of that fide (even they who 
moft defiled the Peace) both puUickly and privately iofifting 
'' upon having the whole Command of the Militia by Sea, 
^ and Land, and ail the Forts, and Ships of the Kingdom at 
^^ their difpofal ; without which they looked upon themfelves 
<<as k>ft, and at the King's Mercy; not confidering that He 
muft be at Theks, if fiich a Power was committed to them. 
But in this particular, he who was moft reafonable amone 
cbem, thought it very unreafonable to deny them that necen 
/ary Security ; and believ'd it could proceed from nothing 
elfe, but a Refoiucion to take the higheft Vengeance upon 
their Rebellion. 

Then they entred upon the bufinefs of Ireland*^ in which ^*[^)'^ 
ibey thought they had the King at a very great advantage ; ^'^'*'^^* 
and that ms Commiflioners wouU not be ahie to anfwer the 
Charges they.fixHild make upon that particular. And many of 
the Commifiioners on the King's part, who had not been well 
acquainted with thofe Tranfaaions, thoueht it would be a 
hard matter to juftify all that the Kine had been neceffitated 
to do ; and any rhiiu; of Grace towards the Ir^ Rebels, was 
as ungrackius at Oxford, as it was at London y becaufe they 
knew the whole Kingdom had a great deteftation erf* them. 
They ripped up all that had been done from the beginning of 
that Rebellion; ^how the King had voluntarily committed 
<^the carrying on that War to the two Houfesot Parliament; 
^'that they haid Levied great Sums of Money upon the King- 
^^dom for that Service; but finding that ic was like to bring 
^ a greater Burthen upon the Kingdom than it could bear, 
^^that his Majefty had con&nted to an kO. of Parliament for 
^^ die Encouragement of Adventurers to bring in Money, up- 
^on aQitrance of having Land aflBgn'd to them in that King- 
**dom, out of the Forfeitures of the Rebels, aflbon as the Re- 
'< bellion fbould be fupprefled ; and had likewife, by the fame 
^^ ASty put it out of his Power to make any Peace, or CtShr 
^'tk>n with tbofe Rebels, or to grant Pardon to any of them 
^' without oonfeiit of Parliament; and thereupon many of his 
^ Majefty's^Svdbjeds had brought in very confiderable Sums of 
^^ Money, by whkhthey had been able to manage that War 
<< without putting this Kmgdom to farther Charge; and God 
f^had fobieOed the Proteftant Forces there, that they had 
^^fiibdued and vanquiihed the Rebels In all Encounters ; and, 
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<< probably^ by that timey the whole Rebellion had been et- 
<< tiomOied, if the Kins had not, contrary to hispromife^ and 
^ ob&arion by that Act of Parliament, mads zCSeSkaoa with 
<<thote Execrable Rebels, when they weie not able to coa- 
^ tinuc the War; and had cail'd over many of thofe Regt* 
<< mcnts^ which the Parliament had fenc over againft the Ir^, 
« to return hither to Fight aeainft the Parliament: by means 
<^ whereof his Proteftant SubjeOs of that Kingdom were hi 
<< great danger to be deftroy'diaod the Kingdom to be entirely 
<< poflefled by the Papiils. They enlarged thcmfehr^s upon 
this Subjeft, with all the invidious ioiiouations they couldde- 
vife, to make the People believe, that the King was inclined 
CO, and favoured that Rebellion. They demanded, ^^ that 
^^ the King would forthwith declare that Ceflation to be void ; 
^and that he would profecute the War againft thofe Rebels 
^^ with the utmoft fury ; and that the A6t of Parliament for 
<< their reduftion, might be executed as it ought to be. 

The Commiffioners of the King prejMtr'd and delhrer'd a 
very full Anfwer in writing to ail their Demands; at the de- 
livery whereof, they appointed the Chancellor .of the Ex- 
chequer to enlarge upon any of thofe particulars, which prov'd 
theXounfels that had been taken, jull, and neceffiury. This 
he did (6 particularly and convincingly, that thofe or the Par- 
liament were in much Confufion, and the King's Commtf- 
fioners much pieafed. He put them in mind of ^^their bnog- 
^ing thofe very Troops, which were Levied by the King^s 
^ Authority for the Suppreffion of the Rebellion in Irekmdy 
^< to Fight againft the King at EdgeiiU, under the Command 
** of the EarTof Effex-y of their having given over the profe- 
^'cutionof that W:u-, or feeding any iiipply of Armes, Mo- 
<^ney, or Ammunition tbicher; having miploy'd thofe Ma- 
'^gazines whjich were provided for that Service, aeainft his 
^ Maiefty ; infomuch as the Privy Council of that Kingdom 
^^hadfenttohisMajefty, that he would provide fome other 
^ way for the prefervation of that Kingdom, Gnce they could 
<^not be able to fupport the War any lot^er, againft the 
•* United Power or the Rebels : That all Overtures, which 
^^hisMa^efty had made towards Peace, had been rejeded by 
*^ the Parliament; and one hundred thoufand pounds, brought 
^^ in by the Adventurers for Iflmtdy had been fent in one 
'^ entire Sum into Scothmd, to prepare and difpofe that King- 
^^dom to fend an Army to Invade This; which they had 
*^donc, and till then his Majefty had not, in che leaft degree, 
^^fwerved from the obfervation of that Aft of ParUajmnc; 
*^ but when he faw that the Parliament, inftead of profecut- 
^^ iog the end and intention of that Statute, appi/d it wholely 
^^CQ the qurrying ontbe Wa.r ^ainft Himtolf. he thought 
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<' himfelf abfolv'd before God and Man, if he did ftU he could 

^^ to reictie and defend himfelf asatnft their Violence, by mak- 

^' iog aCeffiition with the Rebels in htUmd^ and by drawfaig 

<* over fosDc Regiments of his own Army from tbenc9, coaffift 

<< him in EngGrndx which Cc(&tion had hitherto preferved 

** the Proteftants of that Kingdom ; who were not able widi- ' 

^'out fupplies to preferve themfelves from the ftrength and 

^ power of the Rebels ; which fupplies his Majefty could nor, 

^^ and the Parliament would not fend > and therefore, if the 

^Proteftants there, (hould hereafter be oppreOed by the Re- 

'^ bels, who every day procured af&ftance from abroad, and 

^^fowen: lik^to be more powerful, all the Mifchiefs and Mi* 

^^fery that muft attend them, would, before God and Man, 

" beput-t^itbe* Acoount of the Parlianlent ; which had de- 

^^ frauded them of tho^ fupplies, which, by his Majefty's care, 

'^ had been raifed, and provided for them j and not to his Ma* 

^^jefty,.^ho had done nothing but what he was obliged to do 

^^forhisownprefervaticMi; and if be had not fent for diofe 

^Soldiers from Irtf/jw^, they could not have ftayed there witb- 

^^outafupplyofMoney,CIoathSjand Provifions; wtddtthe 

^ Parliament had not yet fent to that part of the Army which 

** remained there, and which could by hoother way have fub*. 

^* fifted, butby thebenefit, and fecuriry of the Ceffidon. 

He tpldthem, ^'chat all ihliHsnioftiiiablewayof proceed^ 
^'ing, though it had compelled the King to yield to a Cefla- 
^' tioo, i[et could not prevail with him to make a ^eace with: 
^tbeIr^jR^l$') from whom he had admitted Commi(&^ 
'^ oners toatc^d him with pfopofitions to that purpofe: but 
^^ that, when he found tbofe Propofitions and Demands to un-* 
^' reafonablej that he could notconfentto them in Confcicnce, 
*^ and that. they were incoofiftent with the fecurity of his Pro* 
^' tQ(lant iSubjeiSs there^ he had totally rejedlea them, and 
^^ difmiSed their CooMDiffioners wi&i fevere and ihafp< Ani* 
^^madverfiODjs: yet that be bad given his Lieutenant, and 
^'Council there. Authority to continue theCefl&tion Icntiger, 
"in hope that the Rebels there, might be reduced to better 
"Temper; or that bis Majefty might be enabled by a happy*. 
"Peace here, which he hoped thiff Treaty would produce, to 
"Chaftife thejk odious and pbftinate Rebellion : And if the 
" Parliament would yet give his Majefty fufficientcautionthat 
^< (he^War jliould . be vigoroufly proTecuted there againft the 
" Irijb^ by feodtog over ftrong Supplies of Men and Money, 
^} he wouid.FuijK ^n end tp that Ceflationr without dedarii^ it to 
" be void. fW.hicKotherwife be.^ould dot kijuftice do,and the 
«« doinflwi)i^reQf would be tonpparpofe. 
THje')a>f3^i^iffioner>4 vifiblyxxii of Countenance. and. Aid* 
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<< that odious and deteftabte Rtbellioo had raxWd fo much 
*' Grace, as that CommiOboert from it had been admitted 
^^into the King's Prefenoe; and that thejr woodefd , there 
'^ihoald baany fcruple made of £)eclaririg; that OeOarioa void, 
''that was entied into exprefslf stgafait the.Leaer.of.ao Aft 
^* of Parliament. This repty they ga^e in wyieiisgy with many * 
pathetical expreflBons ag&tnft the Murchers ^d Cfael|i^, that 
bad been ufed in the beginning 4)f vtbaxi Rebeitloo'^ 'wlii^ 
obliged the King's Commillfioners to a Jittib fiMe Ifaarpoers 
in rheir tecurns than they* wete inclined td ;• zni to eeil them, 
"That they wifiied it wdrein the King** Povwr to prntQi all 
"RebelHcM, with thaftfererity ihar^wa»diictdit j1>ai fince 
'^it waanot ib, he muft condeiccnd to Tmitie^ and to all 
*^ other Expedients which are necelSry to redu(:e**bi& Sii6- 
'^>^Jwho are in Rebellion, to rctojsh co'tbdy 1)11^ 'and 
"Obedience. . , . . • ^ 

The nine firft days were dowfpent uport the tUmi-wtrnt 
heads, in which there wad HMe-advafiee made tOVi^tids giving 
fatis&ftion toeither Pa^ty 4 Br though, in'tlii^ matter of Re- 
li^n,. the King's GoMmiffioners' had mtfde Tuch cMidefced- 
fions, as would oblige Bifiiops to be more diligent in Preach- 
ing , andrco beidiemfelvesprefencinche admioffirationofthe 
moft important ♦parts, of thetrjurifdiaion; yet no iuchFte- 
formation was oonfidcfrafaie to thdfe who cared fbr notbisg 
wkhoik extirpation ; ^ncF^in iiehher of the 'Other patticoiars' 
adji gromuT had been gotten ; and they weiie^fen^le, that in 
the matterof Jfr/jm^ the' King's defence 'Wonlct'' welgn clown' 
their .Clamour and Cahimny. There happefiTd fcMine Acci- 
dents m this time of the Treaty, which made Itnpreffioft on 
cadi* Paarty j' the firft was found in theloofcsdf thePartiamcbt 
Gorfiraiflioners, upon the Adverrifement they received, that 
S^ Lepir t^nies, who was Govemourof a final!

upon that Town in the Nighc ; and, by the fame Treachery^ 
lilcewife enter'd the Caiile ^ wheie S^ Michael Eamfy the Go« 
vemoux had been long tick, andrifing, iu>onche,Alar9H out 
of hia Bed, was killed in his Shirt ; whtul he behaved; him* 
felf as well as was poffiblc; andrefiiied Quarcer ; which did 
notfiioiten his Life many days^ he being even at the point of 
Deathby aConfumpckm^ wnichkepthim from pcf forming 
all thofe Offices of Vigiknce he was acoiftom'd to, being a 
Gallant Gentleman, who undecftood the Office and Duty of 
a Soldier by long experience, and diligent obfervacion. The 
lolfi oi Shrenusburj was a great blow to the King, andftreight- 
eo'd bis Qi^^^^ exceedi^ly, and broke the iecure Line of 
Oannnunication with CbeSer^ andexpofed all North f^aies^ 
Hereford, aad Wortejlery to the daily inroads of the Enemy : 
and the News of this, recovered thedejeded Spiciu of the Par- 
liamentCommiffioners at U^^A^r 

Yet there had been anodd Accident which accompanied 
theEm^rprifc upon Weymmah^ which gave them afterwards 
more trouble. Sr Uwis Dives had, in his March from Sber^ 
hme^ intercepted a Packet of Letters fent out of SomerfeU 
yZ^n^e to the Parliament; and among thofe, there was a. Letter 
from John Fyne , a Gentleman well known, and of a fair 
Eftate In that Country, to Colonel EJv>arJ Fopham^ a prin- 
cipal Officer of the Parliament in their Fleetsat Sea> and of a 
¥fiionate and virulent Temper, of the Independent Party, 
he Subje£t of the Letter was a bitter inve&ive againft the 
E^rl €(Effex^ and all thofe who advanced the Treaty of Peace> 
and a great deteftation of the Peace, with very indecent, ex- 
preffions againft; the King himfelf^ and ail who adhered to him. 
This Letter had been fent by S' Lewis Dives to one of the Se- 
cretaries, at Oxford^ and from Him to the Commiffionera at 
Vxtridge-y who, aflbon aisthey ceodv'd it, communicated ic 
to feme of thofe Commiffioners, who they knew defired a 
Peace, and were very great Friends to the Earl of: Effex. The 
^<!t>ts were likewife as much invdgtfd againft as any fiody elfe. 
They to whom this Letter was* communicated, durft not un- 
dertake to appear to know any thing of it; ^ but advifed ^ 
•* that the iAdjcjaxsoi Hertfordy might fend a Q^y of it to 
**hi« Brother the Earl of Ejjex^ with fuch refleftions as He 
^^ thought fit : which being done accordingly , the Earl of 
£^X) who was yet General, took ic fo much to heart that 
he defired the Marquis of Herir/^ri^ would fend him the Ori- 
i|naly which was prefently done ^ hoping that i|r wooild have 
given fome Advantage tb the Ear! o( Effix^ tdwaxds whom 
^Parliament yetbehavedit^felf wilb alTio^inabk decency 
Indrefpeft. 
THi^ Cmv^ation that Chii LecWV occafign'd between 
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Iboie of the Commiffioners of both fides, who ia private ured 
their old freedom, made a great difcovery of the Faftioa that 
was in the Parliament : that there were many who dcfired to 
have Peace, without any alteration in the Government, (b 
they might be fure of Indemnity, and fecurity for what was 
paft ; that the Softs would infift upon the whole Government 
of the Church, and in all other Matters would defer to the 
King ; but diat there was another Party, that would have no 
Peace upon what conditions foever, whodid refblve to change 
the whole frame c^ the Government in State , as weU as 
Church; which made a great Party in the Army : allthoTeoftbe 
Parliament who defired to remove the Earl of ^tx from be- 
ing General of the Army, and to make another General, were 
^that Party. There was likewife, among the Commiffioners 
themielves, very little Truft» and Communication ; Sr Any 
Fimey Samt'Jobuy and FruletmXj being, upon the matter^ but 
Spies upon the reft ; and though moft of the reft did heartily 
defire a Peace, even upon any Terms, yet none of them bad 
the Courage to avow the receding from the moft extravagant 
Demand. Befides, there was reafon enough to believe, Siat, 
if the King had yielded to all that was then propofed, they 
would likewife have infifted upon all which they had for- 
merly Demanded, and upon the delivery up of all thofe Per- 
fons who had faithfully ferv'd the King, and had been by 
them always excepted, as PerXons never to be Pardon'd. 

For though they had affign'd thofe three general Heads, 
of the Church, of the Militia, and oflnlamlyto be firft Treated 
upon, which were all plauuble and popular Arguments, and 
in which they who moft defir'd Peace, would infift at leaft up- 
on many condefcenfions, yet they had not, in the leaft degree^ 
dedin'd any other of their Propofitions ; as the exemption of 
many of thegreaieft Qulicy> or of the moft declared Afieftl- 
ons to the King, in the three Nations of E^lamly Sc$$lani^od 
IreUndy from Pardon; and the making the £fhites of the reft, 
under the Name of Delinquents, liable to pay the Chaises of 
the War ; from which, or any of the other very unreaionable 
demands, the Houfes had not in their InftruAions given their 
Commiffioners Authority, in thejeaft particle to recede : They 
who defired Peace, being fadsfied, that they had prevailed to 
have a Treaty, which they imagined would do all the reft, 
and that thefe lefler demands, would fall off, of thcmfdves, 
whto fatisfadtlon (bould be given in thofe inqportant particu* 
lars which more concern'd the publick j. andi on the other fide, 
they who rclblv'd the Treaty ftiQuld be inefiedfaial, were well 
content, that their Comxo^QSXXB ihould be inftrufted only 
to infift upon thofe three, Generals, without power tp depart 
from any one.exprefiw^ in the Pippofitiooi (opcemipg thofe 
^ partiT 
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particulars ; being fatisfied, thgt in the particular whkh con- 
cern'd the Churdh, the Scots would never depart from a tit- 
tle; and as fure, that the King would never yield to it ; and 
that, in the MUida, they who moft deiired Peace, would ad- 
here to that which moil concerned their own Security; and 
in the bulinels of Irolandy befides the opportunity to afperfe 
the King, upon an Argument in which the People generally 
concurred with them, they were fafe enough ; except the King 
fliould absolutely retrad, and recant all that he had done^and 
by declaring the Ceflation void, expofealj thofe who had a 
hand in it, to Their cenfure, and jucfgement ; and fo diilblve 
all the Authority he had in that Kingdom for the future ; 
which they knew he would never do. So that they were fafe 
enough in thofe three heads of their Treaty, without bring- 
ing any of their other demands into Debate; which would 
havefpent much time, andraifed great difference in opinion 
among them ; yet they had thofe Itill in referve, and might 
reafonably conclude, that if the King fatisfied them in the 
Terms of thofe three Proportions , he would never tniSft 
upon any of the reft ; which could not relate fo much to his 
Conicience, or his Honour, as the other. Befides, the/ knew 
well, that, if, by the King's Condefeenfions , they had full 
fatisfiiAion in the former Ihree, they who had moft paflioa 
for Peace, would, for their own (hares in the particular re- 
venge upon thofe Men with whom they were angry enough, 
and in the preferments, which would be then in their difpo« 
fal, never divide from them in any thing that remain'd to be 
demanded. 

One Nighti late, the Earl oiFemtr^ke came to the Chan- . 
cellor of the Exchequer's Lodging, to return him a vifit ; and 
fate with htm fome hours; all his difcourfe being to perfwade 
him, to think it reafonable to confent to all that the Parlia- 
ment had demanded. He told him, ^'that there was never 
" fuch a Pack of Knaves, and Villaines, as they who now 
"governed in the Parliament; who would fo far prevail, if 
«^ this Treaty were broke off, as to remove the Earl of Effex ; 
'^ and then they would conftitute fuch an Army as (hould 
" force the Parliament, as well as the King, to confent to 
" whatlbever they demanded ; which would end in the Change 
" of the Government into a Common-wealth. The Chancel- 
lor told him, ** if he believ'd That, it was high time for the 
*' Lords to look about them^ who would be then no Icfs con- 
"cern*d than the King. He confeflcdit , and **that they 
" were now fenfibJe, that they had brought this mifchief upon 
^^ themfelves ; and did heartily repent it, though too late; and< 
" when they were, in no degree, able to prevent the general 
*^ deftrudtion, which they forefaw : but, if the King would be 
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<^fo gracious to tbem^ ^topreferve them, by confeoting to 
^^thofe umreafonable Propolidont which were made by the 
<< Parliament, the other wicked Perlbns would be di&ppoiiited 
« by fuch his cooceflions ; the Earl of Effix would ftill keep 
^his powers and thev (bould be able^ in a (bore time after 
<< the Peace concluded, by adhering to the King, whom tbey 
** would never foriake hereafter, to recover all for him that he 
*< now parted with , and to drive thefe wicked Men, who 
^^ would deftroy Monarchy, out of the Kingdom ; and then 
^< his M ajdty would be greater thanever. How extravagant 
ibever this diicourfe feems to be, the matter of it was the 
fame, whkh the wifeft of the reft, and there were Men of very 
Bood parts among them, did feriouily urge to other of the 
King's Commiffioners, with whom they had the fiime confi- 
dence: fo brolKsi they ^were in their Spirits, andfo corrupted 
in their Underftwding, even when they had their own ruin 
in their View. 

The Earl xaS Norjtbumierlmul^ who was tfaeproudeft Mao 
alive, could not look ui)on the Deftrudion of Monarchy^ and 
the contempt the Nobility was already reduced to, and which 
inuft be then enareafed, with any picture : yet the repulfe he 
had formerly received at Ox/vr^, upon his Addrefles thither, 
and the fair efcape he had made afterwards from the jealoufy 
of the Parliament, had wrought fo far upon him, that be re- 
(blv'd no more to depend upon the one, or to provoke the 
other, and was willing to fee the King's Power and Autho- 
rity fo much reftrain'd, that he might n^t be able to do him 
anyharm. 

THE Earls of Pfiwrfr^ir, and ^^Air^irrjr, were fo totally with- 
out aedit, orinrereftin the Parliament, or Country, that it 
was no matter which way Their inclinations or aflfecUons d^ 
fpofed them; and their Fear of the Fadion that prevailed^ 
was fo much greater than their Hatred towards them, that 
though they wifhed They might rather be deftroy'd than the 
King, they had rather the King and his Pofterity ihottld be de- 
ftroy'd , than that VPiltom (hould be taken from the one of 
them, oTHdtfeiU from the other; the prefervation of both 
which from any danger, they both believ'd to be the higheft 
point of prudence, and politick circumfpeAion. 

The Earl ofI>«»%A had much greater parts, andfaw far- 
ther before him into the defperate deiignsof that Party that 
had then the power, than either of the other three, and de- 
tefted tbofe defigns as fnuch as any of them ; yet the pride of 
his Nature, not inferior to the proudeft, and the confoience 
of his Ingratitude to the King, in fome reipeOs fuperior to 
Theirs who had been moft obliged, kept him from being wil- 
ing to quit the Company with whom be had converfed too 

long. 
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long« Though he had receiv'd from them moft fignal Af* 
fronts and Indignities, and well knew he fliouM never more 
be employed by them, yer he thought the King's con* 
dition to be utterly ddperate, and that he would be at Jaft 
comnell'd to yield to worfe conditions than were now ofier'd 
to Htm. He conferred with fo much freedom with one of the 
King's Gonmiiifion^s, and ipent fb much rime with him in 
the vacant hours, there hayii:^ been formerly a great Friend* 
ihip between them, that he drew fome jealoufy upon himfelf 
from (bme of his Companions. With Him he lamented his 
own condition, and acknowledged his diiloyalty to the King, 
with expreffionsof great compundion ^ and protefted, ^^ that 
^^ he would moft willingly redeem his Tranfgreffions by any 
^^ attempt diat might ferve the King fignally, though he were 
*^ fure tolofe his Life in it y but that to k)fe Himfelf, without 
^^ any benefit tq the King, would expofe him to ail mifery ) 
<^ which he would decline, by not feparatingfrom his Party. 
He inform'd him more fully of the wicked purpofes of thoak 
who then govern'd the Parliament, than others apprehended 
or imagined y and had a full profped of the vile oonditioa 
Himfelf, and all the Nobility (hould be reduced to ; yet thought: 
it iropoffihie to prevent it, by any Authority of their own ; 
and coaclttded> ^^ that if any conjundbire fell otir, in which, 
<< by Jofiog his Life, he might preferve the King , he would 
*^ embrace the Occafion} otherwife, he would iluft the beft 
<( be could for himfelf. 

O p the Cobimiffioners of the Houfe of Commons, though, 
the three named before being excepted, the reft did in their 
hearts defire a Peace, and upon much honefler conditions 
thancheydurft own; yec there were not two of them who 
had entire confidence in each other, or who durft communi- 
cate their thoughts together : Co that though they could fpe^k 
thetr minds freely enough, reverally5 to thofe Commiffioners 
of the King's fide with whom they had former friendOiip, 
they would noc, intheprefenceofanyoftheir own Compa-* 
nions^ ulEe that freedom. The Debate that had been in the 
Hoafe tipan the Setf- denying OrdinMnciy had rai&d fo many Jea-* 
loufies, and difcotnpofed the confidence that had formerly 
been between many of them, that they knew not what any 
Man-intended to do ; many who had, from the beginning of 
the Troubles, profefled to have moft devotion for the Earl. 
cfEffexy and to abhor all his Enemies, had lately feem'd to 
conciif in that Ordinance, which was contrived priix:iDally 
for his diflionour and deftruAion ; and others who feem'd ftill 
to adhere to him, did it with fo many cautions, that there could 
be no confidence of their perfeverance. 

HoLLis, who was the frankeft among dieminowning 
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his Aoimofity and lodignadon a^ainft all the Indqieodent 
Farcy, and was no otherwife afle<£bed to the Presbyterians, 
than as they conftituted a Party upon which he depended to 
oppofe the other, did forefee that many of thofe who ap- 

Ear'd moft rerdure to. concur with htm, would, by degrees, 
1 from him purely for want of Courage, in which he 
abounded. Wbitlock , who , from the beginning, had con- 
curred with them without any Inclinations to their Perfons, 
or their Principles, had the (ame reafon ftill not to feparate 
from them. All his Edate was in their Quarters, and he had 
a Nature that could not bear, or fubmit to be undone : 
though to his Friends, who were Commiflioners for the King, 
he ufed his old opennefs, and profcfled his deteftation of aU 
the proceedings of his Party, yet could not leave them. Fter- 
fomty and Crevj^ who were both Men of great Fortunes, and 
had always been of the greateft moderation in their Counfels, 
and moft (bllidtous upon all opportunities for peace, appear'd 
now to have contraoed more bittemeis , and foumels than 
formerly^ and were more referv'd towards the King's Com- 
miflioners, than was expeded ^ and in all Conferences infifled 
peremptorily, <^ that the King muft yield to whatsoever was 
<< required in the three Demands, which had been Debated, 
They all valued tfaemfelves ^^ uponhaving induced the Par- 
*Miaraent, againft all Oppoficion,, to conlent to a Treaty i 
^' which producing no efifed, they ftiould hereafter have no 
^^more credit^ and it plainly appear'd, that they had per* 
fwaded themfelves, that, in the Treaty, they fliould be able 
to perfwade the King's Commiflioners to concur with themj 
and that the King would yield upon the very fame argument, 
and expectation, that the Earl ofFemhpke had oflferd to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Some of them, who knew howimpoffible it was to pre- 
vail with the Commiflioners, or, if They could be corrupted 
fo far in their judgements, how much nK>re impoffib'e \t 
would be to perfwade the King to confent to what was io 
diametrically againft his Confcience, and his Honcur ^ and, 
in truth, againft his Security, did wiCb, ^^ that, to get the time 
** of the Treaty prolonged, fomc Conceflions might be made 
'^ in the point ot the Militia, in order to their fecurity ; which 
*' being provided for, might probably take off' many Perfbns, 
^^ who, out of that confidcrition principally, adhered to thofe 
•* who they thought were moft jealous of it, and moft 'bili- 
^' citous for it. This (eem'd fiich an Expedient to thofe to 
whom they propofed iiy that they thought fie to make a De- 
bate among all the Commiflioners about it ; ^^and if it fliouId 
*' produce no other effed, than the getting more days to the 
^' Tie^ry, and making more Divifions in the Parliament, both 
? *« which 
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^' nrhich they might naturally expefi: from it, the benefit was 
^not fmall that would attend it y for, as long as the Treaty 
^^ lafted, there could be little advance made towards new mo- 
^' deUin^ the Army, the delay whereof would give the King 
^^ likewife more time to make his Preparations for the Field ; 
^^ towards which he was in no forwardneft. This confidera* 
tion prevail'd with the Commiflioners to fend their opinion 
to the King, <' that he would give them leave to propofe, 
'^ when the next day came for the Debate of the point of the 
^^ Militia, that the whole Militia of the Kingdom fhould be 
" fettled in fuch a Number of Perfons, for feven or eight 
*^ years, who might be all fworn to the obfervation of all the 
^' Articles which fliould be agreed upon in the Treaty ; after 
^^ the exi^ration of which time, which would be {imdsnt to 
^^ exting^iih all jealoufies, it (hould be reftOred to the Kins. 
And they fent the King a Lift of fuch Names, as they wiflTd 
might be inferted in the Propofirion, of Perfons in Credit 
with the Parliament, to which his Majefty might add the like 
Number of fuch, of whofe Fidelity he was moft afliired. 

The' Earls of Effixj Nortiumier/anJ, Warwhk^ and Mm^ 
chefteTj wirh FairfaXy and Crowwtlly were among thofe they 
recommended to be named by the King. With this MeOEige 
they fent two of their own Body, who added other reafons, 
which they conceiv'd might prevail with Him ; and it was 
with great diflSculty that his Majefty was prevailed with to 
confenr, that fuch an Overture (l)ould be made. But being 
unwilling to diflent from hts Commiffioners judgement, and 
believing it would be rejeded, and in hope that it would 
gain time by lengthning the Treaty, his Majefty was coh* 
tented, that the Commifti )ners fliould make fuch an Ofier as 
is mentiony , and name the Perfons they had propofed of the 
Parliament Party ; and withal, he fent a Lift of fuch Per- 
ibns as htmfclf thought fit to truft in that Affair ; in whom^ 
t<^ther with the others, he would have the power of the 
Militia to be vefted. But by this time, the Term affign'd for 
the Treaty drawing towards an end, they who had at firft ad- 
vifed this Expedient, had not the fame opinion of the fuc* 
cefs; and had plainly dffcover'd, that the Parliament would 
not confent to add one day more to the Treaty. So the far- 
ther profecution of the Overture in that manner was laid afide. 
For the King's Commiffioners concluded, ''that at this time 
^*to ofier any particular Names from the King to be ttu&edi 
"with the Militia, was but to expofe thofe Perfons to re* 
*' proach, as fomc of them were very ungracious and unpo* 
"pular to them ; and to give the other fide an excufe for re- 
" jcdting the offer, upon exception to their Perfons. How* 
cv^r, that they might fee a greater condefcenfion from the 
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King in that point, than he had ever yet been induced to, 
they offered, ^'that the Militia fhould be fo fettled for the 
*^fpace of feven years, as they had defired, in fuch a Number 
^^of Pcrfons as fhould be agreed upon: a moiety of which 
^^ Peifons, fliould be nominated by the King, and the other 
*' moiety by the Parliament : which was rejedled fay them 
with their ufual negled. 

From this time the Commiflioners,on both fides, grew 
more refcrv'd, and colder towards each other ; iofomuch as 
in the laft Conferences, the Anfwers and Replies upon one 
another, were fliarpcr and more reflcding than they had for- 
merly been: and in their Conference upon the laft day, 
which held moft part of the Night, it was evident, cither fide 
laboured moft to, make the other feem to be moft in fault. 
The King's Coramiffioners delivered a Paper, which contained 
a Sum of all that had been done in the Treaty, and obferv'd, 
^^ that after a War of fo many years, entered into, as was pre- 
'^ tended, for the Defence, and Vindication of the Laws of 
^' the Land, and the Liberty of the Subjeft, in a Tj^aty of 
*^ twenty days, they had not demanded anv one thing, that, 
*^by the Law of the Land, they had the leaft Title to de- 
^^mand j but infifted only on fuch particulars as were againft 
^' Law, and the eftablifh'd Government of the Kingdom j 
*'and that much more had been oSer'd to them for the ob- 
^^ taining of Peace, than they could with juftice or reafon 
" require : with which they were fo cfiended, that they, for 
forae time, refiifed to receive the Paper,upon pretence, " that 
^^ the time for the Treaty was expired ; becaufe it was then 
after twelve of the Clock of the Night of the twentieth day : 
but at laft they were contented to receive it, finding, that it 
would npt be lefs publick, and would more reflcft tipon them, 
if they rejsdled it : and fo they parted a little before the 
break of day. 
The end »f The ncxt day, being Sunday ^ they refted in the Town, 
the Treaty that thcy might iu the Afternoon decently take their leaves 
i»i>WV- of^ach other; though Monday j, according to the Letter of 
■'' * their Pafs, was the laft day of their freedom, and at that Sea- 

fon of the year their Journey to Oxford might require two 
days, as they had (bent two days in coming thither; and the 
Coipmiflioncrs for tne Parliament, had given them a Paper in 
which th^y declared, '* that they might fafely make ufe of an- 
*' other day for their return, of which no Advantage fhould 
*^ be taken. Bat they having on Sunday ^ performed their mu- 
tual ViQts to each other, parted with fuch coolnefs towards 
each other, as if they fcarce hoped to meet again ; and the 
King's Commiflloncrs were fo unwilling to run any hattard, 
jhat they were on the Monday Morning fo early in their 
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, Coaches^ thac they came to OrforJ that Night, and kifi'd the 
King's hand; who received them very gracioufly; thanking 
them for the pains they had taken. Surely the pains they 
had taken > with how little fuccefs foevery was very great i 
aod they who had been moft inured tobufinefs, had not in 
their Lives ever undergone fo great fatigue for twenty days to- 
gether, as at that Treaty. The Commiffioners feldom parted, 
during that whole time, till two or three of the Clock in the 
Morning. Befides^ They were obliged to fit up later who 
were to prepare mch Papers as were direfted tor the next 
day, and to write Letters to Oxford^ fo that, if the Treaty 
bad continued much longer, it is very probable many of the 
Commiffioners muft have fallen fick tor want of fleep; which 
fomeof them were not fatisfied with in three or four days af- 
ter their return to Oxford. Thus ended the Treaty ot Uhb^ 
hriige^ the particulars whereof were, by the King's Com- 
mand, Ihonly after publiflied in Print, and never contradicted 
by the Parliament. 

The King fpoke to thofe he trufted moft at that time, 
with much more Melancholy of his own Condition, and the 
State of his Afiairs, than he had .ufed to do. The lofi of 
Shrewsbury was attended with many ill Confequences ; aod 
that which had feem'd to bring fome kind of recompence for 
it, the Surprife of Wkjmwttb^ proved but a Dream ; for the 
Enemy had loft but oue part of the Town, which they, in 
a (hort time after, recover'd again by the ufual Negligence 
of the King's Govemours. So that his Majefty told them, 
^^ He found it abfolutely neceflary to purfue his former reib- 
^^lution of feparating the Prince his Son from himfelf, thac 
<' the Enemy might not, upon any Succefi, find them toge- 
" ther; which, he faid. would be ruin to them both j where- 
''as, though he flioulcl fall into their hands whilft his Son 
'' was at liberty, they would-not dare to do him harm. He 
feem'd to have very reafonable Apprehenfions, that upon the 
loli of a Battle, he might become a Prifoner 5 but he never 
imagin'd, that it would enter into their thoughts to take away 
his Life ; not that he belicM'd they could be reftrain'd from 
that Impious Aft, by any remorfc of Confcience, or that they 
bad not wickednefs enough to dcfign, and execute it : but he 
believ'd it againft their Intereft ; and would often, in difcourfe, 
fay, *'of what moment the orefervation of his'Life was to 
"the Rebels; and how much they were concem'd to pre- 
" ferve it, in regard, that if he Himfelf were dead the Far- 
^'liament ftood diflblv'd; fo that there would b^ an end of 
" their Government : which, though it were true in Law, 
would have little Ihaken their Power, of which they were 
too long poUefled to part with it eafily. 

Qq* Thjs 
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Th I « was a fpeculation of that Nature, that no body had 
teaibn to endeavour to change the King's opinioQ in that par- 
ticular; and his Majefty thought of nothing fo much as 
haftnine die Prince's Journey; and to that purpofe. Com* 
manded thofe who were appointed to attend nim to be ready 
by a flx>rt day, refolving tnat his Higbnefi Ibould iQake his 
Journey direoly to Briftol^ and continue his refidence there, 
till fome emergent alteration (hould make his remove from 
dience necefl&ry. For whatever difcourfe was made of raifing 
an Army in the Weft, the King had no purpofe to put the 
Prince into the head of any fuch Army ; and though Gorh^ 
had prevaird to be fent, with a ftroog Party of Horfe, and 
fome Foot, inro Hamtflsirey upon pretence of fecuring the 
Weft from lVaUer'% Incurfion, and upon fome other defign; 
yet the King had not the leaft purpofe, that he Oiould be 
where the Prince was; though he was not himielf without 
that deiign at that prefent, as (ball be made out anon, mean- 
ing by that device to withdraw himfelf from the Command 
of Prince Rupert, which the King did not apprehend. But 
his Majefty having no more in his purpofe than is faid before, 
he fent the Lord Hoftm to Brifiol to provide a Houfe for 
bis Higfaneft, and to put that City into as good a poftuie of 
Security for the Prince's refidence, as was neceflary; nor 
was there any other Strength defign'd to attend about his 
Hightiefs's Peribn, than one Regiment of Horfe, and one 
Regiment of Foot, for his Guards, both to l>e under the 
Command of the Lord Capel^ who was likewife to raife them 
iipon his own Credit and Intereft j^ there being, at that time, 
not one Man railed of Horfe or Foot, nor anv means in view 
for the payment of them, when they (hould be raifed ; nor, 
indeed, for the fupport of the Prince's Family, or his Perfon. 
In fo great fcarcity, and poverty, was the King himfelf, and 
his Court at O^prd. 

There happened an Accident at this time, that reconcil'd 
the minds of many to this Journey of the Prince into the 
Weft, and look'd like a good Omen that it would produce 
good effeds ; though it prov'd afterwards an occafion of much 
trouble and inconvenience. When the King return'd* through 
Somerfetfifire;2ixcr the Defeat of the Earlof£^ in Cnmosly 
there had been a Petition delivered to him, in the Nanies of 
the Gentry, Clergy, Freeholders, and others his Majefty's 
Proteftant Subjeos of the County ofStfmerJkj in which they 
' . defircd. " that his Majefty would give them leave to Petition 
^ the Parliament, that there might be a Treaty for Peace j 
" and that they might have liberty to wait upon his Majefty 
f^in Perfon in his march; and that when they came to a 
f ' nearer diftance, they might then go before, and deliver their 
* " ' ' ^ ^ ' .. ^ .. ♦ , "^^Pctitionj 
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'^Petitioo ; and if they (houM not obctin their fo juft Re- 
^'queft, they would tfaea affift his Majefty to get that by the , 
^^Sword^ which could be obcain'd fx> other way. To that 
parpofe, they defired leave *<to put themfelves in Armes, to 
^^ attend his Majefty in the Journey. This BetitiODy how in- 
digefled^or impraaicable foever inthe maooer, and way pro- 
pofed> was contriv'd by fome Perfons of unqueftionable Fi- 
delity to the King ; who thought, that under this Tpedous 
Title of Petitioners for Peace, ttey might draw even that 
whole Populous County to appear for the Kmg; and there- 
fore the King gave them a gracious reception, and liberty to 
do all that they defired^ believing it poffible, that he might 
even from thence recruit his Foot; which he moft defired. 
But his Majefty's (beedy mardi, left that de%i to be better 
weighed andcJigetted. 

Upok the hrft Fame of the. Prince's being to vifit the 
Weft, and to keep his Court there, fome Gentlemen, of* the 
beft Quality in the Weft, came to Oxfrrdy ^ entrufted by 
the reft to acquaint his Majeftv, <^that they had now form'd 
^the Defign, they had formerly prefented to him, much bet* 
<^ ter than it was ; and that the four Weftem Counties, I>^- 
">g*, Sm^rfit^ Divm^ and C^nmal^ had refolv'd to enter 
^ into an Aflbciation, and to be joynt Petitioners to the Par* 
"liament for Peace; and that their Petition (hould be fenc 
f * by very many thoufands of the moft fubftantial Freeholders 
^* of the ieveral Counties, who (liould have Money enough 
^ in their Purfes to defray their Charges, going and return- 
<^ing} and whofoever refofed to jqrn in the Petition, ihould 
^be looked upon as Enemies to Peace and their Country^ 
^ and accordingly treated ; fo that this Addrefs could not but 
^ have great iimuence upon the Parliament, being under the 
^Style of One and All; and could not but be looPd upon as 
*« fuch. They defired the King, **that the Prince might be 
^* made General of d^is Ailbdation ^ in order to which, they 
*^ would provide for his fuppprt according to his Dignity; 
'^and, in the firft place, take care for the nufinga good Guard 
^^of Horfe and Foot, for the fafety of his Pcrlon. 

Though this defign, in the Notions. thereof, was as 
nnprafticable as the former, yet his Majefty thought not fit 
to difdduntenance, and rejeft it. It was very vehemently 
pre£d by many Perfons of Quality, in the name of the four 
Weftem Coiinties, and among thofe who took it moft to 
heart, S* Joim SUtwl w^ the Chief; aGentlemanof one of 
the largeft Eftates, that any Man poflefled in the Weft, who 
had, from the beginning olf the Parliament, fhewM very great 
Affeftion to thePerfon of the King, and to the Government 
th«t was fettled, both in Church and State; and from the 
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beginning; of the Wux hid eogi^ed both hig own Peribn, 
and his two Sods, in the moft aAive part of it, with fingu* 
lar Courage ; and had render'd himielt as odious to the Par* 
Itament, as any Man of that condition had done. This Gen* 
tleman was affiftcd, and counfell'd by M'Fmaam^ a Lawyer 
of Erainency, who had been imprifon'd, and banitti'd lAmdm, 
for his declared AHedion to the" Crown ^ and they two had 
fir ft encertain'd and form'd this i>rojeA in their own thoughts, 
and then, upon the communication of it with foroe Gentle- 
men, and more of the Farmers, andFreeholder^of the Coun- 
ty, found fuch a general concurrence with them, that they 
concluded it could not but have good Succefs, and would 
bring the Parliament to be glad of Peace. They were both 
very tenacious of what they had once refolv'd, and believ'd 
ail who objeded aeainft their undertaking to be averfe from 
Peace; fo that the King concluded, that he would fo far com- 
ply with them, as to make the Prince General of their AQo- 
ciation; which he was fure could do no harm; and they were 
ib much delighted with the coade(ceniion, that they promifed 
fpeedily to make Provifion for the Prince's fupporr, and for 
the raifinff his Guards of Horfe and Foot ; and to that pur* 
pofe made haft to Brt/f^y that all things might be ready 
againft the Prinee came thither. 
TbtPnnn Upon thcfe reafons, the Prince had two Commii&ons 
•f Wales granted to him ; one, to be General of the Aflbciation; and 
••f^^"*- another, to be General of all the King's Forces in EtfgUnd. 
]|^/>/ For when the King dedared his Nephew Prince Rupert to be 
F«rM/,Mi«/GeneraI, in the place of the Earl of Brefg$fsrd, his Highneis 
ibtiv^fUrn defired, ^'that there might be no General in £>r^^ffdr but the 
^ffmMiUv. '^Prince of Wakty and that he might receive his Commiffion 
" from Him ; which his Majefty took well ; and fo that Com- 
miffion of Generaltffimo was likewife given to the Prince, 
when in truth it was refolv'd he Ihould Aft no part in cither, 
but remain quiet in Brifioly till the fate of all Armies could 
be better difcern'd. 

The Indifpofition and Melancholy which pofleflTed the 
Court at Oxford^ and ail the King's Party, was preferv'd from 
defpair, only by th^ extraordinary Difcontents and AnimoBties 
in the Parliament ; which kept them from purfuing the advan- 
tages they had had by united Counfels. Afloon as the Commit 
fioners were return'd from Uxtridge^ and that a Treaty could 
be now no farther urged, the Independent Party (for fo they 
were now contented to be call'd, in oppofition to the other 
which was ftyl'd Presbyterian) appeaPd bare-faced, and vi- 
goroufty preOed on their Self-denying Ordinance^ that fo they 
might proceed towards modelling their new Army, by put- 
ting out the old Officers ; during the fufpenfion whereof, 
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there was no care for providing for the Troops they had, or 
making recruits, or preparing any of thoTe Prov^ons^ w^ch 
wouM be necefllary for taking the Field. They were now en- 
teKd inco the Month of Mgrcb^ which was ufed as a ftrong 
Argument by both Parries, the one urging, *^from the Seafon 
'^ of the year, the neceffity of expediting their refolution for 
^' the palnog the Ordinance, that the Army might be put into . 
^^ a pofture of marching ^ the other preffing, ^* that fo great an 
** Alteration ought not to be attetnpted, when there was fo 
'^Ihort a time to make it in : That there would be apparent 
^^ danger, that the Enemy would find them, without any Ar» 
*^mv at all fit to take the Field j and therefore defired, ^^ that 
*' all things might ftand as they were, till the end of the next 
^^Campagne^ when, if they faw caufe, they might refume 
^this Expedient. The other Party were loud againft the de- 
lay ; and faid, <* that was the way to make the War laft y for 
^managed as it had been, they ihould be found at the end of 
'* the next Campagne in the fame pofture they, were now in ; 
*^ whereas they made no doubt but, if this Ordinance was 
*' pafs'd, they (hould proceed fo vigoroufly, that the next Cam- 
^pagne ihouM put an end to the War. 

The Debate continued many days in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, with much paflion, and flurp refleAions upon Things, 
and Perfons y whilft the Houfe of Peers look'd on^ and attend- 
ed the refoktion below. Of the, Presbyterian Party, which 
paflSonately oppofed the Ordinance, the chief were, HoBiSj 
Stsfktm§y Gim, WaOtry Long^ and others, who beiiev'd their 
Party much "Superior in Number j as the Independent Party 
was led by Natiataei Pinmes^ Vamty CrwmiM^ Haflmgy Mar- 
tmy and others ^ who fpolce more and warmer than they that 
oppofed them. Of the Houfe of Peers, there was none thought 
to be of this laft Party, but the Lord 547; all the reft were 
fuppofed to be of the Earl of Efex's Party ^ and fo, that it was 
impoffible that the Ordinance (hould ever pafs in the Houfe 
of Peers, though ic (hould be carried by the Commons : But 
they were in This, as in many other things, difappointed ; 
for many, who had fate filent, and been thought to have been 
of one Party, appear'd to be of the other. They who jthought 
they could never be fecure in any Peace, except the King 
were (irft at their Mercy, and fo obliged to accept the condi- 
tions they would give him, wc^re willing to change the hand 
in carrying on the War : and many, wto thought the Earl of 
MJpx behaved himfelf too smperioufly, were willing to have 
the Command in one who was more their equal. Many were 
willing he (hould be angered, and humbled, that Himfelf might 
be more concern'd to advance a Peace, wUch he had not been 
forward enough to do> whilft he held the Supreme Command. 

When 
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When cheDebttiegKeir ript^SMgi^y§h$y Pmfma, JVUt- 
Ari, and CVra, who Inid been thoughc to faeof the Party of 
die Earl of JB;^, appear'd for paffing the Ordinance, as the 
only way to unite tneir Counfeb, and to re6ft the Common 
Enemy ; ^ying, '* they difixiva'd by what they heard abroad, 
^ and by the Spirit that govem'd in the City, that there would 
^be a general diflSitis&ftion in the People, if this Ordinance 
^were not pafled. Then thev fell into a high Admiratioa 
of the Earl off J^x, extolling his great merit, and feem'd to 
fear, '^that th^ War would never be carried on fo happly, as 
*<it had been under Him; or if it were, that the good fiic- 
^cels muft be ftill imputed to his Conduft, and Courage, 
^ which had form'd their Armies, and taught them to Fighr. 
By this kind of Oratory^ and profcffing to decline their own 
inclinations and wifhes, purely for Peace and Unity, they fe 
iwfti/ii.f^ prevailed over thofe who were ftill furprtfed, and led by 
»/u«or^ feme Craft, that the Ordinance was pals d in the Houfe of 
MMT fgjfu Commons, and tranfmitted to the Peers for their Confent j 
^C*^ where no body imagin'd it would ever pais. 
"'^' After the Battle at Tdtky and that the Earl of Mamheft^r 

was required to march with his Army againft the Kina;, upon 
the defeat of the Earl of IJfex in CormNd^ the Sc§$^ Army 
marched Northward, to reduce the little .Garrifons remain- 
ing in thofe parts ; which was eaGly done. After which they 
marched to New-OiJUei which, being defended only by the 
Townfmen, and in no degree fortified for a Siege, was given 
up to them, after as good a refiftaoce as oouM be made in fuch 
a place, and by fuch People. So that they having no more 
to do in thofe pares, the Parliament thought not it however 
to difmiis them to return into their own Country, not icnow- 
ing yet, how far their new modell'd Army would be able to 
carry on all their defigos. And therefore the Scof^j Army was 
again advanced as far as T$rk, and was to be applied as there 
ihouid be occafioo. 
^» iK€um$ The King had formerly, towards the end of the year forty 
*V^^^^ three, confider'd how to give fuch a difturbance to Scot- 
tfofc'?fte/e- ^*'> ^^ might oblige their Army to ftay at home to quench a 
diti- inf Fire in their own Country j but all the Advance, which bad 
Scotland been made towards the execution of that defign, in the Con- 
ferences with the Earl of Mountr^fe and in the Cpmmitment 
of Duke Hamilton^ had been check'd for fomc time, by the 
King's not being able to give any Troops to that Eari, by 
the Protection whereof the Loyal Party of that Kingdom 
might come to his Affiftance, and dtfcover their Afieftion to 
hisMajefty. Notwithftanding which, the vigorous Spirit of 
the Earl of Mouwtrofi^ had Itirr'd him up to make Come at- 
tempt, whether he bad any help or no. The Fcrfon whom 
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that Earl moft hated, and contemtfd, was the Marquis of ^r- 
g^Uy who had then the Chief Government o{Se$tUmJi and 
though he was a Man endued with all the fecultics of craft 
and diffimulation, that were neoefl&ry to bring great deigns 
to effedl, and had, in rcfpeft of his feftate iM Authoritya 
very great Inteieft u that Kingdom j yet he had no Martial 
Qualities, nor the reputation of more Courage, than infoknc 
and imperious Perfons, whilft they meet wiSi no oppofition. 
are ufedtohave. *^*^ ^ 

The Earlof ^(j«ffltfn5/8beUer'd that his getting (afcly into 
Scaflsnd, was much more dif&ult than ic would be to raife 
Men enough there to controul the Authority of -^^xyA. There 
was, at That time, at Os^d, the Earl of .A/r/w, remarkable 
for nothmg, but for having Married the Dowager of the great 
. Duke of Buckmgham » within few vears after the death of 
that Favourite. By the pofleffion ot Her ample Fortune, be 
had Hv'din the Court in great expence and fomeluftre, untU 
his Riot had contrtdedfo great a debt, that he was neceffi- 
Utcd lo leave the Kingdom, and to retire to his own For- 
tune in Irihmd{ which was very fair; together with his Wife ; 
who gave him reputation, being a Lady, befidesherown great 
extraction and Fortune, asHeirefs to the Houfe of ItJuatd 
and .Wife and Mother to the Dukes o( Buckingham^ of a very 

Seat wit and Spirit , and made the mean parts of her pre* 
nt Husband f ahandfome Man too) well enough received 
in all places : fo that they had liv'd in Ireland in fplendour, 
as they might well do, till that Rebellion drove the Lady again 
from thence, to find* a livelyhood out of her own Eftate in 
]England. And upon the Queen's firft coming to Oxford, She 
likewife came thither ^ where She found great refpeft from 
all. The Earl of Antrimy who was a Man of exceffive pride 
and vanity, and of a very weak and narrow underftanding* 
wasnofooner without rhe counfel and company of his Wife 
than he betook himfelf to the Rebels, with an imagination 
that his Quality and Fortune would give him the fupreme ' 
power over them ^ which, probably, he never intended to 
employ to the prejudice of the King, butdefired to appear To 
confiderable, that he might be look'd upon as a greater Man 
than the Marquis oiOrmond; which was founeafy and tor- 
turing an Ambition to him, that it led him into fevcral faults 
and follies. The Rebels were glad of His prefence, and to 
have his Name known to be among them, but had no confix 
dence in his abilities toadvifeor command them; but relied 
much more upon his Brother , Alexander MacdonneL who 
was fall to their Party, and in their moft fecret Counfels. 

The Earl, according to his natural unfteadinefs, did not 
like his Station there, but, bydifguife, got himfelf into the 
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Proteftant QuartcrSj and from thence into EngUnd^ and fo to 
Oxford ; where his Wife then Was ; and made his prefencenot 
unacceptable; the King not having then notfce of his having 
ever been among the Ir^j Rebels ; but he pretended to have 
great credit and power in Ireland to ferve the King, and to 
difpofe the Ir$lh to a Peace, if he fliould have any countenance 
from the King ; which his Majefty knew him too well to 
think him capable of. Whether the Earl of Antrim bad bis 
original Extraftion in Scortand^ or the Marquis of Argfte His 
in Irf/j»rf,muftbclefc to the determination of rhofe that are 
skiird in the Genealogy of the Family of the Macdomtek ; to 
the fuperiority whereof they both pretend ; and the Earl of 
Amtrim^ to much of thofe Lands in the Highlands of Soft- 
Isnd^ which were poflefled by Argyle ; and the greateft part 
of his Eftate in IrfAwi was in that part of U/flFer that lies next 
Scotland^ and his Dependents near of the fame Language, and 
manner of living with the Highlanders of Scotland, The know- 
ledge of this, difpofed the Ezrl o( MoMntr0/e to make a great 
acquaintance with him aflbon as he came to Oxfird, and to 
confultwith him, whether it might not be poffible to draw 
a Body of Men out of Ireland to be fuch a foundation for 
raifing Forces in Scotland, as might advance the Enterprife he 
had fo long in his heart ; it being notorious enough that the 
Highlanders in Scotland had very good AflFcaions for the 
King; anddeiired nothitigmore tnantofreethenoielves fr&m 
the hard flaverjr, they had long endured under the Tyranny of 
Argyle. The pafTage over the Sea in thofe places, between 
Scotland and Ireland, is fo narrow, that the People often make 
their Markets in one and the other, in the fpace of few hours ^ 
and the hardinefs of both People is fuch, that they have no 
delight in the fujperflaity of diet, or cloathing, or the great com^ 
modity of Lodging; and were very fit to conftitute an Army 
that was not to depend upon any Supplies of Money, or 
Armes, or Vidhial, but what they could eafily provide for 
themfelves, by the dexterity that is univerfally praddced in 
thofe parrs. 

The Earl of Antrim, who was naturally a great Under- 
taker, and defired nothing fo much, as that the King fliould 
believe him to be a Man of intereft and power in IreUmdy was 
highly exalted, when he difcover'd by thcEarl ofilfMavrt*^^, 
that he was thought to have credit enough in that part of Ire* 
hmd, to perform a Service for the King, which he never be- 
fore enrertain'd a thought of. - So that he prefently nndertobk 
totheEarlof^w*/r^, **ihat, if the King would eranthim 
^^ a Cpmmiflion, he would raife an Army in Ireland^ and 
^' tranfport' it into Scotland \ and would himfelf be in the 
^ head of it ; by means whereof be believed all the Clan of the 
% ^^Moidemieh 
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^^ MMcdmnels in the Highltxidsof Scfftlami,might be perfwad- 
^^ ed to follow him. When the Earl of Meuntroji had form'd 
liich a reafbnable undertaking, as he believ'd the Earl of An- 
trim might in truth be able to comply with, he acquainted 
the Lord Digfy with it, who was a friend tQalldif^cultde- 
figns, and dcfiredhim '' to propofe it to the King, and to let 
^^bisMajefty know, that he was fo oonfident of the Earl of 
^^ jfytrim's being able to perform what Ihould be dece{&ry 
*^ ( for he would be very well content, if he would fend over 
^^ a Body but of two thoufand Men into ScotUmd^ which he 
^^ well knew he could eafily do ) that he would himfeif be in 
^^ the Highlands to receive chem ; and run bis fortune with 
*' them 4 if his Majefty would give him leave to gather up 
"fuch a Number of his Country- men about Ox/irr^/, as would 
^^be willing to accompany him; with whom he would make 
^ his way thither j and chat, if no time were loft in profecut- 
*<ing this defign, be did hope chat by the time the Scottjf^ Ar- 
'^ my (hould be ready to take the Field, they fliould receive 
^^fuch an Alarm from their owir Country, as (hould hinder 
"their advance. 

Upon this Overture, the King conferred with the two 
Earls together ; and finding the Earl of Antrim forward to 
undertake the raifing as many Men as Ihould be defired, if he 
might have the King's Commiflion to that purpofe ; and know* 
11^ well, that he hjpd, in that part of the Kingdom, Intereft 
enough to do it ; and the Earl of Mauntrofe as confidently af> 
furing his Majefty, ^^that with two thoufand Men Landed in 
^^ the Highlands, he would quickly raife an Army, with which 
*^ he could diiquiet that Kingdom ; and the defign being more 
probable, than any other that could be propoled to the fame 
purpofe, his Majefty refolv'd to encourage it all he could, that 
is, to give it countenance ; for he had neither Money, nor 
Armes, nor Ammunition, to contribute to it in any degree. 
The great objeftion, that appear'd at the firft entrance into ir^ 
was, ^^that though the Earl of Antrim had power in Vlfiery 
"and amone the Roman Catholicks, he Was very odious to 
" the Protdftants, and obnoxious to the Stare at Dutlm^ noany 
"things being difcover'd againft him of his correlpondence 
'^ with the Rebels, which were not known when he came into 
" England. But that which gave moft Umbrage (for no body 
fuTpeded his conjun&ion with the Rebels j was his declared 
"Malice lo the Lord Lieutenant, the Marquis o^Ormand^ 
" and Che contempt the Marquis had of him, who would there- 
"fore undervalue any Propofition (hould be made by him, be* 
"ing a Man of £> notorious a levity and inconftancy, that 
" he did not ufe to intend the fame thing long. There could 
" be no trufting him with any CommiffioQ independent upon 
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^Cbe Mftrqois of Ormmd^ or aUowin^ him to do any thiqg in 
^ Inlmd without the M^ute's Privicy, and fuch a umication 
<<woiild by no means be grateful to him. And though the be* 
^ nefit, the King's Friends in ScvtUmd would receive by thd 
^carrying away any Body of Men out of VlBer^ would be a 
<< peat leflcning and abatement of the ftrengch of the Ir^ 
^<Rebels» who had the Command over thofe parts> yet if the 
'^Earl of Ajntmy under any Authority from the King, fliould 
^ indifcieetly behave himfelf (as no Man who lov'd him beft, 
^ had any confidence in his difoetion) all the reproaches caft 
^^ upon his Nfojefty, of his countenandng thofe Rebels, would 
^^ receive the greateft confirmation imaginable. 

The foreught of thefe diflSculties gave life to an Intrigue 
in the Court, which for feme time had not fucceeded. Bmikl 
O ikik ( who was in fubtlety and underftandinff much fupe- 
rior to the whole Nation of the old IrHh) had long laboured 
CO be of theBed-Chamber to the King. He was very well 
known to the Court, having fpent many vears between that 
and the Low Countries, the Winter Seaion in the on^ and 
the Summer always in me Army in the other; as good an 
Education towards advancement in the World, as that Age 
knew. He had a £iir Reputation in both Climates, having a 
competent Fortune of his own, to fupport himfelf without 
depoidence, and a natural Infinuation, and Addrefs, which 
made him acceptable in the beft Company. He was a great 
obferver, and difcemer of Mens Natures and Humours, and 
' was very dexterous incomplyance where he found it ufefbl. 
A£E)onas the Troubles begun in ScotUmdy he had, with the 
firft, the Command of a Troop of Horfe \ to which he was 
by all Men held very equal ; having had good experience in 
the mod; Adtive Armies of that time, apd a Courage very 
notorious. And thoueh his inclinations were naturally to eafe 
and luxury, his induftry was indefatigable, when his Honour 
xec^uired it, or his particular Intereft, which be was never 
without, and to which he was very indulgent, made it necef- 
fary or convenient. 

1 N the fecond Troubles in Sc^laniy he had a greater Com* 
mand, and fome pare in moft of the Intrigues df the Court, 
and was in great confidence wich thofe who moft de^n'd 
the deftrudion of the Earl of Straffard-j againft whom he 
had contradted fome prejudice in the behalf of his Nation : 
yet when the Parliament grew too imperious, heenter'd very 
frankly into thofe new defigns. which were contrived at 
Court, with lefs clrcumfpeftion than both the SeafoQ, and the 
weight of the Affiiir required. And in this Combination, in 
which Men were moft concem'd for themfelves, and to re- 
ceive good recompence for the Adventures tbey made, he 
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bad either been promUed, or at kaft eocooraged by the Queen 
to hope to be made Groom of the Bed-chamber, when a va- 
cancy Oiould happen. When the Civil War begun, he, be- 
ing then iii the Low Countries, having made anefcapeoucof 
the Tower, where he flood committed by the Parliament upon 
a Charge of High Treafon, chofe rather to be Lieutenant 
Colonel of HorTe to Prince Rupert ^ than the Name of a greater 
Officer, which he might well have pretended to j preiuming 
that, by his dexterity, he (hould have fuch an Intereft in tiiae 
young Prince, as might make his relation to him Superior t6 
thofe who had greater Titles. He bad the misfortune, at the 
firft oomingof the Prince, tohaveaedit with him to make 
fome imprdfions, and prejudices, which he would have been 
glad afterwards to have removed, when he^faw otheri had 
credit likewife to build upon thofe Foundations, which he 
hoped to have had the fole Authority to have fupervifed, and 
diredled. Whenhe faw fomc of his Fraternity promoted to 
Offices and Honours, who had pot ventured, or uiflFer'd more 
than He ( for if he had not made his efcape out of the Tower 
very dextroully, in a Ladies drefs, he had been in manifefl 
danger of his Life ) and whofe pretences were not better 
founded, than upon the promifes made at the fame time, when 
he bad promifed himfelf to be of the. Bed-Chamber, he now 
prefled likewife to be admitted into that attendance ; and the 
Queen bad been very foUicitous wichthe King on his behalf^ 
being confcious to her felf, that he had been encouraged by 
Her to hope it. But the King could by no means be prevailed 
with to receive him, having contraAed a prejudice againft 
him with reference to the Earl ofStraforay or upon fome 
other reafon, which could not be removed by all his Friends, 
or by the Queen her felf ^ who therefore bid him exped a bet- 
ter conjunfture. This, O Neile took very heavily ; and the 
more, becaufe his condition in the Army was lefs pleafant to 
him, by Prince Rsip^'s withdrawing his Graces from him. 

The defignof the EitIs of Afduntrofi ^JxdAntrimj which 
was yet wholely managed with the King by the Lord Digi>y^ 
who was likewife of intimate Friendibip with ONeik^ gave 
biro opportunity tofet thi* pretence again on foot. It was ge- 
nerally known that O Nsiky whether by Alliance, or Friend- 
ibip, prlong acquaintance, had more power with the Earl 
of JbitTm than any Man \ and that by the afcendent he had in 
his underftanding, and the dexterity of his Nature, in which 
he was Superior to moft Men, he could perfwade him very, 
much ; and it was as notorious, that the Marquis of Orm&hi 
lov'd O NeiA very well^ and had muqhefteem for him. Upon 
this ground the Lord Bighj told the Kin^, <^ that he had! 
<< thought of an expedient, wnich be did believe might releive 
^ Vrt.lL Parti. Ri f^hitf 
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^^ him in ths perplexities he fuftain'd concerning the Conduft 
**of the Earl of Anfrim ; and then propofed, " the fending 
*< O Neile with him ; who (hould firftdiflwade him from aHed- 
^' ing to have any .Commidion Himfelf to Aft in Irelamd; and 
<< then incline him to depend upon the Aflillance and Autho- 
** rity of die Marquis of Ormona j who (liould be required by 
^^ the King to contribute all he could, for the making thoie 
** Levies of Men, and for imprefling of Ships, and other Vef- 
** fels for their Tranfportation into the Highlands -, and then, 
** that he (hould go over himfelf with the Earl, and ftay with 
<^ him during his abode in Du^Im ; by which he might begin, 
** and preferve a good Intelligence between Him and the 
<' Marquis of Orfnond\ and difpofe the Marquis of Ortmnd 
<^to gratify him, in all things that might concern fo impor- 
**tant a Service; which, befides the Letters he (hould carry 
" with him from the King, his own credit with the Marquis, 
<^ and his (ingular Addrefs, would eafily bring to pafs. 

This Propofition was very agreeable to the King, who 
knew O Neile was equal to this buiinefs ; and the Lord Pigif 
did not in the leaft tnfinuate any deiign for O Neile's advan- 
tage in the Service, which would have diverted the Negotia- 
tion : thereupon his Majefty himlelf fpoke to him of the whole 
de(ign, the Lord Digiy de(iriag he would do fo, pret^ing 
that he had not communicated any part of it to him, being 
not fure ©f his Majefty *s Approbation. He received it as a 
thing he had never thought of; and when the King asked 
him, "whether he thought the Earl had intereft enough in 
*' thofe parts of IreUndy' to Levy and Tranfport a Body of 
** Men into the Highlands ? he AnfwePd readily, "that he 
*^ knew well, that there were fo many there, where the Earl's 
** Eftate lay, who depended abfolutely upon him, that there 
"would be Men enough ready to go thither, or do what he 
^' required them : and that the Men were hardy and ftoutfor 
" any Service ; but the drawing a Body of them together, and 
*' Tranfporting them, would require, he doubted, more power 
" than the Earl himfelf had, or could be Matter of. He faid, 
** there were two Objeftions in view, and a third , that he 
" was not willing, for many reafons, to make. The firft was, 
•' that nothing of that Nature could be done without the Au- 
** thority and Power of the Marquis of Ommut, which, no 
"doubt, would be applied to any purpofe hisMajeily (hould 
"dired; yet that the Earl of Antr'm had behaved him(elf (o 
'"indifcreetly towards the Marquis, and fo unhandfomly di(^ 
" obliged him, that it could not but bethefevereft Command 
*' his Majefty could lay upon the Marquis, to enter into any 
*' kind of conjundtion, or converfation with that Earl. The 
^^fecondwas, that, though the Earl's Intereft could make as 
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" tnany Men as he dcfired, to enter into any Adion or En- 
" gagetnent he would prefaibe, he much doubted the Inyb 
^Commanderin Chief, who had the Military power of thofe 
" parts, would hardly permit a Body of thofe Men, Whicb 
** they reckon'd their bcft Soldiers, to be Tranfoorted j and 
" thereby their own ftrength to be leflcn'd ; which was an cb- 
jedionof Weight; and not mention'd before to the King, nor 
confider'd by him* Hefaid. ^' he was unwilling to make an- 
" other objeftion, which reflefted upon a Perfon fo dear to 
^* him, and for whom he would at any time lay down his Life • 
*' which was, that he much fear'd the Earl ot Antrim h:d not 
** fteadinefs of mind enough to go through with fuch an Un- 
*' dertaking, which otherwife would be as eafy as honour- 
«able. 

The King, well fatisfied with the Difcourfe he made, told 
him, " that he was not Himfelf without the fame apprehen- 
•* fions he had, and knew but one way to fecure the bufincfs, if 
^ he would undertake the Journey with him, by which all his 
•* fgars would be compos'd; His Counfel would govern the" 
^< Earl in all things, and his credit with the Marquis of Or-^ 
^^HMtU^ which Ihould be improved by his Majefty's recom- 
•* mendation, would prevent any prejudice in him towards 
•* the Earl. The King added, " that the Service it feif was 
M of fo vaft importance, that it might prefervehis Crown,.and 
** therefore his coddufting it, without which he faw little hope 
"ofSuccefs, would be a matter of great merit, and could not 
" be Unrewarded. O Neih feem'd wonderfully furpris'd with 
the PropoiStion, and in fome diibrder (which he could hand* 
ibmly put on When he would ) faid, '' that he would never 
^' diiobey any Command his Majefty would pofitively lay 
** upon him; but that he (hould look upon it as the greateft 
** misfortune that could befal him, to receive fuch a Com- 
'^ mand, as would deprive him of attending upon his Majefty 
** in the next Campagne, where he was fure there mull be a 
"Battle ; from which he hid rather lofehis life than be ab- 
**fcnt. Then he faid, ** though the Earl of Antrim was his 
*< Kinfman, and his Friend, and one who, he thought, lov'd 
" him better than he did any other Man, yet be was the laft 
"Man in England with whom he would be willing to joyn 
"inany Enterpriie; menrioning his Pride, and Levity, and 
Weaknefs, and many Infirmities, which made it appear 
more requifite, that a Wifer Man (hould have the application 
of his Intereft ; which he knew muft be himfelf The King 
reiiew*d his deGre to him, to undertake the Service, as the" 
greateft he could perform for him ; and commanded him to 
confer with the Lord Dighy^ who (hould inform him of all 
particulars, and (houkl hnd the beft way to nvake the Earl of 
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Anfrim to communicate the Afiair to him. and to wilh h^ 
Afliftance; which was eafily brought to pau^ nor was there 
anything relating to it that the Lord I>igi^ had not before im- 
parted to him \ though the King furpcded it not. 

Ths Lord Digiy had now brought the bufineb to the 
ftatc he wiQi'd ; and, within two or three davs^told the King 
'< how glad the Earl of jMrim was, that he had leave to 
'* communicate the matter with ONtih j and defired nothing 
''more than that hisMajefty would command him to go over 
''with him; whioi was an excellent point gained, wherein 
" he had himfelf chofen the Perfon, who was only fit to be 
" with him, whereas he might have been jealous, if he had 
'^been firft recommended to him. The Earl had, upon the 
" firft mention* of him, taken Notice of the Difficulty he 
"might find to draw his Men out of the Iri/!&. Qparters, by 
" the oppo(ition of thofe who Commanded there in d^ief ^ 
'* but, he faid, if the King would make Nnk go with him, 
" all that difficulty would be removed ; for Owm O Neik who 
'^ was Uncle to DanieL was the General of all the Irifb in 
^^Ulfier^ and incomparably the heft Soldier, and the Wifeft 
" Man that was among the Ir\lb Rd>els, having long ferv'd 
" the Kingof 5if>jri9 in FUmders in very emiisent Command ; 
"and the Earl faid, that he was fure Daniel had that aedit 
"with his Uncle, that he would not refufe at his requeft, ro 
"connire at what was neceflary for the Earl to do^ which 
•* was all he defired . 

The Lord Digty left not this circumftanoe, whidi he pre- 
tended never to have thought of before, unobferv'd, to ad- 
vance the Counfel he bad given for employing O JN^ii!f j whom 
he took occafion then to Magnify again ; ana told the King, 
" that he had already convinced the Earl of jMrtm^ of t& 
" folly of defiring any other Commiffion, than what the Mar- 
'^-(}uis oiOrmoudOLioiM find neceflary to give him } and how 
"impoQible it was for him to have any fuccels in that de- 
^* fign, without the chearful concurrence, and friendship of 
" the Marquis : which the Earl was now brought, to contefi, 
'^and folemnly promifed to doallhejbould beadvifed, to 
'^ compafs it. But after all this, he lamented "O l^ik*t ob- 
" ftinacc averfion to undertake the Journey , form*any reafoos ; 
'< who, he i^id, had engaged him, under all the obl^ations 
'^oftheFriendfliip that was between them, to prevail with 
'^ his Majefty, that he might not be abfent from his charge in 
" the Army, in a Seafon when there muft be fo much Adion, 
"and when his Majeftys Perfon, whom he fo dearly lov'd, 
'^ muft be in fo great danger ; and that he had told him fi^ee- 
"ly, that he could not honeftly move his Majefty to that 
"furpjfe, whom he knew to befopoflefledof the neceffity 
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^ of his going into Irebmd with the Earl, that he Oiould 
''defpsdr of the whole Eoterprife, which was the moft hope- 
'^ fill he had in his view, if he did not chearfuUy Tubmit to 
^ ad his part towards it : but that notwithftandiog all he had 
*'faid, by which he bad ihut out all farther importunity to- 
^^ wards himrelf, his Majefty muft exped: to be vtxy much 
^'ftruggled with ; and that O HeUi would lay himfelf at his 
^' ieet, and get all his Friends to joyn with him in a fupplica- 
*'tion for hts Majefty's ^zcufe; and that there was no more 
^^to be done, but that his Majdty, with Ibme warmth, (hould 
'* Command him to defift from fiirther Unportuoity, and to 
^comply with what he ihould expe& from him j which, he 
^^fidd, he knew would filence all nrther oppoficion : for that 
^ O MM<r had that entire refignation to his Majeft y's pleafure, 
^ that be would rather dye than ofiend him. Upon which, 
and to cut off all &rther Mediation, and Interpoficion, the 
King ppefently fent for him, and gracioufly oonjurd him, with 
as much paffionas he could (hew, *' to give over all thoughts 
^of excufe, and to provide for his Journey within three or 
'^ four days. 

All things bciM thus difpofed, and the King expeding 
every day that the ExA and O Nnb would take their leaves, 
the Lord Digty came to him, and faid, *^ M' O Ntik, had an 
^humble Suite to his Majefty at parting ; which to him did 
^^ not feem unreaibnable, ancl therefore be hoped his Majefty 
^ would ratfe the Spirits of the poor Man, fince he did be- 
*^ lieve in his Conlcience, that he defired it more for the ad- 
^'vaooementof hisMajefty's Service, than tofatisfy his own 
^ AmbttioB. He put him in mind of the '^ long pretence he 
'* had to be Groom of his Bed-Chamber, for the which he 
^^ could not choGtTe fait fay, that he had the Qi^ecn's prpmife, 
^ at the £une time when Tkrcy^ and Wilmot had the like for 
<< their Honours, which they had fince receiv'd theaccom- 
^' pitfliraent of: That his Majefty had not yet rejedted the 
*' Suite, but only defen^d the granting it; not without giving 
^^ him leave in doetime to hope it : That there could not be 
'^ fo proper a Seafon as this, for his Majefty to confer this 
^^ Grace : That Mr O Neik was without a. Rival, and, in the 
^'Eyes of all Men« equal to his pretence; and fo no Man 
^ could be oSendeci at the Succefi : That he was now upon 
" an emptoyment of great Truft, chofen by his Majefty as the 
^ only Ferftm who could bring an Enterprife of that vaft ex- 
^^paftatkm to a good end, bv his ConduA and Dexterity : 
^ That it muft be a Journey of |;reat expence, befides the ha* 
" ToxA erf it ; yet he asked no Money, becaufe he knew there 
^' was none to be had ; he begged only, that he might de* 
^^part with fucb a CharaOer, and Teftimony of his Ma- 
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<< jefty's favour and gobd opinion, that he mighc be thereby 
*^the better qualified to perform the cruft that was repofed 
** in him : That the conferring this Honour upon him^ at this 
^* time, would encreafe the Credit he had with the Earl of 
^' Antrim^ at leaft confirm his unconftant Nature, in an ab- 
^< foiute confidence in him : It would make htm more confi- 
"derable to the Marquis of Orimmd^ and the Council there, 
** with whom he mignt have occa6on often to confer about 
" his Majefty's Service ^ but above all, it would givq him that 
" Authority over his Country-men, and would be fuch an 
^* obligation upon the whole Ir^gft Nation (there having De- 
nver yet been any Ir^- man admitted to a place fo near the 
**Perfon of the King) that it might . produce unexpeded 
<' efiFeds, and could not fail of difpofing Owm O NeiUy the 
^' General, to hearken to any thing his Nephew Ihould ask 
«ofhim. 

How much rcafon foever this difcourfe carried with it, 
with all the infinuations'a very powerftil Speaker could add 
to it in the delivery, the Lord Digfy found an averfioo, and 
wearinefs in the King all the time he was fpeaking ; and 
therefore, as his laft efibrt, and with a Countenance as if he 
thought his Majefty much in the wrong, he concluded, *^ that 
"he doubted his Majefty would too late repent his aveifion 
^^ in this particular ; and that Men ought not to be fent upon 
^^ fuch Errands, with the ftfarp fenfe of any diiobligation : 
"That if his Majefty pleafed, he might fettle this AJSTair in 
" fuch a manner as O Neik might go away very well pleafed, 
"and his Majefty enjoy the greateft part of his rerolutk)n: 
" That O Nei/e (hould not be yet in fo near an attendance 
"about his Pcrfon: That the Employment was full of hazard, 
** and would require a great expence of time : •That he was a 
*^ Man of that Nature, as would not leave his bufinefe half 
** done, and would be afliamed to fee his Majefty 's face, be- 
'*fore there were fome very confiderable effeft of his Adi- 
" vity and Induftry ^ and confidering what was to be done in 
^^ Ireland^ and the pofture of Afifairs in EffgUnd, it might be 
" a vtry long time before O Neile. might find himfelf again in 
*^ the King's prefence, to enter upon his Office in the Bed- 
" Chamber i and therefore propofed, '^ that the hour he was 
^^ to leave Oxford, he might be fworn Groom of the Bed- 
"Chamber i by whioh he (houW depart only with a Title, 
^* the effeft whereof he (hould not be pofTefled of, before he 
" had very well de/erv'd if, and return'd again to his Ma- 
" jetty's prefence ; which, poflibly, might require more time 
^than the other had to live. This laft prevailed more than 
all the reft, and the imagination chat the other might be well 
iatisfied wi^ % place he (hpuld nevex ^njoy, m^de hi^ Majefty 
' fonicrir. 
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confeot, that, in the laft Article of time, he fhould be fworn 
before his departure; with which the other was well fatif- 
fied, making little doubt but that he fliould be able to difpatch 
that part of the bufinefs which was incumbent on him, in 
to (bort a time, as he might return to his attendance ip the 
Bed-Chamber (where he longed to be) fooner than the King 
expedled ; which fell out accordingly, for he was again with 
his Majefty in the Summer following , which was that of 
• forty four. ^ 

Whilst this Intrigne was carrying on for M' ONeiUy 
there was another, as unacceptable, fet on foot on the behalf 
of the Earl of An$rm ; for whole Perfon the King had as 
little r^ard or kindnefs, as for any Man of his rank. The 
Duchefs of Buckingham^ his Wife, was now in Oxford, whom 
the King always l^ard with favour; his Majefly retaining a 
moft gracious memory of her former Husband, whom. He 
thought, (he had forgotten too foon. This Lady, being of a 
great Wit and Spirit, when (he found that the King now • 
thought her Husband good for fomewhat, which he had ne- 
ver before done, was refolv'd he (hould carry with him fome 
teftimony of the King's efteem ; which, (he thought, would 
be at leaft fbme juftification of the afiedlion (be had mani- 
fefted for him. She told the King, ^^ that her Husband was 
*'fo eclipfed in Irelsnd, by the no- countenance his Majefty 
"bad ever fliew'd towards i>im, and by his preferring fome 
^^ who were his e(]uals, to degrees and trults above him, and 
" by raiiing others, who were in all refpe€ls much inferior to 
."him, to the fame Titk with him, and to Authority above 
"him, thatihebeliev'd he had not Credit and Intereft enough 
"to do the Service hedelired to do : That, in that Country, 
" the Lords and Greatcft Men had Reputation over thc^r Te- 
^^ nants and ValTals, as they were known to have prace from 
*' the King^ and when they were known to be without that, 
**they had no more power than to exaft their own juft Ser- 
<* vices. She lamented "the misfortune of her Husband, 
*' which (he had the more reafon to do, becaufe it proceeded 
^' from Her j and that, whereas he had reafon to have ex- 
" Defied, tkiat, by his Marriage with her, he might have 
** been advanced in the Court, and in his Majefty's favour, 
^' he had found fo little benefit from thence, that he might 
"well believe, as She did, that he fuffer'd for it: Other wife, 
** it would not have beerf pofSble for a Perfon of the Earl of 
^^ An^msE&zt^y and Intereft, and fo well qualified, as (he 
"had reafon to believe him to be in all re(peits, after the 
*'expence of fo much Money in attendance upon the Court, 
" to be without any mark or evidence of his Majeft y's favour ; 
"and to return now again in the fame forlorn Condition into 
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^^TrehM, would but give his Enemiet moreencouragttmenc 
'^co iofult over him, and to croTs any defigos be had to ad- 
^^yance his Majefty's Senrice. In Cooclufion flic defired, 
^'chat the King would make .her Husband a Marquts; with- 
out which, flie did as good as declare, that he fliould not un- 
dertake that Employment. Though his Majefty was neither 
Sdeafed with the matter, ner the manner, he did not difbern 
b (great an inconvenieoce in the gratifying him, as might 
weigh down the benefit he expefted with reference to Scaf- 
iatul'y which the Earl oF Mnnar^fi^ every da)r, widl great 
earndlhiefs, put him in mind of. Thereupon, he gave (>der 
for a Warrant to make the Earl of AiOfim a Marquis. 
r^Eofirf So He and O N^ky being well pieafed, begun their Jour- 
Moancrofe ney for Ireland 'j and at the fame time the Earl of Momttffi 



g^f*iv*M$' took his leave of the King With feveral Gentlemen, as if they 
J^*j*^'"meant to make their way togedier into Scvthmi, But the 
f!S«i M Earl of Mwufrbfiy after he had cominuted his Journey two or 



urmyi'sMiihxtQ days in that Equipage, which he knew could be no fe- 
*« iff^ cret, and that it would draw the Enemies Troops together for 
f"?*^. the Guard of all Pafles to meet with him, was fcnind miffing 
one Morning by his Company ; who, after ibme ftay and en- 
quiry, xeturn'd back to Oxford ^ whilft that Noble Perfon, 
with inaedible Addrefs and Fatigue, had not only quitted 
his Company, and his Servants, but hfs Horfe alfo,and found 
a fafe paflage, for the moft part, op foot, through all the 
Enemies Quarters, till he came to the very Borders ; from 
whence, by the affiftancie of FriAds whom he trufted,he 
found himielf fecure in the Highlands, where he lay quiet 
without undertaking any Aftion,until the Marquis of JbrfrMv, 
by the Countenance and AflSftance of the Marquis of Ormonde 
I did make good fo much of his undertaking, that he fent over 
Akxa^der Macd^tmel^ a ftout and an adive Offiott" (whom 
they call'd by an Irj/ft appellation Calkito) with a Regiment 
of fifteen hundred Soldiers; who Landed in the Highlands in 
. SeotloTidy at, or near the place tlmt had been agreed on, and 
where the Earl of Mouiitrofi was ready to receive themi 
which he did with great Jby j and quickly publifti'd his Com- 
miflion of being General for the King over all that King- 
dom. With this handful of Men brought together with thole 
circumftances. rcmember'd, he brought in fo many of his own 
Country-men to joyn with him, a; were ftrong chough to 
Arm themfelves at the Charge of their Enemies; whom they 
fir ft Defeated ;■ and every day enaeafed in power, till he 
Fought, arid prevail'd in lb many feveral Battles* that he made 
himfelf, upon the matter, matter of the Kingtlom ; and did 
all thofe ftupendous Afts, which deicrvedly are the Subjed 
pf % Hiftoi-y by It feif| excellently wrttteo in Latm by a 
' ' ' * Learned 
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Learned Prelate of that Nation. And this preamble to that 
FilOory was not improper for tUs relation, being made up 
of many feaet pa^bges known to few; in which the Artifices 
of Court were very notable^ and as myfterious as the Mo- 
tions in that Sphere life to be. There will be hereafter occa- 
fion, before the condufion of our Hiftory, to mention that 
><Toble Ix>rd again, and his Zeal for the Crowo^ before he 
came to his fad Cataftrophe. 

Thb King now found) that^ notwithftandtog all the divi* 
fions in die Parliament, and the faftions in the Qty, there . 
would be an Army ready to march againft him before he could 
put hifflfelf into a poftttte ready to receive it; and was there- 
fore the more impatient that the Prince ihouM leave Oxfrrd^ 
and bedn his Journey t^Jrii^; which he did within a fort- 
night ^er the expiration of the Treaty at Vxhrutgf. And 
fince the King did at that time, within himfelf (for publidtty 
he was contented that it fliould be otlxerwire believ'd j refolv^ 
that the Prince Ihotrid only keep his Court in the Weft, that 
they might be feparated from each other,, without engaging 
himfejf in any Martial Ai£tion, or being fo much as prefenc 
an anv Army, it had been very happy, and, to difcerning Men, 
feem d then a thing defiraUe, if his Majefty had removed his 
Conn into the Weft too^ either to Brift9ly or, which it may 
be had been better, to Exner, For iince Iteadmg and Almg" 
don were both poflfefled by the Parliament, and thereby Ox- 
fird become the head Quarter, itwas not ip fit that the Court 
fliould remain there ; which, by the multitude of Ladies, and 
Perfoos of Quality, who refided there, would not probably en- 
dure fuch an Attack of the Enemy, as the Situation of the place, 
and the good Fortifications which inclofed it, mi^t very well 
bear. Nor would the Enemy have fate down before it, till 
they had done thdr bufineft in ail other places, if they had 
cot prefum'd, that the Inhabitants within, would not be wil- 
ling to fubmit to any notable diftrefs. If, at this time, a good 
Garrifon had only been \th there, and alt t^e Court, and B^r- 
fons xk <>jality) remov'd into the Weft with the Prince, it 
would proE^bly have been a means fpeedily to have reduced 
to the King^s Obedience thofe fmall Garrifons, which ftood 
oiit ; and the King himfeif might, by the spring, have been 
^)e to have carried a good recruit of Men to hie Army, and 
might Hkewtfe have madeOx/^^the place of Rendezvous, at 
the time when it (bould be fit for him to take the Field. But 
the truA is, not only the Ladies, who were very powerful in 
fuch confulutions of State, Imt very few of the reft;, of whaic 
Degree, or Quality foever, who had excellent Accommoda*- 
tion^ in the Colleges, which they could not have found s^ny 
where eUe, would^ wiiliout extreme murffHirif«, have been 
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cpntent to have chang'd their Qtmrters. BeGdes, the King 
had that Royal ASedion for che Umverficy, thac he thought 
it well d^ferv'd the honour of his own Preleoce ; and always 
refolv'd, that it fliould be never fo expos'd to the extremity of 
War, as to fall into thofe barbarous hands, without making 
ail nece(&ry Conditions for the prefervacion of fo Venerable a 
place from R apine, Sacrilege, and deftruAion. 

Thus that confideration of removing (he Court from 
thence, was only feerecly enter'd upon, and laid afide, without 
, making it the fubjedt of any Publick Debate : and fince the 
other could not have been efieded, it had been well if the 
whole Council which was aflign'd to attend the Prince, had 
been obliged to have performed that Service. But both the 
Duke o[Eui?momdy and the Ezrlof Sotatampta^f ^Mcn of pesLt 
Reputation and Authority, excufed themlelves to the King, for 
not fubmitting to that his Command, and for defiring to con- 
tinue ftill about his Perfon ; the one thinking it fome diminu- 
tion to his gneatnefs to be at, any diftaoce from his Majefty ; 
to whom he had adher'd with that fignal Fiddity and Af^- 
&ion, when fomany had deferted him ^ the other being new- 
ly Married, and engaged in a Family, which he could nor, 
without great inconveniencies, have left behind him ; nor 
without more have carried with him. Nor was the King diflS- 
cult in admitting their excufes, having named them rather to 
obviate fome jealoufies, which were like to be enterrain'd 
upon the firft difoourfe of fending the Prince into the Weft, 
than that he believed they would be willing to be engaged in 
the Service. However, it waseafytobeforefeen^ that, upon 
any ill accidents, which were like enough to fall out, they 
who were ftilloblig'd to that duty, would not have reputation 
enough toexaft that general fubraiffion, and obedience, which 
ought to be paid to the Commands of the Prince; of which 
there was fliortly after too manifeft evidence. 
SrjmhnHO' T H E R E was an Ad of Divine Juftice about this time exe- 
thara ««^ cuted by thofe ^.tWeSimmfier^ which ought not to be forgotten 
At 4 ci«r/t/*'^ *^ relation of the Afliairs of this year ; and which ought to 
War : 6«ribhave caufed very ^ufeful lefledtions to be made by many who 
0rt c*n^ were equally engag'd ; fome of whom afterwards did under- 
*'**y»/''''goe the fame face. There hath been often mention before of 
Mndid. g, y^^ Hetham, who (hut the Gates of HuU againft the King, 
and refiiied to give him entrance into that Town, when he 
came thither attended only by his own Servant?, before the 
beginning of the War; and was, in truth, the immediate 
caufe of the War. It was the taore wonderful, that a Perfon 
of a full and ample Fortune, who was not difturbed by any 
Fancies in Religion, had un^qui^ftion'd duty to the Crown, and 
reverence for the Governmentlb«i(h of Church and State,

Ihould fo fbolifhly expofe Himfelf^ and his Family, of great 
Antiquity, to comply with the humours of thofe Men whofe 
Perfons he did not much efteem,and whofe defigns he perfedUy 
decefted. Bur, as his particular Animofity againft the Earl of 
Strafford^ gril engaged him in that Company, io his Vanity 
and Ambition, and the Conceffions the King had made to their 
unrealbnable demands, made him concur rarth^r with them, 
than his own judgement difpofed him to. He had taken upoo 
him the Government of HUly without any apprehenfion, or 
imagination, that it would ever make him acceuary to Rebel- 
lion ^ but believ'd, that, when the King and Parliament (hould 
be reconciled , the eminence of that Charge would promote 
him toforne of thofe rewards and honours, which that Party 
refolv'd to divide among themfelves. When he found him* 
ielf more dangeroufly and defperately Embarked than he ever 
intended to be, he bethought himfelf of all poflible ways to 
disintangle himfelf, and to wind himfelf out of the Labyrinth 
he was in. His Comportment towards the Lord Dig^y and 
u0>bumhamy and his Inclinations at that time, have been 
mentioned before at large; andfrom that time, the entire con- 
fidence the Parliament had in his Son, and the vigilance and 
jealdufy that he was known to have towards his Father, was 
that alone that prefer v'd him longer in the Government. Be- 
fides that they had fb conftituted the Garrifon, that they knew 
it could never be in the Father's power to do them hurt. But, 
after this, when they difcover'a fome alteration in the Son's 
behaviour, and that the Pride and Btubbornefs of his Nature 
would not fuSer him to fubmit to the Command of the Lord 
Fahfaxy and that fuperiority over both his Father and Him, 
with which the Parliament had invefted that Lord, and bad 
fome inkling of fecret Meflages between the Marquis of Niw^ 
Caftle^ and young Hotkam, they caufed both Father and Son 
to be fuddainly feifed upon, and fent up Prifoners to the Par- 
liament ; which immediately committed them to the Tower, 
nipon a charge of High Treafon. 

Though there was Evidence enough againft them, yet 
they had fo many Friends in both Houfes of Parliament, and 
fome of diat Intereft in the Army, that they were prefcrv'd 
from farther profecution, and remained long Prifoners in the 
Tower without being brought to any Trial; fothat they bc- 
liev'd their Punifliment to be at the higheft. But when that 
Party prevail'd that refolv'd to new Model the Army, and to 
ifiake as many examples of their rigour and feveritj^, as might 
terrify all Men from falling from them, they calld importu- 
nately, that the two Hatkam's might be try«d at a Court of 
War, for their Treachery and Treafon ; and they who had hi- • 
tberto pfefprv'd them, had now loft their Intereft j fo that 

they 
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they wer€ both brought to their Trial, fome little time before 
Che Treaty at Ux6riidffy and both condemned to lofe their 
Heads. The principal Charge agaioft the Father was, his fiif- 
fering the Lord Di^iy to efcape ; and a Letter was produoed, 
by tl^ Treachery of a Servant, 2^ainil the Son, which he had 
fent to the Marquis ofNevj-CaftS. The vile artifices that were 
ured both before and after their Trial, were fo barbarous, and 
inhuman^ as have been rarely prafticed amouChriftians.* 

The Father was firft condenn'd to fuflfer upon a day 
appointed , and the Son afterwards to be executed in lite 
manner the day following : The Night before, or the very 
Morning, that S^JohnHothsm was to dye, a Reprieve was 
fent from the Houfe of Peers to fufpend his executimfor three 
days. The Comnaons were highly incenfedatthispreliimption 
in the Lofds ^ and to prevent the like roilchief for the fixture, 
they made an Order <' to all Mayors, Sherifli, BayliSs, and 
. ** other Minifters of Juftice, that no Reprieve flxxild be grant- 
*'ed, or allow'd for any Perfon agatnft whom the fentenoe of 
"Death was pronounced, except the fame had pafled, and 
*'had the confent of both Houles of Parliament; and that if- 
**it pafled only by the Houfe of Peers, itfbpuid be looked 
"upon as invalid and void, and execution fiiouldnotbe there- 
^' upon forborne, or fufpended. By this acckient the Son was 
brought to his Execution before his Father, ispon the day 
on which he was fentenced to fufier ; who dyed with Cou- 
rage, aad reproaching ^^ the ingratitude of the Parliament,and 
*^ their continuance or the Wiar j concluded, " that, as to them, . 
*' he was very innocent, and had never been guiky of Treafon. 
The Father was brought to theScafibld the next day: For the 
Houfe of Commons,to ihe w their Prerogative over the Lords, 
fent an Order to the Lieutenant of the Tower, that he (hould 
caufe him to be Executed that very day, which was two days 
before the Reprieve granted by the Houfe of Peers was ex* 

C'red. Whether he had yet fome promife from Feters^ that 
\ (hould only be (hew'd to the People, and fo retum'd bk 
again to the Tower, which was then generally reported, and 
teliev'd, or whether he was broken with delpair (which is 
more probable) when he faw that his Enemies prevaiTd fo 
far, that he could not be permitted to li^e thole two days 
which the Peers had granted him, certain it is that the poor 
Manappear'd fodifpirlced, that he fpokebut few words after 
he came upon theScafibld, and fuSer'd his ungodly Co&feSir 
Peters y to tell the People " that he had reveal'd himfelf to 
^'him, and confefs'd his Ofiences againft the Parliament; and 
. fo he committed his Head to the block. This was the woeful 
Tragedy of thefe two unhappy Gentlemen ; in which there 
were fo many circumftances ot an unufual Nature, that the 
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knmediate band of Almighty God could not but appear in it ' 
to all Men who knew their Natures^ Humours, and Tranf- 
a£ttoi». 

S I N c 8 the laft Office of a General, with reference to the 
King's Quarters, which the Earl of £^x performed before he 
foond it neceflEury to furrcnder his Commiuion to the Parlia* 
menc, was done before the end of this year, it will be pro* 
per in this place to mention it, both in refpea of the Nature 
of the thing itfelf, and the Circgmftances with which it was 
condu&ed, it being a Letter fign'd by the Earl of Effix^ and 
lent by a Trumpet to Prince Buftrty but penned by a Com- 
mittee of Parliament, and perufed by both Houies before it 
was fign'd by their General; who uied, inalldifpatches made 
by Himfelf, to obierve alidecency In the forms. It was a 
very iniblent Letter, and up(b a very infolent occafion. The 
Parliament had , fome Months before, made an Ordinance 
againft giving Quarter to any of the Ir^ Nation which ihould 
be taken Prifoners, either at Sea or Land ; which was not 
taken notice of, or indeed known to the King, till long after ; 
though the Earl of Jfkrvki, and the Officers under him at 
Sea, had as often as he met with any Irifi) Frigacs, or fuch 
Freebooters as (ailed under their Commiffion, taken all the 
Sea Men who became Pri(bners to them of that Nation, and 
bound them back to back, and thrown them over board into 
the Sea, without diftinftkinof their condition, if they were 
Jr^. In this cruel manner very many poor Men periihed 
daily; dFwhidu when it was generally known, theKin^faid 
nothing, hxauie nond of thofePeribns were in his Majefty's 
Servk^e;. and how bart>arous{bever the proceedings were, \u$ 
Majefty could not complain of it, without uodei^oing the re- 
proach of being concerned on the behalf, and in favour of the 
Rebels of iir^^km^. 

But there had been lately* in fome Service at Land, fome 
Prifoners taken of the King's Troops, and upon pretence that 
they were Irj/!^men, as many as they thought to be of that 
Nation, were all hanged, to the Number of ten or twelve. 
Whereupon, Prince EMperty having about the time when he 
heard of that barbarity, taken an egual Number of the Parlia- 
ment SoUiers, caufed Them likewife to be hanged upon the 
next Tree ; which the Parliament declared to be an A& of 
great injufticej and cruelty ; and appointed the Earl of Effex 
to expoftulate it with Prince Ibifertyery rudely, in the Let- 
ter they had caufed to be penn'd for him, and to fend a Copiy 
of their Ordinance, enclofed in thefaid Letter, with expref- 
fions full of reproach, for his " prefumption in making an . 
"Ordinance of Theirs, the Argument to juftify an Adionof 
^^fo much inhumanity; which was the firft knowledge the 

King 
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Kinghftd of any fudi DeclaratioD, wichidcreoce to the War 
inBtglaad; nor had there been , from the begioniiig of it, 
any fuch example made- Prince Ibfert return'd fuch an As- 
fwer as was reafonable, and with a tbarpnefi equal to the pro- 
vocation,- and fent it to the Earl of Effix-j who, the day be- 
fore he received if, had given up his Commii&on; but feot 
itimmedkteiytotbetwoHoufes, who were exceedingly en* 
raeed at it ; ibme cf them faying, ^ that they wonder'd it was 
^K> lonfi; on the way, for that certainly it bad beeii prepared 
<<at Ux&«/ff. 
TWTrvW It was upon the fourth of itttr^^, that the Prince parted 
^ ^*'? f'^^^ ^^ ^^ ^^ Father ^ and, about a Week after, came to 
^£Ltu!L ^^^h where he was now to aA apart by Himfelf, as die 
^^ Bd^ Arairs (hould require, or rather where he was to fit ftiU with- 
ftol. out afiing any thing ; the end being, as was (aid before, only 
that the Ring and the Prince might not be ezpofed at the 
fametitaie to the fame danger^ without any purpofe that he 
(hould raiie any more ftrength, than was neceffiury to the fe- 
curity of his own Perfon ; or that indeed he (hould move far- 
ther Weft ward than that City. His Highnefs had not bsea 
there above two or three days, when Letters were intercepted, 
that difcover'd a defign of fFaHety who had pa(s'd by the Lord 
Garmg^ and put relief into Tsimifm^ and hoped to have fur- 
prifed Briffol in his return; whereupon twcf or three of his 
Correfpondenrs fled out of that City, and the reft were fo di- 
fpirited with thedifcovery, that they readily con(ented to any 
thing that was ^opofed. So the Lord Heftom put all thin^ 
intofo good aPofture, that there wasnohurther caufe to ap- 
prehend TPkBer ; and he himfelf was required to return to 
LMJoiBy to deliver up his Commiifion upon die Se^-tUt^m^ 
OrJmance. 
Thus ended the year 1^44, which (hall conclude thisBook.

WE are now entring upon a time, rhe repre- tiafdnai^m 
fenration and deicription whereof, niuft 21^' '^j'^iL 
needs be themoft unpleafant, and ungrate- .,^,^' 
ful to the Reader, in refpeft of the Sub- 
jea matter of it ; which willconfift of no 
lefs weaknefs and foJlv, on the one fide, than of malice and 
wickednefs, on the other; and the moft unagreeable and diffi- 
cult to the Writer, in regard, thathefliall, probably, pleafe 
very few who afied thentipon the Srage of bufinefe, but muft 

![ive very fevere Charafiers of the Perfons, and feverely ccn- 
iire the Aftions of many, who wifli'd.very well, and had 
not the leaft thought of difloyalty or infidelity, as well as of 
thofe, who, with the moft deliberate impiety, profecuted their 
defign to ruin and deftroy the Crown : A time, in which the ' 
whole ftock of Aflfeftion, Loyalty, and Courage , which at 
firft alone engaged Men in the Quarrel, feem'd to be quite 
fpent, and to be fucceeded by negligence, lazinefs, inadver- 
tency, and dejeftion of Spirit, contrary to the Natural tem- 
per, vivacity, and conftaticy of the Nation : A time, in which 
they who pretended moft publick^heartednefs, and did really 
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wiih the King all the greatneft he defired co prererve for him- 
felf, didfaaifice Che publickPeaoe^ and the fecurity of their 
Mafter to their own paffions and appetites, to their ambition, 
and animofitiesagainft each other, without the ieaft defign of 
Treachery, or damage towards his Majefty : A time, in which 
want of dubretton, and meer foUy, produced as much mif- 
chiefj as the moft barefaced Vtllany aiuld have done ; iq which 
the King fufler'd as much, by the irrefolucion, and unfteadi- 
nefsof hisownCounfcIs, and bytheiil humour, and fafiion 
ofhis Counfellors, by their not forefeeing what was evident 
to moft other Men, and by their jealou&s of what was not 
like to fall out j fometimes by deliberating too long without 
refolvine, and as often rcfoivip^ without any deliberatioo, 
and moft of all, not executing Vigoroufly what was delibe- 
rated and reiblv'd, as by the indefatkable induftry, and the it- 
refiftible power and ftrengch of bis Enemies. 

All thefe things rauft hp very particularly enlarged upon, 
and expofed to xhp naked View* in the Re}atioq of what fell 
out in this year, i6^Sy in which we are engaged, except we 
will fwerve from that precife Rule of ingenuity, and integri- 
ty, we profefs toobferve; and thereby Jeave the Reader more 
perplexed, to fee the molt prodigious accidents fall out, with- 
out difcerning the no lefs prodigious c^ufes whipb prodttped 
them ^ which Would lead him into as wrong an eftirnate of 
things, and perfwade him to believe, that a univer&l corru- 
ption of the hearts of the whole Nation had brought forth 
thofe lamentable efiefts ; whereas they proceeded only from 
the foUy and the frowardnefs, from the weaknels and the wil- 
fulnefs, the pride and the paffion of particular Perfinis^ wbofe 
Memories ought to be charged with their own evil Aftions, 
rather than that the Infamy of them (hould be laid on the Age 
wherem they liv'ds which did produpe as many Men emi- 
nent for their loyalty and incoritioted fidelity to the Crown, 
as any that 'had preceded it. Nor is it poOible to difcourfe 
of all thefe parpculars, with the cleamefi that is neoeflary to 
Subjeft them to Common underftandings, without opening 
a door for fuch reflexions upon the King htmielf , as fbaU 
feemto call both his Wifdom, and his St^inefs into quefti- 
on, as if he had wanted the one to apprehend and difcover, 
and the other to prevent, the Mifchiefs which threatened him. 
All which confiderations might very well difcourage, and even 
terrify me from profccuting this part of the Work, with fuch 
a freedon^and opennefs, as muft call many things to memory 
which are forgotten, or were never fuflSciently underftood; 
and rather perTwade me to fatisfy my feif, with a bare rela- 
tion of what was done, and with the known evtnt of that 
miferal^Ie year ( which, in trutbi produced all tluit foUow'd 
I in 
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iniheTacceedtngjears) without prying coo ftriftly into the 
caufesof thofe rlroftt, aod fo let them reem rather to be tht 
prodadion of Provicfence, and the inftanccs of Divine dif- 
pleaTu^^ than (hew how they prbceed from thfc weakneTt and 
inadvenenqf of Men, not totally abandoned by God Al- 
mighty to the moft unruly lufta iof their own appietite , and 
inventtona. 

Bu T I am too far embarked in thia Sea already, and have 
proceeded with too much fimplicity and fincerity with re* 
ferencb to Things, and Perfom, and in the exarhinarions of 
the grounds, and overfights of Counfels, to be now frighted 
with theprofpeft ofthofe Materials, which muft be compre- - 
hendcd within the relation of this year's tranfadtions I know 
my felf tobevery free from any ofthofe Paffions which na- 
turally tranfport Men with prejudice towards thie Perfona 
whoih they are obliged to mention, and whole Adlions they 
are at liberty to cenrure. There is not a Man who aded the 
worft pare, ih this exifuing year, with whom I had ever the 
leaft difierence, or Perfonal unkindneS, or tdwaMs whokn L 
had not much inclination of ktndn^fi, or fh>m whom I did 
not receive all invitations of farther endeirtiients. There 
were many who were not free from very great faults, and 
overfights in the Counfels of this year, with whom I had 
great Frifendlhip, and which I did not difcontinueu)>on thofe 
unhappy overfights; nor did flatter them when they were 
paft, by ercufiag what they had done. I knew moft of the 
things my ielf wmch I mintibn, and therefore can Anfwer for 
the Truth of therii ; and Other riibft important particularity 
which were traniadted in plates very diHant from me, were 
tranfmttted to fxie, by the Ring's ifntnediate diredHon and or- 
der, eVen after he wa$ in the hahdsatid power of the Enemy, 
out of his own Memorials, atld Journals. And as he was al- 
ways fcvcre to himfelf, ,in cfcnfuring his own overfights, lb 
he could not but Well forefee, that many of the misfortunes 
ofthisenfiiing year, would rcfleft iiponfbme want of refo- 
lution in Himfelf, as Well as upon the gh>ft errors, and over- 
fights, jo call them no worfe^ ofthofe who were traded hy 
htm. Wherefore as I firft undertook this diffirult work with 
His approbation, and by His encouragement , and for His 
vihdicatioh, f(? I enter uDoh this part of it, principally, that 
the world may fee (at leaft if there be ever a fit feafon for 
fuch a Communication; Which is hot like to be in this pie- 
ferit Age ) how difficult it was for a Prince, fo unworthily 
reduced to thofe ftreights his Majeftywasin, to find Mihi- 
fters, and Inftrumcms, equal to the great Work that was to 
Be done j and how unlikely it was for him to have better foc- 
^cfs under their conduft whom it was then very proper for 
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h|tn to tnift with icj and then, without my beiog over folli- 
citous to abfolve him from thofe miftakesi and weaknefles, 
to which he was in truth fometimes liable, he will be found 
not onlv a Prince of admirable Virtue, and Pietv, but of great 
parts of Knowledge and Judgement j and that the moft &nal 
of his Miifortunes proceeded chiefly from the modefty oT his 
Nature, which kept him from trufiing himfelf enough, and 
made him believe, that others difoem'd better, yvho were 
much inferior to him in thofe faculties j and fo to depart 
often from his own realbn, to follow the opinions of more 
unskilful Men, whofe aflfeAions he believ'd to be unqucftion- 
V able to his Service. And fo we proceed in our relation of 
matter of F^. 

What expedationfoever there was* that tb^ Self-Jenymg 
OrJhumce. after it had, upon fo long deliberation, {^fled the 
Houfe of Comnoons, would have been rejeded andcafk out 
hy the Peers ; whereby the Earl of Effex would ftill have re- 
main'd General ; it did not take up to long Debate there. 
The Marquis of Argjk^^ now comcitom Scotland^ and face 
with the Commiffioners of that Kingdom, over whom he had 
a Ereat afcendent. He was, in matters of Religion, and ia 
relation to the Churdu purely Presbyterian ; but in matter 
of State, and with reference to the War, perfeAIy Indepen* 
dent. He abhorr'd all thoughts of Peace, and ihax the King 
fiiould ever more have the Government, towards whofe Per- 
ibn, notwithftonding the infinite obligations he bad to him, 
he had always an inveterate malice* He had made a fafi; 
FriendQiip with S' Harry Fane^ during his late being in Scot- 
land J and they both liked each others Principles in Govern- 
ment. From the time of His coming to the Town , the 
Scotijb Commidioners were lefs vehement in obftruding the 
Ordinance, or the new modelling the Army: fo that after it 
came to the. Houfe of Peers, though thereby the Earl of J^x, 
the Earl of Manchefier^ the Earl ofWarwtck^ and the Earl of 
Deutigjh ( whofe power and authority , that is^ the power, 
credit, and authority, of the three firft named, had abfolutely 
gQvem'd andfway'd that Houfe from the beginning ) were to 
be difpoOefled of their Commands, and no Peer of EnglMui 
capable of any employment either. Martial, or Civile yet the 
Ordinance found little Oppofition, and the old Argument, 
. ^^ that the Houfe of Commons thought it neceflary, and that 
^^ it would be of mifchievous Confequence to diflcnt from the 
^^ Houfe of Commons, fo far prevailed, that it pafled Ae 
n*5'*/A<if- Houfe of Peers likewife^ and there remained nothing to be 
njing ordi- donc, but the Earl of Effex's Surrender of his Commiffion 
"«X nf^r*^"^^ the hands of che Parliament, from whom he had receiv'd 
lyi^di. '^> which was thought neceflary lo be done with the fame 
I formality 
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fbrtoality in which be had been invefted with ic F4iffw$i wsii 
now named, and declared General, though the Earl of Bffeai 
made noc haft to furrenderhis Commiilldn; fo that fome 
Men imagined, that he would yet have contefied it: but he 
was not tor fuch eoterprires, and did really beliere that thc^ 
Parliament would again have need of him, and his delay was 
only to be well advifed, in all the circumftances of the fbr*^ 
mality. In theend it was agreed, that, at a conference of bocH 
Houies in the Painted- Chamber, he (hould deliver his Oom- 
miffion ^ which he did. And becaufe he had no very plau- 
fible faculty in expreffing himfelf, he choietodo it in Wr^- 
ing ^ which he delivered to them ^ wherein he declared, '^ with 
^^ what Afieftion and Fidelity he had ferv'dthem, and as hef 
^^ had often ventur'd his Life for them, fo he would willingly 
** have loft it in their Service; and fincc they believ'd, that 
^^ what they had more to do would be better performed by 
^^ another Man, he fubmitted to their judgement, and reftored 
'^ their Commiffion to them ^ hoping they would find an abler 
^^ Servant: concluding with fome cxpreffions which madeifl 
manifeft that he did not think he bad been well ufed, or that 
they would be the better for the change: and fo left them^ 
and returned to his own Houfe; whither bochHoufes,* the7W£tr/«/ 
next day, went to attend him, and to return cheir thanks fo*f^*2[%l' 
the great Service he had done the Kingdom ; which they ac-J^Y*^' 
knowledged with all the Encomiums, and flattermg Attribotes^^ 
they CQuld devife. 

By this Self^dimiHgOrdmante^ together with the Earl ot^ndDi^i 
Efexy the Earl oXMancbefier^ S^wmtrnWaOety the Barlof*f<»' oiS;: ' 
jyenhigb , Major General Majfy^ loft their CommaasdlB^ fl]l''^'* 
Cr0ffiKue//fliould likewife have done. But aflbon as the OtAi^ 
nance was cofled, and before the Refignation of the E^l of 
Bffix^ the Farty that fteerd, hadcaufed him tobefent witli 
a Body of Horfe into the Weft, to relieve T^wm^m,- that hk 
might be abfencat the time when the other Officers delivered 
their Commiffions; which was quickly obferv*d j and thete- 
upon Orders were given, to require his prefent Atteodasice' 
in Parliament j and that their new General QioUld fendfotse 
other Officer to attend that Service \ which was pretended to 
be done ^ and the very day named, by which, it was aver r'd 
that he would be in the Houfe. A Rendezvous was then ap- 
pointed, for their new General to take a View of their. Troop^^ 
that he mif^t appoim Officers to fucceed thofe who had left 
their G>mmand8 by Virmeof the Ordinance^ and likewife 
in Their places who gave up their Commands, and- refufed. 
to ferve in the new Model , who were a great number of 
their beft Commanders. From this Rendezvous, th6 Ge- 
neral foot to defire the Parliament, ^ chat they would givd 
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''LJeuteoam General cy^wwiU leave to ftay with him for 

<< IbiDefew 4ay6> for his better kiforn)atioti» without which, 

^^he Qiould not be able to perform what they expcded from 

** him. Thcrcqucft feeming fo rcafooable, and being for fo 

Ibort a time 9 little oppoficion was made to ic : and (hortly 

after, by another Letter, hedcfir'd with very muchearneft- 

nefr^ "that they would iAow croprweB to (erve for that Cam- 

^^pagne. Thus they compaQed their whole defigo, in being 

Cromwell rid of all thofc whofe aflfcctions they knew were not agree- 

miy fudt able to Theirs, and keeping CremmeU in Command 9 who, in 

•»^'.J! the.Name of Rw/«f, Model/d the Army, and placed fuch 

m^\!u^^^^^^ ^ ^^^^ well known to Him, and ro no body elfe; 

•MP tA9d»ii and abfolutely govem'd the Whole Martial Afiairs ; as was 

9kt .Armj quickly known to all Men i many particulars whereof will be 

w^iir F*i'-inentiony at large hereafter. 

"• T HOUGH the time fpent in palling the SelftUi^g Ordi- 

nancfy and afterwards in new modelling their Army, had ex- 
oecdingly retarded the preparations the Enemy was to make, 
before tney oouldtaketbeField,whereby the King had more 
bieathing time^an he had reafon toesrped ^ yet all the hopes 
he had of Recruits, againft that Seafon, depended upon the 
A&ivity of th«^ to whofe Care the providing thofe Recruits 
was committed : ib that there will be little Occafion to men* 
tion anything that was done at Oxford^ till the Seafon of the 

Etr obiig'd his Matefty to leave that place^ and ro march with 
Army into the Field. Of all the Adion that was till that 
, time, die Weft was the Scene; where the Prince, afibon as 
' he caioe to Br^^lj found much more to do ( and in which 
be could not avoid to meddle ) than had been forefeen. One 
very great end of the Prince's Journey into the Weft, befides 
the other of more importance, which has been named before, 
wai9 th^' by Plis prefence, dire&ion, and authority, the many 
FadttObs and-Animofities between particular Perfons of Qua- 
..iity, aodlntereft ia thofe Parts, eoual in their afieftions to 
the King's Service ( yet they miferably infefied and diftrafted 
it ) might be compofed, and recondl'd ; snd that the endea- 
vours of all Men who wiihed well, might be united in the ad- 
vancing and carrying on that publick Service, in which all 
tb^ir joynr happinefs and fecurtty was coocern'd. This Pro- 
vince) befides ihe Prince's immediate countenance, and inter- 
poGcion,' required great diligence and dexterity in thofe about 
him, who were trufted in thofe Afl&irs. But his Higbnefs 
fbuiid quickly another task incumbent on him than had been 
expe&od, and a Mifchief much more difficult to be maftered, 
and Which, if unnufter'd, muft inevitably produce muCb worfe 
.^fl&<9!S, than the other could^ which was, the* ambition, emu- 
kiioff, and conteft, between feveral Officers* of the Army and 
Farcies,

at the time when the Prince firft came to Brifi&l. f BrliUi. 

TttE Lord Gormg had been fentby his Majefty, before the 
timeoftlie Prince's cotntng into the Weft, widi fuchaPirty 
of Horfe, Foot, and Dragoons, and aTtainof Artitiery, as 
he defired, \x\ioHamffhir9^ upon a defigirof bis own,. of mak- 
ing an Incurfion into Snjfix ; where he pretended ^ he had cor* 
** refpondence ; and that very many well afieded Perfons pro^ 
^^ mifed ro rife, and declare for the Kiog,and that Ktwi would 
^^do the fame. And {o a Commiflion was granted to him, of 
L.teutenant Geoerai of Hamfflwe^ ^^^^/ <$''vmy, and kW, 
without the leaft purpofe or imagination thait he fhould ever 
be near the Prince. Some attempts he made, ijTi the beginning, 
upon Chrifl Churchy in Mtm^mty a little ufdbrttfed Fi(her« 
Town ; yet was beaten off with loTs: So that he was forced 
to rerire to Smtistury^ where his Horfe committed the fame 
horrid outrages, and barbarities, as they had done in limf^ 
fbirt^ wirhotit diftindtion of Friends or Foes; fo thatthde 
Parts, which before were well devoted to the King, worried 
by OppreflRon, wifhed for theaecefs of any Forces to redeem 
them. Whillt the Lard^str/afg- lay fruidefcly in thofe Parts, a 
Party of Horfe and Dragoons, under the Command of ^it- 
drusiei a German^ pafled by him without interruption^ to the 
relief of TSnrarf^, then blocked up by Colonel mwdham^ and 
reduced to feme ftreights; and accordingly efieded it. About 
the feme time, S' Walter kafthgSy Governour of Pcrt/affJj fe- 
conded by Sr Lemf Dives ( who' had thfe ComiDand of Dor* 
Jh-Jbiri asColonclGeneral) had furprifed Jf&f«»«tfA, and pof* 
feflfed the Forts, and the upper Town; the Rebels having 
withdrawn rhemfeives into the lower Town, divided from 
the other by an Arm of the Sea , and of no confiderable 
ftrengch : (o that the fpeedy reducing that fmall place was not 
looked upon as a matter of diflSiculry. However, left thofe 
Forces which had relieved TtnmtM^ and were conceived to 
be much greater than in truth iHey were, fliould be able to 
dtfturb the work of Weymeuth^ and for the fooner expediting 
the bufinefs there, the Lord Goring, now pretending' that his 
Friends inSuffex ^n&Kent were nor ready for him, was by Or- 
der from Orfordy upon his own defire, fcnt thither^ whereby 
it was thought, both the work of WHyrftntb^ and Tdmftm^ 
wotxld be fpecdily cfibfted. Thereupon the Lord Hoffem^ 
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whofe right it was to Command in thofe Counties as Field- 
Marfiial of the Weft, being fent down bv the King to cem^ 
poie cbediibrders there^ upon the relief or Tkios^Mt, was, by 
ipedal Order, recalled to Bri/fpl, left there might be difpute 
of Command between Him and the Lord Garh^; the one be- 
ing General of the Ordinance, the other General of the Horfe ; 
but thel^rd Hoptm was likewife Field- Marflial of the Weft, 
in which the Lord G0rh^ had no Commiflion to Command. 
Short l t after the Lord Garkf£s arriral about Wym^utb^ 
with his full ftrength of Horfe, Poor, and Dragoons, and 
Artillery, oonfifting of above three thoufand Horfe, and fifteen 
hundred Foot, befides what he found in thofe parts, that place 
of fo vaftlmportance, was, bymoft Supine N^ligence at beft, 
retaken by that contemptible Number of the Enemy, who had 
been beaten into the lower Town, and who were looked upon 
as Prifoners at Mercy. TJs^ myfteries of which fatal loft 
were never enquired into; but with great plainnefi, by ithe 
Voce of the Country, imputed to General Garhtg*s natural want 
of Vigilance; who thereupon retired with his whole ftrength 
into S^merJHJhire. His Highnefs, upon his arrival at Bryfol^ 
found the Weft in this Condition ;^ All Dwfit-fljire entirely 
poflefled by the Rebels, fave only what S' lims Dives could 
proted by his fmall Garrifon at Sheriorm^ and the Ifland of 
Fortlandy which could not provide for its own Subfiftence : 
the Garrifon ofTaunton^wv&i thatPartv of Horfe and Dragoons 
which relieved it, commanding a very large circuit,and difturb- 
ing other parts in Semerfit-Jbirf: Devtmjhin intent upon the 
blocking up of Pfytmatftby at one end, and open to incurfions 
from Lyme^ and prejudiced by TtunOm^ at the other end : The 
King's Garrifons, in all three Counties, being ftronger in For- 
tifications (which yet were not finiflied in anyplace, and but 
begun in fome) than in Men, or any Provifions to endure an 
Enemy : whtlft the Lord Goriwg'^ Fbrces equally infefted the 
borders cifDarJHy S&merfity and Devm^ by unheard cf Rapine, 
without applying themfelves to any Entprprize upon the Re- 
bels. Cmsvif/indeed was entire; but being wholely aiSgn^d to 
the blocking up of Pfymotab^ yielded no fupply to any other 
Service, or cothe providing its own Garrifons againft the time 
that they might be vifited by an Enemy. 

SiK Vf^ilRam Waller and CramweBj marched together about 
this time towards the Weft, and paifing through Wiltjhire^ 
had routed, and taken the whole Regiment of Horfe of Co- 
lonel L^, the High SherifiPof that County, by his great de- 
, fed of Courage, and Condud; and feem'd to intend an at- 
tempt upon General G^rMg; who was fo muchftartled with 
(he noife, at a great diftance, that he drew his Forces (o far 
)V^ft of Tiu0w^ that Famhfske had an opportunity to retire 
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with that Body of Horfe and Dragoons widi which he had 
relieved nmaamy to his fellows; whilft the Kin^s Forces re- 
poled themfelves upon the borders of Devmh/bire, the Lord 
Gari$^ himfelf, and moft of his principal Officers, taking that 
opportunity to refreOi at Exrtery where they ftay'd three or 
four days in moft fcandalous diforder, a great part of his Horfe 
lying upon free (garter, and plundering to the Gates of the 
City ; which, in the beginning of the year, was an ill Prefage 
to that People^ what ttey were to eirpeft. But finding that 
Sr UVlism JFaBer made not that haft he apprehended, having ^ 
bonoVd fuch Horfe and Foot as he could procure from Exi-^ 
UWy he retum'd again towards Tsttfttm^ and gave his High- 
ne(s an account of his Condition. 

The Prince, being attended at Briffot by theCommif- 
fionersof Smmrjhy found no one thing provided, or one pro- 
mife complied with, which had been made by them at Ox- 
jifrdi Or his Guards of Horfe and Foot, which they aOlired 
him, for the proportion of that County, (bould be ready a- 
gainft his coming, not one Man or Horfe provided : Ot the 
hundred pound a Week, to be allow'd by them towards his 
Highnefs 8 fupporc, not one penny ready^nor like to be. So that 
he was forced to borrow from the Lord H^fM'$ own private 
ftore, to buy Bread. And, which was worfe than all this, we 
found plainly, that, what had been fo particularly, and pofi- 
tlvely undertaken at Oxford, was upon the confidence only 
of three or four Men, who were governed by Sf Jobm Stswei, 
and Mr Fprnaaim, without any concurrence from the reft of 
the Commiffioners of that, or the other three Aflodated Coun- 
ties; and that they who had been fo confident, inftead of 
forming and purfuing any defign for raifing of Men or Money, 
were odly bufy in making Objedions, and preparing Co^- 
plaints, and purfuing their private Quarrels, and Animofities 
agaioft others. So they brought, every day. Complaints a- 
galnft this and that Govemour of Garrilons, for the Riots and 
Infoleoces of the Lord Garmg^s Soldiers, and, << that thofe 
^' parts of the Country which were adjacent to Shertomey and . 
^' Bridgtamtefy were compelled to work at thofe Fortificati- 
^^ons ; with other particulars, moft of which, they well knew, 
in that conjunAure of time, could not be prevented ; and 
fome of which were in themfelves very neceHary. Yet the 
Prince endeavoured to give them all encouragement; told 
them, ** that he was very fenfible of ail thofe diforders, of 
<< which they complain'd; and would redrefs them, aflbon as 
^'they (bould difcern it to be in his Power; that the Forces 
^' under the Lord Qoring were an Army by themfelves, come 
<^ down into thofe Parts, bdfore his Highnefs ; and ftay'd then 
^' there for their Protection againft the powet of ^ff^r (which 
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^ was ready to lovAde them) and tho Gamfim of TMmtm, 
^ which tl^y coofefltd infefted thdr wboleCouotry ; that he 
^ was very d^firous t^at Army might move Eaftwaid, aflooB 
<( at they (houkl put themielvcs in ibch a pofture, as might 
^render chem ieaire agaioft ^heir Eaemi^ ; wiflied dicm to 
^propofe any Expedients, how theFomficatkms of the Gar- 
^rifons mighc befinilbed, without (bme extraordinary, hdp^ 
^ or to propofe the moft oooveQien^ one; and he would joyn 
^' with them; and defired them to proceed in their Levieac^ 
^* Men, and Mon^y> in the ways agc^ on by themfe^^ 
^ and they Oxmid find all concurrence and affiftanoe from bm. 
But notwiihftanding all he ooold fay or do, nothing was roa- 
Iboably propofed, or admitted by them, for theadvaneen^ent 
of the Public^ SatiCC. 

B y this time, towa,pds the end of M^, » JfSBiamW^^ 
having advanced ^Uh his Horfe and Dragoons, by Bs^l^ to- 
wards Bnftol, in hope, as hath been faid; oeipre, to hayeiiir* 
prifed that City, by fome Treachery wirhin, and being difap- 
' pointed there, retired towards Dcrfotjhire^ 2nd the edge of 
Samerjhy adjoyning to that County; where OrtfsrawffexjpeO- 
cd him ; the Lord G^raig having, in the mean while, fallen 
into fbme of CrmmilFs Quarters about D^rcbefter^ and taken 
fome Prifoners,aad Horres,and diforder^d the rdt. Upon a dif- 
pute between tl^mfelves,oribme other Orders,, CVMiwd? retired 
to ioyn with Sr Tlmtm Vmfsx towards R^sdmg^ S' WBuua 
WJlir ftay'd in thofe Pares, to intend die bu$ne£i of the W<ft, 
but made no haft to advance, expe^ing Ibme Si^ppiiesof Foot 
by Sea at fftym^b- So that the Lord Gprkg drew back to 
Brutom^ and ient to the Prince to defire, ^^ that two of his 
*^ Council might meet hjm at JWs the next day, tp confider, 
*^ what courfe was bcft to be taken : accordingly the Lords 
CS«ipf/and (;o!epeffer^ the ne^t day, met his Lprdfliip at WkBt, 
Where, after long confiderattpn pf the wfaple State of the 
Weft, and of the great imporcanee of reducing Tamaomj with- 
out which no great matisr could be expeAed from Sownrfit' 
{hire^ the Lord Gorwg proposed, and put the defign, in writing 
under his own hand, for the whole method and manner of 
his proceeding, ^' thajt he would leave the groffi of his Horfe, 
*' and two hundred Foot mounted, in fiich convenient pb^e, 
^' upon the skirts of Pc^jSf /&ir», and WUt-JImtf as they might 
*^ be able to retire to their Body, if the Enemy advanced power- 
'^ fuUy y and that he would hirofelf, with ail his Foot, and 
^^ Cannon , and fuch Horfe as were necet&ry, attempt the 
*^ taking,or burning of TMUffton: and to that purpofe^deftred hts 
Highnefs, «*to fend ^Mv^Ordfir9^ioS^KiekmrdGr$emfU(mhOy 
notwithftanding his Highnef^'s commands formerly f&^A to him, 
and fome Orde/f from the King, himfelf,. made not that haft as 
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rajebt Kafooably be czpoSed) ^'(o^v^ce, aixl todiveft ihe 
^^ CommiiSonier^ of Svtmrfif tQ give their Peilbnal attcndaaoe 
^'iipoQ that Service j ^d in the m^ao cimc CQ cal^e care that 
^^(ufficieat Magaztne^of Vidual^and Provifioju^ were made 
^'for the Soldiers: all which was exadly pecform'd to his 
HigNnefi, che nexiday after he received cbedefires of Gcae* 
ral Gormg^ 

BvT) wichJiQ three or four days, ao4 before the de&o upon 
iMwiUm was ready forExecuuqo, it appeared by coo&otln- 
telligeoce, that ItHrikr was advaoctog wich a great Body of 
Horte^ and Dragoons, anf^l ipme Fooc^ aqd th^^fture the at* 
tempt upon Tmmfm wa« for the prefent. tp, be laid afide; and 
the Lord Gamig very earneftly defined the Pripice to Com* 
mand S^ Hkbard ^r^pfvif^ who w^ now dra wi| acar io Tmm- 
tPMy wkb eight hiu^dred Horfe^and abpwcwQ thoufiiod Fooc» 
behdes Pionieers, with all po$ble (peed to march to him^ that 
(o he fjiighr be able to abide die £nemy. if they came upoo 
him y or, otberwife, to gomp^l tbem to Fight, if they fta/d 
iu chofe fail Quarters, where they then were^ which was a- 
houc Shrffshiry^ QiUkigkm. aiid thofe places. The Prtnpe ao* 
cordingiy feot hisCommandyt pdiMvely tp S^Rkb^'dGnimvilf 
« to advance: Inwards the Lord (T^nag;, and- to obey ajl &ieb 
*^ Orders, as he (hould receive from his Lordflnpv But 1^ as 
poGtively feoc bis Highoefit word, ^ that bis Men wotild not 
^^ftir a foot; and that he had promifed; the Compiiffioners of 
<^ JDevofif and Conrmal^ that he wouldi npC advance beyond 
<' TMifmtm^ till TMmtffm were reduced i but that he made oo 
^'queftion, if he were not difturbed, ipeedily to give a good! 
^< account <^ that place. In the mean i^ime^ the Lord G^rmg^ 
very gallantly and fiK^efs^ully, by nighty fell upon Sr fKlli0m 
WaBer*s Quarc^rs twioej ip left than a Week; aod kiird and 
took fo good a Number^ ih^ ijC was generally bdiQv'd>« Sr 
Jf^mm H^dE^ was lefll^'d near a thousand Men by thofe Ren- 
counters; the Lord (?srMf ftill declaring, ^^that he could nei* 
^'therpurfue his advantages upon a. FarQr, nor en^fiK the 
<^ mainrof the Rebels, without cbe addition of GrMiivi/'sJoot; 
and be, nocwitb(bioding all Orders, as peremptorily refiifing 
to ftir, but pro&ffing,^ ^'that, if be had. an addition of fix. 
<< hundred Men, he would be in the Town withiri fix days. 

Whilst things ftood thus, SfffHliam WaHtr^ much 
weaken'd with thef^ difaikr^, and the Mme of his Cocnmafld 
being near expired, drew back Eaftward ; and was, by night 
march^ retired as far as Safisiffrf, before the Lord G(frmi 
had. notice of hisMotion^ Whereupoo: his Highnefi, upon 
Got^Qderation how impoffible it was to overtake him> which 
General G^rmg himlelf confefled by his Letters, or to engage 
the Forces under the Cpmn^and of Greemvily and the other 
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Forces of thofe parts, in any AAion, befoie the bufinels of 
Tsmaom flxmld be over ( which indeed difappointed all our 
hopes both of Men, and Money, in that great County ) and 
on the other fide, oonfidering, if that place were reduced (as 
Sf lUcbard'GremuiivLnderxook it (hould be in fix days, and 
others, who had view'd it* thought it not a work of tkne ) 
befides the terror it would ftrike into their Neighbours, there 
would be an Army of four thoufand Horfe, and five thou- 
fand Foot, ready to be applied to any fervice they fliould be 
direAed to, and that then the Lord Gsrm^ might profecute 
his CommuHoo in Stffffix, and Katr, with fuch a rea&mable 
Reauit of Foot m fhould be necef&ry, and yet his Highnds 
enabled, in a Oiort time, to be in the head of a very good 
Army, raifed out of the fDur Aflbciated Counties, either for 
the reducing tht fisw other places which wereGarrifoo'd by 
the Rebels, or to march toward his Majefty: I iay, upon 
thefe eonfideratfons, the Prince (with the privity and advice 
of PtitHxRufirty who was then at BriSol^ and prefent at the 
whole Gonfuitation, and the principal advtter in it) writ, upon 
the eleventh of Afril^ to the Lord Gorbfgy being then about 
H%Bs^ ^^tbat his opinion was, that the Horie and Dragoons 
^* under his Lordibip's Command , (hould advance from the 
^* Quarters where they then were, much to die prejudice of 
*^that County, into Drnfet^flytrt^ or WUt-flAM^ or into bodi 
*' of them ; and that the Foot and Cannon (hould march di- 
^' reftly towards Tmmafmy according to the de(^n fbinerly 
^propofed by his Lordlhipj and referred sttohimfelf, whe- 
^'ther his Lordfiiip in Perfon would ftay with the Horfe, or 
<' go with the Foot; and defired to receive his opinion, and 
** refolution upon the whole; there being nothing propoied 
^< to be aded in two days. This Letter was fent by Colonel 
Wmdhmm^ the Govemour of Brufgmster^ who came that day, 
from before Taimtim^ from Sr Eicbsrd Greemv$l^ and could 
beft inform him of the ftrength of the Town, and the condi- 
tion of S' JUchsrd Greemvits Forces. 

Thb next day Colonel W^Msm retum'd, with a (bort 
fullen Letter from the Lord Gorif^ to the Prince, '^ that be 
^^ had, according to his Command, fent the Foot and Cannon 
^^to Ttnmtcni and the Horfe, to the oAer places ; and that, 
<< fince there was now nothing for him to do, he was gone to 
^ Bsfb to intend his Health : where he complain'd privately, 
^ that his Forces were taken from him at a time when he 
^^ meant to pnrfue J^U7«r, and could utterly Defeat him; and 
much inveighed a|;ainft the Prince's Council, for fending Or- 
ders to him fo prejudicial to the King's Service : whereas it 
was only an Opinion, and not Orders, grounded upon what 
himfelf bad formerly propefed, and to which he was defired

to return his prefent judgement, being within half a dayv 
Journey of the Prince, ujpon 'whom he ought to have attended 
in Perd^n, or have fent his advice to him, if what was then 
oflfer'd feem'd not convenient. But, after (bme days frolickly 
fpent at Batky he retum'd to his former temper, and watting 
on the Prince at Briftely was contented to be told, *' that he 
^' had been more apprehenfive of Difcourtefies than he had 
^caufe; and fo all mifunderftandings feem'd to be fair!/ 
made up. 

The Lord Crorh^'s Foot and Cannon being thus fuddainly 
fent to Taumtamj under the Command of Stjofifh WagBaffe^ 
for the better preventing any Miftakes, and Contefts about 
Command, the Princfe fent the Lords O^l and Colefefper to 
Taumtonj to fettle ail difputes that might arife, and to difpofe 
the Country to aflift that work in the beft manner \ which 
prov'd very fortunate ; for the feme day they came thither^ 
Sr Bichard Greenvily havine brought his Forces within Mui- 
quet-Oiot, on one fide oiTatmtimy went himfcif to view 
Wfllmpm-Hoaky five Miles diftant, in which the Rebels had 
aGarrifon, and was, out of a Window, (hot in the Thigh; 
with which he fell, the wound being then conceived to be 
Mortal : fo that there was no Perfon who wouM pretend to 
Command ; thofe under Gnmviiy having no experienced 
Officer of Reputation equal to that Charge, yet being Superior 
in number to the other, would not be Commanded by Sr y#* 
fifb ff^gffajfi,i {o that if the Lords had not very happily 
been prefent, it is probable, both thoie Bodies of Foot, each 
being too weak for the attempt by it felf, would, if not dif> 
banded, at beft have retired to their forpner Pofis, and left 
thofe of TatmtoM at liberty to have done what they thought 
beft. But they being there, and 8^7*^ Bnkky being in that 
inftant come thither to meet them, with an Account of the 
State of Devm-Jhirfy they perfwaded him to undertake the • 
prefent Charge of the whole (all the Officers of both Bodies 
having formerly received Orders from him ) and to profecute 
the former defign upon the Town; aliPcrfons fubmitting till 
the Prince's Pleafure (hould be farther known; thofe Officers 
under S' RkbarJ Greenvf/y prefently fending away an Expreis 
to Brifioly to defire the Lord Hofton to take the Command of 
them. But his Lordihip had no mind to enter upon any par- 
ticular Adion with disjoynted Forces, till, upon the with* 
drawing of the Lord Gor'mgy the whole Command might be 
Executed according to former eftablifhment. And fo a fpccial 
direction was fent to ail the Officers, and Soldiers, to obey 
Sr John Bifkkyy according to what had been formerly fettled 
by the Lords. He, in few days, put the bufinefi in very 
good Order, and by Storm took tTfUmffm-BQafcy ^^re 
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GrMmtftitd teen hurt I ctnnc omk heie, that the Lends, 
comfaig to vific Grmmvilf in the inftanc thtt he was put into 
hit Liner, and c;^yiog tt> B^Htr^ cold him, what oiey had 
tfaouKhc neceiEury to be done in the point of Command; the 
Whin he ieemi^s very well tn appmre, they dc6fed him to 
call lus Oflkera (moft of the pnodpal betfig there prefent) 
and loComoDand them copiooeed in the wont in handchear- 
luUy, under the Command of S* 7#An Btriky; the which 
he promifiMl to do, and immediately faid (bmewhac to his Of- 
ficers, at the fide <mF his Litter, which the Lords conceived to 
be what te had promifed : but tC appeared after, dttt it was 
not lb i and, very probaUy, was the ooncrary ; for neither 
Officer, nor Soldier, did his duty after *he was gone, during 
the time S^ T^hs Btrkky Comrosaded in that Aaion. 

The Prince, finding the Publick Service in no degree ad* 
vanced by theComodliooers of ^imRnytfr, and that though 
there was no progreft made in the Aflbciation allefted, and 
undertalten by them, yet it fiuv'd tocro6, and oppofe alt odier 
attempts whatfoever ; tlK>fe who had no mind to do any thing, 
fiidsfyine themfdves with the vifible impoffibility of char de* 
fign, and yet the other, who had firft propofed it, thinking 
themfelves engaged to confent to noaleeratkm ; and his High- 
nefs being informed by aGentleman ( fent bv him. at his firft 
ooming to Brift^^ to the two fartheft Weftern Counties, to 
piefs the executioo of whatsoever was piomifed in order to the 
Affiiciation) ^^that thofe two Counties of JDmis, and CVns- 
^^miy were entirely devoted to (ervethe Prinoc, in wliat 
<' manner foever he ihouU propofe, he dsought fir, to fiiramon 
the Commiffiooers of all me Aflbciaced Counties, to attend 
upon him in fome convenient place, where, upon ftill confi- 
deratioo, fuch conclufions might be made, as might beft ad- 
vance the worit in hand, both for the redudion of Tatrntrntf 
and raifing a marching Army ; which Counfei had been iboner 
given, and had in truth been fie to be put in praAioe upon his 
Srft coming to Br^tj when hedifcem'd the flamefs, perem- 
ptorinefs, and unaiftivity of the Gentlemen of S&merfit ^ fi-om 
whom it was evident nothing was to be expected, till, by the 
unanimity and ftrength of the two Weftern Counties, that 
County could be driven and compelled co do what was ncccT- 
fary, and to recede from their own fullen and pofitive deter- 
minations; which had been eafy to do, but that (bortly after 
his Highnefs came to Bnfhl^ upon what apprebenfions no 
Man knew, there was great jealoufy at OxfM of his going 
farther Weft; and thereupon direftion given <<that he £ould 
''not remove from Brifttdy but upon weighty reafbos, and 
^ with which his Miajefty was tobe firft acquainted. Whereas, 
by his inftradtions, ^^ he was to make his refidence in fuch a 
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^ (dace, as by the Council (houid be thoi^t moft coodudog 
^ CO his Afiairs. Ho^vevcr, fiich a meeciog with all tbeCocn- 
miffioners being demonftrably necd&ry, and Brithl choi^ 
ac toogreac a diftance from the Weft, befides that the Plague tWIVmm 
begun CO break out there very mdch, for the time of the year«/i"MW"' ff« 
his Highaefs reiblVd togo to BriJgfmOer for a few days, aod^***^^ . 
to fummoQ thither the Commiffioners, the rather to give fome^JJ^lSZ 
countenance to the bufioers of 2>Mif MP, then clofely Be&gedciirtMf «^. 
by Sr ypbm Beriley ; and to that purpofe, direfied his Letters ^ Cmmtm 
to the feveral Commiifionersto attend him there, on WAgC**®"^!^ 
d^ the three and twentieth of .^!l^/} the King bemg then at^"^^* 
Ox^tff, preparing for the Field, Prince JUifirt at H^reejhr, 
levying Men, and the Rebels at lAndm in tome diforder and 
confufion about their new Model, having newly removed the 
Earl of Effix, and Earl of Mmeteffer^ larl of IknUgb^ and 
Sf WWsMm Waller from any Command,, and Subftituted & Tb$^ 
mss Tmrfax General ; who was^ out of the other broicen and 
alnx>ft diflblv'd Forces, to mould a new Army, which was 
Chen in no very hopeful forwardnefs. 

U PO w the day, the Prince came to Bridgewafir; and was 
Attended by a great body of the Commiffioners of Smmr/et^ 
that pkce being near the center of that great County^ there 
appjear'd for Dorfit-fljin, as fcnt from the reft, S' Jelm Strmfg- 
vsieSy M' AaehetUQreyy and M' Byv€s\ for Devvu-JhttBy S' 
Teter Batt^ S' Ge&rge Pany^ M^Sami Hslly and M' MtMy^ 
forJ^ and for Cortmaly S' Henry KiBegre9y M^Owif^*, M' 
Scawefiy and WRofierrotb. The whole Body waited on the 
Prince the nextmorning j and were then told, ** that his com* 
*Mng thither was to receive Their Advice, and to give His 
"Aiiiftance, in what mightconcern the peace and wel&rc of 
**cach particular County j and might beft advance the Gene- 
**ral fervice of the Kirng; that if the Aflbciation which had 
** bcert propofed, fecm'dto them, by the accidents and mutati* 
*^ ons which had happen'd fince the time of that firft propoial 
( as in truth very notable ones had happen'd } ^^ noc fit now 
** to be further profccuted, he was ready to confcnt to any alte- 
'* ration they (lx)uld propofc, and to joyn with them in any 
** other expedient; and wifhed them therefore to confer toge- 
*' ther, what was beft to be done j and when they were ready 
** to propofc any thing to him, he would be ready to receive 
** it. After two or three days confultatioo amongft them- 
fclves, they were unantmoufly of opinion (except S^Jobn 
Stanvel^ who, againft all the reft, and sgainft allthatoould 
be faid to him, continued pofitive -for the general rifing of 
. One and All, and for that alone ) "that Thatdefign was for 
** the prefcnt to be hid afide; and that, inftead thereof, thofe 
^* Ccuntie??, according to their fevcral known proportions, i 
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^ wooM in a very Biort time ( as I remember a Month was 
the utmoft) '^raife, and Arme, fix tboufand Foot, befides 
^ the Prince's Guards^ which would be full two thoufand 
** more ; not reckoniog thofc of the Lord G^r/flg's which were 
" fifteen hundred, but including the Foot of S'ycht Berkley^ 
« and Sr ttklutrdGrtiwv'tl then before Tamttami which all Men 
concluded, would be reduced in lefs than a Month. This 
Pfopofition being approved by the Prmce, all particulars were 
agreed upon : the feveral days for the Rendezvous of the new 
levies, and the Officers to whom the Men were to be deli- 
ver'd, named; and Warrants ifliied out accordingly ; allthii^ 
tequifite for the fpeedy reduftion of Taunton order'd, and di^ 
reded i fo that, towards the taking that place, and the raifiog 
an Army fpeedily, all things ftood To fair, that more could not 
bewiOied. 

As this Journey to J3rMr^«atxtf/^ wrought this good tSk&y 
fo it produced one notable inconvenience, and difix)ver'd an* 
other The Prince, having before his coming from 0«/^J 
been very little converfant with bulioefs, had been perfwaded^ 
from his coming out, to fit frequently, if not conftaotly, in 
CouncU, to mark, and confider the ftate of Affiiirs, and to ac- 
cuftom himfelf to a habit of fpeaking, and judging upon what 
was faid ^ to the which he had with great ingenuity apply'd 
. himfelf ; but coming to BridMwatir^ and having an extraor« 
dinary kindnefs for M" Ifmahsm^ who had been his Nuife, 
he was not only diverted by her folly, and petulancy, from 
applying himfelf to the ferious confideration of his bufineis, 
but accuftom'd to hear berfpeak negligently and fcomfuUy of 
the Council; which though atfirftitmade noimpreffion in 
Him of difrefped towards them, encouraged other People 
who heard it, to the like liberty ; and from thence grew an 
irreverence towards them ; which refieded upon himfelf, and 
ferv'd to bring prejudice to their Counfels throughout the 
whole courfe. She had many private defigns of benefit and 
advantage to her felf, and her Children, and the qualiiFying 
her Husband to do all A &$ of power without controul upon 
his Neighbours, and laboured to procure Grants, or Promifes 
of Reverfions of Lands from the Prince; and finding chat the 
Prince was not to tranfad anv fuch thing, without the Advice 
of the Council, and that They were not like to comply in 
thoie enterprifes, flie contrived to raife jealoufies and diflikes 
between them, and kindled fuch a fa&fon in the Prince's Fa- 
mily, as produced many inconveniences. For from hence S^ 
Charks Berkley^ who had a promiie to be made Controller 
of the Prince's Houiebold, and M^ L^g^ who had the tike 
promiTe to >e his Secretary, when he {hould be created P rince 
, gf Wales ( till whkb titae tfaofe Officers were never made ) be- 
gan 
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gantothinkthey bad injury done them, that they were not 
prefendy of the Prince s Council, to which the places they 
were to have, gave them Tide ^ though they knew well, that 
the Lords who theii attended upon the Prince, were of the 
King's Privy Council, and in that capacity only, waited upon 
his Highnels^ and that the other were only of the Prince's 
own Council for his Revenue, and for the adminiftration of 
the Dutchy of Cjmmalj for which his Highnels had now his 
livery. 

HowEV£R% thefe Fancies, thus weakly grounded, and 
emertain'd, maae fuch an impreffion upon thofe PeHbns, that 
they united themfelves into a FadioD, and prevailed over the 
weaknefs of the Earl of Berk-Jbire to joyn with them ; and, 
by degrees, all of them joyn'd with all other difcontented 
Perfons, to render the Council to be much negleded and un» 
dervalued. Laftly, (he being a Woman of no good breeding, 
and of a Country pride, Nihil muUebre frattr corfut gerens^ 
valued her felf much upon the Power, and Familiarity, which 
her Neighbours might fee (he had with the Prince of Wales j 
and therefore, upon all occafions, in companv, and when the 
Concourfe of the People was greateft, would ufe great bold- 
nefs towards him; and, which was.worle than all this, (be 
aflefted in all Companies, where (he let her felf out to any 
freedom, a very negligent and difdainful mention of the Per- 
fon of the King; the knowledge, of which humour of hers, 
was one reafon that made his Majefty unwilling his Son 
Ihould go farther Weft than Briftol ; fince he knew Bridfif^ 
nuater mufl be a Stage in that motion.. This her ill difpofitioo 
was no fooner known to the Lords, who were all abfolute 
ftrangers to her before, than they took care that his Highnefs 
IhoukI make no longer refidence in that Garrifon. 

The other ipconvenience, thatitdifcover'd, was thede^ 
fign of the Lord Goring to have the Command of the Weft. 
For then it grew very apparent, that, whatever had been pre* 
tended for Kint^ or Sujfex^ he had, from the beginning, af- 
feAed that Charge^ and, I fear, had fome other encourage- 
ment for it, than was then avowed. And therefore, from his 
firft coming into thofe Parts, he had with great indufby ca- 
reC^d the Commiflioners of SoTfterfet^ and DevoMy and efpe- 
cially thofe, whom he thought not well inclined to the Lord 
Hoftm y whom, by all ill Arts, he endeavoured to underva- 
lue; inveighing againft ^' the too great Contribution, aflign'd 
^^tothe Garrifon pfJ?r/^0/; and that any fliould be allowed to 
'*the unneceflary Garrifon (as he caird it ) at Zjtmforti 
" which had been lately fettled by the Lord Hopton-y and, as 
appear'd afterwards, was of vaft importance: thpfe difcourfes 
being nu>ft F'opular to the Country, though moft pernicious 
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to the King: aadpromifed ^ great RriOnds and feitrtt/of 
^DifcipmL if chat Power under ttie Prince miriic be 4e- 
'^volv'd to htm. To Br k ^fma e r became at the Tame tin e 
from Baity upon pretence of ^^ vificing T^nMrfMi, and feeing 
^ whether the worit wtre like to be feon done, that it might 
<^ be worth the idtendmg it. But«in truth, to drive on nis 
Prdeftfor Command with the COmmiflioners ; who were 
imrited by S' Pi*^ B«0 tomake it one of the Propofitions to 
the Prinoe, ^' that the Lord Gmrhg might be conftituted his 
^'Lieutenant-General i which he himfelf had (o abfolutely 6i- 
gefted, diat, as if the matter itfelf hadbeen out of queition, 
be propofed priTatelj to moft of the Prince's Council, the 
Rules tnat £bouId b^ obfervM between them in the Govern- 
ment' of the Army, and the Adminiftration of the Civil part. 
Some, of no extraordinary kindnefs to Gmmg, wiflied the 
agreement made, and Him fettled in the Command, as the 
beft, if not the only l^zpedient> for advancement of die King's 
Service^ and for the fpeedy formim; an Army worthy of the 
Prince's own Perfon in the Head otit ; apprehendinfi;, that the 
dividing his Forces from the NeW Levies, would leave a 
good body of Foot without an equal Power of Horie, and 
without a Train, except a longer time were given for the mak- 
ing it, than the ftate of Affairs promifed to permit. But when 
eSrmg difcoverM by his dtfcourfe with feveral of the Council 
( with whom he communicated upon the Argument very free- 
ly, and exprefled in plain &iglifli, ^'that e:s;c^ he might be 
^latisfied in the particulars he pronofed, he fnould have no 
« heart to proceed in the tmblick Service ) that they would 
not conlent to anv AA that might refleft upon the Lord 
ntt9m ; and that Kyine of them nad fuch a prejudice to his 
Peribn, that they would make no conjiindlon with him, hd 
reiblv'd tocompsds his etldsfome other way ; and fo prefled 
it no farther in any {hiblick addrefs to the Prince at that time. 
It is not to be omitted, that he was then ofler'd, and afTur'd, 
^that, aflbon as the btifilieft of Taiatt9n (hduldbe over, he 
** Ihould hdve fuch a Redruif out of the New Levies, as would 
" teake up his owri I^Oot three thoufahd Men, befides C>ffi- 
** tiers J with which hlcmffeht well jprofecute his former de- 
fign: and, in the mean time, hehaatheabfoluce Commafid; 
the UnAHffft9i^ not at all interpofing, or meddling with the 
Army. 

It wis now concluded by all Men who had well confi- 
der'd his caniage and behaviour from his 6rft coming into 
the Weft , that , as he had form'd that defigd in his uwn 
thoughts from the fiffr, of being about the Pridce, and refolv'd 
never to march with the Army under Prince Ri^ert ^ whofc 
nature was not agreeable to him> fo that he had pufpofcly 
3 and. 
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and willingly taSbfd VoMdrusi to^die^eTMmton^ and even 
U^ptwuib to be i;gain recovered bythathandfulof Men who 
had been beaten out of it, left thebufioefsof the Weft might 
be done without him, by other Men ^ and that his prefence 
there might not be thought necei&ry. For if TaMta^m had 
been reduc^, as it muft nave been if that fmall Party had 
not Relieved it even in the laft Article, he could have had no 
pretence to have ftay'din thofe Parts, but muft immediaceiy 
havepurfued his former defign upon SajShe^ and tbofe other 
Counties, for which he had never any reafonaUe foundation ; 
or have continued his march to che King ; which he had left 
mind to do. When he fiift left Oxfcrdyjj\d went into H/mp^ 
Jbhe^ which was before the end or the Treaty at Uxiru^iy he 
had* in his jovial Fits, where he was always very unreferv'd, 
declared , with great refentment, ^* that his Father was m 
'^ treated by the Queen in Ttantt^ and th&the hoped (hortly 
'^ to be tin fuch a pofture, that the King fliould find it rea« 
'^(bnable to ufe both his Father and Himielf better. And 
yet the King had even then, upon his Suit, made his Father 
Captain of his Guard of Halberteers, and Created him Earl 
of AT^no^/fifr, whereby himfelf had the Appellation of Lord, 
which he enough am^ed : and in his firft debauches at JSanf* 
ttr^ his brother TMer^ who was Lieutenant General of his 
Horfeyinform'd fome Perfons of Honour in confidence, ^^that 
^* Qoring refolv'd to make himfelf Lietitenant General to the 
*^ Prince, or elfe to be very difcontented^ This Advertife- 
ment was fent to fome of the Council, upon his Highnefs's 
firft coming to Br^tf/ i and was the firft hint that ever they 
received, that he had aiKded that Charge^ and was not, with 
the reft of his behaviour, like to difpofe them to wifii that hb 
might obtain his defire; but to do all that was in their power 
to prevent it. 

Th£ general bufinefs concerning the four Counties being n#f«mmr/t 
^reed and fettled at BrUgBwater^ the Commiflioneps for I>^-/»»«« •/ 
v«», defired to be heard in what concem'd that particular ^^f^"**/^* 
County ; and then inform'd his Highnefs, ^ that upon Sr^^h„j 
*^lUr£4fM6r«niv//s firft entring upon the work of FiymoutbyGtuMiU 
^^and his afliirance under his hand, that he Would take the 
** Town before cMHms dav, and that he would forthwith 
^^ Raife, Arme, and pay vsff^^ hundred Horfe, and fix thou- 
^^ fand Foot, they had affign'd him above one half of their 
^^ whole Contribution, amounting to above eleven hundred 
"pounds a Week ; aiid, for the providing Armes and Am- 
*^ munition, had affign'd him the Arrears of che Contribution * 
*^ due from chofe hundreds allotted co him ; which amounted 
*^ to near doooi ; he having likewife the whole Conuibution 
"of Cmnp^/, being above icven hundred pound weekly; and 

VoML Part*. * Tt "had 
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** hid received moft part of the Letter wd Subfcription Mo- 
*^ ney of that County, towards the &mc Service : that he had, 
^ from hisfirft entring upon the charge^ auietly enjoy'd thofe 
^^ContributioDsin DevoM., which were duly paid; and had 
**receiv'd thegreateft part of the Arrears affign'd to him for 
* ^ the Provifion of Arroes and Ammunition : Notwithftanding 
''all wUch, he had never bought above twenty Barrels of 
** Powder, or any Armes, but had received both the one and 
''the other from Them, out of their Magazines; and had 
'' never maintain'd, or raifed, near half the Number of Men 
"to which he was obliged, till the Week before he was re- 
'^ quired to march to Tauvtom ; when he had called the F0£e 
^^ Comitaiufj and out of Them forced almoft the whole Num- 
"ber of Foot, whidi roatch'd with him thither, bringing 
*' them with hiit, as fiar as Exeter^ unarm'd ; and there com- 
'^pell'dthe Commiffioners to fupply him with Armes, and 
"Ammunition; that having left fcarce two thoufaiKl Foot, 
" and four hundred Horfe, before Tlymouth , ^hc continued 
'^ftill to receive the whole Contribution formerly aiSgn'd 
"when he was to have twelve hundred Horfe, and fix thou- 
" land Foot; and would not part with any of it : fo that he 
"received more out of Divam-Jhin for the blocking up of 
^^PhmOMtb ( having aUO^nwii/tohimrelf likewife ) than was 
"lettfor theGarrifonsof Exeter j Dartmouthj Bamfiatk^ and 
" Hverteny and for the fiuilhing thofe Fortifications, Vidual- 
"ing the Garrifons, providing Armes and Ammunition; 
" with which tbey had before not only fupplied themf^ves, 
'^but had fent great quantities to the King^s Army, to the 
" Lord Gormgy and to the Siege of Tatrnton : That he would 
" not fu&r them to fend any Warrants to coUeft the Letter 
" and Subfcription Money , to fettle the Exdfe. or meddle 
. "withDeltfiquentsEftatesinthe hundreds a£Ggn\i to him for 
'^Contribution; and had thofe continual contefb with S^ 
♦ ' "ysA»>JBwi^/fy, being Colonel General of the County, and 
^' the other Governours of Ganilbns ; pretending that He had 
" power to Command them ; thaJt there was fuch an Animofity 
" £rowQ between them, tliat they verjr much apprehended 
"the danger of thofe diviGons; there having been iome blood 
'^ flied, and Men kiil'd, upon their private Contefts : and 
therefore befought his Highnels, '^by his Authority, to fet- 
;" tie the limits of their Several jurifdidions, in order to the 
• " Martial AfEitrs ; and likewife to order S' fticbard Greemnl 
' " to receive np more Contribution, than would fuffice for the 
"maintenance of chofe Men. who continuefd before Pfy- 
<' moutif^ whereby they could be only enabled to perform 
" Their parts of the Aflbciation. 
This waspreiled with fo much earnednels, and realbn, 
I char 
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that it was thought very advifeable for his Highnefs himfel£ 
to go to E^eteiTy where both the Commiffioners and §' BichatJ 
GreenvilMvcxty ^d there, upon the hearing of ^1 that could 
befaid, tQ fettle the whole difpiite. Bur, at the fame time, 
and'wbill£ pat matter was in confideration , Letters dhne 
from his Majefty to his'Highnefs and the Lords, exprefsly 
inhibiting hikgoing farther Weilit^rd; upon what reijoons I. 
cannot imagine ; and thereupjDn the' Prince himfelf rctiiai'd ^ 

to BrifiptpnWei^^ thirtieth' 0\ Afrtl^ having ftaid at 

Bridge^aUf dnlyfeven days; and feht the Lordis'CJp^/'and^/^**^ 
Colef^ftTL aiid the Chancellor of iheExchequcjj^ to £^ff^,'^ 
with iotoifcaiQtos*" to*e?amine all the complain^' rfnd 'ijle-^^;,^^^ 
^^ gatidtis pfthc Commiffioners, i^nd to fettle thefcudnef5~-of/*j»#fi»/iW 
^* the Contribution; and upon view of the fevcralQptnmif-»»»'»Kx#* 
" fiohrfofS'7(?A» Birkkjy and S«- 'Rirchard G^eefrvil, fe t6 agree "'• ^.^ 
"the matter bf jurifdiftion; tliat thi piiblick Setvice ^inlghti'rXt

A s ? p Q N as the Lords appdiStccl by his Highntfr to gb to, 
Exeter^ came thither, they went the fame hour to Vific S^ 
i/cAii^i Gir*tf«rvif/^ who was ftill bedrid of h^ hurt. They in- 
tended itotlyjis a Vifit, and fo would not reply,' at that time, 
to rnany^ery tharp, and bitter complaints and inveftives he 
madeagilflft S|r7i^/i B^r/^/(?7 (who was then at the Leaguer 
before 7Ii<i»/^»y but told him, "that they would cbnie to 
^ him agaitith^ next day, andcorifider of all bufinelTes. Ac- 
cording^^' they came, when, with great bitternefs, he flgain 
complaitfdbf'^the Govemour, and fome difrefpefts from his 
LieuCediOt Govetnou^; but when he was picffed to parti- 
culars, te, mentioned principajly fome high an3 difdainful 
Speeqie^,.'theiiibft:'of which were dcJnied by the; other; and 
the wit;^hbldin^ fome Prifoners from him, which he Had fent 
his M^lh^rfor nc2it^aunton. The truth of which, was this ; 
whilfl; S' i?^^*^''<^, was tefoie T^»»f^, he had fent fcr dne 
M^Sym^^ i Jfuflicc of Peace of the County, a rich^ aM 'de-. 
crepit Man, whcrliv'd within three miles: of that Town. He 
charged hattiw^tfa'fome inclinations to the Rebels, and of fa-:

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tkmcnof th^ beft Quality gave him a very |(6od Teftiniony, 
and undertook for bis Appearance, when ever he (hould be 
called upon. Upon this, Sr7tfihiB»riiin^dirchar|ed theMar- 
flialj and writ a very civil Letter to S' Rickard drihn/il, of 
the whole matter ; ^'and that he would fee the Gendemab 
^^ forth coming upon the leaft warning ; but that it would oie 
^ an A^ of great cruelty, to carry him a Prifon<er, in that in- 
<^ difpofitiah of health, ftom his Houfe. Sr Bkhard look'd 
upon this as the robbing himofathoufand pounds, and writ 
fucka Letter to & John BirkUy^ fo foil of ill Language^ and 
^ ' reproach^ as I have never feen the like From, and To a Gen- 
tleman } and complain'd to us of the Injury. We told him,

^'tbofe Climes objedced againft him, his Fvne and Q>ropofi- 
^'tion wasdue to the King, who had allign d theiame to the 
^PrfnceK>r tbe.publick Service; and that there were Com- 
^^miffion^rs, before whom he^as regularly to.be tried, and 
^ with whom he might only compound. He wouU not un- 
der{l;and.therearonofthis, butinufted unon ^^Joh^B^i" 
^tef'^ (VocefEUog Sym^y as a great indignltv. ^ himfeliF. Oa 
the other iMiti^d,^^]^!^^ BirkUy complain d by his Letters,

left theif Colours and came to him, were kindly ufed, and 
ladAMoney given to them by bim > and that Lieutenant Co- 
lc«2el|&&QB^, .after hehadreceiv'd Orders from S^yi^/hiB^i- 
^1^x6 n%htU^eUmgt9m')^t^^ rode to ExHer to S^ JRicbard 
^is^i^.aiid immediiacely,, upon bis return from him, caufed 
U I to ^ burnt. Greenruil faiq, ," that he levyed no Monies, 
^'4U>r ifli^ out any Warrants, but what he had Authority to 
^/ do by his Commiflion. |n,t^endthey fhewed him tbdr 

Inftniftiont 
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laftniftioitt frpm the Prince^ ^throu^ly to examine til dif- 
^^ fecences bet;«reen them : and^upon view of both their Com- 
*^ miffions, to agree what limits each of them tbould obferve. 
Thereupon, be Chewed them his Coromiffioa in Paper, under 
his MajeftyV Sign Manual, attefted by the Lord D^fy, by 
which he was authorized *' to Command the Forces before 
^* Ffymmab'^ and in order thereunto, with fuch daufes of lati- 
tude and power, as he might both raife the fop^ and Com* 
inand the Train'd-bands, and indeed the whole Forces of both 
Counties ; and was to receive Orders from his Majefty, and 
his Lieutenant General ; and was likewiie at that time High 
Sheriff of Dev^m, Stjotm BerUefs Commiffion wasprec^dent, 
and more formal, being under the Great Seal of Ef^lait4^ 
^^ of Colonel General of the Counties of IVvm and Corfrmaf^ 
^^ and to Command the whole Forces of both Counties, as 
<^ well Train'd-bands, as others ^fo that; though their Com- 
miffions were ngt in intention all one,ypt they ipf:I^ded claufes, 
and powers, fo much the iame« thateither of th^m had Autho- 
rity enough to difturb the other ; and he that only faw his 
own, might reafonably think he bad power over the oth^r : 
which, between Perfons fo disinclined one to the other as tfajsy 
were grown to l^ might have proved very fatal, if the re* 
medy had not been fo near by his Highneis's Authority. 

A p T fi R the perufal of their Commtffions, they (he w'd him 
their Inlbudions, concerning the regulating the Contribu- 
tions, in proportionable afRgnments for the feveral Service ; 
and defirad his opinion, ^^ what forces were how neceflary 
, ^(oi the blocking up of PhmwiL fince any attempt for the 
^^ taking it was to be laid ande, at ieaft for a time? And that 
'^thereupon, fuch affignation might be noade c* that purpofe, 
'^ as was fufficient, and the reft otherwife difpofed of. He tdid 
them, ^ that the Forces then there ( being about fifteen hun- 
** dred Foot and four hundred Horfe, of the Devfrn-Jhrre fide ) 
^^ were fufficient^ and propofed allowance little enough for 
the Service; and then iatd, ''that it troubled him to bp cpn- 
^ fined to fuch an employment, as the bfcxking up a place. 
'' wbilft there was like to be fo much Adtion in the Field ; and 
'' therefore he hoped, his Highnefs would give hf m leave to 
^' watt on him iiMhe Army; where he thought he might do 
*' him much better Service. They told him, ''they had Au- 
"thorityfrom die Prince jffor fome of hU Friends had men- 
tioned the fame, foon after h^ had received his wound ) " if 
" they fcfund his health abl^ to bear it, and his inclination led 
"him that way^ to let him know, that his Highnefs would 
" be gla4 of his Service, in the moulding that Army whkh 
" was then r^ifing; which, allowing two thoufand Foot to 
^ the recniitiag the Lprd G^rh^^ would be in view fi>c thou- 
• • Tc j , ^'fand 
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'Tand Foot, and above two thoufandHorfe with the Guards : 
** in which he had defign'd Him the Second Place of Com- 
" mand. But then, they faid, "they knew not where to place 
" the Command before Pfymoutb. Sr Rkhard very cheariully 
received the Propofition forhtmfelf in the. Army; and for 
tlymautby he faid, "no Man was fit to undertake the work 
** Ther?, but Sr John 'Berkley^ who had the Commatid t>f both 
" Counries : that it Was vifible by the differences and breaches 
" tliat had been between Them, how inconvenient k' would 
"be to have that Charge independent ; whereas, if it were 
^^ in one hand, the unanimous confent of both Counties, and 
^* all the Forces in them, would more eafily do thi bufinefs. 

All things being thus agrefed upon, as far as they could 
be without & Jobm Berktrr^ confent, who was then before 
Taunton i the Lords refolv*d to return to the Prince, and in 
their way to difpofeJS^ ^oin Berkley to what had been pro- 
pofed J and left the Qiandellor of ttie Exchequer at Exeter ^ to 
agre6 with the CommifHoners , upon the lectlement of the 
Contributions, and to lettle feme other particulars which they 
had refolv'd upon. The whole Contribution of the County 
of Ihv&n amounted to two thoufand pound Weekly ; where- 
of Co many hundreds were aifign'd by the Commiffioners, 
for the maintenance of the Forces before Ffymintfh^ as amount- 
ed to the juft proportion and eftablifhment prCpofed by S' 
Bichsrd Greemvit hlmfelf; and then fo many tothe^arrifoDS 
of Exeter^ Dartmouthy BMmftakk^ and Therton^ as amounted 
to the payment of fuch Forces, as, on all hands, were agreed 
to be aolohitel v neceffary for their defence, at rhe loweft eftar 
blifbment. All which being done, upon fappoBtion that the 
whole Contribution, being two thoufand pound Weekly, 
would be, according to the affignments, exadly paid, there 
remiained not a penny overplus, for the buying Ammtinttion 
and ArmeSj for the finifliing Fortifications, for ViAualfing die 
Garrifons, or for blocking up of Z^mt^ whidrif it were not 
done, all mat part of the Country would be liable to that pref- 
fure; and fo. unable to pay Contribution where it was affign'd. 
But it was luppofed, tne laft might be done by drawing out 
fome Numbers from the feveral Ganifons, if there were no 
difturbance fix)m abroad ^ and the reft nfuft be fupnlied out 
of the Excife f the Major part whereof was by the King af- 
fign'd for the Support of thePrmcefs Henrietta left at Exeter ) 
and fome other extraordinary ways to be thought of ; the Let- 
ter Money, and Subfcription Money, being almoft exbaufted. 
ru urd His Hightefs was no fooner remrn'd to Brijhl from Bridge- 
Goring wdter^ which was on the laft day of 4jpr//, than General G#- 
jS^'it WIS was fent for by the King, to draw his Horfe and Dra- 
GxSrd. tP^^ towards Qxperii that thereby his Majefty might 
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free himfelf from CramweU; who, with % ytrj ftrong Party of 
Horfe and Dragoons, lay in wait, to interrupt his jofning 
with Prince Rk^ about J^rri^er. How unwelcome foever 
thefe Orders were to the Lord G^mf, yet there was no re- 
medy but be muft obey them : and it was now hoped, that 
the Weft QxHiId be hereafter freed from him, where he was at 
that time very ungracious. He marched with that Expedition 
towards the iCing, who was then at Woodftocky that he fell 
upon a Horfe Qiarter of CrantweBSf .and another Party of 
Baitfax*8 HoHe* as they were attempting a pafiageover the 
River of Ifo^ ft) profperoufly (the very Evening before he 
came to the King) that he broke and defeated them with a 
great daughter, which gave him great Reputation, and ma4c 
him exceedingly welcome: and it was indeed a very feaibn- 
able Adtion, to difcountenance, and break fuch a Party, in 
the Infancy of their new model ; and did break their preleot 
meafures, and made Fairfax to appoint a new place of Ren* 
delzvous for his new Army,at a greater diftance from the King's 
Forces. 

Pri NCE Rupert J who now met with very little oppofition j;e/aiWf«M 
in Council, had, throughout the Winter, difpofed the king to tak^n ^ 
refolve ^'to march Northwards, and to fall upon the Scati^oxford. 
^^ Army in Twk-Jhhrey before Fairfax (hould be able to per* 
^^ fed his new model to that degree, as to take the Field. This 
defign was not unreafonable^ nor the Prince to blame for de- 
firing to take revenge on them for what pafled the laft year; 
which, now they were feparated from the EngWhy who had 
indeed defeated him, he believM was eafy to be done. Tha£ 
purpofe of marching Northward was now the more faaftned, 
that, in the way,o6^tfr might be relieved ; which was clofelv 
befieefd ; and then they might come foon enough to Fautefraa^ 
Caft&, before which the Scet^ Army then was ^ and if they 
could defeat that, the King would be again, upon the mat-* 
ter, Mafter of die North : which , by the infolence of the 
SMSy and the difUke they had of the new model, was con- 
ceived to be better afiefied than ever. The next day after 
Gor$i% came to the King, the Army was drawn to a Rendez«> 
vous, and confifted then of five thouiand Foot, and above fix 
thoufand Horfe ; an Army not to be reafonably leflened in 
the beginning of aCampagne, when the King was to expeft 
he (bould have fo much to do^ and if it had been kept toge« 
ther, it is very probable, that the Summer might have been 
crewn'd with better fuccefs. 

Fairfax was then about /dSnufory, not in readineis to 

march j yet reported to be much more unready than he was. 

It was faid, that his defign was to carry his whole Army to 

the relief of Tamaon^ brought almoft to extremity j which 

Tt ♦ if 
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if he could bring to pafi, would give him giettRepucadoo^ 
would make the ParliaiDenc near Shtren with die King in die 
imereft of the Weft. Upon this pra&eft, it was thought rea- 
fonable, and acoordio|(ly piopofedy ^<^that the KUng bimfelf 
^' would march with his Army into the Weft; and tfaerd>7, 
*<not only ppcveot the relief of TMmi§m^ but compel Fanfgx 
^to Fight, before he fhould be able to joyn with CtmmweB; 
^^ who had not gathered his Troops toother. Tliis was the 
eoDcurreot advice of the whole Council widi which the Ki^ 
ufed to Gonfult, Prince Btfert onlv ezoepced, and Sr Mnrmn^ 
duk§ LMgi^k^ whoCommanded the Northern Horfe ; which 
were impatient to be in their own Country, Now die very 
contrary Afledions towards each other, between Prince Bah 
ferf^nd the Lord Gmtfy began to cooperate to one and die 
fameend. The Prince found that 6mR|(, as a Man of a ready 
Wit, and an excellent Speaker, was like to have moft Credit 
with the King in all debates; and was jeakus, that, bv fats 
Friendihtp with the Lord D^iy^ he would qtickly set focn an 
intereft with his Majefty, that his own Credit would be modi 
Edipfed. Hereupon, he did no lefs defire that Gm^ (houkl 
return again into the Weft, than GsfMg did, not to remain 
where Prince RMfftt Commanded. This produced a great 
Confidence and FriendQiip between them, and the Prince told 
him all thatany oftheCdundlhad ^kenfifeely tohiffl,wben 
bis Highnefs abhorr'd nothing more than that G^rk^ (houU 
be near the Prince of tFsUs ; and Gsrisg laU all of the Coun- 
cil, which he believ'd would moft irrecondle him to them. 
So they both agreed to do all they could,to leflen die Credit and 
Authority of the CoundL The King was defired to receive 
the Information, and State of the Wdt, from G0rmg; who. 
Upon the late good Fortune he had, and by die Artifices of 
the Lord I>igi|y, was too eafily bdiev'd. He ioform'd the King 
with all imagmable confidence, << that if,by the pofitive Com- 
** mand of the Prince, contrary to his opinion and advice, his 
^^ Forces had not been taken from him, and apidied to the Si^e 
^^ofTamaffm^ he had doubtlds totally ruin'd all mSef's Foroe^ 
*^and prevented the coming of thofe Pardes who had given 
^^hisMajcfty fo much trouble at Oxford', that he had been 
<< always ufed, upon his reibrt to the Prince, with great dif- 
^^refpeft, being not calfd into the Coundl, but put to an at- 
*^ tendance without, amongft inferior Suiters ^ and then told 
many particu^lar pafTages at Bridgetnatir^ of which he nuled 
advantage to himfdf, upon the prejudice he begot toothers. 
Whereas the truth of the defign upon Ttmntm is be- 
fore fee doyffn^ with all the circumftances^ and Wdhr was 
marched beyond Salisbury^ before ;the Lord Gormg Jcncw 
where he was j and confeHeci, there was no overtaking him; 
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and he had always received as much refpeft from the Prince, 
and Council, as could be given to a SuBjeft ; being conftantly 
call'd, and admitted to Council vhen he was prefent; and 
when abfent^ opinions and advices (ent to him from the Coun« 
cU, upon fuch pardculars as himfelf propoTed, with a full 
reference to his cuibretion, to do, upon the place, as he judged 
moft neet : yet, I fay, he got fo much Credit, that the King, 
bjr his Jitter of the tenth of Miy to the Prince, direfted, 
^* that General Gark^ Ibould be admitted into all confulcations 
'* and Debates, and adviied withal, as if he were one of the 
^^ eftahliih'd Council ; that Prince E^fert having granted him 
'* Power, to give Commiffions in that Army, all Commif* 
^* fions to be granted Ibould pais by General Garb^ ; and that 
^* none Ouxild be grantied bv the Prince, in his own Name, 
'^otherwife than in fuchCaHes as were of relation meerly to 
'^ the Aflbciation : that the C6uncil Ibould contribute their 
^^ opinions and advices to General Gcrh^, but that his High- 
^^ nefi Ibould carefully forbear to give unto the Lord Gorhi^ 
^^any po&tiveor binding Orders^ whereas, by his InftruAi- 
ons, when he came from Oxford^ he was to pi^t both his Com- 
msffions, of GeneraUffimo, and of General oiF t&e Aflbciation 
in execution, as he found moft convenient ; his Majefty him- 
felf then entertaining very little ho^ of th6 Aflbciation, as it 
was propofed ^ and therefore, by his Letters to the Prince of 
the twentieth of jffrU^ which came to him zi BrutgfvjMterf 
all the aiSgnations formerly made towards the Aflociation, 
were direaed to be difpoie<L and converted to fudi ufes, as 
by the advice of his Council mould be found moft ad vabtage- 
ous to the Service of thofe Parts ; and thereupon the Levl^ 
were ccHifemed to, and direded as is before mentioned. With 
theie triumphant Orders, the Lord G0rm£ retum'd into the riu u^d 
Weft y where we (hall now leave him, and wait upon his Ma- Coring 
jefty, in his unfortunate march, until we find caufe enough ^^^^j^** 
to lament that Counfel, which fo fatally difinifled Gorh^^ and"' '*^'^* 
his Forces, at a time, in which, if he had been bom to Serve 
his Country, his pretence might have been of great ufe and be- 
nefit to the King; which it was never after in any occafion. 
When Gcrhfi was thus feparated from the King's Army, 
his Majefty marched to Evi/bam ; and in his way, drew out 
his Garrifon from Csmidnt^Houk ; which had brought no 
other benefit to the Publick, than the enriching the licentious 
Govemour thereof; who exercifed an illimited Tyranny over 
the whole Country, and took his leave of it, in wantonly 
burning the Noble Strudue, where he had too long inhar 
bited, and which, not many years before, luid coft above 
thirty tboufand pounds the building. Within few days 
after the King left Evtfljsm^ it was furprifed by the Enemy, 
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or radier ftonn'd and taken for want of Men to ddend the 
Works; andtheGovemour, and all the tittle Garrifon made 
Prifoners. The lofs of this place was an ill Omen to the fuc* 
cecdiDg Summer ; and, upon the matter, cut off* all the inter- 
courfe between Worcejhfj tnd Oxford ^ nor was it at all re- 
paired by the taking of HtnukeJ^-Houk in Worcefierjbirei 
which the Rebels had fortified, and made ftrong, and which 
the King's Army took ia two days, and tbereki the Gover- 
msat^ and one bundled and twenty Prifoners; who ferv'd to 
UmA0 if redeem thofe who were loft in Ev^am. And fb^ by eafV and 
ty K^i flow marches the Army proTecuted their way towards aefter. 
iArmft^ But, in Stsfflfrd-Jbirey the Lord Atm, who was Govemour 



JJ^JJy|Mof o6^er, met the King; and inform'd him, "that the Rc- 
^Thomti^bels, upon the noife o( hisMajefty's advance, were drawn 
FairCis ^^ oflf; and fo there was no more to be done,but to profecute the 
•^*«»/^f Northern defign; which was now intended, and the Army 
S^jta ' upon it's march accordingly, when Intelligence was brought* 
' " that Fahfax had fent a ftrong Party to relieve Tttrntim^ and 
** was Himfelf, with his Army, fitte down before Oxfwrd. This 
coald not but make fome alteration, at leaft a paufe in the Exe- 
cution of the former Couniels : and yet Oxford was known to 
be in fo good a Condition, that the lofs of it could not in any 
degree \^ apprehended, and nothing could mc^re reafonably 
have been wifiied, than that Fairfax fhould be throuehly en- 
gaged before it : And it was concluded, " that the beft way to 
" draw him from thence, would bt to fall upon f6me place pof- 
^^fefled by the Parliament. 
2l!^"' . T H E Y bad no Town fo confiderable near the place where 
fSkTuT *^ *^^"8 *c^ w^> ** Leicefter ; in whidi there was a good 
tSa, * Garrifon, under the Command of S^ Robert Pje^ and Prince 
RMpirf ywho was always pleafed with any brisk attempt^cfaear- 
fuUy enrertatn'd the firft motion, and fent S^ Marmfoduko LaBg- 
^/!f forthwith tofurround it (which was of great extent) with 
his Horfe ; and the next day, being the laft of Jl£fy, the whole 
Army was drawn about the Town, and the Pnnce^ having 
taken a view of it. Commanded a Battery to be forthwith 
raifed againft an old high ftone Wall, on the South fide of the 
Town^ which, by his own continued prefence, was finiflied 
with admbrable diligence : which done, he fent a Summons 
to the Govemour ; who retum'd not fuch an Anfwer as was 
required. Thereupon, the Battery began to play ; and, in 
the fpace c^ four hours , made fuch a Breacl^ that it was 
thought Counfelable, the fiime Night to make a general Af- 
fault with the whole Army, in feverai places ^ but principally 
at the Breach j which was defended with great Courage, and 
Refblution ; infomuch, that the King's Forces were twice re* 
pulfed with great lofi^ and flaughter } and were even tcstdy to 
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df%w off in derpair : when tnocfaer Party, on the other fide of . 

the Town, under the Command of Coionei F^e^ ieconded 

by a Body of Horfe that came but that day from Nev^arky and, 
' pufiting'themrelves on Foot, advanced, with their Swoids and 

Piftols, with the other, enter'd the Town; and made way for 

their Fellows to fdlowthem: (b that, by the break of day, the 
• Aflault having^ continued all the Night, all the King's Afmy 

enter'd the Line. Then the Goyemour, and ui> the Officers 
< and Soldiers, to the Number of twelve hundred, threw down 

their Arme& and became Priibners of War : whilfl the Con- 

Juerors {Hirmed their advantage, with the ufual Licence of 
Lapine, and Plunder, and^mUerably facked the whole Town^ 
without any diftindiion of Perfons, or Places ; Churches, and 
Hofpitils,^ as well as other Houfes, were made a Prey to the 
enraged, and greedy Soldier, to the exceeding regret of thd 
King; who well knew,that, how di&fieded foever that Town 
was generally; there were yet many who had faithful hearts to 
him, and who he heartily wiflied might be diftinguiflied from 
the reft: buttbofe Seafons^ admitted no difference of Perfons. 
Though the place was well gotten, becaufe fo little time had 
been ^nt in the getting it, yet it was not without very confi- 
derablelofs on the King's fide ; there being near two hundred 
Soldiers dead upon the places of Aflault, with many Officers ; 
Colonel Sami George^ ^ and others of Name ; befides many 
more woanded, and maimed. . The King prefeatly made the 
Lord L^ghhr&ugb^ a yotmgerSon of the Earl of Huiagftgtom. 
and one who had ferv'd him eminently from the beginning of 
the War, Govemour of Lacijkr ;» and S"" MMtthtw Afpleyardy 
a Soldier of known Courage and Experience, his Lieutenant 
Govemour, 

The taking of L^kifler^ the chief Town of that Province, 
even as (bon as he came before it, and in that manner, purely 
by an A&. of great Courage, gave the King's Army great re- 
putSitiOn, and made a wonderfiil impreffion of terror upon the 
hduts of thofe at Wifimnfier*^ who now revolv'dthe condi- 
tions, ^hich were ofer'd at Uxiridge ; which they had re- 
ftifed. They began to curfe their new model ; and to re- 

Eroadi thbfe who had pdrfwaded thorn <<lb tngratefuUy to 
'throw off their old General, who was ready to foment all 
^^thekdifoontents. It was not above twenty days, that the 
" King's Army had been in the Field, and in that (hort time, 
^Mt had reduced two ftrong Garrifons of Theirs, without 
<< giving the Soldiers any conditions, hkwieflyHouk in Ifbr^ 
*^ eefier-fhire^ and the Town of JLekeftir : whilft their new 
^^ General Fairfax had only faced Omri at a diftance,' to try 
'^whether the Ladies would prevail for the giving upipf the 
<(Town, to pacify their fears; and had attempted to take a 
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^Mor Houfe that Ity oaur, BmM Hoiife, tad had ben 
^^beaceo from thenoe with oonficterable loft, and had drawn 
^offfiotnbodi, very Uctle to his Honour. Tbefe difiXMirfea 
were lb pnblick in cbeaty^and had ibmucb Citdic in boA 
Houiea of Partiaipent, ihac they cioeedingly defired P«ace^ 
and exerdfed their choiighci only h^w they mighc fcvive die 
pid Treaty, or fet a new one on foot ; when theevil Genius 
of the Kingdom in a moment flufted the whole Scene. 

Lbiobstbr wtf a Poft» where the King might, widi 
all polSbleCoiivemenoe and Honour, have fate ftill, till hii 
Anny mtght have been recniiied, ai well as throughly le* 
^dbed. Golooel Gtrrmfd was upon his march towards him 
from iMis^ with a Body of three thoufand Horfe and Foot? 
and he had rcafon to exped, that the Lord Gmm would be 
very (hortly with him with his Horfe ; for be was not de- 
parm fifom the Kio^ above four or five days, with thofe Qr« 
dera which are mentioned before f and with which he was to 
weU pleafed) botthat the King &w caufe to repent his fepa- 
ration , and ient other Orders to recal him as foon as was 
poffible. But the King's fate, and the natural unfteadinels, 
and irrefeludon of thm about him, hurried him into Goun- 
fels very difiurieeable co the pofture he was in. He Imew 
Mt that Fm^x was gone from a)B/sr^; and the InteUigenoe 
which feme Men pretended to bive received from thrace, 
was, ^< that it was in diftrefs. The Duke of Tsri leiDain'd 
^ theref the Council, many Lords and Ladies, who feot In- 
' telligence to their Friends, and all the Magazmes were there; 
and if all thefe Qiould fall into the Enemies hands, IJkefUi^ 
would appear a very poor recompenoe. Thefe particulars be- 
ing unskilftillv, yet warmly preOed by thofe who could not 
b% underftood to mean amtis, the King refolv'd to mardi di* 
VttKjin '^ly for 0x^1^; and in order thereunto, within five days 
muittim after the taking of Lncefitr^ he appoimed the Rendezvous 
^V«?^^ for his Army; where he might yet very reafonably have been 
Oxford, difoouraged from profecuting that intention; for it then ap- 
pear'd evidently, how very much it was weaken'd by^ and 
fioce that Aftion, by the lols of thofe who were killed and 
wounded in the Storm; by the abfence of thofe who w^re kfi: 
behind in the Garrifon; and by the running away of very 
many with their Plunder, who would in few days bavrre-^ 
tarned. 

The number of the King's Foot which rematn'd, did not 
amount to above three thoufand five hundred ; which was not 
a Body fufficient to Fight a Battle for a Crown. Then, all 
the Northern Horfe, who had promifed themfelves, and were 
profflifed by the Kiq^, that they ihould go into their own 
Country, lycre fo diqpleafed widi this new Refelutiei)^ that 
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fibty were with great difficulty reftrain'd from Disbatadiog; 
and, though they werie at laftprcvail'd with to march, were 
not enough recovered to be depended upon in any (uddtin 
Action. Ndtwithftanding all this, the march was continued; 
the next day, at H^ior0u^li^ the tntelligencb came ^^that 
^^Fahfax was drawn off from Oxford^ without having ever^^niiomtt 
«< approached fo near it, as to difchdirge doe Piece of Oinnon P^ifftj 
<^ upon it ; that he had been beaten off from BorBst-Hwfk^^ 
** with the lofs of Officers, as well as Soldiers j and that hc^^ * 
^ was maricbed with his whole Army to Buckingham. But this 
kindled a greater af^tite to find him out, than there was be^ 
fore. Indeed there was lefs reafon to march Northward, fince 
they might well apprehend the Scot^ Army in their Face, 
and Fm^mx in their Rear. But there was the fame reafon 
ftill for their retiring back to JjtkefiityQt to WorceBer^ Wherd 
they might expeA , and could not fail bf an Addition of 
Foroes to the Army ; and where the Enemvj who inuft now 
be oblig'd to find them out, muftcome with man]^ difadvan* 
rages. Thefe Confiderationswere all laid alide, and every 
body believ'd, that F^ir/fx his Army was much difpirired, by 
having MM in their two firft Enterprises ; and that it was 
now led out of the way, that it might recover Courage, be- 
fore it ihouU be brought to Fight with fo Viftorious Troops, 
as the King's were: and therefore, that it was bed to find 
theift out, whilft their fear was yet upon them: all Men con- 
cluding that to be true, which their own wifbes fuggefled to 
them. So the Army marched to Davmfry in Northamftax^ 
flfin : where, for want of knowing where *e Enemy was, ot 
what he intended to do, the King remained in a quiet pofture 
the fpace of five days. 

Upon the thirteenth of June, the King receiv'd Intelli- 
gence, that Fshfax was advanced to Norttamftm , with t 
ftrong Army ; much fuperiot to the Numbers he h^ for- 
merly been advertifed of. Whereupon, his Majefty retired 
the next day to Harhr9ugh\ and meant to have sone back 
to LgkeBety that he might draw more Foot Qjit of Nruw*, 
and ftand upon his defence, ^U the other Forces which he 
cxpeftcd, could come up to him. But, that very Night, an 
Alarm was brought to lUrb^9Xghy that Fairfax himfelf was 
Qjarter'd within fix Miles. A Council was prefendy call'd, 
the former Refolution of retiring prefently laid afide, and a 
new one as quickly taken, ** to right ; to which there was 
always an immoderate appetite, when the Enemy was within 
any diftaqce. They would not ftay to expeA his coming, 
but would go back to meet him. And fo, in the Morning 
early, being SatxrJay the fourteenth of Juxe, all the Army 
was drawn up, uponarifit^ ground of very great advantage 
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about a Mile South fiom Harhrwgb {which was feft at their 
back J and there put in order to give or receive the Charge. 
The main Body of the Foot was led by the Lord <^^(whom 
the King had lately made a Baron] confifting of about two 
thou&nd and five hundred Foot } the right Wing of Horfe, 
being about two thoufand, was led by Prince Rtffert^ the left 
V/ing, confifting of all the Northern Horfe, withthofe from 
Nnpd^ky which did notamount co above fixteenhaddred, was 
Commanded by & Marmaduke Langdak ^ in the Referve, 
were the King's Life-Guard, Commanded by the Earl of LmJ- 
/^, and Prince Buferfs Regiment of Foot (both which did 
make very little above eight hundred ) with the King's Horfe- 
Guards, Commanded by the Lord Bernard StuM^t (newly 
made Earl of ZJcbfield) which made that day about five hun- 
dred Horfe. 

The Army, thus difpofed in good order, made a ftand on 
that ground to exped the Enemy. About eight of the Clock 
in the Mornine, it began to be doubted, whether the Intel- 
ligence they had rcceiv'd of the Enemy was true. Upon 
which the Scputmafter was fent to make farther difcovery j 
who, it feems., went not far enough ; but return^ and averr'dj 
^' that he had been three or four Miles forward, and could 
*' neither difcover, norhe^r anv thing of them: prefently, a 
report was raifcd in the Army," thsX the Enemy was reared. 
Prince l^nr/erf thereupon drew oiit a Party ofFlorfe and Muf- 
queteers, both to difcoyer, and engage them, this Army ^- 
maining ftillin the fame place, and pofture they had been m. 
yiie Higlineft had not march'd above a mile, when he re- 
ceived certain Intelligence of Their advance, irid in a flioit 
time after, he faw the Van of their Army, but it feems not fo 
diftindly, but that he conceived the v were retiring. Where- 
upon, he advanced nearer with his Horfe, and fent back, 
'"thattheArmyftiouldmarphuptohipQi and the Mcffenger 
who brought the Order, faid, ^*±at the Prince defired they 
*^ fliould make haft. Hereupon the advantage ground was 
quitted, and the excellent order they were in, and an advance 
made towards the Enemy, ,as. well as might be. $y that time 
they had march'd about a mile and an half, the Horfe of the 
'Enemy was difcern'd to ftand upon a high ground about 
• Najefy ; whence, feeing the manner of the King $ march, in 
a full Campagne, they had leifure and opportunity to place 
themfelves, with alltheadvantage§ they could defire. The 
Prince's natural heat, and impatience, could never endure an 
Enemy long in his yicwj norlet him believe that they had 
the courage to endure his Charge. ^Tbus the Army was en- 
. gaged before the Cannon was turn'd, or the ground made 
choice of upon. which they w^re to Fight: fo tta.t Courage 
"" - -' * •" was 
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ras only to be relied upon, where all GonduA failed fo much. 

It was about ten ot theQock^ when the Battle began :Twi4tti^ 
The firft Charge was given by Prince Ibfert^ who, wimhis^Nafeby. 
own, and his Brother Prince Mutrkfs Troop, perform'd it 
with his ufual vigour i and was fo wellfeconded, that he bore 
down all betore hkn, and was Maf^er of fij^ pieces of the Re« 
bels beft Cannon. The Lord Afflify with His Foot, though 
againlit the Hill, advanced upon Their Foot ; who difcharged 
their Cannon at them, butover-fhot them, and fo did their 
Muiqueteers tdo. For the Foot on either fide hardly fiiweach 
other till they were within Carablkie-Oiot, andfo<Dnly gave 
one VoUy ^ the King's Foot, accordingto their uAial cuflom, 
falling in with their Swords, ^d the Buc-ends of their Muf* 
quets; with which they did very notable execution, and put 
the Enemy into great diforder and confufion. The right 
Wing ofHorfe and Foot beine thus fortunately engaged and 
advanced, the left Wing, unacr S^ MarmaJuke Lsngdakj in 
five Bodies, advanced with equal relblution; and was en» 
counter'd by Crmnwttt^ who Commanded the r^ht Wing of^ 
the Enemies Horfe, with feven Bodies greater, and more nu- 
merous than either of the other} and had, befides the Odds 
in number, thlfe advantage of the ground ; for the King's 
Horfe were obliged to march up the Hill, before they could 
Charge them : yet they did their duty, as well as the place, 
and great inequality of Numbers would enable them to do. 
But being flanked on both fides by the Enemies Horfe, and 
prefled hard, before they could get to the top of the HiU, 
they gav6 back, and fled farther and fafter than became them. 
Four of the Enemies Bodies, clofe, and in good order, fol^- 
low'd ' ...

whilft Priftdc R<jpfirf, with the right Wing, purfued thofe 

Horfe which be hadbroken and defeated. 

The King's Refer ve ofHorfe, which was his own Guards, 
with Hlrtifelf in the head of them, were even ready to Cbaijee 
thofe Hoi^ who f>urfued his left Wing, when, on afiiddain, 
fuch a Pannick fear feifed upon them, that they all run near a 
quarter of a mile without ftopping; which happened upon an 
extraordinary accident, thathat^ feldom fallen out, and might 
weUdifturb and diforder very r^foluteTroops, as thofe were, 
and the beft Horrci in the Army. The King, as was faid be- 
fore, waseven upon the point of Charging the Enemy, in the 
heacfof his Gaards, when the Earl of CfntMiMr/i^, who rode 
next to him ( a Man never fulpe^ed for infidelity, nor yet 
one from whom the Kingwould have receiVdCounfcl in fuch 
a cafe) bn^fuddaio> laiahi^^handon^e bridle of theKing^^ 
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[loHe,aiidfwetfUigtwoor tfaieefiiU MoMthed*»«i* Oaths 
rforo^tiMt Natioohe wa») ikid, «wiU yougp upoo yoor 
<« iktdi inan ioftaot ? and before hiaMajefty undctfiood what 
hewooUtaave, tum'dhisHorferaaadi upon which a word 
SithioaghtbJ Troops « that theyfliauia ii.^ to thei^ht 
«haiidTwUdi Jed thm both ftcimChucii«tiKEiiem^ 
affiftioK their own Men. Upon thi* *ey aU turo'd 4eir 
Horfas end »de upon tbeSpiir» as if they wtie every Man 
tofliiftforhimfelf. ;,,.,* j« ^ 

It if wy true that, upon the4DooreSouldierlyw«»d^«H 
wludi wa< lait after than, many of them returad t^die 
Kioc; though die former nnlucicy word canied ipme fipom 
Mm? By dii» time, Prince tbifirt was retam'd with a nod 
Body ofdnfe Horfe, which had attended hun m hispn^jc 
lous Charge on die right Wingi but diey haying, as diey 
dioariit, aScd dieir parts, could never bebrmight to «Uy 
diemfelves again in order, or to CharjW the Enemy. That 
difeeoce was obferv'daU along, in die difcifdme of dieKugT* 
Troops, and of diofewhidi matdied under die Gominand M 
Ftnfsx, and CrmmiB (&» it was only under Them, aadhad 
never b^ remarltable under ^,ot IVsBer ) diat, diough 
dieKiitt's Troops prevaiPd in the Charee, and rooted ffiofc 
diey Cterged, they feldom ralUed diemfelves again in order, 
nor could be brought tomalce a feoond CSiarge again die fsune 
day : whidi was thti reafoo, diat diey had not an oitire Vi- 
€fcory itSMia: Whereas die odiersTroopi, if fliey pre^ 
vail'd, or ttet«h diey were beaten, and routed, prefettly 
raUied again, andftood in good order, tiU they receivM new 
Orders? Afl that the Ktaig and Prince could do, could not 
rally dicirbioleen Tioopt, which ftood in fuffident Numbers 
upm die Field, though diey often endeavour'd it, widi d^ 
manifeft hazard of their ownPeribns. So dia^ in die end, 
die King was compell'd to quit die Field; and to leave F«tr«. 
fax M^rof aU his Foot, Cannon, and Baaga^e; amongft 
which was his own Cabinet, where his m<* fccret Pape» 
were, and Letters between die Queen and Him ; of whidi 
diey ihordy after made that barbarous ufe as was agreeabte to 
theur Natures, and publilb'd diem inPrint ; that is, ib much 
of thc|m,arth^ thought would afperfe either of their M^ 
jefties, and improve the prejudice they bad wufcd agaiofi: 
them ; andconoeal'd odier parts, which would have vindi- 
cated diem from many particulars widi which diey hadalper- 

fedthem. '■'■■•. ^ .., _, 

I SHALL notfhiy, inthk place, to memioi the Names of 
thofe Noble Pcribns who were loft to diis Battle; when 
thdKiing, and die Kingdom were loft m it; though there 
^ereaboveonehundredaodfiftyOfficarSyandCieB^emen of 
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prion Quaticy, d^ upon the Tpoc^ whofe Memories ought 
to be preferv^d. The Enemy left no manner of cruelty un- 
exercised that day ; and in the purfuit kill'd above one huodr ed 
Women, whereof Ibme were the Wives of Officers of Quali* 
cy. The King and Prince Rt^irP^ with the broken Troops, 
marched by Likejf^ that Night to 4fhtfde la Zoucb-^ and Tht Ks^s 
the next day to UctfieU; ami continued two days march '^«»>«' ^ 
more, till they came to Bmdky in War^efter-Jbire -j where J''*^')^***''* 
they refted one day; and then went to Herefrrdy with fome^jJJ].^'^* 
dtsjoynted imaginanon, that they might, with du^ Forces Hefeford 
under Gerrard^ who was General of South Waks^ and wav 
indeed upcm his march, with a Body of two thcHi&nd Horfe 
and Foot, be 4^1e to have raifed a new Army. At Herefordf TUmce 
Prince Ruftrt^ before any fbrm'd Counielwas agreed \vpOft^^rUceKM^ 
what the King fhouid do next, left the King, and made haft P*" r*":** 
to BhM^ that he might put that place into a condition tQ^*^""®'* 
refifta Powerful and Vidorious Enemy ; which, he had rea- 
fbn to believe, would in a &x>it time appear before it. No- 
thing can be here more wondcr'd at, than that the King fliould 
atnufe himfeff «bout forming a slew Army m Counties which 
bad been Vexed, and worn out wkh the op|»re{Iions of his 
own Troops, and the Licence of thoTe Govemours, whom 
he had put over them ; and not have immediately repaired 
into the Weft, where he had an Army already form'd, and a 
People, generally, weU devoted to his Service, whither all his 
broken Troeps, and General Cerrard, might have tranfport- 
ed themfelves, before Faiffax could have given them anv in* 
terrnption ; who had fomewhat to do, hmte he could bend 
hk couHe that Way : of which uiAappy omiflion we fliall 
nave top much occafioHto take more notice^ after we have 
again vifited the Weft. 

The Sictoefs which tnfefted Bf^tf(,and which was thought tw uf-w 
to be the Plague , had made it nece&ry for the Prince of*/'*» wctt 
H^t to remove itom thence : and no place was tho^ht foJJ^ '**'*'* 
convenient for his rcfidence as BamfiaUe^ a pleafant Town 
in the North pin of Deve^Jhire^ well Fortified, with a good 
Garrifon in it, utider the Command of S^^Ollm Affl^. And 
as his H^hnieft Was uponhis way thither, he received the Or- 
ders which the Lord CMffg, who was now retum'd, had pro* 
cured from the King ; which he carefully tranfmttted to his 
H^hnefe, afloon as he arrived. At the fame time, the Lord 
Colefe^per received another Letter from the IjytdDigyy. dated 
four days after the former Orders, by which he fignified "the 
" King's exprefs pleafure, that the Lord Gormg Jhould Com- 
"mand thoie Forces in Chief; thziS^ Rkhard Greenvil ftiould 
"be Major General of the whole Army^ that S^Jchn Berk- 
^^ kjy as ColcMiel General of Devm and Corwpal^ fliould in* 
' Vol. IL Part. X. Uu "tend 
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^^rend the work before Pfym0&tb ; and that Prince Rffert 
<< would read his Ratificttion of ail thefe ; that the Lord Htf* 
'< rMi(hoold attend his Charge at the Army, as General of the 
<' Ardllery. To which parpofe, his Majefty with his own 
hand writ to the Lord Hopf$mi ^^ and chat the Prinoe flioold 
'^ not be in the Army, but keep hisrefidencein afafe Garri- 
'^fon^ and There, bythc advice of his Council, manage and 
** improve die buflnefi of the Weft, and provide referves, and 
*< reinforcements for the Army: with sn Intimation, '^that 
*< MfSMutt^B Houfe, near BriJM^ would be aeon venienc place 
^^forMsreGdence. 

Thb Prince and Council were much amazed at tihefe Or- 
ders andRefolutions, fo diflerentfrom thofe whkji bad been 
made; and therefore they thought it fit to conceal them, v!A 
they mtg^c leprefent faithfully to his Majefty the ftace and 
condition of thofe pans, and their advice thereupon: well 
knowti^, that if it were believ'd in the County , that the 
Prince's Authority was in the leaft manner fiiperfeded, ordi* 
miniOied, befidcs other inconveniences, the nopefiil Levies, 
upon the agreement at BriJgewster^ would be m a moment 
determine ; the Gentlemen who were to raife Reeiments, 
profeffing. ^ that Aey would receive noCommiffions but from 
*^ his Highnels. But whatever care They ufed to conceal the 
matters of thofe Letters, and to haftenaway a difpatch to the 
King concerning them, the I^rd Gsrmg took as much care to 
pubiiOithem ; smd from that time expreOed all poffible con- 
tempt at leaft of the Council attending the Prinoe. However, 
vrithin three days, there was another change ; for the Lord 
D^if ( fending at the fame time exprefsOrders from the King 
to the Lord G^rimg to that purpofe ) by his Letters to tfae 
Lords of the Council, of the nineteenth of iUbrjr, within five 
days after the former, fignified '^hisMajeft/s pleafure, that 
** the Lord Qmn^ ihouid march forthwith towards Nmb- 
^ smptm^-ibire with all the Forces could befpared ; and that 
^' the Prince himfelf fliould ftay at J9M^«r-Caftle, and encou- 
<« rage the new Levies : it being ( I prefume ) not known at 
Court, that the Plague, which had driven him from Bi4/hl^ 
was as hot in Dumfiar Town, juft under the Walk of the Ca- 
ftle. At the fame time, a Letter to the Lord H^m from the 
King, order'd him *' to Command the Forces under the Prince. 
The Prinoe was then, as was faf d before, in his way to Bam* 
fidUii havinfr left five hundred of his Guards to keep the 
Fort in BriBol^ the Garrifon being then very thintbere^ by 
feafon of fo many drawn from thence for the Service bdbre 

General G^rmt^ upon hisretum ttom the King, found 

Tat$M$0m leliev'd by aftrong Party of two tboufand Horfe, and 

% three 
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three thou&nd Foot, which unhappily zni^d in the very Ar- 
ticle of reducing the Town, and alber their Line wasencer^d, 
and a third part of the Town was burned. But this Supply 
raifed the Siege, the Befiegers drawing off without any lor9} 
and die Party that reliev'd them, haTing done their work, 
and left ibme of their Foot in the Town, made what haft they 
could, to make their Retreat Eaft ward ^ when Goring feU (o 
opportunely upon their Quarters, chat he did them great mif- 
chief; and believ'd thatt» inthacdiforder, hehadfomutthem 
up between narrow pai!e$, that chey could neither retire to 
Tatmton^ nor march EaSward : and doubtle& be had them 
then at a great advantage, by the opinion of all Men that 
knew the 0>untry. But, by the extreme ill diipofing his Par- 
ties* and for want of particular Orders (of which many Men 
fpolce with great licence ) his two Parties fent our, feveral 
wayS) to fall upon the Enemy at P^rivr^^Bridge, the one 
Commanded by Colonel TkamiU^ the other by S' IMiam 
C$urtmj ( both diligent, and fober Officers ) chey fell foul on 
each other, tothelofs of many of their Men; both the chief 
Officers being dangeroufly hurt, and one of them taken, be- 
fore they knew their Error ; through which the Enemy with 
Bo more lofi got into, and about TMuvtem'^ notwicfaftaoding 
whk:fa untoward accident, General Goriitg was ,. or feem'd, 
very confident that he ihould fpeedily io diftreis them , that 
tiie place would be the fooner reduced, byche relief chat had 
been put into it, and that in few days they wooU be at hia 
Mercy. ^ • 

This was before the latter end of May ; when» upon the 
confidence of fpeedily difpatching that work, all poffible and 
cfifeftual care was taken to fupply him withProvifions, and to 
fend all the new Levied Men, and his Highnefs'^ own Guards 
thkher. lafomucb, as he had within few days a Body of foil 
five thottland Foot, and four thoufand Horfe ^ which he Quar* 
ter'd at the moft oonvenienc places ^ rather Tor eafe, than dut v ; 
having publiChed Orders, under pretence of preferving the 
Country from plunder, and with a promife of moft exem- 
plary Diicipline, ^^ that fix pence a day Ihould be coUeded for 
^^ the payment of each Trooper ; to which be got the Coo 
niffioners confenc; by virtue whereof, be raifed great Sums 
of Money, without the leaft abatement of the former difor- 
<ier6.: yet he proceeded with fucb Popular circumftances, fend- 
ing moft fpeclous Warrants out, and Declarations for Refor- 
Siation^ fometimesdefiring, ^^chat folemn Prayers might be 
. *^ faid in all Churches for him ^ and to deilre God to blefs 
^^ ^me attempt he had then in hand; always ufing extreme 
Courtihip to the Commiffioners ( whom be barefaced in- 
fcrm'd, ?^ chat he was to have, or rather, that he had the ab- 
. "^ Uux "folate 
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^'felote CooQinaiUi of cbe Weft under the Prince^ wkhout le- 
' fereoce to htsCoaocil) chac with his j^roinifes , Prodanmi* 
tion5| and Courcihipy togetbsr wkfa laughing at tbofe Porlbns 
they were angry at, he had wrought hlmfelf into vtry fopa^ 
Jar conGderattoo; till they foand> that he promifed and pab* 
liflied Orders4 to no other purpoTe than to deceive them ; and 
that, whilft he feem'd with thtm to laugh atdcher Meta, he 
made them Propertief only to his owh ends. 

In chit conjandare, the Kirig'i Leccer cune to the Lord 
G^riig, to march towards NMAMflif»yfoiv^ to which he ics 
turn'd an Anfwer by an Exprefs, befere he defired the PHnceft 
dfatAio ns ; though he was diluent enough to procure bii 
Highnc/s's opinion fbrthe reTptt of his inarch. The trutbisy 
the aflurance that he gave of bis reducing tbofe Foicte wkUa 
very few days ; the leaving all the Weft to the Mercy of Ae 
Rebels, if he went before they weft reduced; thedaonrof 
their marching in his Rear, and carrying as gredt an aMnon 
of llrength to the Ebemy,as GeneralGsrag could carry to the 
King, except he carried with him the Forces of the feveralGar- 
rifons, which were then joyn'd to him, nttde it very Ooonfel- 
able tofufpend a iMeTent Obedience tothoTe Orders, cU 4)ls 
Nfajefty might receive the full and true State of his Affiiks in 
tbofe pans ; to which purpofe, an exprefi was feor likewtfe 
by* his Highnefs to the King. In the mean time. General 
Gork^ was fo far from making any advance upon Td$mfm^ 
that he grew much more negligent in it, than he bad been.; 
fufier'dProvifions, in great quantities, to be carried into the 
Town, through the midft of his Men ; negkded, and diA 
couraged his own Foot fo much, that they ran away h&Of 
than they could be lent up to him ; and gave himfelf Wirote- 
Jy to Licence : infonmch that foitie times he was ikx Add 
abroad, in threeor font days together. At this tteie cjune the 
news of the fatal blow at tfafity^ which freed hknfrom any 
fear of being drawn outof the weft ; jet he ufed no expedi- 
tiott to attempt any thing upon the Eneinjr, who were ex- 
ceedingly difiiearten'd ; but luffir'd the Gtttrds to be moie 
negligeiitiy kept ; infomuch that his Quarters wereoften beaten 
up, even m the day time; whilft fonse Principal Officers of 
his Army, as Lieutenant General Psm^, and others, Widi 
His leave, had fc vera! Parleys with the Officers of the Rd>dSy 
to the very great fcandal of tbe reft ; who knew not wbdc 
interpretation to make of it, at a timediat he ufed to memieQ 
the Perfon of the King with great contempt, and aveVU in 
all places a virulent dffltkeidF the Princes CoMiiteU. TfaWy 
after about fix Weefa lying about TkMMaLthe FofceswherC^ 
of he promifed to confound ( I mean thofe that raaiched to 
the relief of it ) within few days, he was foiced faoafelf to re- 

ore 
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tire, and (ufler them to joyn with 3' Jtcm^ Fdirfax ; who in 
|be b(sginniog cf Jiffy marched towards thofe parts. 
« After the Prince came to Bamftatky though he very tw P^ne$ 
feldom receiv'd any account from the Lord Garmg of wh&t'/ ^^^^* 
happen'di Jie was infbnn'd by ieveral t^erfoos of Credit, g^^'^J^^.p 
^^ th^t he was. iPDch diicontentcxl j; and expreOed a great fenfe 
5'of difrcfpc(fl;,and iinl^indneflcs that he had receiv'd. Therein 
fore it wi^ wi(hcd by th^m, ^'that fome meaps might be 
^' found out, to fettle a good underftanding with hi)ii> where- 
^' by he might be encouraged tQ an Alacrity in fo important 
f^ a Seafon : and he having appointed to he at Ti^fr/^inon fuch 
a day, the Prince fent thither SifJ^bm Bfrkkyy S' Hngk PaJ- 
lardy and Coionel Ji[bkurtibmi$j to confer with him, and to 
know what be de(ired % (he Pfioce having never denied to 
lUIUl him, in any one part;i^lar he had ever propofed, or to 
grant hi9l any thing he had exprefled a defire of. Upon their 
n^o^ing ^re> be carried himielf very high; talked only of 
^' geiief$l peg)«£ta put upon him by the Prince's Council ; 
^^cbat he had been promued by the Xing to have tbe Com* 
^^maod of |he Weft, Nt that they had hindered it; which 
^' a£gx)nt he required to have repair'd, before be would do any 
^^ Service upon the Eqemy ^ with many bitter InveAive^ 
againft particular PerfpnSy "whereof, he faid,. Prince Bufert 
^^ ba,d told him that fome thought him not a Man fit to be 
**tfufted, They M indeed fpoken freely to his Highnefs 
to that purpofe, upon hi^ very franklv difcourfiqg of him. 
{n the end, chefe tiiree Perfons prefling htm a3 Friends to deal 
ptartippiarly with thom, what would fatisfy him ; he told 
tbf^m, ^' if he might be preiently made Lieutenant General to 
^' the. Prinee,,,and adn^icced pf his Council^ and be promifed 
^'TO be Sworptjf the Priv7 O^uncil, aflbon as plight be, and 
- tft.be Gentletnaapf the Prince's Bed-Chamber, he would 
'^ then proceed roupdjy andchearfuUy Ipthe hufine&i other- 
" wi(ei the. Pr;ince*8 Couppl fliould do the wprlj: thcmftlve^ 
^^fqx Hiqi. All this b^ing fo extravagant;, it cauno^ he thought 
»ny<^(ww could be given tp it, eipecially it being faid to 
ibecn af.Erieads, f^nd ppt ei^prcfsly fent to the Prince, 

W^^^ t()e Prince firfl apprehended the adyapce of Sr 
Vmm l^^irfa^ to the Weft, ne very earneftly recopimended 
Xf^tim Lord G^iH the ftgite of the Garrifons about ar/<^evtf- 
fw-j, efpeciaJly.theGarriftipQf Lamfort^ which was of fo great 
iinjKtftapce,abat, being well fuppiied, it bad fecured Bridge^ 
^4f^% fLnda^th^c pare of the .Country. This Garrifon had 
b(^f) fetilgdl^y the tord H^tonf upon his firft coming down 
to 2>W^, .^fier Ifamlrusieh^nliQd the Blockade that Colo- 
nel J^mik^m^i laid to it, and S' Francis Mackwcrth ( who, 
having been formerly Major-General to the Marquis of Ne^m^ 
"T: ■ Uu3 C^/A, 
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Oifikj Was now, that Army being diflblvM, returning to hig 
Command in the Low Countries by his Majefty's leave) was 
engaged by him, to take the Command ot it till, upon the 
Prince's coming into thofe Parts, a worthier Command could 
be provided for him ; and before the Lord Gorh^^i coming 
to Tauutony he had Fortiiyd it to a good degree. This Gar- 
rifon, from the firfi: EftabU(hment« had been much tnaltgn'd 
by Colonel Windham^ who defired not to have another Go- 
vernour fo near him, who was to receive fome of the ifhiit 
that he bad before look'd on as his own, though never aflign'd 
to him: and then, upon fome differences between S^Jolm 
Sfawely and S' Francis Mtckw&rthy it was mbre ihveighed 
againft : infomuch as at the firft comii^ down of the Prince 
xo Brsftoly moft of the rime was fpent in compfeiints from S* 
John stawel of this Garrifon, and of the forcings the Gouiitry 
to work, and contribute to thofe Fortifications. After the 
Lord Gar^grg'^ coming to Tauntouy "be had, as a compliitienc to 
Bridgewater^ and co all the Gendemen, who wefegrdWir'an- 
gry with my Lord Hcfton, upon their oirn fancies, i>efides 
the former unkitidnefies he had to Sr Francis A[acJh»&rti^ npbn 
fome difputes they had Had in the North { wherdt-hey were 
both General Officers) very much negleded, add dp^ri^fled 
that Garrifon; not only by countenancing au complaints a- 
gainft itjbut by taking away all the Contribution aOign'd fi^ 
the fupport of it, for the fupplying his own Army; aiid ex- 
prefily irthibiting him by force to Levy thofe Rates, which 
the Prince hirofelf had affign'd to him. Infomuch as wheh 
the Club-men of the County adembled together in great Num- 
bers, and, having taken fbnie Officer^ and Soldiers of that 
Garrilop Prifoners, for requiring their juft Contributions in 
Money, or P/ovifiqns, came up to the W^llsofLampdrty and 
difcharged their Mufquecs upon the Works, and S^ Francis 
JMacknvortb thereupon witK his Horfe Charged tiena , " and 
killing one or two of them, forced the reft to runaway, the 
Lord Gormg fent him a very ftrift leprehenfion for fd domg, 
and pofitively Commanded him ** to do fo no m6rejaor in 
^^any Cafe to difturb or injure thofe People. T^i^bronghc 
that Garrifon fo low, that when it mi|5ht have j^ferir^d tnat 
Army, it had not two days^ Provifions in itj '^^' Fi^mttii 
J^achworth^ having been call'd to wait on thePritte^^PeK 
fon, as well by hfs own choice fwhcn he faw iBe t^H'iafe 
towards him, believing that fome prejudice tp.his Pai^n 
brought a difad vantage to the place) as by Prfnee IfcirJW^s 
advice; who promifed, when helefr the Princeat .B»^i»*iif, 
and vificed Goring^ ^nA Br$dgev)ater; **to fettfe fhStt Oar- 
'^ rjfon of Lamport, and make Colonel K^W^ifii^Gbvemour 
«ofit.

five or ux thoufand Meo, rooft in Armes ^ and the Petitioners 
were ^pointed to attend the next day at BrUgewater for an 
Anfwer. It was evident, though the avow'd ground for the 
rifing^ was the intolerable Oppreffion, Rapine, and Violence, 
exercued by the Lord Gcri»£s Horfe, that, in truth, they re- 
ceived encouragement from many Gentlemen of the Country j 
fomeof them thinking, it would be a gpod Expedient to ne- 
Ceffitacc a Reformation of the Army j others believing it 
would be a profitable riixng for the King, and would grow 
into the msMter of the firft Aflbdation, One and All. There^ 
fore fome prinqpal Agents of S' yoim Stdwtt$ were very 
aftive in tl)ore;Meetings : and he himfelf was very follicitous, 
that a very gracious Antwer might be return'd to their Peti- 
tion; which was followed by Ibme Farmerly Men, and others 
of the Clergji both which had good Reputations of aftdlion, 
and iot^rity to the King's Service. The Prince expredea 
% great fenfc pf the OpprdBons they fuflcr'd, by the diforder 
of the Army, which he promifed to do his bdd to reform ; 
lo wbi^ ena, he writ many earned Letters to the Lord Go- 
riH- But his Highnefi told them, << that this unwarrantable 
^courfe of aOembling together, and being their own Judges, 
^^ would provjs very pernicious : for though many of them 
^^ migt^ mean well, yet fome adtive Minifters would mingle 
^^ with then, on the behalf of the Rebels, and having qbc^ 
<^ brought them to a kind of Neutrality, and Unconcerhedoefs 
<^ for the King, would, in a moment, be able, againft all their 
^'gQod wiflies, to apply them againft hitp j ai)d therefore 
^^ ftreightly inhibited them to meet any more in that manner^ 
^' except they firft lifted themfclvps in Regiments, and chole 
**Genile|neo of. the Country to Command them j to whott 
faisHighnefs qffi:i*d to grant Commijions to tlut purgore. 

This Anfwer feemy to fatisfy thofe who attended on th^ 
behalf of the Petitioners, until they were perfwadca't)y foroc 
Gentlemen not to fubmit to It; and fo they continued their 
meetings; many inferior Officers of the Army quitting their 
Charges, and living amongft them, and improving tlieir i\(r 
contents. When the Prince went to Barnfi^iky he gave 
General Goring Advertifements " of the great danger that 
** might ^rife out of the licence that People took to thena- 
•^felve«; ;ind therefore advifed him, ** as on the on? hand, 

Uu^, "^- ^to 
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'* to fapprefs atid reform the crying dtforden of the Army by 
<< c^)Od Difcipline, and feverity upon enormcnis Trangeflbn; 
'^10 on the other, feafonably to difoounteoanoe, and punifli 
**^thofc Al&mbKes of Club- men j which would otherwise, in 
^' time, prove as dangerous to him, as any other ftrength of 
^ the Rebels. But, whether it were to Ihew his greame^ 
and fo, Popuhrly to comply with what the Prince had dtf- 
countenanced, or whether in truth he beKev'd he fliould be 
able CO make ufe of them, and perfwadethem to hecomea 
pare of bis Army, he did ufe all pofiiMe compliance with 
them, and would not fu£fer any force to be u^ agatnft them. 
So that tfaey grew to be (b powerful, that they kept Provi- 
fions frotti the Army, and theGarrifons j and when-he nsov'd 
from Taunton J upon the coming down of S' T^MMf Fm^Snt, 
they kill'd many of his Soldiers ; and did him toore ca^ief, 
than all the power of the Rebels. 

When the Prince came to Barnfisile, herecseiir'd the 

fatal news of the Battle of N^fifyy by the noife and triumphs 

which the Rebels made in thofe parts for their Vidory, 

without any particular information, or account from Oxfrri^ 

or any Credible Perfons; which left fome hope tSat it might 

not be true, at Icaft not to that degree that difaffi^ed Rjople 

reported it to be. However, at the wprft, it concerned Mm 

the more to be follicitous to put the Weft intoPfiich a pbftitfe^ 

that it might be able to repaiir any lofs cheKing^ bad' receiv'd^ 

which he might have done, if the Jealoufijss and Atriitiofities 

between particular Perfops could have been'recopcil^d, and 

a'TJnion been made amongft-all Men who pretended to wifl), 

and really did wifli, profperip^y to the King's Af&irs 5 which 

were ditfurbed, and even, rendered defperate, by the iii{o(er* 

able Pride of incorrigible JFadion. Nl^I^witbftandiftg the Or- 

dtrsy which had been made by the Commiffioners of Pr^Mr- 

fitrcy for diftribating the Contribprionsrfthat County, which 

hjLVe been menrion'd before, and in which fuch a prgpoition 

t^as aflign'd for the maintenance of the Fprces before P^Mmrif, 

as in S*^ Rkhard Greenvits own judgement was fufficient for 

them^ he had ftiJl continued to L^y the whofe OMtribu- 

ticn, which he had done foimerjy, for fix thouiknd Foot, and 

twelve hundred Horfe j and faid, "he could: iJOt febihit to 

'^the other divifion s^nd retrenchnocnf ; feir that there was 

*' norhing afiGgad, or left for the payment of his Menbeftwe 

^^ Taunton. He was toid' by the Commiffipncr?, ^^t^lat riiey

" that they had received tip Money from him fioce their gp-

•ting him know, ^ that, if che defign held. tho(e of BMrmBsik 
*^ (houkl meet, where and when he would appoint. 

St Bkbsrd GreenvU took an occafion , from the Soldiers 
failingto meet, at the day appointed, ztThertmt (though if 
they had met, there could havebeen noprogrefsin the for- 
mer de6gn ) to exclaim againft the Prince's Council; and, 
the next day, in a CoverdireAed to M' Fafi^my wba was 
Secretary of the Council , withtwt any Letter, retumTd the 
Commiffion of FieM-Marfhai , fonnerly given him by the 
Prince ; and withfo two or three days after, * on the fifth of 
Jiffy i he fent a very infoient Letter to the Lords of the Goun- 
ctl^ complaining ot'^tnatlyundeferv'd abufesofler^d to him; 
implying, << that the fame werefaften'd on him by Them, on 
<<tne bchzif of St Jokm Berkby-^ told them, that when they 
^^ moved him to give over the Command of the Forces before 
^< Pfyfftpiab to St ypbm BtriUfy they had ptomiftd him the 
^' Principal Command of the Army underthe Prince : wher&- 
as the truth is before fet down, that the Propofition was made 
by Himfetf, both of qutttine thatCharge, and of ^j0bm Berk- 
/or's taking it, as the only bc Perfon, He find, ^<he had hi- 
'^dierto ferv'd the King upon his own Charee, and uncmfais 
^ own Eftate, without any allowance ; and that , wnen he 
^ went from Bsm/tM^^ he was promifed a ProteftkMifor Us 
^^Houfe and Eftate ; but when, after he was gone, his Ser- 
^ vant brought a Protedion fleady dntwn, all the Ciaotifesthat 
^ comprehended any tUng of favour, were left out ; andfiidi 
^aProte&ion font to him as he cared not for. He con- 
cluded, <^ that he would ferve as a Vohmtier, till he miighi 
^' haveopportuttity to acquaint his Majefty with Us Su&rings. 
Here itwUlbeneceffiiry, upon the mention of (his Ptoceftion 
( whk± he took fo Ul to be denied ) and the mentkm of 
Serving the Kkig, without allowance, upon his own Efhu^ 
wMch he vivy often, and very infolently objeOed both \n his 
Letters, and in his cttconrfe to the ranee himiblf , to &y 
fomewhat of bis Eftate, andvhaffinall allowance, as he pie- 
tended, hehadfrom the King for his Service. 

When became firftinto chatCouncry, hebadnoiCom- 
nandataU j arna'donly with aComtniffion fti ifaife « Regi- 
ment 
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ffient of Horfc, and a Regiment of Foot ; of which, he never 
raifed Horfe or Man, till long after, that he came co the Com- 
ma&d aboutf Pfymmttb. Mate he had none, either there, or, 
that I have heard, any where eUe. It is true, his Wife had 
an Eftate, of aboat five hundred Pounds a year, about Tavl^ 
ftpck and other parts of Drvwi; but it is as true, that it was 
Convey'd before Marriage, as hath been faid, in fuch a man- 
ner, to Friends in tnift, that upon long Suits in Chancery, 
and in other Couns, in the time of Peace, there werefeveraf 
Judgetnents and Decrees in Chancery againft him. So that 
he had never, fincethe difiereoce with his Wife, which was 
many years before, received the leaft benefit , or advantage 
from it. The fiift thing the King granted to him, was the 
Seqoeftration of all his Wife's Eftate to his own ufe ((be liv» 
h)g then in the Rebels Quarters ) upon which Title he fettled 
bimielf in her Houfe near Tlfvji?^^ j( ; and, by virtue of than 
Grant, took ail the Stock upon the Ground ^ and compeird 
the Tenants to pay to him all the Arrears of Rency or aa much 
as he iaid was in Arrear; which amounted to 1 very confi* 
fterablevaloe. When Colonel Digiy received his unfortunate 
hurt, which renderM him for that timeuncapable to exercife 
bis Command, S' Jobm Berkley very eameftly, and He only, 
moved Pnnoe Mmtrke^ to confer that Charge upon S*JRuiari 
Greemnl^ and, though it was within a County of which he 
htmfelf had the principal Chaige as Cotonel General, procured 
a foil Commiffion forthe other to Conunand thofe Forces in 
Chiefs and deliver'<i, orient the fame to him; having, from 
thecimeofhisfirft coming down, ufed him with mud) kind- 
jiefs. He had not thenConxnanded long, when the Earl of 
Ji^^came into thofe Pares ; whereupon he was oompell'd to 
riie ; and after mn'd with the King. 

Whkh the Elarl of Ejfex's Forces were diflblv'd, he was 
wain defignMforthat Service; and before the King left the 
Oiumry, he granted htm the Sequefiratbn of all the Mate 
of liie Earl of Bedferd in Devefhjhire^ aU the Eftate of S' Fretm^ 
sit Drske ( by which ho had Bueklemd MoModkcnfm^ which was 
his Quarter whiift he blocked up Ffynumib; and fVerringfme 
by iMmcefim ) in Btume^ and the Lord BieierU his Eftate ia 
Cwwmal\ all which, and his Wife's Eftate, heenjoy'dbythe 
Sequeftration granted from his Majefty, and of which he made 
a greater Revenue than ever the owners did vbl time of Peace. 
For> befides that be fuftr'd no part of thefe l^ftates to pay 
CoQCributkm ( whereby the Tenants very willingly paid their 
fall Rents) he kept very much ground, about all the Houfes, 
in his own hands \ whkh he ftocked with fuch Cattle as he 
took from DelinqucBCs; for chough he fuflibr'd not his Soldi* 
astophmder, yechemify intmtb^ Unfeif thegrcateft plun« 

derer 
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dei«r 0f tbis Wtr : for wfaeoeyer wy Perfoo had difiibey'dy 
or nqgleaed any ot hit Warrants, or wfaeo any Mtfi b^'d to 
appear at the Poffe (. which he fiimmon'ct very ftoqueody after 
be was Sheriff of Dev0m, and for no ocher end buc thepenaky 
of Defaoicers ) he fent prefeiicly a Party of Hoiie to ap^bend 
their PeifooS) and to dtive cheir Grounda. If the Peifens 
- were caken, they were very welloootcBt to reoof t tb^ir Stock to 
redeem their Perfons. For thebetnir (Ufpoiiag theoa tbeictOy be 
would now and then hang a Omflabk, or fccae odicr poor 
feliow^fortbofefauksofwbtchahiindredwiereafgiijicy : a»d 
if, out of the terror of this kfadof Juftice, Meo bid tbem- 
felv«s from being appriebeoded^ they durft not iend to reqpiire 
their Stock J whidx was from theate quietly eiii(^'d : fo that 
he had a greater Stock of Cattle, of all Torts, upon his Ground^ 
than any pcrTon whatfoevet k)«be Weft of fifi^. Befides 
this, iheordermg dF DeUnqBentnEftaiesia thofe Parrs beti^ 
before that time not wdl iook'dto, by vktueof jBhefeSaque^ 
fti>^loiiB; be feifed iqKmaittbeStock 14100 theG»nuadS|imon 
all tbeFurnkure tntfae ^efefai.Honfes, afidconopell^.tbe To- 
namsiDpayco bim alicheJlemsdueftomchebegimMqg of 
the R<ibeUion. By thefe, and fuch tte means, be had «ot 
oftly a viAScDck,but received great Surtv^ifM^neyi «Bdhad 
asgs^at ftote of good HoufehoM-Stuff^ «s would EucBiih 
wdi thofe Houfes he looked uponas his own. Tbis was bis 
own Eftate, upon which, he iaid, be bad maintained bimfeli; 
widiDut ai^ alk>wance from the King ^n^bicb, lam confident, 
be&des what be got by km Goocribudms, which wouU dways 
pay double the Men he had, and weife ftridiy levied, and by 
his other Arts, and Extortions of fever^ kinds, wiis noore^ 
sAdtOG/te worth in Money to bkn^ thail his Majefty beftowVi 
upon all his General Cornmanders of Armies, and upon all Us 
Officers of Staoe, finoe the beginning of the Rebdlton to that 
titae. This computation would feem tooenvioufiy msuAc, if 
I flioUld proceed here to take any view of the Services be ever 
did } aiid therefore ( though tbev that are very good Witnef* 
fes, fay, thatiiotwitbft^ndt^g all the bold promifes of taking 
Fifm$0t6 within few da;^, ^his farther Guards were never 
<< nearer the Town , than the Lord ihpfPm*B bead Quarter 
^ wais the firft day that became thither ) I fliall leave tbat to 
ocher Men to make the particular Eftimate. 

Now whenSr Bkhmrd GremuU defir'd at Bmm94d4e% Pro- 
ttAidn for bis Houfes aodfiftates, it ^as conceived, that be 
apprehended there migbt, under pretence of Claim, feme at* 
tempt be made upon bis- Stock by the Owiiera ; or that be 
feared, tbac there might be too ftrid an eQ(]uiry,'by bim that 
fucceeded* for fiich thuigs as being delignVt for tbe Publkk 
Service, had been ai^d to bis patlioularprtvftie Ufe^as 
9> having,'^ 
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baring, wkh great importunity (a$ a thing upon which tibe. 
Service depended ) gotten from the Commiffioners ofDevom 
above a thoufand Deal-boards, to make huts for the Soldiers^ 
be employed them ail in the building a great riding Houfe ac 
Bucklaudy for his own Pleafure. However, fo fevere and ter- 
rible a Perfon might eafily be thought lyable to many trefpai^ 
fes, when he ihould be remov'd from the place where he Go- 
verned fo abfoluiely. The Protedion was no fooner asked by 
him, thanpromifed by the Prince ; but, after his departure, 
bis Servant bringing fuch a Proredion drawn, as exempted all 
tho& Eftates which the King bad Granted to him in Seque- 
ftratioay from the payment of any Contributions ( the whicb 
had been already fo fcandaloua, that mdtof the principal Per- 
(bns of C^rmwaf had by that example, and with indignation 
at it^ foibornto pay their Rates ^ and he was told the ill con- 
fequence of it ; and, *' that no Perfon there in Council, where^ 
'^offemehadfiad very much greater Commancfe in Armie^ 
^' than Hie, and though othors thought their Services deferved 
**any reafonabk Privilege, had been ever freed from Contri** 
^bution) thereupon thofe daufes wereftruck out, and the 
Protection in a fuller manner ftill than ordtnarv^ (ign'd by the 
Prince j- and Sr3^farSw^Ay, then piefent, declared (of which* 
bis Servant was advertifed, though it was not fit, for the £x^ 
anople, to put it in writing ) ^^ that he would not require an^ 
*^ Contribution ^t that Eftate; which was his Wife's, and 
^^ enjoy'd by him only by virtue of the Sequeftration ; and the 
denying ot this Proteftipo was his great grievance. And yee 
he did not only never pay a penny Contribution before, or af« 
ter, for ail • thefe Eihtes, but refusal to pay the Fee-farm Rent^ 
duet^ the King out of the Earl of Aifhrd's Eftate, beiitt two 
himdred Marks fn mmw^^ though the Auditor was i^t to 
him. to .defldand it ^ but this was meerly ail ACk of his dwn 
Soveraignty. 

After this atttry Letter to the tordd, and the throw* 
tng up his Commiffioii without a Letter, and fo having nd 
Commiffion at all to meddle in Martial Adaits, he fixed i 
Q^rter, with his own Hoffe'^ind Foot, at S^ Jlit^ry Oitrei^ 
within nine or ten Miles of Eiit& ; where he g(ivem'd asim^ 

g^rioufly asever ; railed what Money he would, and impri-^ 
n'dwbat Perfonshe pleafed. In the end, StJ^/fd Arii^^ 
havingr appointed the Cpnftables of thofe Hundreds which 
wereaBign'd for Fljnumth^ to bring in their Adcounts of whae 
Money they had paid to Sr JUchdrd Greemni ( which, he prom 
tefted, he did only that thereby he might ftat,e the Arrearsjf 
without the leafl tnoughc of reproach to the other ) he caUfed 
a Warrant to be read in all Churches in the County (that 
is, ordered it to be read in alL and in fome it ^a$ read J 
Vol.«.P»rt*- Xx "^m 
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^ that all Pcrfonsfliould bring him an Account of what Mo- 
** nics, or Goods had been t>lunder'd from them by S^ John 
^ Berkley y or any under him ; with feveral Cl^ufes very de- 
fogatory to his Reputation. This, as it could not otherwife, 
begot great reientmenrs ; Infotnuch as the CommiflSoners of 
DtfvMUfentan Exprcfs tothc Prince, who was then in cem- 
valy befeeching him ** to call S' Bicbmrd Greenvil from 
** thence, and to take fome Order for the fuppreffing the Fu- 
**rious inclinations ofboth fides, or elfe they apprehended, the 
** Enemy would quickly ^ake an advantage of thofe Diflen- 
*• tions, and Invade the Country before they otherwife in- 
** tended ; and, in their Letter, tent one of the Warrants that 
S' Ricbard bad caufed to be read fai the Qburches ; which in- 
deed was the ftrangeft I everfaw. 

Hereupon, the Prince fentfor S^ Rkhsri Greewvil to 
attend him ; who accordingly came to him at Uskard-y where 
his Highnels told him " the fenfe he had of his difrefpeft to- 
^ warcS him, in the fending back his CommfOioii in that man- 
^ner ; and of his carriage after: and asked him, " what Au- 
•^thorityhenow had either to Command Men, or to publlfli 
«fuch Warrants? He anfwerU <« that he was High Sheriff 
«of Dev$mj and by virtue of that Office he might fupprefi 
** any Force, or enquire into any grievance his County fuf- 
**fer'd; and, as far as in Him lay, give them remedy. He 
was told, ^^ as Sheriff he had no power to raife or head Men, 
•* otherwife than by the Pejficomitatne; which he could not 
'* neither upon his own head raife^ without Warrant from the 
**Jufticcs of Peace: that, in times of War, he was to receive 
^Orders, ui^on occafions, from the Commander in Chief of 
*^ the King's Forces 9 who had Authority to Command him 
^ by his Cocdmiffion. He was asked, ^ what he himfclf would 
^ have done, if when he commanded before PfymoHtl^ the 
••HighSherifFof Ofrsw^/fhould havecaufed fuch a Warrant 
^ concemine Him to be read in Churches ? He anfwered 
little to the Queftions, but fullenly extolled his Services, und 
oilarged his Sufferings. Afterwards, being reprehended with 
moreSharpneis than ever befbiFe$ and being told, ^ that, what- 
^^ ever dilcouries he made of foending his Eftate, it was well 
* underftood, that he had no Eftate by any other Title than 
*'the meer bounty of the King ; that he had been conned by 
*^ the Prince more than he had reafon to cxpeft ; and that he 
^^ bad not made thofe returns on His part which became him ; 
^In (hort, if he had inclination to ferve his Highnefi, he 
^ (houlddoitinthat manner he (hould bo direAed ; if Not, he 
^(houldnot, underthe Tide of being Sheriff, fadsfy bis owd 
^ Pride , and Paffion ( Upon which reprehenfion being be- 
dome much gentler, than upon all the gracious Addrefles which

bad been made to him ) he Anfwered, ^he would Jerve the . 
^ Prince in fuch mami6r,asiie ihonki Command ; and there* 
upon he was difdiarged^ and retuni'd to his Houfe. to fVcr^ 
rmgtam^ ode of thofe plaas <he had hy Sequeftration ( Ic be* 
long'dtoSr I^4wnir2lr4ife). wben)Jieliy*d privately, for the 
fpace ofa'Fortaight, ortfaecesfcouts, without interpofing. in 
the Fablick bufims. Let us now feshow this Tragedy was 
adUd mother places. 

We left the King at liihii;/t»n<y not refolv'd. what courfc to 
fteer ^ Vtinct ftupert goner KyBriJl^l^ from whence be bad 
made aihon vific to the. Prince at BMruBahl^y tg give l)im afl 
account of the ill pofture'he had left the Ki^in, and from 
thence went to Gmug to cooTuit wkh Himi:'/and. it was^ ex- 
ceedingly wondered at, that when he faw ia, what conditicm 
be waa f for he was then before 7>»^mi ) and the Naxsher of 
bia Horfe and Foot ( which every body then thoiight.had beefl 
his bufihefitobe informed of ) h&tUd not th^nhafion advice 
to the ICing, for his fpeedy iqiair thither ; but his chjff .carQ 
was to -fecure Br^#/^ which, fure, at that time he inadci not 
the leaft queftion of doing ^ and beltev'd the Winter would 
come feafonably for future Counfda. 

The King quickly left Htuf^rd^ and went to meet thtrhtK^ 
Commiffioners for South Wabs ai Mergavet^^ the Chief Tqwux''' '• a- 
in M9mma$^-Jbire. As they were for the mofl: part Perfons ^^''K'^^^ny, 
of the beft Quality, and the laigeft Fortunes of thofe Coun- '^^!Zf^ 
ties,fo they haid manifefted great Loyalty and ACfedion^ from Mn •tsmak 
the beginning of the War, bv fendmg many good Regtcpents walcf. 
to the Army, and with their Sons, and Brouiers, and neareft 
Kindred; many of whomhadloft their lives Bravely in the 
Field : They now made as large and ample Profeffions aa ever^ 
and feem'd to believe, that they (hould be able, in a very ihort 
time, to raife a good Army of Foot, with which the King 
mi|^ again look upon the Enemy ; and accordingly agreed 
what Numbers fbould be levied upon each of the Counties. 
Fromthence his Majefty went to It^g/iSii^Caftle, the Noble Hmm* i^ 
Houfe of the Marquis iHWnetfiir^ which was well Fortify'd, ^*S|?°^^ * 
and Garrifon'd by nim ; who rcmain'dthen in ic. There he^*"'*' 
rdblv'd toftay, till he ihould fee the cfied of the Comnuifio. 
ners mighty promifes. But he found in a Qiort time, that, ei- 
ther by .the continued focoefles of the Parliament Armies in 
all places, the particular information whereof was everyday 
brooght to them, by Intelligence from their Friends, or the 
Triumphs of theic Enemies in JlliMiffiw/i6 and GhctBety or by 
the renewed troubles, which the prefence of their Govemour, 
General Gerrardy gave them ( who had been, and continued 
to be,a palSonate and unskilful manager of the adefiions of the 
People; athavinKgoveiii'd them with extraordinary rigour^ 

Xx » and 
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ind widi ai Uttfecouitefie and civility towirdt the.Gencry, as 
towards tha Common Peqilej tibere was little. piDbabiUcy of 
raifing an Army in thofe para : wliere all Men grew lefi.afle^ 
Aed. or more frigjited, which produced one and the 6aie 
efled. The Kiogftay'd at lUtgUmdy tillxhe News came ^^ that 
<* FahfaHj afterhe lud taken JLMrsifer f which ooald not hold 
out Ipngerthao to *^ malcev honourable conditioos ) ^^ was 
<< marched Into the WelLand had defeated GmMr'& Troops at 
<^ Lan^^rtt, iilldat the ^e^ktmi^-thacthe Sc^i^ Army was 
<<4ipofl its march towards f^wv^^, having rakena little Gar- 
^rifon that I^y t)<stweenifi>'c/vri/and*}|r^rM^f»rby Soorm ;and 
^^pat till: withiti'ic to the Sword. And Prince ttt^eri fent for 
all thofe ''Font whkh were, lerted towards a new Army, and 
part of thofe hrhich belonged to General Gtrr^dy to fupply 
the Ganrifon bf Briihi: io that his 'Majefty feenied now to 
have iioibin|4n bis Choice, but to iranfporthimfelf over the 
SMtm to l99«ffs/,^and thenceftQ ba^e repiir'd to bis Aimyin 
the WdK j which woold have been much better done Bdore, 
yet had been well done Then ^ and the liUtig refol v'd to do fo ; 
and that the Horfe under Gemtrdy and LMtgdaky ibould find 
a Tranfportation over Severn ( which might have been done ) 
and then find the way to him, wherever he {botild be. 
This was fo fully refolv'd, that his Majefty went to the 
tif,^ u Waterfide near Ckepftaw j where Veflels were ready toTran* 
chtpftaw : fport him, and where Prince Ittfert from Briffefatt him, 
very well plea[fed with the Refoiution he had taken, though 
he had not been Privy to the P>unfel. Here again the nn« 
happy difcord in the Court, raifed new obftrudlions ; they who 
did not love Prince Bu^ert, nor were lov'd by him, could not 
endure to think that the Kingfli6ttid be fo wholdy within 
his power ^ and he himfelf was far from being importanate 
that bis Majefty ibould profecute hts purpofe, wluch he had 
not advifed, though he liked it well enough ^ and (b would 
not foeanfverable for any fuocefs. ^ His Majefty himfelf being 
too irrefolute, the Counfel was again cbanged, and the King 
nm«f u marched to Cart^j where be had been very little time, when 
Cardiff, he was inform'd, that Brutgnaier was loft : and then they, 
who haddiffwaded the King's Embarkation for BriBoL.y^ctt 
much exalted, and thought tbemfdves good Councilors ; 
though, in truth, the former refoiution had been even Theo 
much better purfued^ for nothing could have hinder'd his 
Majefty from going to Exeter ^ and joyning all his Forces^ 
which would have put him iti a pofture mucii better than he 
St T. Fair-was ever afterwards. Indeed the taking Bridjpvjaerry which 
f^^'''^' the King had been pcrfwaded to believe a jplace impregnable, 
ter. *^*' could not but make great impreflions upon him, to. thine that 
lie was betrayed, and confe^ttemly not cp now . whom to 

,. ttuft. 
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truft. ' It w^ in truth inttter of atntzement to til Men, oor 

wa8it,aoy excufe, that k was not of ftrengt^b enough againft- 
foftrong an Army; for it was lb ftrongly Sicuaced, and ic 
might well have had all thofe . additions which, were necef- 
fary, by Fortifications, chat it was inexcu&ble in a Gover- 
nour (who had enjoy'd that Charge above t^fep years, with 
all allowances he h^ hiSO^Jit degred, and bad orceiy afliired 
the King, '^chat kwasinpi to beTakenj that it did not re^ 
fift any the greateft ftrepg^b ^b^iopuld come before it fpr one* 
Week.; and within lofsthand^ rime, it VM ^urrender'd, 
and put into l^ir/«x'€ hands, : . 

T H A T this prodigious fuQpefii on the Enerpje^jSde^ (hould > 
break the Spirits of moft Meniandeven^aftrtbeni inco defpair,^ 
is not at all to be wonder'd at i but that it (bQuld wk the ' 
hopes (^any that it wouU produce a Peace,, istyery ftra^ige ; 
yet this im^ination di^l fo ipucb harm, that Men gederally

When the King came to Cardiff ^ he was eotertain'd with 
the News, " that the Scot^ Army was fet dowa before Her9» 
^^jpfri^ and that, if it were not reliev'd within a Months it 
^' muft fall into their hands. To provide for this, there could 
be no better way fouad out, than to direit the Sheriffi of 
thofe Welft) Countiea to Summon their fojji C^mtaSur^ where* 
by the King was perfwaded to hope, that there would be 
Men enough to watt upon him in that expedition^ who with 
the Horfe he had, would have been equal to anv attempt they 
could m;ike upon the Sc$is. But it was quicKly difcover'd, 
that this Expedient had raifed an unruly Spirit, that could not 
eafily be fupprefs'd again; for the dircoptented Gentlemen of 
thofe Counties, now they had gotten the People legally to- 
gether, put them in mind of ^' the Injuries they had receiv'4 
** from General Gnrard^ and the intolerable exa^ions they 
'^ lay under, which would undoubtedly be increafed, if he 
^^oontiaued in that Government. So that, inftead of pro- 
viding Men to march with the King, they provided aiong 
lift of grievances ; from all which they denred to be relieved 
bdfbre they would apply themfelves towards the relief of Jfft- 
rrforJ, All this was fo fturdily urged, that a Body of no left 
than four thoufand Men, of thofe who were thus co^ed to^ 
getber, continued together many days, and would not be fe^ 

Stated^ till the King was even compeli'd to give them fatU^ 
iioo io the particular they moft infifted upon ; which wa« 
the removal of General Gerrard from having any Command 
over them ; and that Charge was preiently conferred upon the 
hotdAfilejy the Major General of the Army; who. was moft 
acceptable to them ; and they afterwards conformed themfelves 
as much to his diredions^ as from the difiraAion of the tit^e^^ 
and the continual ill Succ^s couW bcexpedted Vf Wifl? - 
But it was. the hard fkte of the King, that he could not 
provide what was fit for his own Service, except he provi- 
ded likewife for the fatisfadlion of other Men's Hucpours aod 
Appetites. Gerratd had now^ upon the matt^, the Qomr 
maad of all the Forces the Kiog had to truft to in thofe Parts ; 
and he was of too impetuous a Nature, to fubmit to anf 
thing for Confcience, or Difcrer^on, or Duty ; fo that the 
King was compeU'd to fatisfy his Ambiuon for this pre(ed| 
degradation, by qiakiog him a Baron ^ and which wa$ as 
odd aQd a v^ry faotafljca} circumft^nc^ tb^t att&nded ir> for

PerTon) called Cbarkt Brsmlom, who was afterwards made a 
Dake, he would be Created Baron of Bramlm, that there 
might be another CbarUs Bramhu^y who had no lefs afpiring 
thoughts than the former j when he had no pretence to the 
Lands of Brsaukm ; which belonged to, and were, at that 
time, in the (k>fleffiofi of a GaUant and Worthy Goitleman 
Sr lUmas Qbrnbdm^^ who at the fame time (very unluckily 
npon that account ) Came to the King at OtrUffy with {dx>ut 
two hundred Foot, which hehiad bcoi^t with htm out of the 
Oarrifon <^ Cartifle; whtcfa [riace he had defended for the 
Ibace of eleventh Mofiths agamft Dmwl I^Jbfy and tiD all the 
Horfes of the Garrtfon were eateni and then had reodei^d, 
upon as honourable Conditions, as had been given upon any 
Surrender; David Ijtjiey himfelf convey'd htm to f9tnf9rd\ 
where he joyn'd with the dther part of that Army, and ftom 
thence S^Th^rnds Gkmhsm (who was by his GcMKKdoos to 
inarch to the King wherever he was) came to hisMajefly at 
Oifdiff^2X. the time when the Title of his own Land,whtch came 
to him by Inheritance, was conferred upon a Gendeman of 
another Family : who, how well extraded (bever, was of lefi 
Fortune, and, as many thought, of no greater Quality, or Me- 
rit. This unfeaibnable Preferment more irritated the Coun- 
try, from which the King then expe£ted Affiftance, that when 
they believ'd diey had accufed him of Crimes whk:h deferv'd 
the higheft Cenfure, they faw him pretend to, and rewarded 
in, an higher degree than he could ever probably have ar^ 
rived to, but for that Accufation. Here tne King, after all 
bis endeavours were rendered fruitlefs, entertaln'd a new ima- 
gination, that he might get into Sc^iawd to the Maiqnis of 
Mtmnir^fiy who had ddne wonders there ; and thereupon left 
eim'dfff'; and, over the Mountains of Breckmeeky and Rtubt^y 
pafl^d the Sc^^QametSy and came to JLmMmp, beft>re tiiat 
Afnvy had any notice of his march. 
* When the King came firft to Rtglandy he had fent an 
fifpreft to the Prince, by which he wiOied "that the Lord 
^* CfAfip/^, and the Chancetbr of the Exchequer, might, af- 
^Ibdnas was jpoflBbtej attend his Majefty; The danger of 
the way was inch, and the paf&S^ fo diffidiK^, that the Met 
lenger came not quickly to his Higfanefs.

nVtkfh THIS Letter being prefented to his Highne^, tbenat 
•Wiijj Lmmci/lotu found To gracious a reception, that the next day, 
irmt9l h^Mig the fecond of A^fffi^ the Prince return'd him an An- 
fver of fiiU confent ; ^ the fame day Stgn'd all the parti- 
culars propofed b¥ him ; ezpreffing a further refoludon ^ to 
^tdd whatever eUe Ihouid be propofed to him, and within 
^his Power to grant \ lb that there was once mcn^e a hope of 
looking the Enemy in the &ce, and having a fair day for the 
Weft. The next day 9 or thereabouts, S^ JRicferri/ G/v«»vi/ 
himlelf attended the Prince, in a feeming good humour; all 
the Propofitions were immediately confirmed ; (bme of which 
weic^ ^'chat & Itkbard GnmvilfboxAA receive fuch a propor- 
<^tion of the Conoributions of Contwal^ and five thoufaod 
^'pounds of the Arrears, for the payment of the Officers of

^ vanctf GO Thirtcm ; andche Horfe to the Eaff of Exeter ;

^Jifyuu > There had been, from the time of the firft going of the 
pntiimth Prince into Cermmalj feveral rumours difperfed, as ham been 
l^rJLi ^^^ by thofc who weredifcontented or angry with tbeCoon- 
iglu^Tm^ cil, ** that dieic was an intent to carry the Pnnce into Framce ; 
frtvm$9d. ' which begot infinire prejudice to . all that wasadvifed. Of this 
difeoorie Genenl Gerk^ had made great ufe , tothe difadvan-t 
tage c^all thofe whom he defired to difcredic^ which was in- 
deed one of the Motives of his Highnefs's Journey to £w/sr, 
that be might difbountenance that Report ^ whidi had wrought

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SHORTLY-after the Vrincc's coining to Bxetery the Lord ^ <>*A* 
Gcrmg being not then well, buc engaged io a oourfe cf Phy- ''"•* ^f* 
fick,defired that he might have a free Conference with oiie^*^^ 
of the Couilcil in private; in which, he profeffird he would riag ^ 
difcover his heart, and whatever had ftuck with him. Where- •••« •/ tj» 
upon, cccordingto appointment^ thePerfonhe had d«fircdj2*'tS' 
went to him one Morning to hia Lodging; when he caufed 
all Perfons to withdraw ; and bid his Servant not to Mkt 
any Man todifturb them. When they were by themfelvet, 
he began with the difoourfe of ^^ ankindneiles he had appre* 
^^ bended from the Council^ and from that Perfon in parti- 
'^ cuiar ; but confefled he had been deceived, and abuled by 
*' wrong information : that he was now very fenfible of the 
<^ damage that had befallen thePublickby thoTe Private Jea* 
^< loufies and Miftakes ; and defired, that if any thing had in- 
^ diftreetly or paffionacely fallen from him, it mieht be for* 
'^ gotten; and that they might all proceed vigorouSy in what

Satisfied he 
wasinot, yet. he forbore to importnne the Prince to that par- 
pofeattmstime^ 
Mnn Rq. ABouTthe middle of Sefiemier, the Prince being ffill at 
p.rcir/i. £»^er,:theNewscameo£the£itallo6offirifftf/^ which, ai 
firiko? ^U ^ accidents at that time ^id, caft all Men on their Faces, 
and damped all the former Vigour and Adivtry for a march. 
Hpwever, the former RefolnticmoMfitinued of drawing toTf- 
ifirtmyznd at leaft of defending thofe Pafles, and keeping 
the Enemy from Invadmg2^rM»:> for the better dotsgwiiefe- 
of, and enabling them to Fight , .if Aecr/Ssar ibould advance, 
the Prince recam'dto Lmm^hm; whijcber he Sununon'd aH 
the.Train'd-bands of C$rm»aly and an appearance of die wimle 
Country i whidi appeared very cheaituUy, and ifeem'd well 
inclined^tp march to Tmftm. In the mean time die fame 
neghgeoceand dtforder continued in the Army!, and die Lord 
GmH » wtdi the time Lioence and Unoonoemecfaie^ , le* 
ipaiQid at Eicft^r^ to the great Scandal of the Country, and 
dUbeaxtning of che Army. About die latter end of S^tem- 
*sr, his Lordihip writ a Letter to the Lord (Mftfferi in 
which he remember'd him of the Propoficjona formerly fent 
by the Loid mmtmrtb to Lmmtifiom; and recounted at fame, 
butyery unjuftly, the diftourie whk:h had puOed between 
the other Counfellof and Him^ at BxiUry upon rhurS^ibrfl: ; 
in which be cimrged the otbes with Anfwers very fitr 6om 
thafe he had receivid from him; and deiir'd bis Loidflifp, 
«thw, by His means, he might know pofitively.what he was 
<« to cruft to ; concluding, ^ that widiout fueh aCommiflion 
<« as he defir'd, he could not be anfwerable.for the Miidnief 
^UndDif&rdersofdie Army. Whereupon hit Highneis, upon 
full confideracion of the mifchiefs diat would attend hi$^« 
vice, if be.fliould confe^e to the Matter lofdiofeE^mands^ 
(» Gomply.with the.Mwmer of the demanding , lei« him 
vord, >^ that he would n^t for the pfefa% gram any fucb 
<*Commiffion ; and wilhed Mm «*to puiiue the ftiimer 
^ CQUfifekdnd Rcibindon%iaadvanei9gtQnvasdtdM» Enemy ; 
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^^ all thiogs being in a good forwtrdnefi in c^rwiual to fecood 
'^ him. And fo there was no further preffing that Overture ; 
however, he pnefiim'd to ftyle hirofelf, in all his Warrants, 
and Treaties with the Commiflioners, and in Ibme Orders 
which he Printed, ^' Central of the Weft. 

The fuddain and unexpefted lofi ofBrtfioly was a new 
Earthquake in all the little Quaners the King had left, and no 
leifi broke all the Meafures which had been taken, and the 
defigns which had been contrived, than the loft of the Battle 
QfNafehyhzA done. The King had made haft from IMhvi^ 
that tlie Sc0^ Army might no more be able to interrupt him; 
and with very little reft paflled throueh Shrv^lmty and Derkf^ 
Jhsre, till he came to UHUecky a Houfe of the Marquis of 
Ntvi'CaftU in JMimAmn^bprty then aGarrifonforhis Ma* 
jefty ^ where he refremed Himfelfjand his Troops, two days; 
and, asfarasanyrefolution was fixed in thofe days, the pur- 
pofe was, '* to march direOiy into ScotUmly co joyn with the 
^' Marquis oiMmmfrofii who had, upon the matter, reduced 
that whole Kingdom. During his Majefty*sOiortftay ziWelU 
Afri(, the Govemour ofNttaarky with the Commiffioners for 
Nottingbim^xA Lhicohj repaired to hiro^ as likewiie all tbofe 
Gentlemen of Torkjhire who had been in PMf</r4cdF.CaftIe 
{which,afcera long and worthy defence, was lately, for meer 
want of ail kind ofProviiions, Surrendered upon goodcondi* 
tions ; whereby, ^ all the Soldiers had liberty to repaur to their 
<^ ownHoufes, and might live quietly there) whereupon the 
Gentlemen affured the King, ^^ they were as ready as ever to 
.«< ferve him^ when they ihould be required. Whether the 
wonted irreiolutioo of tbofe about the King, or the ima|inaA 
tion, upon thisjeport of the Gentlemen, that a body of Foot 
might be fpeedily gather'd together in thofe parts ( which wal 
enough encouraged by the chearfulnefi of all the Gentlemen 
of the feveral Counties ) prevailed, or not, fo it was, that the 
Kh gwas perfwadecL ^'that it was notbeft to continue his 
*^ march, with that (peed he intended, towards Akimtrofi ; 
** but that it would be better to fend an Exprefsto him, t6 
^^ agree upon a fit place for their meeting ; and in the mean 
<* time, his Majefty might be able to refreih his wearied 
*^ Tioops, and to raife a Body of Foot in thofe parts. To 
which purpofe, DomMt was propofed as a fit place to begin 
in f and to X>Mrri;/br, thereupon, the King went; and the Gen- ^ |^* 
tlemen fo well performed their undertaking, that, within three ^.g, ^ doq^ 
days, there was an appearance of full three thoufand Foot ;caae^. 
who undertook^ within four and twenty hours, to appear well 
armed, and ready to march with his Majefty^ what n^ay fo- 
ever be wouldgo. 
Hers again the King's froward Fortune, deprived him 
Vol IL Part », Yy «f 
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of this opportunity to put himfeJf into a pofture of War. That 
very Night, they recciv'd Intelligence, *^that D^midLefley 
'^ wasoome to Rotheram with all the S€$t$fh Horfe ; which 
was within ten miles of Dtmcafier. The News whereof fo 
confounded them ( as beaten and baffled Troops do not natu- 
rally, inafliort time, recover courage enough to endure the 
fight of an Enemy ) that they concluded ** he came in purfuit 
** of the King, and therefore that it was now too late to pro- 
'^ ceed upon their Northern Expedition, and that the King 
*5 muft fpeedily remove to a greater diftance for his own fccu- 
'^ rity. Whereupon, he made haft ( without eicpeding that 
Thenc* u recfultofFoot ) from Dancsfier^ back again to jhKw^rrA ; Re* 
Newrark. folving then to go direftly to Oxford-^ whereas, in truth, 
VavidL0jley knew nothing of the King's being in thofe parts ; 
but, upon fuddain Orders from Scotland y was required to 
march, with all poffible expedition, with the Horfe, to relieve 
his own Country from being totally overrun and fubdued by 
the Marquis of ^i?M»/r^ ^ who had then adually taken £dinf- 
iorougb. The Orders had no (boner come to the Scottfb Army 
before Herefbrdy but he begun his march, without the leait 
apprehenfion of any Enemy in his way, till he fliould come 
into Scot/and ; and fo, as he had made a very long march that 
day, became tired and wearied with his Troops that Night 
into Rotheram, And be confcfled afterwards, ** if the King 
^' had then fallen upon him, as he might eafily have done, he 
** had found him in a very ill pofture to have maderefiftance, 
"and had abfolutely preferv'd Afw»^r^. But by his fo fud- 
dain retreat^ David Lffliy was at liberty to purfue his march 
Moancrofe for Scotland^ and came upon Mountrofey before be expedied 
defe4ted bj fiich au Enemy ; and fo prevented his future triumph, that 
oavid he was compeird with great lofs to retire again into the High- 
^^^y* lands ; and L^fo;' return d time enough to relieve and fupport 
the Scotijb Army y after they were compelled to rife from J*- 
nford. 
rhtKini The King now, with great expedition, profecutcd his 
jMi f* Ox- Journey to Ox/ori/, though not without making fome Starts out 
ford: of the way 5 by which he had opportunity to beat up fome 
Quarters of new levied Horfe for the Service of the Parlia- 
ment ; and, before the end of Augufi^ he arrived at Oxford'^ 
where he did not ftay more than two days, but departed from 
thence again to Worceftery ^ith a refolutionto attempt the re- 
- lief of H<pr^r</j which had defended it felfbravely, and very 
much weaken'd the Scottfb Army by frequent Sallies. They 
. had only a Body of eight hundred tired Horfe remaining, whicn " 
D^ro^/V/JL^tf^ left behind him when he marched with the reft 
into Scotland ; and therefore the raifing that Siege was diought 
the lefs difficulty and with this refolutira his Majefty left 
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Oxford the third day after became thither. Upon his arrival 
at RagUndy he was certainly informed, ^^ that Fairfax had Be- ntnet f 
^^ fieged Briftol $ for which no body underwent any irpuble ^ RagUndL 
for ail Men looked upon that place as well Fortified, Man* . 
ned, and Vidualled ; and th^ King even then received a very 
chearful Letter from Prince Bupert j in which, "he under- 
^^ took to defend it full four Months. So that the Siege being 
begun fo late in the year, as the beginning of Sef temper ^ there 
was reaibnable hope that the Arrov might be ruined, before 
the Town taken. Therefore the King profecured his former 
refolution, at leaft to endeavour the relief of Ikreford, And 
as he was upon his Mar(^h thither, he received Intelligence, 
*' that thfe ScQtijh Army, upon the notice of his Purpofe, was 
^' that Morning rifen in great diibrder and confuiGon, and re-n#scocs 
** folv'd to make their retreat on the Weljb fide of the River, ">/r»>i» ^. 
** and fo to pafe through Glocejier. This news was fo wel-^*^* ^^'J" 
come, and his Majefty was receiv'd with fo full joy into ^^^cklnu 
City of Herifordy that he flipp'd the opportunity he then had of f j^, u^nk, 
difcommoding at leaft, if not ruining the Scotijb Army ^ which 
nowpafled through a ftrange Country, where they had never 
been, and where the whole Nation was extremely odious to 
the People. Nor would the Governour of Gbceffer fuSkt 
them to pafs through his Garrifon, till they fent him word 
plainly '* that if they might not pafs through that Town, they 
" knew they fliould be very welcome to pafs through l^rce- 
^^fter J by which Argument he was convinced ; fo that he 
permitted them to go through that Town, from whence they 
profecuted their march into the North. If, in all this time, 
they had been purfued by the King's Horfe, confidering the 
(mall Body they had of their own, there is little doubt to be 
made very many, if not the greater part of that Army, had 
been deftroyed. 

But the King's heart was now fo wholely fet upon the Relief 
cf Brsfiolj that nothing eUe was thought upon, which might 
in any degree delay it. And fo the King, from Herrfardy ad- 
vertifed Prince Rupert, " that he had railed the Siege otHere- 
S^fofdy and that the Scots were marched Northward ; that he 
^ intended fpeedily to relieve him ; and in order to it, that he 
** had then commanded General Gormg^ to draw what force 
" he could out of the Weft j and ro march to the Somerfet-Jhire 
^^ Gde of Brilfol ^ and that his Majefty would himfelf havea 
" Body of three thoufand Foot, drawn out of the feveral Gar- 
"rifonsof thofe parts, which (hould pafs over the Severny a- 
** bout Berkley- Caftle on Gloeefier-Jhire fide ; and that his Horfe, 
^^ which weretl^n above three thoufandj (hould at the fame 
" time Ford the Sivorm not far from Gkcefitr ( as they might 
have done) ^^andib joynwich his Foot , and by this means, 
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^< all things being well concerted, they might hopefiilly fail on 
^< Vmfsx his Quarters on both fides. And the better to bring 
all this to pais, the King himfelf went the fecond time to Itf^- 
Uad^ the Houfe of the Marquis dtU^tttHtr^ fending the 
Horfeto diofe federal places, as might beft facilitate the exe- 
cution of thedefign that was form'd for the relief of BtifiU. 

But when the KIk came to BMiUmJL, he recdv'd the ter- 
rible information gf the Surrender of Bfift9L which he fo 
Htde apprehended, thatifthee?idencethereof^had not been 
unquefttonabk, it could not have been belrev'd. With what 
indignation, and deieftion of mind, the King received this 
Advertifement, needs no other defcripcion and enlaigemenc, 
than the letting down, in the ytx^ words of it, the Letter 
which the King writ thereupon to Prince i^iyn^} which, 
confidering the unfpeakable indulgence his MajeSy had ever 
(be w'd towards that Prince^ is fumcient evidence, how h^iv 
he was oKndedand incenfed by that AA; which yet he took 
fome time fadly to think of, and oooBder, before he would 
allow himfelf to abate fo much of his natural candour cowards 
him. Aflbon as he received that furprifing Intelligence, he 
prefently removed from Raghmd^ and retum'd to Hfrtfardj 
the Poft he chofe wherein tooonfider the defperatenefiof the 
condition he was in, and to enter upon new oonfiiltations. 
Tothat jpurpbfe, he fent Orders ^ for all the Officers, and 
•* their Troops, which had been fent into Sbnp-flrin^ U^r- 
** ceSiT'/birey and South Wales, to provide for the relief of 
^Briftol^ to attend htm there. And aflbon as he came to 
Hfrrfcrdy he difpatch'd an Exprefe With this Letter t« Prince 
Etfert.

With this Letter, the King fenc a Revocation of all Com<* 
miffions fornoerly granted to rrince Rupert, and fignified his 
Pleafure to the Lords of the Council at Oxford^ whither Prince 
IRsfpert was retired with his Troops from Brifloly '^that they 
^' fliogld require Prince Ri^t to deliver into their hands his 
^^ Commiffion. And whether the Kinft had really fome ap* 
prehenfion tliat he might make fome difficulty in giving it up, 
and make fome diforcter in Oxford, or whether it was tl\e ef- 
feft of other Men's Counfels, his Majefty, at the fame time, 
fent a Warrant likewife fortiie prefent Imprifonment of Co- 
lonel Ijsg ( who was Govemour of Oxford) as a Perfon much 
in the Prince's favour, and therefore like co be fublervient to 
any of his Commands. But this circumflance of rigour , 
made the other judgement upon the Prince thought to be over 
fuddain, ^'that He iliould be made the firft Example of 
^< the King's Severity, when lb many high Enormities, and 
^'Mifcarriages of others, had pafled without being call'd in 
^'queftion. And as no bod^ fufpeded the Prince's want of 
Duty in fubmitting to the King's Pleafure, fo Colonel Leg 
was generally believ'd to be a Man of that entire Loyalty to 
the King, that he was above all temptations : this circum- 
flance of committing the Govemour. made the other to be 
likewife fufpefted to be more theefl^a of the power of fome 
Potent Adverfaries, than of the King's own Severity. 

W H £ M the Prince of TFaks came to Laumefton from Exe- 
ter ( which was about the middle of September ) afcer the lo(s 
of Mrifloly and the motion of the Enemy inclined Weftward, 
it was then thought fit to draw all the Train'd- bands of Corn- 
9al to LaxmeftoHy and as many of them as could be per- . 
fwaded, to march Eaflward ; it being agreed at Exeter, ^^ that, 
"if the Enemy gave time, the force of both Counties ffave 
"what was neceflary to be continued at Tlymouth ) (hould be 
" draviftt to Ttvertom, and, upon that Pals, to Fight with the 
" Rebels ; for the better compaflSng whereof, it was Order'd, 
^' that Sr Richard QreenvU fhould Command all the Cornsfl^. , 
*^ Train'd-bands, whereunto (hould be added his own three 
" Regiments, which he had formerly carried to Taunton j who 
took themfelves to be fo difobliged, both Officers and Soldiers 
(as mtruth they wore) by the ko/d Goring^ that they were 
Y y 3 abfolutely 
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abfolutely disbanded, and could by no other means be gotten 
together, but upon auiirance chat they (hould be Commanded 
by Sr Rfcbsrd Greemvil Things being thus fettled, Greetrvii 
feem'dwell fatisfied, having all the refpea,.and encourage- 
ment from the Prince that was defiredjOr could be given ; and 
without any other indifpofition, than that, once in two or 
three days, he would write a Letter either to the Prince him- 
felf, th^ Lords, or M' Fanfbaa>^ Extolling himfelf, and Re- 
proaching the Lord Garing's plundering Horfe, and fometimes 
Sr John Berkley ^ in all which he ufed a very extraordinary 
Licence. 

During the Prince's being at Exeter ^ S' John Berkley 
had defired, '^ thar, in refped his continual prefence would 
** be neceflary at Exeter^ fince the Enemy apparently looked 
^'that way, his Highnefs would difpofe theO>mmandof the 
** Forces before Plymouth^ to fuch a Perfon as He thought fit ^ 
*'who might diligently attend that Service. There was a ge- 
neral inclination to have fent back S^ Richard Greenvil to that 
Charge, which itwasvifible he looked for; but there were 
three great points to be confider'd ; The firft, the pretence that 
General Digty had to that Command ; to whom it Origi- 
nally belonged ; and both He, and the Earl of Brifioly exped:- 
ed it upon this alteration ; he being at that time fo well re- 
covered in his health, that he was well able to execute the 
Command ; The next, that if it ihould be oflfer'd to Greenvil, 
he would infift upon fuch aflignations of Contributions, as 
would make the fubfiftence of the Army, and of the Garrifons 
impoffible ; the laft and the greateft, was, that the whole de- 
fign being now to draw fuch a Body together, as might give 
the Rebds Battle, this could not be without the Comijb 
Train'd-bands, and thofe other Soldiers, who had run from 
their Colours ; neither of which, would march without Sr 
Richard Greenvil \ and it was apparent, if he went to P^- 
mouth, thofe olid Soldiers would go to him. Befides, his ex- 
perience and aftivity was then thought naoft neceflary to the 
marching Army j where there was a great dearth of good Of- 
ficers. Hereupon, it was refolv'd that General D%^ (bould 
again refume the Charge about Flymouth, but upon any ex- 
traordinary occafion, and advance of the Enemy, he was to 
receive Orders from Sf Richard Greenvil ^ and accordingly, 
upon Sr Richard Greenvifs advancing into Devon, and fixing 
a Quarter at Okington, Digby was order'd fo to do ; which he 
obferv'd accordingly. 

I N the b^inning of OBotery the Lord Goring perfwaded 
the CommiflSoners of Devon , upon his promife to punifli 
and fuppreis all difordcrs in the Soldiery and that the Mar- 
kers (hould be free, "to double the Contribution of the 
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** G)umy for fix Weeks, and to affigo half thereof to his 
" Army j by vertue whereof he raifed vaft Sums of Money ; 
but abated nothing of the former diforders, and prcflures : and 
the Money fo raifed, inftead of being regularly diftributed 
amongft the Soldiers, was difpofed to fuch Perfons as he 
thought fit by his Warrants to dire£fc But no fooner was Sr 
Thomas Fairfax advanced as far as CuHampton, than the Lord 
Gorhtg gave over the thought of defending Devon, and, by his 
Letter of the eleventh of OSohr to the Lord Colepeffery faid, 
" that he had feat all the Horfe, but one thoufand, Weft- 
*^ ward, under the Command of the Major General, to joyn 
** with the Comijb j who were to advance ; and that Him- 
** felf, with one thoufand Horfe, and all his Foot, refolv'd to 
*' ftay in Exeter to defend that Town, if the Enemy came 
** before it; or to be ready to attend their Rear, if they march'd 
*^ forward ; and therefore defired, " that his Highnefs woulfl 
" appoint whom he thought fit, to give Orders ro the Lord 
** Uintv)ortby his Major General, who was prepared not to 
" difpute Orders fent by any Subftituted by the Prince. Here- 
upon^ the Prince had appointed S' Bichard Greenvil *^ to ad- 
" vance with the Cornifh to Okmgtony and direded the Major 
General *' to receive Orders from him : But, by that time 
they two had difpofed themfelves in Order, as they did very 
handfomely and chearfuUy, General G^ri^^ changed his mind, 
aud within four days after his former Letter, he retired with 
his thoufand Horfe out of Exeter to Newton Bi^fheU ; and 
then fent to the Prince, by a Letter to the Lord Colepefper^ 
to know ** whether S' Richard Greenvil Qiould receive Orders 
^^ from him ; and oder'd to undertake any defign with S^ 
^^ Richard Greenvil, or by Himfelf, as the Prince (hould di- 
^^reft; or that if his Prefeoce and Command (hould be 
*^ thought, on the account of any indifpofition in the Cormfh 
•** towards him, probable to produce any inconvenience to the 
'^ Service, he would willingly, for that Expedition, refignhis 
** Command to any Perfon the Prince would defign for it : 
intimating withal, " that if the Lord Hopton had it, the Lord 
'^ IfMworth would willingly receive Orders from him. His 
Highnefs, the next day, writ to him, " that he committed 
^^ the management of the whole to his Lordfhip; and had Com*> 
" manded S' Richard Greenvil to receive Orders from him, 
*^who had- then a good Body of O^rw^ft with him, and power 
" to draw off the Men from Plymouth^ if there (hould be 
*' occafion. 

The King's having been in that perpetual motion, as hath 
been mentioned before, kept the Exprefs that had been fent to 
him from the CounfeUors, upon the firft fignification of his 
Pleafure concerning the Prince's Tranfportation into Trance^

So that it was the 
middle of OBobety before they received his Majefty's farther 
diredioB. Then this Letter to the Lord Ca^jp^^ was brought 
bade by the fame Exprels-

Though this Letter was writ after the bfs of Briffely 
yet when it arrived, the hopes of the Weft were not thought 
ikfiperate ; and it was abfolutely concluded between the Lords. 
*' that, as the Peribn of the Prince was never to be in hazard 
''of being furnrized, fo he was not to be Tranfported out of 
^^ the Ki^s Uoratnions, but upon apjparent^ vifible necd&ty^ 
^' in point of fafety : Aiul the very fuipicion of his going had 
been, both by the Lord Gerhfg and others, enviouAy whif- 
per'd, to the great difliearcning of the People; £> that (be- 
fides that an imfealbnable attempt of going, might have been 
diiappointed) they faw that the lois of the whde Weft, both 
Gamfons, and Army, would immediately have attended that 
AAion, and therefore they thought, they fiiould be abiblv'd, 
in point of duty, by the Kii^, if they only preferv'd themfel ves 
in a power of obeying him, without executing his Command 
at that time ; efipeciJly iince General CMt^ thought it not 
reaibnable toobieive the Orders, which were (ent to him at 
the &me time, for marchirig towards the Ring, nor fo much 
asadviled with bis Highnefs, or 'Conununicated that he had 
receiv'd any fuch Order^; and yet his Highnefs Ibt him know, 
^ that he was well content, that he fliould break through with 
f^ his Horfe to the King^ which he might have done. 

The Enemy, having gain'd Trvertmy made no great haft 
to the Weft of Exeter, but fpent their time in Fortify iog focoe 
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Houfes near the Town, on the Eaft fide, without receiving 
the leaft difturbance from the Army ; the Lord Goring enter- 
taining himfelf in his ufiial joliity between Exetety Ibfne/s^ 
and Dartmouth; it being pubiickly fpolcen in Exetir^ ^^that 
*' the Lord Gorh^ intended to leave the Army, and fpeedtly 
<< to go beyond Seas, and that Lieutenant General Porter re- 
^Tolv^d to go to the Parliament, long before the Prince un« 
derftqod General Gorki's refolution to gQ.into'Fr4Jvr#, by any 
intimation from himfelf. The twentieth of Novemierj his 
LordOiip writ a Letter from Exeter to the Prince by the Lord 
Hhaworth, <^ that, now that the Enemy and his Lordfliip 
^* were fettled in their Winter Quarters ( whereas the Enemy 
was then as ftirring as ever ) ^ he did bqg leave of his Higi^- 
*^ nefs to fpend fome time for the recovery of his health, in 
^^ France i intimating, ''that he hoped to do his Highnefi 
'*fome notable Service by that Journey j and dcfired, " that 
^' his Army might remain entirely under the Command of the 
^'LotdH^ntwortb (whereas, not above a Fortnight before^ « 
he had writ, '^ that the Lord W^'i^^b was very willing to . 
*' receive Orders from the Lord Hoptew) until his return; 
*' which, he (aid, (bould be in two Months; and ib having 
dilpatched the Lord Wentwortb with this Letter to the Prince 
to Truro y his Lordihip, never attending his Highoefs's 
leave or approbation , went the fame, or the nctt day, to 
Dartmouth ; where he ftay'd no longer than till he could pro- Th Utd 
cure a pailage into France ; whither, with the firfl wind, he Goring rv. 
was Tranfported ; Lieutenant General Porter^ at the famei"^" '"'^ 
time, declining die Exercifeof his Command, and having re- 5 '***"• 
ceiv^d feveral MeiTaf^es, Letters, and a Pafs from the Enemy 
for his going to London. After the knowledge whereof, Ge- . , 
neral Gorif^ fien'd a Warrant foic the Levying two hundred 
pounds uppn the Country for the bearing his Chaiges. The 
Lord JVhtfomtbt at the time of his being then at TrurOy told 
fome of his confidents, '^that^the Lord Goring intended to re- 
^^ turn no more to the Army, or into England; but rely'd 
^^ upon Him to preferve the Horfe from being engaged, till 
^^ he could procure a Licence from the Parliament to Transport 
**theiD, for the Service of a Forreign Prince, which would 
^^ be a fortune to the Officers. And the Major General faid 
^'afterwards at Launceftony that he could not underftand the 
^ Lord Gorm^s defigns ; for that, at his going from the Army, 
'^ he gave the Officers great charge to preferve their Reginnents, 
''for he had hope to get leave to Tranfport them; and within 
few days after he arrived at ?arisy he lent Captain Porridge 
into Et^landy to fetch all his Saddle Horfes, and Horfes of 
Service, upon pretence that he was to prefent them in France; 
though at the lame time be afluxed his fn6Qd$, ^' that he was 

"return* 
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*' returning fpcedily with Men and Money ; which was not 
the more beltev'd by his (ending for his HoHes. 

Though there had been no great ModeRy ufed in the 
difcourfes of the People towards General Gormgy from the 
lime of his firft faftning in the Weft, cfpecially of the Corn^^ 
whom he had moft unskilfully irreconciled to him, by his 
continual neglefis and contempts of them (as he would ufually 
before TMumtm^y when he view'd his Foot, clap an Jr^man, 
oroneof thofe Soldiers who came out of Ireland^ who doubt- 
lefs were good Men, on the Shoulders, and tell him, in the 
hearing of the reft, "that he was worth x,tnCami[h Cowards, 
the greateft part of his prefent ftrength , and all his future 
hopes depending upon the Condflj^ many whereof had reafon 
to oelieve themfelves not inferior to any who had ferv'd the 
King J yet from the time that he left the Army, and went for 
'France y they gave themfelves a greater Licence ; and declared, 
•^ that he had, from the beginning. Combined with the Re- 
^^ bels ; and having wafted and ruined all the Supplies which 
. '^ had been fent him, had now left a diflblure and odious 
*' Army to the Mercy of the Enemy, and to a County more 
" juftly incenfcd, and confequent4y more mer^ilefs than they. 
*^ They compared the lofs of Weymouth^ in the view of his 
** Army, after he had been in the Town, and when the whole 
** direftion was in him, with the Counter-fcuffle at Vetberton- 
^^ Bridge, when two of his own Parties, purfuing the Orders 
" they had receiv'd. Fought with each other, whilft the Ene- 
"my retired to their own ftrengths: they remembered the 
** voluntary, wanton, incenfing the Country ; the difoounte- 
^"^ nancing the Garrifon of Lamport , and diflblving it ^ the eat- 
** ing the Provifions of the reft j the cherifliing the Club- men ; 
*<and the lying with his whole Army before TawntanixxWi^ 
^^ Weeks ( after he had declared the Enemy to be ip his Mer- 
f^cy, within fix days) and in that time (pretending that he 
** would in few days ftarve them ) he fufier'd great quantities 
*^of Provifions to be carried into them, through his own 
*' Quarters, and (everal Interviews, and private Meetings to 
'* be by his Brother Porter (yrhok Integrity he had before fuf- 
*' pefted) and the chief Officers of the Rebels : the negleding 
** his Body of Foot, during the time that he lay before 7)m«s- 
*' toTty by which he fufier'd above two thoufand to run away. 
" They talked of the beating up his Head Quarter the day 
*^ before the Rout at Lamport at Noon-day, for which no. 
"Man was ever called to a Council of War; and that total 
** Rout at Lamport y as two of the moft fupine, and unfoldierly 
'^ Defeats, that were ever known ; before which, or in thote 
"ftreighrs, or upon any other occafions of Advice, that he 
*' never called a Council of War to confider what was to be 

"done J 
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•'done ; and in that laft bufincfs of Lamport^ hirnfelf was fo 
** far from being prefeht, that CvJming in great diforder to 
*^ BridgewatiTy he faid, he had loft his Foot, and Cannon ; 
** which indeed were brought off' entirely by the care, and 
*« diligence of the Lord Wentworth, and Sr Jofeph WkgBaff. 
** They talked of his unheard of neglefting the Army, after 
*^ that Retreat at Bridgenuater, infomuch as of between three 
** and four thoufend Foot, which himfelf confefled he had 
** after that bufinefs ( and if his lofs had been no greater than. 
**heown'd, muft have been a far greater Number) within ^ 
**■ fixteen days, he had not thirteen hundred, nor ever after 
*^ recovered a Man, but what was gotten up by the Adivity 
•*and Authority of the Prince. Laftly, they remember'd hi» 
** lying in Devw^lhrre from the beginning of Julj^ which was 
" about the time of his Retreat from Lamport^ to the end of 
** Navemher^ when he went to France (which was five Months) 
** with a Body of above four thoufand Horfe and Foot j de- 
•* ftroying, and irreconciling the Country to the King, and 
*^the Caufe, without making the leaft attempt, or in any 
"degree looking after the Enemy; whilft the Rebels, by 
** formal Sieges, took in the Garrifons oi Bridgewater^ Sher-. 
^tamey and Briflol^ and many other important holds. 

Upon the whole matter, comparing his Words, and his 
Adtions, laying his doing and his not doing together, they 
concluded, ** that if he had been confederate with the Enemy, 
*^ and been corrupted to betray the Weft, he could not have 
^^ taken a more efiefiiual way to do it ^ fince he had not in- 
*^ tereft enough by any Overt Ad to have put it into their 
** power ; and therefore they who had a greater opinion of 
his Wit, Courage, and Condudl, than of his Confcicnce, and 
Integrity, prefum'd the failing was in the latter ^ towards 
which opinion they were the more inclined,by many difcourfes 
negligently let fall by the Enemy in their Quarters, ** that 
*' they were Sure enough of Goring ; and by S^ Thomas Fair- 
fas^s applying himfelf to the takmg thofe ftrong places after 
the Rout at Lamforty without ever confidering or looking 
after the Lord Gortng's Army 5 which he could not but 
know confifted of a Body of Horfe, equal in Number to his 
own ; and had reafon to apprehend thole two Populous C ^un- 
ties of Devon and Cormvafj could quickly recruit the Foot; 
** which negligence (faid they) Fahfax could never be guilty 
*^of, if he had not been well affirred, that thofe Forces 
*^(hould work them no inconvenience; befides that, being 
unpurfued , Gorntg might eafily have made an efcape, and 
joyn'd with the King, and fo have diverted ^11 the Enemies 
ddSgns upon the Weft. 

Others, who were not enough in love with the Lord 

Gormgy 
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Goring^ to defire to be joyn'd with him in any Truft> yet in 
their opinions dearly abfolv'd him from any Combinatioa 
with the Enemy, or defign of Treachery, and imputed^ the 
flow managing the bufineis^ at his firft coming into the Weft, 
and overfltpping fome opportunities of advantage, to his de- 
fire of being fettled in that Command, and fo not making 
baft, left, the work being done, he might be neceffitated to 
leave Choie Parts, and be call'd to the King ; for without 
doubt, though there was a reconciliation made between Him 
and Prince Ibtpert to that dmee, that all the Countenance 
General G^Mg received fromCourtin prejudiceof the Prince's 
Authority, and of his Council, was procured for him purely 
by that Prince; who in one of his Letters to him, at fuch 
time as he was before Tktf «f Mr, ufed thefe words ; ^' what you 
**defire in your Letter, on the xiclofilfe^, (hall be obferv'd; 
<'and afliire your felf that ^nao^Ib^irt Ihall maintain Ge- 
^' neral Grm4g*s Honour and Power, and (hall lo(e his Life, 
<^ rather than General Gr^rMr; (Iiall fufier for Prince Buperti 
which Letter (as he did any others, which he recetv'd from 
hisMajefty, or the Secretaries, in Cipher) he Communicated 
to the Clompany in all his Afts of good fellowQiip; yet, I fay, 
it was very evident, he was refolv d never to be in the (ame 
Army with Prince Rupfrt under his Command ; and all his 
loofe and (candalous Speeches, they imputed to an innate li- 
cence he had always given him(e]f ; and his grois and unfortu- 
nate Over(ights, to the lazynefs and unadivity of his Nature ; 
which could better purfue, and make Advantages upon good 
Succeilbs, than ftruggle and contend with diiEcukies and 
ftreights. And they who had t)een neareft the Obfervatlon^ 
found a great difference between the prefentnefs of his Mind 
and Vivacity in a fuddain Attempt, though never fo full of 
. Danger, and an Enterprife that requir'd more deliberation, and 
muft be attended with patience, and a fteady circumfpedion; 
at if his Mind could not be long bent. And therefore he had 
been obferv'd to give over a Game, fooner than Gameflcrs 
that have been thought to have lefs Fire. Many other paflages 
muft be attributed to his perfeA hatred of all the Perfons of 
the Council, after he found they would not comply with his 
defires, and to his particular Ambition j and both thofe Paf- 
fions of Ambition, and Revenge, might tranfpart his Nature 
beyond any limits. But what he meant by his difcourfe at 
parting to the Officers, for the keeping the Hor(e for the Ser- 
vice otibme Forreign Prince, was never underftood, except he 
did really believe, thathelhould (horcly. return with a Body of 
Foot; and fo that they (hould not be forward to engage with 
the Enemy, or eMe to keep fuch a dependence upon him from 
the Officers, that they (hould always hope f^ ^mploynaent 
lender him. yfui^sv 
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Whilst S' Richard Greem;gi ftay'd at Oigntgfo»y he had 
feveral .ftrange defigns ; which he always communicated to 
the Prioce, or Lords, in Writing ; one of which was, " to 
^^cut a deep Trench from BamBaUe to the South Sea, for 
'^ chcfpace of near forty Miles 3 by which, he faid, he would 
^ defend all Cormual^ and fo much of Devm^ againft the World; 
and many fuchimpoffible Undertakings; at which they who 
underftood matters of that Nature, thought him befides him- 
felf. Notwithftanding the Train'd bands of CormMl retum'd 
to their Homes (having ftay'd out their Month; which was 
their fir ft Contrad) S' lUcbard Greenvil Azy'd ft ill at Oimg- 
torn, with his three Regiineots of old Soldiers, having barri- 
cadoed the Town i the Pais being of very great importance 
t6 hinder the Enemy from any Communication with Ffymaiftt. 
And indeed the Reputation of his being therewith a greater 
Strength than in truth he had at any time, was a great means 
of keeping the Rebels on the Eaft fide of Exeter ; as appears by 
their mdcuiin Advance, aflbon as he remov'd from that Poft; 
which he did about the end of November , without giving 
the leaft advice to the Prince of fuch his purpofe^ and con* 
trary to the exprefs defire of the Lords Capel^ and Cehfeffer^ 
who were then atEa^e^, and hearing of his Relblucion, had 
written to him very carneft ly " not toremove. He fuddainl y 
redr'd with his three Regiments from Oi^/«^/^ into CenmM^ 
and Mufter'd his Men upon the River T^xixMr, that divides 
Conmal from Devauy with exprefs Command <^ to Guard 
^' the Pafles, and not to fufier any of the Lord Qernig*$ Men, 
'^qpon what pretence or warrant foever, to come into Cn»- 
^' iMt/. For the better doing whereof, he caufed the Country 
to come in to work at their Bridges, and Pafles, as he had 
done before, moft unreafonably, for the Fortifying of Laim^ 
eeffm^ and caufed Proclamations, and Orders of his own, to 
be read throughout comwaly in the Churches, ^' that if any 
** of the Lord Gtf rings Forces (whom in thofe Writings he 
charged with all the odious Reproaches for Plundering ) 
^^ihould ofier to come into Canrviml^ they Chould Ring Sse 
'^ Bells, and thereupon the whole County fliould Rife, and 
^ beat them out; bythefe unheard of, and unwarrantable 
means, preparing the Country to fuch a hatred of the Lord 
Germgi and his Forces, that they rather defir'd the Company 
of the Rebels ; fo alienating all Mens Spirits firom refifting o£ 
the Enemy ; and all this without fo much as Communicatioa 
with the Prince, till it was executed. 

About the laft week of Novemier, he camehimfelf to 
rr«fstothe Prince, on the fame day that his Highneft had 
received Letters from the Lords at Exeier^ of the extreme ill 
Confequenoeof ^I^hufdOreenwh drawing off YrosiOiiis«- 
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t^m ; upon encx>uragenQent whereof, a ftroog Party of the E- 
nemy was come to Kirtan Whereupon his Highoe(s fent 
;^ for S' Richard Greemvi/j and, in Council, acquainted him 

with chofe Letters, and other Intelligence that he had received 
of the Enemy, and defired him to confider what was now to 
be done. The next day, without attending his Highneis any 
more, but returning to his Houfe at Worrmp^ny he writ a 
long Letter to M' Fanjhaw of his Advice, which he defired 
^ might be Communicated to the Lords; which was, '^chat 

*'his Highnefs (hould fend to the Parliament for a Treaty, 
*^ and (hould ofier, if he might enjoy the. Revenue of die 
^' Dutchy of Cf nrwW, and that they would not advance to 
'^ difturb him in that County, that he would not attempt any 
'^ thing upon them, but that they (hould enjoy the; freedom 
*'of all their Ports in Comwal for Trade, without any di- 
^'fturbanceby his Majefty's Ships: and fo, in plain £i^4^, 
CO fit ftill a Neuter between the Kine and the Parliament , 
at a time when there was aBodyofHorfe Superior to the 
. Enemy in thofe Parts ; and when an equal proportion of Foot 

\ might have beengotten together; and when his Majeftyhad 

not the face of an Army in any other part of Emglamd. The 
Prince was very much troubled at this Letter, and the more, 
becaufe he found S^ Richard Greemti/ had contraded a great 
friend(hip withfuchof hisHighnefs's Servants, as he had rea- 
ion to believe lefs zealous and intent upon the Honour, and 
Profpericy of the King; and becaufe he had difcover'd he la- 
boured very much toinfufcajealoufyintotheGovemour of 
PendemnisC^&lQf ^^ that the Prmce intended to remove him 
*'fr<»m that -Command , and to confer it upon the Lord 
^^ Hoffcn ; to which purpofe he had written to the Govemour 
from OktMgtim ( when the Lord Hpptam^ and the Chancellor, 
were fent down thither to af&ft biim in the Fortifying and 
Supplying that Ca(Ue; which if they had not done, it would 
not have held out , as it did afterwards ) <^ that the Lord 
^^Hapton hadaCommifnon to take that Charge from him; 
^^but that he (hould not fufier fuch an affi-ont to be put upon 
^' him ; for He, at)d all his Friends, Would ftick to him io it : 
Whereas there was never the leaft thought or intention to 
make any alteration in that Government. 

Shortly after that Letter of the xyth^SriS/rAfrd/ Crrvnr- 
vi/ writ again toM' Fanfi>awj to know how his Propofitioos 
were approv'd ; to which, by diredion, he retum'd, " that 
*^the Council had not been yet together fince the receipt of 
^^ them ; the Lords Otfei, and C^kftfper^ being not then re- 
^^ turn'd from Exxter ; and that therefore his Propofitions had 
^^ not been yet Debated. He proceeded in the mean time in 
his Fortifications there^ and^ about the middft of Umtm^^ 
% the 
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the Prince continuing at 2>w^, he fent feveral Letters to the 
Gentlemen of the County " to meet him at LaunceBm : One 
of which Letters I faw , to Colonel Richard Arundel ^ in 
which, ** He defired him to bring as many Gentlemen, and 
*^ others of Ability, as he could, as well the difafiefled, as 
" well-aflfefted ; for that Ke intended to Communicate to them 
" fome Propofitions, which he had formerly preferr'd to the 
*^ Prince, and though they were not hearken'd to There, he 
** believ'd would be very acceprable to his Country- men of 
^^Cormuai: but the Prince's uiddain going to Tavifiock dxf-- 
appointed that meeting. 

Shortly after the Lord Gmaig's going into France^ the 
Prince, being informed from Exeter , " that the Enemy, at 
" the fame time having finifhed their works, which kept the 
"City from any Relief on the Eaft fide, were now drawing 
"their Forces to the Weft fide, whereby that City would be 
^^fpeedily Diftrefled; thought it neceffary to fend the Lords 
Brentford^ Cafel^HoptoUj and Colepefper, to confer with the 
Lord Wentw&rfh i who lay then at -4f&-B«r/^», fix miles from 
Tbtnejs, znd with Sf Richard Greenvi/y who was ready to draw 
fome Foot into Devtm^ to the end that fuch an underftanding 
might be fettled between them two, that the Service migte 
proceed: their Lordfliips being direfted, by Inftrudions un- 
der his Highnefs's hand, uponconfideration of the ftateofthe 
Forces, and conference with the Lord Wentivorth^ and S' fii- 
cbardGreenvily to advife what fpeedy courfe Ihould be taken 
for the Relief of Exeter ( the Prince having at the fame time 
disburfcd a thoufand pound ready Money to two Merchants 
of ExeteTy for Provifion of Corn for that City ) prefuming that 
both the one and the other would have been very ready to 
have receiv'd, and followed the advice which their Lordfliips 
fliould give. 

The place of meeting was appointed to be Tavifiock ; 
where every body was, fave the Lord WentiDorth yhui He 
failing, the Lords, having direfted S^ Richard Greenvsl how 
todilpofe of himfelf, went themfelves to Ajh-Burtony near 
twenty MileSvfarther, to the hoxdWentworth's Quarter ; where 
they Ipent a day or two, but found not that refpeft from 
him they had reafon to have expefted. His Lorofliip was 
very jealous of diminution in his Command, which General 
Goring had devolved to him , and expreffing himfelf ofceri- 
tinies to them very unneceflarily, ** that he would receive Or- 
*' ders from none but the Prince Himfelf; whereupon, and 
upon the importunate calling for Relief from Exeter^ their 
Lordfliips " thought it abfolutely neceflary, that the Prince 
'^Hinifelf fliould advance in Perfon, as well to bring up as . 
^^ great a Body of the Connlb^ as was poffible ( which with- 
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^out his Prefenoe wasnot tobe hoped for ) as to difpofe the 
^ Comtnaod of the whole Forces in fuch manner, as might 
^ probably be for the beft advantage ; the beft that was tobe 
^< hoped for being to bring the Enemy to Fight a Battle ; and 
^ that they might be enabled to that purpofe, b^ joyning with 
^ the Foot that were in Bxmri which was a confi<terabIe 
^Bodj. For thecondufttng ib great adefign, apon which 
no leu than three Crowns depended^ the Lord VFimiw9rtb 
could not bethought oflntereft. Experience, or Reputation 
enot»h ; and yet there was fo ^eac regard , that he Oiould 
notmflferin his Honour, or the imaginary Truft devolved to 
him by General Gorn^j or rather indeed that no notable ha- 
zard might be run , by any unoeoeflBiry mutation in Com-» 
mands, at a time when the Soldier was to be led Co Fight, 
that it was refolv'd, ^^that hefhould be rather Advifed, than 
^^ Commanded ; and that if he comported bimfelf with that 
^^ Temper and Modefty , as was exncOed^ all Refolutions 
^^ fliould be fbrm'd in Council, and all Orders thereupon (bould 
"iflue in His Name. 

The next day after o6rjf?Mi4tf day, the weather being very 
fliarp, the Prince went from TVwr^, to Bddmm^ and the next 
day to Taviftock ; where the Lords of the Council attended ; 
the Lord {Rhs^vorfifr continuing at Aff^Bttrtimj and his Horfe 
(bread over that part of the Countrv which was at any di- 
ftancc from the Enemy. S' Eichard Gremvil^ who attendel 
lifKCwik at Tavijfactj bad fent three Regiments of Foot to 
Oik^om, under the Command of Major General ilf^iS;/^iwr/i&; 
which were (ecured by the Brigade of Horie under Major Ge- 
neral Wfi, who was Quarcer'd near thofe parts, and the Or- 
w^ Train'd-bands were to come up within a week ; the 
Blockade before Pfymoutb was maintained by General Digtj. 
with about twelve or thirteen hundred Foot, and fix hundred 
Horfe; but the whole Contribution ai&gn'd for the fiipport 
of thofe Forces, was taken by the Lord WbtOwartifs Horfe; 
fo that the Prince was compelled to fupply thofe Men, oat of 
the Magazines of Vidual which he had (^rovidedin CmmJ 
for the Army when it (hould march ; and to leave his own 
Guard of Horfe upon the skirts of C^nmsi; theie being no 
Quarter to be had for them nearer his own Peribn. 

About this time, S^ Tlbmrnis Fairfax Qgarter'd at aHoufc 
about two miles Ea(l of £x«f«r,Sri&ri/r«^ll^&r with a Bri- 
gade of his Army at Ktrton, and another part of the Ai^my 
hadpofleOedPraiJrM Houfe, and the Church, A^^Sv^Houfe, 
and fome other HoUson the Weft fide^ fo tfaiat no Provifiont 
wentin, and it hath been find before, how long the Army 
under Goriag bad fubfiited upon the Provifions within, and 
keptall liip^y from entring : the advice uken at Taw/ltiJt^ 
% upon 
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upon the Prince's coming thither, was, " that aflfoon as the 
•* ComiJhVoot (hould be come up, his Highnefi flionld march 
" with thofc, his own Guards, and as many Foot as mfchc 
^* conveniently be taken from before Pfymcutb , by leaving 
^^Horfc in their place, to Totnifs-^ where a Magazine (hould 
** be made of Provifionsfor the whole Army, both by Money 
** ( iot which the County would yield great ftorc of Provi-* 
*^ fions ) and by Victuals brought out of Ommal by Sea ; kt 
which likewife diredioos were given; "From that place it 
•* was concluded, that the Prince might joyn with the Forces 
^^ in J&x9ter^ except the Rebels (hould draw their whole Body 
*^ between them ; and then that Garrifon would be able both 
" to relieve itfelf, and to infeft the Enemy in the Rearj and 
** the Prince might retire, or Fight, as he found itmoft con« 
'^ venient and advantageous to him^ Refblutions being thus 
fixed, and the Cdrnijh being not expedcd in full Number? 
till the Week following, the Prince chofe to go to tbmej} ; 
where all things neceflary might be agreed with the Lorcf 
fPhttw^rth, who might conveniently attend there, hisQg^rf 
ters being within Gx miles ^ and where diredions migt^t h6 

fiven for making the Magazine, towards which Money haj 
een return'd out of Cornwal, 

The next day after the Prince came thither , the Lor^ 
U^nPmrth attencled him, and was informed in Council, whajc 
had been thought reafonable at TaviHock ; the which he apr 
proved of i the Prince then call'd to fee a Lift of the Quarterly 
that theriBupon it might be agreed how the whole Arnoy 
fliould be Quarter d when they came together; to which enij^ 
the next day, the Lord Wentworth brought the Quarter Ma- 
tter General Tinkney^ who indeed govem'd him! At the firfl 
Council, the Lord Wmtw^h told the Prince, '* that he wat 
*^ to declare one thing to him, at the entrance into bufinefr, 
** and for the prevention of any miftakes, that he could receive! 
*^ no Orders from any Perfon but his Highnefs^ the Lord Gf^-*" 
** rii% having repoted that truft in him , and given him a 
" Con^niiffiQO and Inftrudions to that purpofe j which he of- 
tep repeated afterwards in Council j and, in the Debate pf 
Quartering, talked yeryimperioufly, and very difrefpedtfully^ 
and one day, after he had been drinking, very offenfivdy to 
fome of the Council, in the prefenc^ of the Prince. The timtf 
was no^ conceived feafongJ)le for the Prince to declare how 
the Army (hould be command^^d, till he had brought it toge* 
ther, and till he had his own Guards about him; and fo the 
Prince, though he was nothing fatisfied ivk the Lord U^enf'i 
»tfi#'s carriage, only told him *^ that he would take the Cotn- 
'^migdof the Army upon Himfelf, and iflue Out Orders is 
**he^lould think fie j and having Vifited the Pore and Girrifori. 
' Vol.IL fan*, Z* ^ 
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of Dartmouth^ and taken fufHcient courie for the providing 
the Magazines, and fettled the difierencesv about Quanering, 
he return'dto Tavifi^cky refolving, with all poffible expedi- 
tion, to tnarch with the whole Etody of Foot to Totnefs^ ac- 
cording to former appointment. 

The day before the Prince begun his Journey xoTofvi^ 
fiocky he receiv'd a Letter from the King his Father, dated 
upon the feventh of November^ in thefe words :

.A Utter «i LEAVE Others to tell you the News of thefe parts, 
kT ^tfaf "which are not fo ill, as^ I believe, the Rebels would make

*^ of falling into the Rebels hands, to Tranfport your felf into 
^^ Denmark *y and, upon my bleffing, not to ftay too long upon

"Weft, you ought not to defer your Journey one hour; in 
" This I am not abfolutely pofitive j but I am direftly pofi- 
" tive, that your going beyond Sea is abfolutely neceflary for 
'^ me, as I do, to command you ^ and I do not reftrain you 
^^ only to Dtnmarky but permit you to choofe any other Coun- 
" try, rather than to ftay here ; as for ScotlaTuI and Inland I 
** forbid you either, untill you fliall have perfeft aflurance, 
/^ that Peace be concluded in the one, or that the Earl of 
** Mauntrofe^ in the other, be in a very good condition j which, 
^ upon my word, he is not now : to God bleftyou.

Though the intimations in this Letter were ftrong for a 

prefent remove, yet they not being Pofitive, and the time of 

^the year being fiich, as that the Prince could not be block'd 

Sby Sea, and fo could choofe his own time, and having one 
)unty entire, and Exeter and BamBahle in the other well 
Garrifbn'd, befides the Blockade before Tiymmtby and the re- 
putation of an Army, the Council were of opinion, that the 
time was not yet ripcj and fopurfue J the former defign of 
joYningtheOw»/)& totheHorfe, and to endeavour the relief 
ot Exeter ; for which purpofc , the Prince undertook the 
Journey before mention'cl to Tavtftocky the day after Cbrj/hios 
dayi and, at his coming thither , received this other tetter 
from the Kong.

His Highnefs, as he ufed to do, afToon as he had perufed 
the Letter^ which, asthefeft, was written in the Lord Cok^ 
ftfper's Cipher, and by him Deciphered, deliver'd it again td 
hisLordlhip, ^^tobefecretly kept, and Communicated to the 
"other three; for it was by no means yetfafeto truflr it 
farther. They were much troubled at the receipt of this Let7 
tcr ; for^ befides that it found them in the Article of the moS 
probable de6gn had been on foot fince the late difaders, td 
prefarve the Weft ; if they fbould have attempted to have 
given Obedience to that Command, the fuddain, unexpeded, 
and unreafonable leaving the Army, would vifibly have de- 
clared what the intent had been, and would probably have 
engaged the People, and the Soldiers ( who would have want- 
ed neither Intelligence, nor Inftlgation from the Prince's own 
Servants ; of whom the Lords could not rely upon three Men/ 
they being fall of hope in the Enterprife they were upon, and 
fallof diilikeof the other they were to choofe, to have pre^ 
vented it; in which, they might reafooably have expelled 
affiftanoe from the Garrilon of Pendenms; from which place 
bis Highnefi was necelfarily to remove Himfclf. So that if 
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the Prioce fliould attempt to go, and fucoeed, the Army, up- 
on that difcouiKdnaooe, moft di(£)Jve ^ and if be fucceeded 
not, there might be a fatal confequence of the end^aydor and 
difd^pointment. Tben^ though they teul long kept >a Ship" in 
the Harbour in readinefs, and had at that time another Frigat 
' ' ' of Mr lUfdtmks^ yet by its having been carried with fb knuch 
fecrecy that very few hod taken notice of it, they could, not 
i>e provided for folong a Voyage as to 2)^iRftfr^,,which^ with 
ib important a Qiarge, ^xnild jeqidneiwo Months VvmA at 
leaft. But that which troubled them moft, w^. (be vjQfy Art- 
gument which his Majefty was pleafed to ufeforbk fo pOfi- 
live Command^ which, to their underftanding, feem'dto con^ 
elude rather, that his Highnefs's Tranfportation ( tt kaft 
without an iibmediate abfoiute neceffity ) was at that time 
moft nhleafonabie : for if^ in expectation of a Treaty^ his Ma- 
jefty ftiouid venture his Royal Perfota in Lotuhm, and Ihould 
be received there, and at the fame time his Higfanefe'^ Perfon 
Ihould be Tranfported out of the Kingdom, by his M^^y'^ 
own Commands (which could not then have beenxxmceal'd ) 
itwa&reafonableto believe, thattiot Only the Rebels .wouM 
make great ^advantage of it, as an Aigutneat againft Jbia - Ml^ 
jefty^s fincere intentions, and thereby draw nnfpeakabie and 
irr^q)apable prejudice upon hitn; but that hss oWn Gdoncit, 
by which he was difpofed to that Overture, and whbfe Af^ 
fiftance he itouft conftantly uf^ would take themfelves to bd 
highly dilbbl^cd by that Aft ^ and they would lofe all confi- 
dence in their future Counfels. 

UpoU thewhoie Matter, theLord^ were unanimaifilyof 
opifiion, f< that the Relief of ExePer was to pm^ia the 
^* manner formerly agreed, and that the Prince'i Perfon was 
*'to be prefent at it : and thereupOT diey fentan Ex{vefet0 the 
King, withadifpatGh%ny by theF^ur who were trufted^ 
a Duplicate whereof was fent.by another Expreft the next day, 
hi which fhey prefented a dear ftate to Ms Majefty, of hii 
Forces, and the hofjes theythenhadof improving their con* 
dition by the Prince's Prefence ; of the condition of Exeter^ 
and of the Strength, as they concciv'd, of the Enemy ^ and 
of the inconveniency, if not the mipoffibility of obeying his 
Majefty at that time. They farther infbrm*d his Majefty of 
*^the great iodifpofition , that they perceived in all die* Ser- 
"varns towards. his Highnefs's leaving the Kingdom; and 
•*that the jealoufy was ib great of his gdingintb France, that 
" they had reafon to believe that many who were, very faith- 
"fui, aud render of his Safety, would rather wifh hito in the 
"hands of the Enemy, than in that Kingdom; and therefore, 
« when the time of NecejQSty Should come ( which they af- 
"furod hij Majefty they would widi any hazard watch and 
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*<Tobfcfve ) they nmft pivjfcr: the cpntiouiag Hin|. Aill .wjcbin 
'^ }ii6 Majeft j^s bwa Dominions, and fo to wafc him to SiOyj ojp 
^^J^^Jhi «nd from thence conclude what was cobe done far- 
^ thcr . Thfijr prefeated likewifc their hucjble opinion to him, 
^^thttcinToUe he thould be engaged in a Perfonal Treaty at 
^^ijmM ('iKhiph cfeyocMGeiy-d the Rebels would never ad- 
^nrt^^wkhoot &ch Ada fiift obtwtfd from his Majefty, as 
^^ might (inyalidate His Power, apd confirm Theirs) how in- 
^ronrcnientit nri^t he, Without the Privity of thofeCoun- 
f*»feHdBs,wtom he was then touuft, toTranfport the Prince, 
** except in danger of Siirp?ffalib<^re the iiJae of that Treaty 
•^ffllg^ bedifcefny:: Aflgring his Majefty, "ihac nothing 
^ Ihoutd pat his Hie^neft^:^ ei^ti into the bands pf the Par- 
^Iktnieiit, but hisMajeftj^'s owii Cornmand^^^-wMch thejr 
^'(faouid not re^ hihiax>wo DocDkuons, nor, ihey oapicelv'd, 
^' 4Qf bodyreUe, if. be were out Of ihapn. 

The appearanGi^ T^^JOmftpik i»fwer'4 tfee exppdlatiaii;n*t.ri 
tiiCfe being full two thoBtod feur, hundred qf thp Tn*in-d- went- 
bands, »i€ry chearful, land ready Ijo march,; uQkh&m were J,*^"^'^^^ 
ell^tlnmdred old Soldkrs, under Major General Jifykjwmrtki ^ Afli-Bur. 
thefbbr widi the Lord mnt'vmth wt»re gtve^a out tp be eight ton< 
hufldMd, with the Lord Qprm^s Guards whic^ were m D^rt^ 
fft9$0fk y itiVid to be drawn them:e» u{X)q the advance to the 
Army>: from B^f^nfiaiky the Govcraour b^d {Mromi&d tp 
fend five hundred Men; and out of &cei^9 .at the leail, a 
thou&iid five hundred Men were prpiQifed: aU which, with 
his Highne£'s Guards, might well be depended uppn for fix 
tbodfand Foot. The Horfe wa« very little fewer than five 
thpufa^; whereof hjs Higbnds's Guards mad« near revpa 
huttdfed ^ ib that, if ^ dieGs could have b^eeei brpufht to 
Fight, the day {eem'd not defperate. The Foot were appoint- 
ed tb have marched the morrow, when the News ca^ie, 
^that the Ene^my was adi^aneed, and had beaten up the I/>r4 , 
^^l^'Wilwtfni's Quarters in two feverai places, a^ flbortly afr 
ter Che News, the Lord Wentv»rtb hipfelf came in^ in ^reat 
diforder, not inform'dof the particular c^ his loTs, bvjit con* 
cdv'd it to be greater than in eruch it was, though many Meo> 
and ^aipre Horfes, were taken in both places. The Prioc^ 
was very <lefirous to purfue the former refolutipn, amd to 
have advanced with the whole Body to Tptnefs ; but the J^rd 
Wentworth did not only alledge, ^^ that probably the Enemy 
^ was poflefl&d by that time cfTotnfifs^ but that he had in 
^'druthno4iope to raHy his Horfe together, in any Numbers, 
^* tiU they might be aHow'd t\aQ^ or four days reft. Whereas 
^ that Rout had been oocafion'd by fmall Parties of tbe EniG- 
lay, who, at day time, came into their Quarters, and found 
no Gaaid^ but all d;ke Horfe in tbe StaUes ^ and thoir whole 
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Body moved not in two or three days after ; enoDui^iged, it 
was thought, by the great diforder they, found dK>fe Troops 
to be in. Matters ftanding thus, and it being abfobtely oe- 
ceflary, by reafon of this diforderly retreat of the Horfe, to 
draw off the Blockade from Ffymmtthy Tmjifitk was no looger 
thought a place for the Prince's Refidence; .his. Higfaneft 
by the Advice of a Council of War remov'd to Lanmcefif ; 
whither all the Foot were drawn, and the Horle. appoioced to 
keep the Devw^flm fide of tho River ; and from thence he 
hoped he (hould be (peedily able to advance towardajB»0/«r. 
The King hsei ftaid at Htr^iy as hath been £ud, in 
great perplexity, and irrefolution > not knowing which way 
to take, out mdBt inclined to go to Wmefter-y till he was al- 
fiired, << that the whole ftrengm of the Parliament in the North 
^' was eather'd together under the Command of Psmbtx;; and 
^^that he was already come between Hm/^^/ and ff^^^A^ 
^^ with a Body of above three tltoufand Horfe and Dragooos ; 
*' With which he was appointed always to attend the tUng's 
^ raotton : fo that It would be very haxd for his Majefty to get 
to Whrcifitr , whither his purpofe of going was, upon the 
new reiolution he had taken again to^mardi into SeotUmi to 
joyn with Mmmirofi^ who was yet underftood to be pro^ 
fperous. This being the only de^, it was not thought rea^ 
fonable **to profecutc that march pyli^«?/for, and thereby 
^* to run the hazard of an Engagement with 'BwOx, \ but rather 
^ to take a more fecure paffiige through North Wsks to Chtfier^ 
^^and thence, through Lancd^irey md Otmierlamly to find a 
*^way into Seoilandy unobftru^led by any Enemy that coiiU

TZm^ '• though through very unpleafent ways, the King came withiQ

^td fy my, out of their Neighbour Garrifons, had furprifed both the 
fointf. Out- works, and Suburbs of Chejhr; and had made fome at* 
tempt upon theCity, to the great Terror, and Conftematk» 
of thofe within ; who had no apprehenfion of fuch a furprife. 
So that this qnexpeAed coming of his Majefly, look'd uke a 
defignation of Providence for the prefervation of fo important 
a place : and the Befiegers were no left amazed, looMngupon 
thcmfelves as loft, and the King's Troops believ'd them to be 
in their power, . ., .^ 

Sir Marmaduke LangJUk was fent with moft of the Horfe 
over H<^/^Bridge, that he might be on the Eaft fide of the 
Rivcr2>f^5 ^^^ ^^^ Ki"& with his Guards, the. Lord Ger^ 
rardy and the reft of the Horfe, march'd direaly into Cbefier^ 
with a refolution, ^^that, early the day following^ Srjif/irmifo 
^^iH^h Lat^dak ibould have fallen upon tbe ^ck of the 
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*^ Enany , when all the force of the Town (hould have Sallied 
^<out, and fo indoled them. But S^ Marmaduki Langdaky 
being that Night drawn on a Heath two Miles from CheBer^ 
had intercepted a Letter from Fornix ( who had marchM a 
much (horter way, after he was informed which way the King 
was bound) to the Commander that was before Cbeftety telling 
him, ^^that he was conoe to their reicue, and defiring to have 
^*ibme Foot feat to him, to aflift him againft the King's 
** Horfe : and the next Morning he appeared, and was Charg'd 
by S» M^msduki Lmigdah^ and forced to retire with lofs; 
but kept ftill at fuch a diftance, that the Foot from before 
Chefier might come to him. The Befiegers begun to draw 
out of the Suburbs in fuch haft, that it was believ'd in cAifteVy 
they were upon their Flight j and fo moft of the Horfe and 
Foot in the Town, had order to purfue them. But the others 
haft was to joyn with Vomtz-y which they quickly did ^ and 
Chen they Charg'd S' MttmidukB Longdate :f who, beine over- 
powered, was Routed, and put to Flight; and purwed by 
lPmnt% even to the Walls of OoBfier. There the Earl of iJch- 
field with the King's Guards, and the Lord Gerrard with the 
reft of the Horfe, were drawn up, and Charg'd Pomtz^ and 
forced him to retire. But the diforder of ihofe Horfe which 
firft fled, had fo filled the narrow ways, which were unfit for 
Horfe to Fight In, that at laft the Enemies Mufqueteers com- 
peird the King's Horfe to turn, and to Rout one another, and 
CO overbear their own OfScers, who would have reftrain'd 
them. Here fell many Gentlemen, and OfScers of Name, 
with the brave Earl otLkhfieUj who was the third Brother 
of that lUuftrious Family, that Sacrificed their Lives in this 
Quarrel. He was a very ^ultlefs young Man, of a moft gen- 
tle, courteous, and afiable Nature, and of a Spirit and Courage 
invincible ; whoTe lo(s all Men exceedingly lamented, and 
the King bore it with extraordinary grief. There were many 
Perfons of Quality taken Prifoners, amongft whom Sr Fhilip 
M$fyr0uey a Gentleman of a noble Extra&ion, and ample 
Fortune in OtmberlandQSid Weftworelsnd ^ who liv'd to engage 
himielf again in the fame Service, and with the fame Af- 
feftion, and, after very great Sufl^rings, to fee the King Re- 
ftored. This Defeat broxe all the Body of Horfe, which had 
attended the King from the Battle of Nafiiyy and which now 
fled over all the Country to fave themfehres; and were as 
much difperfed, as the greateft Rout could produce. 

The defign of marching Northward, was now at an end ; 
and it was well it was fo ; for about this very time Mountreji 
was Defeated by D^d LsJUj ^ fo that if tne King had ad- 
vance farther, as he refolv'd to have done, the very next day 
after he came to cAifiir^ he could never have been able to 
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Bive i^treMed. He ftaki io Ch^ only ooe Nigbc alcor this 
ow, but (ccura'cl, by the fime way by which he had Gome, 
wire^tf t» D^fgb-CMe in North »»A/, being atteoded ooly with 
Dei^bigh Ave huodred Horfe j aod there he ftaid three days to refrefh 
f« r»Uj hit himfelf, and to raUy fuch of hi« Troops as had ftopped widun 
^*'/^ any diftaooe. So that, in a (liorc time, he had in view fimr 
and twenty hundred Horfe ^ but whither toga wkh them was 
ftill the difficult queftion. Some propofed ^^the Ule ofj^ 
^^ghfify as a place of Safety, andanlfliuid Fruicfui enough 
^'c6 fupport his Faroes ^ which would defend k felf againft 
^* any Winter atcetnpt, and from whence he mighc be eafiiy 
^ Tranfporced into Irelomloi SeotUmi. They who objeOed 
^ainft this, as very matiy objeftfoas might well be made, 
propofed '^that hift Majefty might Commodioufly mate his 
^ Winter Qaar cers at mree/ler^ and by Qijarteriiiig bis Troops 
** upon the ^mm», between BftJgitmth and Wmefter^ ftand 
<^ there upon his Guard ^ and by cheaoceis of fome other 
« Forces, might be able to Fight with PtMs^s; who, by diis 
tune, that he might both be able the more to ftreighten Ofe- 
Ser^ and towatxrh the Kitigs motion, had drawn his Troops 
over the River Di$ into DenUghJbirei fo that he was now 
nearer the King, and made the mardi laft propofed, much 
the more difficult ^ but there was fo little choice, that it was 
profecuted, and with g^^od Socceis ; and there .being another 
Bridge to pafs the D9e fome Miles further, and through as ill 
ways as any thofe Countries have, his M^^iiy went over 
without any oppoficion ; and had, by this means, left Pmmm 
fir full day's Journey behind* Heie rrince Maurice waited on 
bis Majefty with eight hundred Horfe, part whereof was of 
Prince EMpert's Regiment that came out of Brijhl And now 
being thus flrengthen'd, they lefs apprehended tbe Enemy. ^ 
yet continued their march without reftiag, till, by Fording 
3V>i<w t0 the Stverm^ they came to BrM(gm^i6,tbe place defigisi'd. Now 
Bridge- every body expeded, that ttey fliould forthwith go to H^ 
fiorfh. ceJteTy and take up their Winter Qjjarters; but upon theNews 
of the Surrender of Berikf'Cs^Rk in Gki^it^bm^ afid of the 
J)ev$%es in Wtlt-Jhirey two ftrong Garrifons of the King's, it 
was urged, ^^that Worc^er would not be a good place tot 
^^ the King^s Winter Reftdence, and Neiimrk was propofed as 
^^ a place oS more fecurity . This advice was the more like to 
be embraced, becaufe it was vehemently purfued upon a pri- 
vate, and particular Intereft. 

Though Prince BMftrt had iiibmiaed to the King's plea- 
fare, in refigning his Commiffion, yet he refolv'd not to 
make ufe of his Pafs, ^nd to quit the Kii^dom, till he might 
firft fee his Majefty, and give an account of the Reafons 
wfaidi oblig'd him to deliver ^9 BrJIhl, pxd was ready to 
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beffn bk Journey towards him, aflboo as he could be iofbnn'd 
wWq the King intended to reft. The Lord Di^fy, who had 
then the diief influface upon his Majefty's Councils, and was 
generally believed cobe theible cauTe of revoking the Prhice's 
Cammmon^ and of the Order fent to him to leave the King- 
dom, without being heard what He could fay for himfelf, 
found that the odium of air this proceeding fell upoQ Him ; 
and therefore, to prevent the breaking of that Cloud upon 
Him, which threatened his Ruin (for he had not only the 
indication of Prince Buper$^ and all his Party to <x)ntend 
with, but che extreme Malice of the Lord Gerrard-^ who ufed 
to hate heartily upona/uddaio accident, without knowing 
why : over and above this, as Prince Bupert would have an 
eafy jouraey to WH^teSer^ to Prince MsMrke Wjis Govemour 
there^ who had a very tender &nie of the feverky his Bro* 
ther had undergone, aiid Wfts ready to revenge it; whereas if 
the King went co Ntmsrk^ the Journey from Oxford thither 
would be much more difficult, and Vtvoio^Mmrke would be 
without any Authority there ) thefe Reafons were Motives 
enough to the Lord Digty^ to be very follicitous to divert 
the IQag from W^offter^snd to incline him to Newark -y and 
his Qedit was fo great, that againft the opinion of every 
other Man, the Kiiig refolv'd to take that courfe ; fi> having 
ftay'd only one day at BrtJ^nt^b^ and from theooe (eot S^* 
Tbmm Gbmhtm to receive the Government of 0;s^^, he made 
haft to LfchJkUy and then pafled wich that fpeed to Nw0rk, ^^ ^ 
that he was there aflbon as the Governour bad notice of iiis ^^^'^ 
purpofe* In this maimer, ia the greateft perplexity of his own 
Afiatrs, was his Maiefty compell'd to condeicend to the parti- 
cular, and private Paffions of other Men. 

Whbn the King cam^to Nemsrk^ he betook hhaf^lf to T/b« M»ii. 
. the r^ubttng the dtfordcrs of that Garrifon; which, by their '»•» •/ »** 
great Luxury and &coefles, in a time of fo general Calamity, S*"^"^' V^* 
had given jiA fcaodal to the Commiffioners, and to aU thcji*'^"'' 
Country. The Gafrifoo confifted of about two thoufand 
Horfe and Foot; and til thofe there were about four and 
twenty Coiooels and General Officers, who had ail liberal At 
Qgttfloentsout of the Contributions, according to the)r Qua-* 
Ikies; fo that though that fmall County paid more Contribu- 
tfcMitfalin any other of that bigneTs in lEttgknd^ there was 
very liule Im to pay the Common Soldiers, or to provide 
for any other Expences. This made fo great a noife, that the 
iKing found It abfolutely nei;el£iry to reform it; and reduced 
forae of the Officers entirely, and leQened the Fay of others ; 
whk:h added to the number of the Dilcontemed ; which was 
very much too numerous before. Now reports weie fpread 
abroad with great confidence, and the adverofcment fent from 
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fertral pkce$, though no Author named '^ that MnrntrBfi^ 
** after his Defeat, by an aocefs of thofe Troops which were 
^^Chen abfenc, had Fought again with P^rvft/ l>A!f ; and to<- 
^ tally Defeated him ; and that he was marched cowards the 
**• Borders with a ftrong Army. This News, how noundlefir 
foever, was fo very good that it waseafily beiiev'd, and be- 
liev'd to that degree, that the King himfelf declared a Refb- 
lution, the third time, '' to advance, and joyn with Mmmtnfi ; 
and the Lord Digiy f who knew that Prince Bufert was al- 
teady upon his way from Oxfordy and that Prince Mmtrke 
had fioet him at BmAmj ) prevailed fo far, that the King re- 
folv'd, without delav, or eirpeding any Confirmation of the 
Report, "to move Northward to meet the News, and, if it 
^^fell not out to his With, he would return to Nefwsrk. In 
this Refolution, after a Weeks ftay at Nemark^ he marched to 
litxfihrd'y and the next day to WeUhedty having, in his way, 
met with tJhe fame general Reports of M^wOtpfi^ Vidories; 
which were interpreted as fb many Confirmations 3 and there- 
fore, though the King afll&mbled his Council td confult at 
WMeekj he declared ^^ that he would not have' it Debased, 
<< whether he fhould advance or retire; but concemii^ the 
^^ manner of his advancing ; fince he was refohr'd not to re- 
^tire^ which he was fure would be attended ^h more miA 
^^ chief timn could accompany his advancing. 

This Declaration, how difagreeable (bever it was to the 
fenie of much the Major part, left Very little to be confulted 
upon ; for fince they muft advance^ it was eafily agreed ^^ that 
^^they fhoutd march ^e next day to Bathram^ and diat the 
^' Troops (hould be driiwn to a Rendezvous, the next Moni- 
*^ing, at fuch an Hour; and fo the Ofikers were rifing to 
give Orders out for the execution of what was Refolrd ; 
when, in the inftant, one knocked at the door; who, being 
caird in, was fixind to be the Trumpeter formerfy fent from 
Card^ to the Seot^ Aripy, with a Letter to the Earl of JLe- 
vMi, General thereof; who had taken him with him as far as 
JB^nuiri^^before he would fufer him to be difcharg'd. The King 
asked him, <^ what he had heard of the Marquis of M^mtrtfi^ 
He anfwer'd, " that the laft News he had heard of him, was, 
^^ that be was about SttrUng^ retiring farther North ; and that 
<^ IXnfMf Ueflay was in Lothian, on this fide Edet^^rm^k ; and 
" that the Se^ti/b Army lay between North ABertm ^ixid Nem- 
^^CsftU. This (o unexpeded Relation, dalhed the former 
purpofe ; and the Lord Digiy himfelf declared, " that it was 
*'by no means fit for his Majefty to advance; but to retire 
"prefetttly to Newark^ which was, by every body, agreed 
to; and toe- Rendezvous of the Army for the next Morning 
to continue. When they were at Che Rendezvous, the King 
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declared, ^^ that though it was not judged fit forHimfeifta 
*' advance Northward, yet he thought it very neceflgjv, that. 
«Sr MdTPmduke Ijmgdah Ihould, with the Horfe uoder his 
<^ Comteand, inarch that way ; and endeavour to joyn wjuth 
^^ Maunir0fi. Aiid, having faid fo, his Majefty look'd upon 
S^ Marmajuie^ who very chearflilly fubmitted to hisMajefty's 
plea£ure ; and faid, ^^ he had only one Suit to make to his Mar 

j^y '7 which was that the Lord Digiy might Command ia 
^^ Chief,and He under him. All who were prefent,ftood amaz*d 
at what was now faid; of which> no word had paOled ia 
Council ; . but when the Lord D^fy as frankly accepted of the 
Command) they conchided, that it had been concerted befon: 
between the King and the other Two. 

No Man contradided any thing that had been propofed ;; 
and fo immediatelv, upon the (riace, a (hortCommiffioD was 

{repar'd, and Signed by the King, toconftitute the Lord Dij^fy 
ieutei^ant General of all the Forces raifed, or to be railed: 
for the King on the other fide of Trent ^ and with this Com-* 
miffion he immediately departed from the King, taking with 
him fron^ the Rendezvous all the Northern Horfe, with Sr 
JMarmadukeljmgiali^ and Sr Bickard HMom^ High Sheriff of 
Tork'Jhsre, together with the Earls of Cmmtfwarth^ and Hd* 
difdaky and leveral odber Scoti{b, Gentlemen : He marched in 
the head of fifteen hundred Horft ; and fo in a moment be- 
came a General, as well a3 a Secretary of State ^ and marched 
prefently to Dwufiir. 

Because this Expedition was in afliort time at an end, 
it will not be amifs tx> finifli the relation in this place ^ there 
being no occafion to rcfume it hereafter. The Lord J>%if 
was infbrm'd at his being zxDoneaJiery ^^ that there was, in a 
^* Town two or three Miles diftant, and little out of the way 
<'of the next day's inarch, one thoufand Foot newly rais'd fi>r 
'^thcPaiiiament; which he refolv'd, the next Morning, to 
fall upon ; and did it fo well, that they all threw down thdr 
Armes, and difperfed i whereupon he profecuted his march tQ 
a Town calpd Sberhmie^ where he ftay'd to refrefli his Troops; 
and whiifk he ftay'd there, he had notice of the advance of 
feme Troops of Horfe towards him, under the Command of 
Cobnel CPfley : DigHf prefently Sounded to Horfe, and hav- 
ing gotten feme few Troops ready, marched with them out 
of the Town^ and finding C9pby ftanding upon a convenient 
ground, he would not ftay for his other Companies, but im* 
mediately^ Charg'd them* with that Courage^ that he routed 
moft Qf their Bodies; which, after a (hort refiftance, Fled, 
and were purfiied by his Horfe through Sbcrkarn ; where the 
Other Troops were refreOiing themfelves; whodifceming the 
Flight of Horicjiin great Conft^imtim^ concluded, that they 
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Tfcf urd were their own Fellows, wto had been Routed by the Eae* 

Digt^r mjr ; ttid (6 with equal coniufioB they mouoted their Horfes^ 

2f^^ and Fled as faftas the other, foch ways, as they feverolly 

STyo!*?* conceiv'd jto be moft for their fafcty. By this means, a Troop 

Ihlra. that remaln'd upon the Field unbioken, fell upon the ix>rd 

D%ly9 and thoife Offioers^ and Gendeoien, who renain'd 

about him y who were oompell'd to make their retreat to Si^ 

Im; which they did with the lois of S'Air&if^HKrrMi (agal- 

lant and worthy Gentleman, and the Son andHeir of a very 

Venerable Judge, a Man fiunous in iiis Generation J and two 

or three other Perfons ^ and wkh die lofs of the Lord Digit's 

Baggage ; in which was his Cabinet of Papers ; which, beoie 

publiflied by the Parliament, adminiftred afterwards fo moca 

oocafion of difcourfe. 

At Skipimy moft of the fcattered Troops came together 
again, with which he marched, without any other mi£idvefl- 
tures, through CimhrUmd and UkJbmr^Umiy as fiur as Dum^ 
ftie%$' in- &0ila9ul; and then^ neither recdvkig direfiions 
which way to march, nor where Mnrntrofi wiSj and left know- 
ing how to retire without fkUine; into the hands of the Sc^tj/b 
Army upon the Borders^ m&c hiriieft dt^fMy ^atLord^ 
Sf Msrmsdmkf Lawgdaky the two Eark, and moft of the other 
Offioers, Embarked themielves for the Ifle of Mim^ and, 
Ihortty after, for IreLmiy where we (hall leave them, all the 
Troops being kft by theid^ to ftift for diearielves* Thus 
thofe fifteen hundred Horfe which marched Northward, with- 
in verv few days were brought to nothing ; and the Genml- 
fliip otthe Lord Vighfy to an end. But if it had not been for 
that extraordinary accident of the flying of his ownTroops, 
becaufe the Enemy fled (as.the greatdO: misfomtfies Whic^ be- 
fel that Noble Perfon, throughout the whole courfe of his 
Life, ufually fell out in a conjunOure when he had near attain'd 
to what he could wHh; he had without doubt been Mafter of 
Ar^, and of the whole North ; the Parliament having do gather 
Forces in all thofe parts, their Garrifens exoqwed, than thofe 
Foot which he firft defeated, and thofe Horfe which he had 
fo near broken. The temper, and compo6tion q( his Mind 
was fo admirable, that he was always more pleafed and de- 
lighted that he had advanced (o far, which he hnpoted tohis 
own Virtue and Conduct:, than broken or d^e^d that his 
Succefs was not anfwerable, which he ttiVL chaig^^ upon fo- 
cond Caufes, for which he -thought himlelf not aecoumabk. 

Whek the Lord Dighy and S' MMrmadnii Ungdak left 
the King, his Majej^ marched back to Nemttrk with eig^ 
hundred Horfe of his own Guards, and the Troops belong- 
log to the Lord ^hrrarJ^ and quickly heard of the misfortune 
that befel the Northern Adventurers j upon which He con* 
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dudedtbat It would not be fafeibr hfai to flay longer io the 
pkoe%berehe was, for by thistitne Fomsi was come widi 
aUhts Troops to Nmmghsmj and Baffker with' all the Force 
of Uncok^fmrtto Qrmihsm; and all the power his Majefty 
bad, was not m any degree ftrong enough to oppofe either 
of them ^ fo that he was only to watch an opportunity by the 
Darknefs of the Nights, and goodGaidcs, to fteal from thence 
to IfFm^ciffir^ or Oxfird^ in either of which he could only ex- 
ped: a littlemore time, ahdleifiireto confider what was aezt 
CO bedone. 

, But before his Ma^y can leave Newark j he mufl: under- ^» 4^^, 
go a new kind of Mortification from his FHends, muchfliarper«/rfirbi/'. 
than any he had undergone from* his Enemies ^ which, with- «^««^< •/ 
outdouDt, he ftifieredwith much more grief, and perplexity ^/^ 5^**' 
of mind. Prince EMfert was now come to Br/a;«lr-Caftle.,„J2irriT 
tritfahis Brother Prince JMkwtfr, and about one hundred and ^4»>/f fibc 
twenty Officers who attended him; with which he had (iirK*f»g ^ 
ftained a charge from Roffitery and broke through without ^*^*'^* 
%nj oonfiderabfeldfs. When the King beard of his being fo 
near, he writ a Letter to him, by whidi *^ he reqiiired him to 
**ftay at Selvcir till further Order j and reprehended him 
^'fornot having given obedience to his former Commands. 
NotwitUhiixiing this Command , he came the next day to 
Newarky and was met by the Lord Gerrard, and S^Rtchdrd 
WiBis , Govemour of the Town, with one hundred Horfe; 
two miles in his way. About an hoar after, with this Train, 
he came to the Court; and found the King in the prefence \ 
and , without Ceremony, told his Majefty , ^^ that he was 
^ come to reader an account of the lofs of Sriffo/y and taciear 
^^himfelfirom diofe Imputations which had been caftupon 
^^ him. The King faid very little to him ; but, meat being 
brought up, went to Sup^i^r ; and, during that time, asked 
fome Queftions of Prince Mmtrkey without faying any thing 
to the other. After he had Supped, he retir'd to his Chamber, . 
without admitting any farther difcourfe ; and the Priote re- 
turned to theGovernour's Houfe, where he was well treated 
and todged. The King, how difplesfed foever, thought it ne- 
cedary to hear what Rrinoe Rupert would fay, that he might 
with me more eafe provide for hisownefcape from tiience; 
which it was high time to make. So he appointed the next 
day ro hear his defence, which the Prince made with many 
proteftations of ^' his innocence, a<nd how impoffible it was 
" long to defend the Fort, after the Line was entred. His Ma- 
jefty did not fufpeft his Nephew to have any Maiiofous de- 
fignagainft his Service, ana had no mind to aggravate any 
circumftances whkh had accompanied that Adbion ; and tibere-^ 
fore, after a day or two's debate, caufed a toon Declaration td 
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be drawn up^ by which Prince Rttpfrt wasabfolv'd and\deai^d 
from any Difloyolty, or Treafon in the rendring of Briff^/y 
but not of Indifcrecion. So that maccei' was fettled ; upon 
which the King expedred the Prince fliould have departed, as 
himielf refolv'a to profecute the means for his own efcape, 
without communicating it to him. 

' The change of the pofture of the Enemy, and Pciraz's 
coming to the T^orth fide ofTremty made his Majefty refolveto 
begin his march on the Sunday Night, being the twentkth of 
oSder ; which he imparted to none but two or three of the 
neareft truft. But the diflferences were grown fo high between 
the Govemour and the Commiffioners ( who were aU the 
principal Gentlemen of the Country, and Who had with Cou- 
rage and Fidelity adher'd to the King from the beginning) 
andwhc^ intereft alone had-preferv'd that place) and had 
been fo much increafed by the mutual Contefts which had 
been between them in the prefence of the King, that there 
was no poffibility of reconciling them, and very little of pre- 
fervii^ the Garrifon, but by the removal of the Govemour | 
whidi was fo evident to the King, that he reiblv'd on that ex- 
pedient; and, on the Sunday Morning, fent for Sr Eicbmrd Wiliis 
into his Bed-Chamber ; and after many gracious esrpreffi- 
ons of ^^ the Satisfadion he had receiv'd in his Service, and of 
^^ the great abilities he had toferve him, he told him, '^ his 
<< own defign to be gone that Night ; am) that he refoVd to 
. f ' take him with him, and to make him Captain of his Horfe 
*' Guards, in the place of the E^rlof Uctfieldy who had been 
*^ lately kiird before differ (which was a Command fit for 
anySubjed) ''and that he would leave the Lord BeUafis 
*' Governour of Newark, who being Allied* to moft of the 
''Gentlemen of the adjacent Counties, and having a good 
•'Eftate there, would be more acceptable to them. His Ma- 
jeftycondeicended fo far, as to tell him, " that he dki not 
" hereby give a judgement on the Commiffioners fide, who he 
^'declared had been to blame in many particulars^ and that 
<' he himfelf could not have an ampler vindication, than by 
<' the honour and truit: he now conferred uptHi him; but he 
•'found it would be much ealier to remove Him, riian to 
"reform the Commiffioners i who, beit^ many, could not be 
*' any other way united in his Service. 

Sr Richard IfWfs iipptzred very much troubled 5 and excuf- 
cd the not taking the other command, " as a place of too great 
"Honour, and that his Fortune could not maintain him in 
"that employment: hefaid, that his Enemies would triumph 
" at his removal, and he Oiould be looked upon as aJk out, 
•'and difgraced. The King replied, "that he would take 
fHiCue, and provide fof his Support j mi that a mancouJd 
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<<ootbe kx)ked upon as di^raced, who was placed fo near 
^^his Perfon^ whiicbi he cold him. he would find to be tni^ 
^^ when be had thought a litde of it. So his Majefty went out 
of his Chamber, and prefendy to the Churdi. When he re- 
turned from thence, he fat down to dinner ^ the Lords, and 
other of his Servants, retiring likewife to their Lodgings. 
Before the King had din'd, S' Richard V^is^ with both tihe 
Princes, the Lord Gerrard^ and about twenty OflScers of the 
Garrifon, encred into the prefence Chamber : Willis addrefl^ 
bimfelf to the King, and told him, '^chat what his Majefty 
" had laid to him in private, was now the publick Talk of the 
<^ Town, and very much to his Diflionour : Prince Rupert 
faid, " that S' Richard WMis was to be rcmov'd from his Go- 
^^ vemment, for no Fault that he had committed, but for b&> 
** ing His Friend : the Lord Gerrard added, '* that it was the 
** Plot of the Lord Digiyj^ho was a Traytor, and he would 
«* prove him to be fo. The King was fo furprifed with this 
manner of behaviour, that he rofe in feme diforder from the 
Table, and would have gone into his Bed-Chamber ^ calling 
S^lUt:i&W^ff/x to follow him ^ who anfwer'd aloiid, ^^that 
^^ he had received a Publick injury, and therefore that he exjpe«- 
^'ded a Publick fatisfadlion. This, with what had pafted 
before, fo provoked his Majefty, that, with greater indignation 
than he was ever feen podefled with, he commanded diem 
^^ to depart from his Prefence, and to come no more into it ; 
and this with fuch circumftances in his looks and gefture^ as 
well as words, that They appeared no lefs coofoi^nded^ and 
departed the Room, afliam'd of what they had done ^ yet a& 
foon as they came to the Governour's Houfe^ they Sounded 
to Horfe, intending to be preientlv gone. 

The noife of this unheard ot infolence, quickly brought 
the Lords who were abfent, and all the Gentlemen in the 
Town, to the King , with expreffions full of Duty, and % 
very tender fenfe of the ufage he had endured. There is no 
doubt, he could have proceeded in what manner he would a- 
gainft the Ofienders. But his Majefty thought it beft, on 
many confiderations, to leave them to themfelves, and to be 
puni(bed by their own reflections ^ and preientlv declared the 
Lord Bellajis to be Governour^ who immeaiately betook 
himfelfto his Charge, and placed the Guards in fuch a man- 
ner as he thought reaionable. In the AfceriKxin, a Petition and 
Remonftrance was brought to the King, fign'd by the two 
Princes^ and about four and twenty Officers ^ in which they 
defired, "that S^ Richard WiOis might receive a Trial by a 
"Court of War ^ and if they found him faulty, then to be 
^^ difmifled from his Charge ^ and that, if this might not be 
f' granted, they dcfired Pafles for themfelves , and as many 
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^ Horre 19 defired to go with them. Withal, they ftid, ''they 
^ hoped, that bi9Majefty woaM not look upon this Adton 
^of theb aa a Mutiny. To the laft, the King fatd, « he 
** would not nowChriften it j but It look'd rery like one ; As 
<< for the Court of War, he would not make that a judge of 
^ His Aftions; but for the Pafl&s, they fhould be immedi- 
**ately prepared for as many as defired to have them. The 
next Morning the Paflfcs were fent to them ; and in the After- 
noon they left the Town j being ki all about two hundred 
Horfe; and went to uyuertan^ a fmall Garrifon depending 
upon Nfvari ; where they ftaycd feme days ^ and from thedce 
went to Br/voir Caftle; from whence they fent one of their 
Number to the Parliament, **to defirc leave, and Pafies, to 
« go beyond the Seas. 

Besides the exceeding trouble and vexation that tbi^ 
Afiton of his Nephews, towards whom he had always ex- 
pr^ledfuch tendemefs and indulgence, gave the King, it had 
well n|gh broke the dcfign he nad for bis prefpnt efcapc ; 
which was not poflSble to be executed in tRat time ; and 
Pemft and ll<#er drew every day nearer, believing they had 
foenoompafled him round, that it was not podibleTor him tq 
get out of their bands. They had now Befieged Sbt^d- 
Houfe, a Garrifon belongmg to Newark , and kept ftrong 
Guards between them andBm^tf/r, and ftrooger towards Z^i^ 
l&A/i which Was the way they moft fufpccted his Majefty 
would mcline to take; fo that the truth is, nothing butPro-» 
ridence eould condt^ him out of that Labyrinth; but the 
King gave not himfelf over. He had 6aed now his Refold^ 
tion for Ostfirdy and fent a trufty Meflenger thither with di- 
roftk)ns, that the Horfe of that Garrifon Ihould be re^dy^ 
npon a day he q[>pointed, between l^aiAury and Ddventiy. 
Then, upon Mmday , the third of Navemhr^ early in the 
MomiDg, be fent a Gentleman to B^/v^Caftle, to be in- 
formed of the true State of the Rebels Quarters, and to ad- 
vcrtffe S' GervM iMctSy the Oovernour of that QzxxVkxk^ o( 
his Majefty's defign to march tbidier that Night, with order 
chat ins Troops and Guides ihould be ready at fitch an hour ; 
but with an expreis charge, ^ that he ihould not acquaint the 
•*Pr«ices, or any of their Company, with it. That Gentle- 
man being remrn'd with very particular iirformation, the re- 
folutionwas taken "to march that very night, but not pub- 
liih'd till an hour after the ftiuttiog the Ports. Then order 
was givtn,** that all ihould be ready ia the Market place, at 
^' ten of the Oock; and by that time the Horie were aJI 
there, and were in number between four and five hundred, 
of the Guards and of other loofe Regiments; they were all 
there p(|t in order ;and every Man was placed in feme Troop i 
i yhich 
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which done> about eleven of (heCloci, they began to march i 
the Kingliimfelf in the head of his own Troop, inarch'd in Tbi Kinr 
the middle of the whole Body. By three of the Clock in the reire^/i r«- 
Morning) they were at Behtir; without the leaft intcrrup-**'^ ox- 
tlonor alarm given. TYxre S' Gervas lAtcas^ and his Troop, ^'**- 
with good Guides were ready ^ and attended his Majefty till 
the break of day ; by which time he was paft thofe Quarters 
he moflr'apprehended ; but he was ftill to march between their 
Garrifons^ and therefore made no delay, butmarch'd all that 
day; paffing near ^trkigb upon the Hill, a <jarrifon of the 
Enemy, from whence fome Horfe watted upon the Rear, and 
took and kill'd fome Men, who either negligently ftaid be- 
hmd, or whole Horfes wefb tired. Towards the Evening 
the King was fo very weary, that he was even coropell'd to 
reft and deep for the fpaceoffour hours, in a Village within 
eight miles of Nwibsmftm, At ten of the Clock that Night, 
they begun to march again \ and were, before Day, the next 
Morning paft Davefary ^ and before Noon, came to Banlfury ; ^nimivu 
where the Oxford Horfe were ready, and waited upon his Ma- ^^^* 
jefty, and conduced him fafe to Oxford that Day ; fo he fi- 
nifli'd the moft tedious and grievous march that ever King was 
exercifed in, having been almoft in perpetual motion from the 
lofsof the Battle (^NafityiothSs hour, with fuch a variety 
of difinal accidents as muft have broken the Spirits of any 
Man who had not been truly magnanimous. At Oxford^ the 
King fouhd himfelf at reft, and eafe to revolve, and reflect 
upon what was paft, and to advife and confult of what was to 
be done, with Perfons of entire devotion to him, and offteady 
Judgements 9 and prefently after his coming thither, he writ 
that Letter of the leventh of Novernier; and, fliortly after^ 
the other ofthefeventh of Decern^ ^ both which are men- 
tion'd before, and fet down at large. 

The Prince of If5r&/ did not enjoy fo inuchreft and eafe i%t j^y* 
in His Quarters; for, upon the hurry of the Retreat of the -«/-»>' «» 
Horfe, which is mentioned before, and which indeed was full f^**^*^ "^ 

of eonfufion, very many of theTrain'd-bandsofO£7r»a£;tf/broke,^J^V ^ 
loofe, and run to their Houfes, pretending **they fear'dthat 
^* the Horfe wouM go into that County, and plunder them ; 
for which fear they had the greater pretence, becaufe, upon 
the Retreat, many Regiments had Orders from the Lord 
Wemtnuortb to Quarter in O^muir/; of which his Highnefs was 
nofooner advertifed, than hefent his Orders pofitive, ^^tbat 
** no one Regiment of Horfe (hould be there, but that they . 
*^ (hould be all Quartered on theDet^fide. Upon that, they 
were difperfed about the County, for the fpacc of thirty miles 
breadth, as if no Enemy had been within two days march of 
them. There were now drawn together, and to be engaged 
VoL IL But. a.

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together in one Adiion igainft the Enemy, all tbe Horfe and 
Foot of the Lord Gcrmg^ tbe Command whereof, the Lord 
Wentmrtb challenged to htmfeif by deputation ^ the Horfc 
2jad Vooi of S^RichardGreenyil'yiixSA the Horfe and Foot of 
General J>fghi neither of which 'acknowlegdcd i^ fuperiority 
in the other, bef^des the Guards^ which no body pretended 
loComandbut the Lord CafeL VVhenthe Prince removed 
from TaviHockj the raifing the Blodcade from Plymouth was 
ablblutely neceiTary, and it was concluded, as hath been faid, 
at aCoundl of War, ** that it would be fit for his Highnefs 
^' to remove to LaunceIfo»^ whither the Traia'd- bands, and 
''the reft of the Foot (hould likewife come, and the Horfe 
*' march on the Devtnhjhire fidcy and Quarter moftj conve- 
'^ nicntly in that County. The care of the Retreat, and bring- 
ing the rrovifions from TaviSockyVir^ committed coS^ BJcbard 
Greenvil; which was perform'd by him fo ncgllgeatly., that 
befides the diforders he fufler'd in Taviftock^ by the Soldiers, 
a great part of the Magazine of Visuals, and- three or four 
hundred pair of Shoes, were left there; and (o Ioft« The 
day after the Prince came to Launc^fiam^ Sr Richard GreenvU 
writ a Letter to Wro, wherein he reprcfentcd ^\ the impoffi- 
*' bility of keeping that Armjr together, or fighting with jt in 
*^thc condition ic was then in j told him, " that he had, the 
** night before, fent diredions.to Major General Harris ( who 
Commanded the Foot that came from about Plymouth ) '^ to 
*^ guard fuch a Bridge ; but that he returned him word, -that 
**he would receive Orders from none but General DigSy; 
^ that General Dsgiy faid, that be would receive Orders from 
** none but his Highnefs ; thata Party of the Lord Wentwortb's 
*' Horfe had the lame Night come into his Qiiarters, where 
** his Troop of Guards, ai3 his Firelocks were ; that neither 
"fubmittirlgtothe Command of the other, they had feUen 
, , ** foul, and two or three Men had been kill'd j that they con- 
** tinned ftill m the fame place , drawn up one againft an- 
*^ other j that it was abfoluely ncceflary, his Highnefs Qiouid 
"conftitute one Superior Officer, from whom all ihofe inde- 
*^ pendent Officers might receive Orders ; without which, it 
** would not .be poffible for that Army to be kept together, 
"or do Service ; that for His own part, he knew his Seve- 
*' rity and Difcipline had rcnder'd him fo odious to the Lord 
^^Goring's Horfe, that they would fooner choofe tofervc the 
"Enemy, 'than receive Orders from Him; ihercfore he de- 
**fiired his Highnefs to cohftitute the Earl oi Brentford y or 
*' the Lord HofUn, to Command in Chief, and then be hoped, 
" fome good might be done againft the Enemy. 

The mUchief was more vifible by much than a remedy ^ 
it was evident (ome A&onmuft be with tbe j^nemy within

T h!ib Z£ndHQpton vejty gencroufly told the Prince, " that 
/^it was: a coftom now,, when Men were not willing to iiib- 
^^ mit to whaxtbey were enjayn'd, to fay, that it was againft 
^^ theioHonoao:; that thdr Honour would not fufier thecn to 
•*<dothifcortfaat-; for His part, he could not obey his High-

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<<fiels at this time, without refiilriog to lofehis Honour, 
<< which he knew he muft, but finoe his Highneft thought it 
^^ neoefiEury to Command him, he was ready coobey hid) with 
^< che lo& of his Honour. Since the malcing of this Order was 
Qoncludedan A& of abfolute necefltty, and the Lord Hopian 
bad fo worthily Submitted to it, it was pofitively refolv'd by 
his Highnels, ^< that it ibould be dutifully Submitted to by all 
*^ other Men ; or that theRefuiers ibould be exemplacily pu- 
'' niflied. There was not the leaS; fufpicion that S' Rkbard 
GremvU would not willingly have Submitted to iL but it was 
belie v'd that the Lord Hhtiwartby who had carried himfclf fo 
hi^.and mooeioiblently finoe his diibrderly retreat than be- 
fore^ would have refus'd ^ which if he bad done» it was refolv'd 
by the. Prince pr^ntly to have committed him, and to have 
defiredthe Lord Otfei to havis taken the charge of the Horfe. 
.His Higfaneft lent S' Bidmrd Qnewml aXetter of thanks, 
^^for the advice which he Jbead given ^ and which, he Giid, he 
k ;<^J]ad followed, as by the mdofed OSrder he might perceive ; 
.^'by whuji his Highnefs had committed the caie and chaise 
<<ofthe whole Army totheLordHJ^fMiy appQintine that the 
^'Lord mntnoor$h (hould Command all the Horte, and Sr 
^^Bkbard GtnemfH all the Foot, and both to receive Oiders 
^< from the Lord Htftan : no Maa imagining itpoffible that, 
befides^ that ht bad eiventhe advice, he could have refofed 
that Charge, by wUdi he was to have a greater Command 
than ever he had before, and was to be commanded by none 
but 1^ whom he had often been formerly commanded. But 
the next day after he received that Letter and Order, contrary 
CO ail expeoation, he writ to his Hi^nefs ^*to debre to be 
^^excuied, in refpeft of his indifpofiuon of health } expref- 
S^fiog, that he could do him better fervice in getting up the 
^^ Sokliers who fbagled in the Country, and in fupprelSng 
^^ Malignants ; and at thefametime, writ to theLord Cfb- 
f9fpir^ ^^ that he could not confent to be commanded by the 
^' Lord Hoftam. It plainly appeared now, that his drift was to 
ftay behind, and Command OsnraMr/^ with which, confider* 
ing the premifes, the Prince thouglit he had no reafim to 
trod him. He fent for him therefore, and told him ^^ the ex- 
^^ treme illoonfequence that would attend the publidc Service, 
^' if he Ihould Then, and in fuch a manner, quit the Charge 
^ his Highnefs had committed to him^ that more (hould not 
*' be expeded from him than was agreeable to his health ; and 
^ that if he took the Command upon him, he ihould take 
^' what Adjutants he pleafed to afliil htm. But notwithfland- 
ing all that the Prince could fay to him, or fuch of his Frieods 
who thought they had Interm in him, he continued obfii- 
nate ; and pofitively refufed to take the Charge^ or to ieodve 
Orders from the Lord H(^im. What 
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W H A t/ fiiQuld the Prince have done ? for befides die ill 
confcquenoe t)f fufieriog himfelf to be in chat roaimer oon- 
ceq^ned, at a rime when chat Arm^ was Co indifpoied, it was 
very cyidcm, if Greimfil were at liberty, and the Army once 
usarcbed out i)f O^mwalj he would have pMt himfelf in the 
head of all the. difcontented Parcy^and at leaft endeavpur'd to 
have Undred tjieir fetreat bade into Cmtwaly upon what 06> 
cafion fiiever ; and for the .preient that he would under-hand 
have kept m^y from marching with the Army, ypon the 
fenfelefi petence of defending their own Country. So that^ Str Green- 
upon full i:oo6deration, his Highnefs thought fit to commit^** '^•/^■x 
him to Prifett to the Governour of JUnmc^o^^^ and within ^^„5'7i 
two or three days after, fent him to the Mount ; where he q^rinigcMh: 
remained till the Enemy was pofleOcd of the County; vahenminhimH 
hisHighnefi,' that he roisht by no means fall imp their -hands, '^''^«* 
gave him leave toTranlport himfelf beyond the Sea, 

Ths Lord Wentwr$ki though he leem'd muchfiirprUed 
with the Order when he heard it read at the Board, and de* 
fired ''time to confider of it till the next day, that he might 
''confer with his Officers; yet, when the Prince told him^ 
"that he would not r^er his A&B to be fcanned by the Of- 
"ficers ; but that he (houU give his poGtive Anfwer, Whether 
" be would fubmit to it^ or no ; and then his Higbnefi knew 
" what he had to do ; he only deGred " to comdet till the 
"Afternoon; when hefubroitted; and went that Night out 
of Town to his Quarters ; of whidi moft Men w«« not glad, 
but rather wiflied (fince they knew he would never Obey 
chearflilly ) jthat he would have put the Prince to have made 
further alterations ; which yet would have been accompanied 
with hazard enough. By this time the Intelligence was cer» 
tain of the lofs otDartmoutby which added neiicber Courage, 
nor Numbers to our Men ; and the importunity was fiich from 
Exeter for prefent relief, that there leem'd even a BeoefSty 
of attempting fomewhat towards it, upon how great di&dvan« 
tage foevcr J and therefore the Lord HofUn rcfolv'd to march 
by the way o( chimley ; that (b, being between the Enemy 
and Bam^fiable^ he mkht borrow as many Men out of the 
Garriiqn, as could he fpared ; atid by ftrong Parties at leaf): - 
to attempt upon their Quarters. But it was likewife refolv'd, 
" that in refpeft of the fmallnefs of the numbers, and the ge- 
" neral indifpoGtion, to lay no worfe, both in Officer aQd Sol- 
" diei\ it would not be fit for his Highnefs to venture his own 
"Perlon with the Army; but that he fliould retire to 2>i>- 
"r#, and refide there; againft which there were objedions 
enough in view, which were however weighed down by 
greater. 

Whoever had obferv'd the temper of the Gentry of 
A a a 3 that 
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tbfltGoiinty towards S^ Etcifmrd QnemvH, or the Gkiflouf of 
theCoinmoo People againft hisOppremon, aod TyRumjr, 
would noc have belie/d, ihic (uch a necefl&ry prooeeding a* 
gainfthtlDy at that time/ could have been ao]^ Unpopular 
AA', there being icarce a day, in which' Ibme .Petition was 
not prefi»ted againft him. As the Prince pa&d. diroagH 
-B^dmm^ he recenr'd Petitions From rte Wives^ o£ mauffub- 
•ftantial, and honeft Men f ainsmgi^^fae reft, of: the Mayor; of 
li^lrto/j. who was very.4ctssifieatiy well afieded anduieful 
to Che Kiilg> Service; z\\*vfikamX9reem;U had oomniitted to 
the Common Goal, for prefymtng to Fifli in chat R^ver ; the 
Royalty-Of which he pretended belonged to him, By Virtue of 
the Sc^'ueilratioD^ granted him' by the King, of the .Lord Rq" 
Serts's E&sxe at LMtkBtberick y^sfbxMtxsi.t^j who were cam*- 
mitred, pretended aTitiey iod had ahrays ufod the Kberty of 
FUhing in rhoTe Waters, as Tenants to the Prince of his High- 
oefs's'Matinorof £i^/>^i#/5' tber^ having heeh tong'Suits be- 
tween the Lord Roierts-^ind the Tenants of th Jt >Mannor, for 
that Royalty. And when his Highnefs came to Z^^^^Mi^ 
he wai agltJi Pdtltion'd by maijy Women for the liberty ©f 
theif HuSbaild^,Whom S' Richard had committed to Prifon, 
tbr 2efu£ng td grind at hjs Mill, ^' which, he faid, they were 
** bound by the Cuftom to dq. So by his Martial Power he 
bad Aflcrted V^hatever Civil Intereft he thought fit to lay 
cl^m fio^ and never difchai^ed any Man out of Prifon, tiU he 
abfolutely ibbmicted to his Pleafure. 

T H£1i t were in the GoaFac Launctfi%ftj at this time when 
himftlf was* committed, at ieaft thirty Perfons, Conftabks 
and e^x Men, whom he had committed, and io^o&d Fines 
upon, fome of three, four, and five hundred pounds, upon 
pretence of Delinquency f of which he was in no cafe a pro- 
per Judge ) for the payment whereof they were detained in 
Prifcfla. Amongft the reft, was the Mayor of St Jwex, one 
Hammokd^ whp had then the reputation of an honeft Man ; 
and ^^% ccftiiBed to be fuch by Colonel 'Ruhmfm the Cover* 
f|our, and by all the Neighbouring Gentlemen. After the 
late Infiirredion there, which is fpoken of before, he had 
given his Bond to Sr 'Richard GuenvUy of five hundred pound, 
to produce a young Man^rwho was then abfent, and accuied 
to be a fiivourer of that Mutiny, within fo many days. The 
time expired before the Man could be found ; but withm three 
days after the expiration of the term, the Mayor fent the Fel- 
low to ^ Itichard Greemily That would not fatisfy ; but he 
fent his Marfhal for the Mayor himfelf, and required fifty 
pound of him for having forfeited his Bond, and upon his re- 
fufal forthwith to pay it, committed him to the Goal at Laun^ 
€9R(m, The Son of the Mayor prefented a Petition to the 

Prince, 
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Prince, U'7VUf9, for bfe Path^rV liberty, letting forth the 
maitter of fy& as it was, and annexmff a very ample tefHmony 
of the good Affeftion of the-Mah. The Petition was referred 
to Sf Bkhurd tireenvi/, with direAido, '* that if the cafe were 
^ ill' truth fach;^ heiliould difthi^rge him. ASeon as the Son 
brought this Petition to him, he put it in' his Pocket; tol^ 
him, "the Prince underftood not tbebufineft; and commit-' 
ted the Son to Goal, and caufed Irons t6 be put upon him for 
his prefumption.

Ic 15 at large fet down, in a former Book, what pro- 
ceedings had been at Oxford againft Duke Ham&omi and 
hov he had been firft fent Prifbner to Brijioly and from thence 
to P^imv^Caftle in Cotmual And fince \frc fhall hereafter 
find htm aiflihg a great f^rt for the King, and General in the 
Head of a great Army, it would be very incongruous after 
havipg fpsnt fo much time in Cfinm^l without fo much' as 
naming, hlno, to leave Men ignorant what became of. Mm, 
f^nd how he obtain'dhis Liberty; whichhe employ'd after- 
wards 
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war<b with fo much Zeal for the King's Service to the 1o6 of 
UflUfe; by which he was not only vindicated/ in the opi^

^TrurOy to fettle his duty upon the Tinn, by Virtue of his 
. ancient Privilege of Preemption. And in that time , which 
was about the end of Jufy , the Governour of Pefuknmt- 
Caftld invito him to dine there ^ which his Mighneis wil- 
lingly accepted, that he might take a full View of the Slttia- 
tionand Strength thereof; having it then in his view, that 
he might probably be compell'd to refort thicher. Every 
Man knew, well that Duke HamiltoH was then a Prtfoner 
there, and therefore it was to be confider'd, what the Prince 
was to do, if the Duke (hould defire, as without doubt he 
would, to kift his hand. And it was r^folv'd without dif- 
pute, *^that the Prince was not to admit fuch a Perfon into 
' "hbPjtfeoce, whoftood fomuchinhis Father*s difpleafure, 
** and was committed to Prifon by him j and that none or 
"the Council, or of his Highnefs's Servants, (hould vifit, or 
*^ enter intx> any kind of correfoondence with him. There- 
upon die Governour was adviied, in regard the Accommo- 
dations in the-Caftle were very narrow, "that, during the 
^* time the Prince was in theCaftle, the DiJke (hould be re- 
** moved outof his Chamber into one of the Soldier's Houfes^ 
whtda was done accordingly. This the Duke took very hea- 
vilv, lamentir^ '^ that he might not be admitted to fee tie 
^^PriscC';aiitd b^ adefir^ tohave conferred with the Lord 
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C^tBfifPif^^ or the ChaoceUor ,• which tbey were oot chefa at 
liberty to htve facisfied him in. He after waardff t^cw'4the 
ftme defire to thcra both ^ by his Servant' tt^^Hamlfpm. 
Heiipupon, when the Chancellor wis (hortly after lent fid vifit 
tb^ ypn^oS P^ftowj theMoont, and Peudemns-^ which was 
a^UUbC ftiH^lc of ^£«£ f.the bufincfs being,' under that 
d^ifev to provide for the Prince's Tranfportation, when it 
flwuld be.ncecflary) the Prince, refcrr'd it to him '^co fee the 
*'Duke, if he found it convenient, ' When hecatne.to P#»-' 
i/miiir^j^d wastoftaydiereiiectcflarilyfbme days^^he wal in-' 
foirpi'dy/f that the Duke came alusays abroad to- Mesis^ and 
^^thfit at that time all Men fpoke freely with him r So that, 
ei^r.JiewaAto be made a dbfePrifoner by hisbeiog there, 
OT'ihey. were to meet at Supper and Dinner; The Gover- 
nQurthcaaakcd him, *.*. .nrfietiieMhs Duke fliouid corae a- 
^^ broad. . The Chancellor had neither Authority nor Rcafoo 
to meiket any alteration;. therefore* he told himj "he knew 
^'^btso^ncoiiife, which he p^efiimedlie-wouldobiefve who- 
"ey^pi: Caioej" and that if theDiikcpleafed, he would wait 
^* upon him in his Chamber, toktfs his hands- before Supper ; 
tjh^whitiiheidid. * :r ; 

When the Duke, after fome Civilities 'to him whom he 
bad long known, and fome Reproaches to the Goyernour, who 
was prefent, *^of his very ftrift ufage and carriage towards 
"him ; which , he faid hebeliey'd he could not juftify 
( whereas the Chancellor well knew, that the Governc»ir was 
abfolutely govern'd by him) fpoke to him of his own con- 
dition^ and of" his Misfortune to fall into his Majefty's diC- 
** pleafure, without having giving him any Offence. He told 
him, " that he had very much defired to fpcak with him, 
"that he might make a^Propofidon to him, whiA he thought 
"for the King's Service ; and he defiied, if it fewtfd. fo to 
^^ Him, tba{ he would find means to recommend it tf^ his 
** Majefty, and to procure his acceptance of it. Then lie toW 
him, " that he was an abfokate Stranger to the Afl&irs c^ both 
5* Kingdoms, having no other Intelligence, than what he re- 
"ceivM from Gentlemen whom he met in the oextRooni at 
"Dinner; but he believ'd, by his Majefty's late loft at 
"isr^4^, that his condition in EMglandwta very much worfe 
" than his Servants hoped it would have been; and ther^ore, 
f* that it might concern him to tranfad his bufinefs in Sccf^ 
" land aflbon as might be : that he knew notm what ftate 
^^the Lord Mountrcje was in that Kingdom, but he was per- 
" fwaded that he was tiot without oppofition. He faid, " he 
"was confident that if he himfelfhad his liberty, he could 
**do the King confiderabk Service, and cither incline ^hat 
f Nation powerfully to mediate a Peace in EK^lmd^ or po .

" him, ;h^ {had done the Kiog great Service i; add therefore 
proteftpd/?.wathi many Aflcverations', ** he (jhould joyn,.»jith- 
"him in the King's behalf, a? with a Brother^ .wlif hecould^ 
"not win his awn Brother from tho other Party,, he would 
" be asi much agaioft Him. He faid^ he could not apprehend 
*^ that hi$ Liberty could be any way prejudicial to • the King ; 
^^ for hewould be a Prifon^r ftill upon his Parole j and would 
"engsige his Honour, that if he found he couldnotbe ..abJe 
'*todahisMajeJaiy.thac acceptable Service, which he de&ed 
"(of which .he bad not the leaft. doubt) he would fpeedily 
" return , and reader himfclf a Prifoner again in the place 
"where be. then was. In this difcourfe he ro^d^ very gffat 
profeffion$> and expreffions of his Devotion to the King's Setn 
vice, of hia Obligations to him, and of the great congdeoge he. 
had, ill thiapairticular, of being ufeful to his Majeiily. 

After he made fome paufe, iiiexpe<6);ation.of what the 
Chancellor would fay, the ChanceEoxjold him, ** he doubted 
" not but he was very able to ferve the King both in that and 
^' in this Kingdom ; there being very many ii^ both who had 
"aprinpipftl dependence upon him ; that he heard the King- 
" was making tome Propofitions to the Scoti/b Ajrmy in Bsrx" 
** iamd, and that it would be a great inftance of his AfFeftion 
"and Fidelity to the King, if by any Meflage from- him to 
" his Friends, and Dependents in the Scottjb Army then be- 
^* ioreHerefirdy or to his Friends in ScotUndy his Brother be- 
** ing the head or prime Pcrfon of Power there that oppofed 
^^ Mountrnfiy thev.fliould declare for the King, or appear .wil* 
" ling to do him service ; and that he having free liberty to 
" fend^ through the Parliament's Armf , to Lombm, or into 
^' Scotland^ he might aflbon do the King this Service, as re- 
"cciveaWarrant for his enlargement; which, he prefumcd, 
"he knew could not be granted but by the Kinghimfelf. 

T N E Duke replied, ^^ that he cxpedted that Anfwer,. but 
" thatit wasnot poflible for him. to do anjt thing by MeOage 
" or Letter, or any way but bjr his Prcfence : Firft, that they, 
'^ in whom he had inteteft, would look upon any thing ne 
"ihouldwrite,.Qr.anyMe(fag6 hc:(hQuld lead, as therefult 
%, "of 
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^ of dHfrefs and cx>mpuI&dn,fioc of his^aidn or jodmient. 
'^ Bcfidcs, be faid, he \6oVd upon hirijfelf as very odtoiu to 
<^ that Nacion, which vras Irreconciied to him for his ^ealto 
<< the King, aod thought this a juftjuc^ement of God upon 
^ Ikim for not adhering do tbem; And, he faid, for hSs own 
« Brother, who he heard indeed had the greatcft fcfiHence 
coupon their ComtTeife, he hfad no reafon to be cofifident in 
<*liim, at that diftancejfor, befides the extreme injury he 
<^iiad*dooehim, in making in fefcape fron]fO*y&«^ by which 
<' both their innocencies werdmade to be fufpeAedy and for 
<* which he (hduld never fcrg(ye him, he wa» the Heir of the 
^f hhiift and Family -, an* he believy, would bdoont^t that 
4hlmfelf ihould .grow old and dye in Prifoii.: whereas, if he 
<* were at liberty, and amongftchem, he wds confiiJent fome 
<^ for love^ atid others for fear, ^ould ftick «i> hira^^; and he 
« (hould eafily make jt appear to diofe who wete fierccfta- 
** gainft the King, that it concerned their own inttwft tofup- 
^^ port cho King in his Juft power. However, he concluded, 
^l^that the worn that couUf come was his Ktiimin^ to Prifon, 
«< which he Wduld not fkiitodo. So die difcourfe ended for 
chat Night. . : . : ' 

Tj^s next day the Doke emer'd again inta the fame Ar- 
gument, with much earneftnefs^ chat the ChftnceUor wouM 
interpofe, upon that ground, for his liberty ; who told him, 
^^ that he was fo ill a Courtier, chat he could not diflemble to 
^^-ijirn : that he was not fatisfied with hisRejlfons, and could 
<< not but believe, he had ihtereft enough, at that diftance, to 
^^ makd fome real dembnftration of bis AfTeAion to the King, 
^^-by the tmpreffion he might make upon his Dependents and 
^f AMies : and therefore that he could not ofkt any advice to 
" the King, to the purpofe he defined. He told him, ^ that 
^f he had been prefent at the Council-Table when the King 
^^Communicated that bufiods, which concerned him, to the 
^^B^ard; and that he gave his opinion folly, and earneftly, 
^^for his Commitment; being fatisfied, upon the Information 
^^•that was given concerning him , that his Af&dion to the 
^^ King was very Queftionable; and that It appeared, that lie 
^ had been earneftly prefled by thofe Perfons of Honour in 
^^ chat Kingdom, upon whom his Majefty relied, to declare 
^^himielf; and that if he could have been indnced fo to do, 
^^ having promifed the King he would, and having Autho- 
^' rity to that purpofe from him, they might very eafily have 
^' fuppreSed that Rebellion in che bud : but diat his Lordflnp 
*^ and hts Brother, wer€ foiar from oppofingit, that the very 
^f PK)clamation which hadifliiedout therefor the general In- 
'^ furreftioq' (which Proclamation was peruied at Council- 
** Table, when he was committed) was not only fet foitbia 
% «his 
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*^ bis MftjeOy's own Name, bot Sealed with bii Signet ; whfch 
^^ was then in the Cuftody of the Earl of Lawrkk his Brother, 
^'he being Secretary of State in that Kingdom. That thofe 
^^ who were the principal Informers againft biro, and who 
** profeSed that they could xio no Service, if he were at liber* 
*^ ty> iM>w fince his reftraint,^ being arm'd with no more Au^ 
^ ^oricy than he had, at his kft b^ng there, when the King- 
^^doo) yasjii Peace, had, upon all difadvamages imagid* 
**able, wheq that Kingdom wastotally loft to the Khig, re- 
^^ duced. the greateft part of it again to his obedience ^ and there- 
** fore> whether it was his Lordftiip's Misfortune, or bis Fault, 
*^ fince things pr ofper'd fa well in his abfence, he could not as 
^^ a- Counfelior , advife the King , without * the priv^ity and 
**confcnt of the Lord M^untr^fi, or without foroe fuch Teftf- 
*' roony of his Service, as. he teid before prop6f^, to give 
^^him his Liberty : and that any ill fucceft, which pombly 
^^ might have no relation to that Ad, w;oula yet be iitipured 
**to that Counfel^ and the Lord MMntrtfi have at leaft a 
^^juft, or piobable excufe, for anything thatihould happen 
** amifs. 

The Duke thanked him for the freedom he had nfed to* 
wards htm^ and fiikl , ^^iipon the Information which was 
^^ given againft him, he muft acknowledge the proceedings to 
^^ be very juft ^ but he was cotiBdent , whenever he fhould 
^^ be admitted to a fair hearing, he fhould appear very inno-* 
^* cent from the Allegations which had been given. He &id, 
*^ be bad never made the leaft promife to the King, whidh he 
^^had not eixadly perform'd ; that he had not Aorhority or 
*^ Power tocrols any thii^ that was done to the prejudice of 
^^ the King^ and therefore to have nnade any fiidi Attempt^ 
^^or Declaration, as fome Lords had defined^ in that conjun* 
^'dureoftime, had been to have deftroved theo^ves to no 
** purpofe : and therefore, he made haft to the King with fuch 
** Bropoficions, aod Overtures, that he was confident, if he 
'^ had been admitted to have fploken with his Majefty, at his 
^'<x>mtng to Oxfordy he fliould have given good fatisfadlon 
^^ in them ; and then intended immediately to have returned 
^* into Sc0tkmdy with fuch Authority and Countenance, as the 
'^ King could well have given him ; and doubted not but to 
** have prevented any inconveniences from that Kingdom : but 
** that by his Imprifonooent ( which he could have prevented, 
** for he had notice upon his journey, what was intended, and 
^^trufted fo much in his innocence, that he would not avoid 
"it) all thofe defigns failed. . Foi^ his Brother, he could fay 
"nothings but he belie v'd himanhoneft Man; and for the 
^' proceedings of the Lord M&untrofi^ though he had receiv'd 
f ^ good affiftance from IrtUmdy which was a good Foundation,

^' However, he preunned the Work was not fo near done 
^^ there, but that His AS&ancc might te vtty feafonable. 
After this they Tpoke often tojiether^ but thii was the fnb- 
ftanceaodrefiiltofall; he inwing upon his prefent Liberty, 
and the other as preffing, that he:would write lo hfs Friends. 
Yet the Chancellor promifed him ^' to prefenty by the firft 
^^convenience, hisSuitand Propolitibntothe King; which 
he (horcly after did in a Letter to the Lord Di^fy. ' 

Upon the firft news of the lofsof the Battle of if^fihy ^^ 
was enough forefisen, that the Prince himfelf mi^ht be put 
to a retreat toPanfannr-Caftle. Theitfore they wiffaed, << that 
^< it might 1^ in the Prince's power, upon an emergent occa- 
^^fioa, to remove the Dnkefnom that place. Which confi- 
deration the Lord OiSiptfj^ pirefentedtocheKii^, at his be- 
ing with bim in WsUs'^ anddiereupon a: Warrant was fent 
from the King, for the removal of the Duke to SiBf ; which 
was likewife fbrefeen that the IVince might repair t6. As the 
Enemy drew nearer the Weft, many good Men w<ere very 
follicitous, that the Duke (liould be removed from Pemkmnt^ 
htvingagreat jbakmfy of the intereft he had te tbeObvcr- 
nour ^ of which there was fo umverfaLa fofpidon^tfeiatmany 
Letters were writ to the Cdonoil, ^^that if he were not 
*^ fpeedily difpofird to fome other place, they feared (is^ Caftle 
^^ would he betrayed : and S' Bkhard GreenvU writ eai«iefi^ly 
to the Prince about it, as did S^ H^frry KsUfgrew ( a Pe#fen of 
entire Aflfe£Hons to the King, and a true Friend of the Go- 
vemour ) very importunately* : So that about the Month of 
N^vem^fy the ; Kii^s Warrant for his removal was fent to 
S^ Arthur BaffeP Goyemotu- of the Mount; who went to Pf»- 
i>uki Ha- dmmif in the Morning, and took him with liim to the Mount, 
iniiton •# in order to remove him to Sitt^^ when the time (bould require 
Tim*vd t0 j^. the Duke expreffing great trouble and difcontent that he 
(hould be removed, and pretending, ^< that he coold not Hde 
<^ for the Stone ( of which he complainfd fo much, that he had 
Petition'd the King for leave to go into Prancf to be cot ) and 
the GovernoQF, and all that Familv and Garrifdn, made (hew 
of no left grief to part with him, he havine; begotten a great 
opinion in that People of his Integrity and Innocence. But 
when the Duke faw there was no Remedy, he mounted a 
Horietfaat was provided for him, and pafled the JcKirney very 
well. 

After the lofsof Pifr/»^«f A, fome Perfons of near troft 
about the Prince refumed the difcourfe again of enlarging 
the Duke, and believ'd that he would be able to do the King 

ijreat Service in the bufinefs of ScotJanJ ^ and this prevaUed 
ofar with one of the Lords qf the Council, that, upon the 
I confidence 
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confidence of D' Frszier^ the Prioce's Phyfician, he made a 

{ouiney with the D^ (o the Mount j and did think, that he , . 

lad lb much prerailed with the Duke,, that he had cooiented 
^<to (end a Servant fpeedily to the Scof(/b Army in Engiand 
*^ C who ihould likewife pafs by the King, and carry any Let- 
^^tert to hi$ Majefty from the Prince j to perfwade them to 
*^ comply with the King ; aod that he would iikewi/e difpatch 
^^ Cbmrks Murray into Scotland^ intruded to his Brother Lam» 
** rkk^ and that Party, to oblige them to joy n with Mountrofi, 
^'BucDr ^JSsilrrcOQfeflled to thofe he trufted, that the Duke; 
^'rather confent^d to it to fatisfy that Lord's vehemence and 
'^ importunity » than that he had any great hope of {uc3cefs by 
'^it^ infifting ftill, that nothing but his own Liberty would 
*^doit : for which he gave areafon, that before had never 
been heard of, and was very contrary to what the Duke had 
£iid to the Chaocellor, which was, ^^ that the Scare of Scotland 
^^ was fo lenfible of the injury done to the Duke by his imprl^ 
'* fonmem (which he had faid before that they were wcry glad 
^^of) that they had made an Order, that there (hould never be 
** Treaty with the King, or agreeing with Moumtrofe^ till he 
'^ was at Liberty, or broi^t to a legal Trial. And when 
Chatks Murray stept to him for his inftru&ions , though he 
£iid much for him to ^ fay again tp his Friends, and his Brother, 
towards their declaring for the King , he difcouraged him 
much as to the Journey, reprefenting to him ^^ his own dan* 
<^ger, and the ftridl Orders tb^t were in Stotland zg^xoA. di- 
^ vifive Motions ^ of which, hefaid, he feared this would be 
'< taken for one. 

This made the Council to have no mind to be engaged 
in any Treaty with him, and lefs in propoiing or confenting 
to his Liberty i not only upon the former knowledge they 
had of his difpofitton and nature, but alfo that they believ'd, 
if be were not fincere, he would do much mifchief ; and the 
fiQore for being in any degree trufted ; if he were fincere, tliat 
he would be able to do more good for the King, by being 
redeemed out of Prifon by the Enemy, than by being re- 
leafed by ^e King or Prince. And therefore, when the 
Prince remov'd in that haft and diforder from Tendenms to 
SUly^ there was no poffibility of removing him; fo that, at 
thefurrender of the Mount, which was^ by his advice, much up^n the 
fooner than they had reafon to do ic, when they were able to Surrender e/ 
defend themfelves for many Months , he was enlarged, and'*« Mcmt 
remov'd himfelf to Lomdom by fpeedy Journeys on Horfe-^*^^'?"^. 
back; and did never after complain of the Stone ; which he ^* 

before protefted ^ would kill him, if he were not cut wich- 
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i*e Kin't W E left the King in Oxford^ free from the trouble and 
tf^^u^n uneafinefs of chofe perpetual and Wandering Marchei, in which 
«i Oxford, jjg jjjj ^^^ ^ many Months exercifed ; and quiet from all 
rude and infolent provocations. He was now amoiuft his 
true and faithful Councilors and Servants, whofe Aftedion 
and Loyalty had firft engaged them in his Service, and made 
them ftick to him to the end; and who, if they were not able 
to give him affiftance, to ftem that mighty Torrent that over- 
bore both Him and Them, paid him ftiil the Duty that was 
due to him, and gave him no vexation when they could not 
give him comfort. There were yet fomc Garrifons remaining 
in his Obedience, which were like, during the Winter Sea* 
fon, to, be preferv'd from any attempt of the Enemy. But 
upon the Approach of Spring, if the King Qiould be without 
^anArmy in the Field, the Fate of thofe few places was eafie 
to be difcertfd. And which way an Army could pofljbly be 
brought together, or where it Qiould beraifed, was not with- 
in the compafs of the wifeft Man s comprehenfion. How- 
ever, the more difficult it was, the more vigour was to be 
applied in the attempt. WsrceSter^ as it was Neighbouring 
toWikSj bad the greateft Outlet and Elbow-room ; and the 
Parliament party that had gotten any Footing there, behaved 
tbemfelves with that Infolence and Tyranny, that even cbey 
who had called them thither, were wearyof them, and ready 
to enter into any combination to deftroy them. Upon which 
profped, and fome invitation, the King fent the Lord ABk] 
( whom he had before, at his being at Canbff^ conftituted 
Governour of thofe Parts, in the place of the Lord Gerrard) 
to Worcefter^ with order ''to proceed, as he fliouid find him- 
"felf able, towards the gathering a Body of Horfe together, 
<* againft the Spring, from thofe Garrifons which were left, 
''and ftomWaiet\ and what progrefthemade towards it will 
be foon known. 

When a full profped, upon the mod mature delibera- 
tion, was taken of all the hopes which might with any co- 
lour of reaibn be entertained ; all that occurred, appear'd fo 
hopclef^and defperate, that it was thought fit to rcforc to an 
old expedient , that had been found as defperate as any ; 
which wai5 a new Overture for a Treaty of Peace : for which, 
they who advifed it, bad no other reafon, but that they could 
not tell what elfe to do. CronmtU had left Fairfax in the 
Cromwell Weft, and with aPartySelcdfced had fee down before Bafi^j 
M^'Win- and his imperious Summons having been reje&ed, he Scorm'd 
chefter *»ithe Place and took it, and put moft of theGarrifbn to ilis 
BifiDg. Sword : and a little before Wmhiftir had Surrendered up©n 
eafy conditions. The leflcr Garrifons in the North, which 
had ftood out till now, were rcndcr'4 every dayi and the 
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Sc§tilb Army, which had march'd as far as their own Borders, 
was called back, and required to Befiege Nevjark. So that 
whoever thought the fending to the Parliament ( puficd up 
and fwoln with fo many Succefles) for a Peace, would Drove 
to no purpofe, was not yet able to tell, what was like to 
prove to beuer purpofe. This refledlton alone prevaird with 
the King, who had enough experimented thoie inclinations, 
to refer entirely to the Council, " to choofe any expedient, 
"they thought moft probable to fucceed, and to prepare any 
** Meflage they would advife his Majefty to fend to the Par-* 
** liamcnt. And when they had confider'd it, the Overtures 
he had already made, by two feveral Meflage*, to which he 
had receiv'd noAnfwer, were fo ample, that they knewnoc 
what addition to make to them; but concluded, *^that this 
'^Meflage ihould contain nothing but a refentment of That, 
" and a demand of an Anfwer to the Meflages bis Majefty 
" had formerly fent for a Treaty of Peace. . 

This Meflige had the fame entertainment whicKThc fo'- JJ^,2;7;*«f 
mer had receiv'd. It was receiv'd, read, and then laid afide Mtff^^f*^' 
without any Debate ; which they who wifh'd well to it, hadp««r#, mhich 
not credit or courage to advance; yet ft ill found means to»*'^«^ «• 
convey their advice to Oxford^ ^Uhzt the King Ihould noifij'^y'^ . 
•* give over that importunity : and they who had little hopes ****'' 
of better efie As from it, were yet of opinion, "that theneg- 
" leAing thofe eracious invitations, made by his Majefty for 
*^ Peace, would (hortly make the Parliament fo odious, that 
" they would not dare long to continue in the fame obfti* 
*' nacy. The Stvis were griev'd and enraged, to fee their Idol 
Presbytery fo undervalued, and flighted, that befides the In- 
dependents power in the City , their very Aflembly of Di- 
vines every day loft Credit and Authority to fupport it ; and 
defired nothing more than a Treaty for Peace : and many 
others who had contributed moft to the fuppreflioo of the 
King's Power , were now much more afraid of their own 
Army, than ever they had been of His Authority j and be- 
lievd, that if a Treaty were once fct on foot, it would not 
be in the power of the moft violent to render it ineflfedtual : 
or whatever •they believ'd themfelves, they convey'd this ro 
fome about the King, as the concurrent advice of all who pre- 
tended to wifli well : And fome Men took upon them to 
fend the fubjeft of what Meffige the King fliould fend, and 
doath'd in ftich expreflions, as they conceiv'd were like to 
gain ground; which his Majefty could not but gracioufly ac- hi, jir^/r/f/ 
cept; though he very feldom imitated their Style. fendf «^m» 

After the King had long expefted an Anfwer to his h&f*^^^*/' 
Meffige, induced by thofe and the like rcafons ah|^vc ^^^'f^^^^f 
cion'd, he fent again to the Parliament, "that they would Kichmond 
Ebb 3 ^kndMdmkiTi. 
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'^fend a Safe ConduA for the Duke of Itichnmd^ and tb^ 

^' Earl of S$w^bamft9Hy M' J^hn j^htrnham^ and M' ^rfl 

" Palmer}, by whom he would make fuch jwurticular Propo- 

*^ fitlons CO them as he hoped would {)roduce a Peace. To 

Thw um^ this they return'd an Aofwer, fuch as it was, ^^that it would 

/vff. << be inconvenient, and might be of dangerous confequence, 

^'ro adnsit thofe Lords and Gentlemen to come into their 

*'Qaarcers; but that they were preparing fome PropofitioM, 

^< which, when finiih'd, fhouidbe fcnt to his Majefty inffilb, 

*^ to be Stgn'd by him ; which would be the only way to prch 

*^duce a Peace. The King underftood well what fuch Bills 

would contain, and which when he had granted, be fliould 

have nothing left to deny ; and therefore liked not, that fucb 

conclufions (hould be made without a Treaty. He refol/d 

once more to try^ another way, which having been never yet 

try*d, he believ'd they could not deny; and if granted, wfiat 

ba2:.ard foever his Perfon (hould be in, he fiiould difcover, 

whether he had fo many Friends in the Parliament, and the 

City, as many Men would perfwade him to conclude ^ and 

whether the Scots had ever a thought of doing him Service.

mention of many other odious particulars } *< they conceived,

^^ veaient) not by theno aSenced lo ^ nor did they apprehend 
'•ita means conducing to Peace, to accept of/aTi?eaty for 
^^few days, with any thoughts or imencions >of returning to 
** Hoftility again. They obferv'd, "that his Majefty defired 
**the engagement, not eniy of the?Parliamo«it,'^butof the 
*^ Chief Commander& in S^ Tt^wir jr^f/r/^x's Army, and thofe 
*^ of the Sc$ti(b Army ; which, tbicf. fkidj was agaitift the Pri- « 
*' vilege.and Honour of Parliament, to have thofe joytfd with 
^^them, who ware Subjeft and Subordinate to.their Autho* 
^^ rity. Th^ reoew'd what they had faid in their lait An-' 
fwer, '< that they would Ihortly/end fome Bills to hisMajefty,

Tfifouo^M the King was not willing to acquiefce with thisitw^*^ 
ftubborn rejefiion, but fent Meffage upon Meflage ftill tofi"'^^^"* 
them for a better Anfwer, and at laft offered ** to difmantle 
**all hfe Garrifons, and fo come to and refide with his Par- 
'* Ikment, if all they who had adhered to hiiti, might be at 
** liberty to live in their own Houfes, and to enjoy their own 
"Eftates, without being obliged to take any Oaths, but 
** what were enjoyn'd by the LaUr ; he could never procure 
any. other Anfwer from them. And left all this ftiould not 
appear Affront enough, they publifli'd an Ordinance, as they ^^*»* ^^ 
call'd it, «*that if cheKinglhould, contrary to the advice of l^^*"'*- 
** the Parliament already given to him, come, or attempt to- 
"come, within the Lines of Communication, the Committe« 
"of the Militia ihould raife fuch Forces as they fhould think 
"fit, to prevent any Tumult that might arife by his coming, 
"and to (urorefsany that fhould happen ; and to apprehend 
"any who (nouid come with him, or refort to him ; and to 
"fecure his Perfon from Danger : which was an expreflSon 
tliey were not aQiamcd always to ufe, when there was no 
Danger that threaten'd him, but what themfelves contriv'd, 
and defign'd againft him. To this their Ordinance, they 
added another Injunftiot^, " that all who had ever borne

next defirable thing; to a Peaoe, and preferable before any fuch 

Peace, . as Was probably to be hoped for from the Party that 

Byem'd the Army» which govern'd the Parliament. The 
ng therefore ufed dl the means which occurred to him, or 
« which were advtfed jsnd propofed by odiers, to divide the 
Independent Party ; and to prevail with fome principal Per- 
fons of them, to find their Ckmtent and Satisia&ion in ad* 
Vanciflg his Intereft. That Party comprehended many who 
weie not fo much Enemies to the State, or to the Churchy 
asaot to defire heartily chat a Peace might be eRabliQi'd up- 
on the foundations of Both, fo their own particular Ambiti- 
ons might be comply'd with. To them the King thought he 
mi^ be able to propofe very vahiable Compenfations for 
any Service they oonld do Him ; and the power of the Pref- 
byterians, as they were inconjundion with the ScHSj Sscm'd 
no unnatural Argument to work upon thofe, who profefled 
to be fway'd by matter of Liberty of Confcience in Religion : 
6nce it was out of all queftion, that they fliould never find the 
kaft fatisfa&ian to their Scruples.and their Principles in Chiifdb 
Government, from thofe ^o pretended to Ereft the King- 
^m of Jejw chr^ And it was thought to be no ill Preiage 
towards the repairing of the Fabrick of the Church of Eftg- 
lamJ^ that it's two Mortal Enemies, who had expofed it to fo 
much Perfecution and Oppreffipn, hated each other as mor- 
tally,, and laboured each others Deftrudion, with the fame 
Fury and Zeal they had both pradiced towards Her. This 
reaiooable imagination verv much difpdkd the King , wbo 
was well acquainted with the unruly Spirit and M alioe of the 
Presbyterians, to chink it poffible that he might receive fome 
benefit from the Independents ; a Faflion newly grown up, 
and wi^b which he was utterly unacquainted ; and his Ma^ 
lefty's extraordinary Afiedion tor the Church made him the . 
lefs weigh and confider the incompatibility, and iriecoocila- 
blenefe of that Fadion with the Government of the State ; of 
whidi> it may be, he was the lefs fenfible, becajufe he thoi^ht 
nothing mojre impoi&ble, than that the Effgl^ Nation ihould 
fcbmit to any other than Monarchical Government. There 
^^ere.befidesan over-adive and bufy kindof.Men^ who ilill 
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undMook to/mate Overtures ai agreoMe to the wifli of 
fixae principal Leaders of idiac Pam, and as .widitheir Au- 
thorky, and fo prevail'd with the Kmg, to fufier fome Per- 
fons of Credit near him, to Rsake ibme Propofidons, in his 
Name, to particular Perfons. And it is yery jnobable^ that 
as the fime Men, made the es^pedattoes of thofe People ap- 
pear to the king much more. re^onaUe and moderate, than in 
vuth they were, lb they perfwaded the others to believe, 
that his Majefty would yield to many more important Coo- 
ceffions, than he would ever be induebd to grant. So either'*** ^^^»^ 
fide had, in a ihort time, a dear view into each others ioten* 
tions, and quickly gave over, any expcQtxian of benefit that 
wayj fare that the Independents were willing, that the King 
(hould cheriih the hopes of their complyance, and the King 
as willing that they (hould believe that his Majefty might be 
prevaird with to grant more, than at firft he appeard re- 
folv'd to do. 

Thb truth isy though that Party was moft prevalent in 
the Parliament; and oomprdiended all the Superior Officers 
of the Army ( the General only excepted ; who thought him- 
felfa Presbyterian) yet there were only three Men, Vime, 
CrMmeBySLTvi Irtfomy who governed and difpofed all the n^ 
according to jtheir Sentiments ; and whhout doubt they ha^* 
notyet publiibed their dark defigns to many of their own 
Party, nor would their Party, at that time, have been fo nu- 
merous and oonfiderable, if they had known, or but imaginVl, 
that they bad entertained thofe thoughts of Heart, whtchthey 
grew ^Gty day left tender to conoeai, and forward enough 
codifcover. 

. T H B R B was another Intrigue now fet on foot, with much ^ tw^i? 
more probability of Succefs, both in refpeft of the thii^ ^^ JfiT'lIl?

Negotiate between the King and the SMs\ whofe Agent atcrevii u 
F4iru had given encouragement to the Queen of E^gUmdj then ffntf^rtka 
there, to hope that That Nation would return to their Duty jf"^^* 
and the Queen Regent, in the great generofity of her Heart, 

did really defire to contribute all that was in Her Power to | 

Che King's recovery. To that purpofe, fhe fcnt Mamtrevit at i 

this time with Credentials to the King, as well as to tbePar- 
Itament; by which the Queen had opportunity to Communi- 
cate her Advice to the King her Husband; and the Envoy had 
Authority ** to engage the Faith of Ftamey for the perfor- 
«mancc of wbatfoever the King flioakl promife to the ^cff. ;

Mkiifteri of oar State too mogtigtot in ciiltiiratflig the ABeAi- 
QOf of their Ncijghbourfij bf ^any voal Obligations; as if they' 
were to i)cl Arbiters only ia the- Differences which fell out 
between othecs,. without being themfelves lyable to any im- 
prei&bn of adverfe Fortune..' This made the unexpeded Ca- 
lamity that bekl Ma Kingdom not ingrateful to it's Neigh* 
boars on all fides; who were willing to fee it weakened and 
chaftifed bj tt'a own ftrotes; 

Cardinal RkbeBeu, out of the haughtineis of Ms own 
natuse, and immoderate appetite of revenge, under the dif- 
gui£b of being jealous of tne Hotioar of his. Mifter, had dif- 
covei'd an implacable hatred^ agaifift the E^i^y ever fince 
that unhappy provocatioo by the hivafipn of the lile of Ite , 
and the declared ProteAion xsfBociel; and took the firft op- 
portuoity, from the indifpoficion and murmurs of StatUmdj to 
warm that Pemie into Rebeilion, and faw the PoyfiMEi thereof 
profper, and (pread tohisown wi(h; which he fomented by 
the Frmch Embafladour in the Parliament, ^h all the Ve» 
nomeiof his Heart; as hath been mentioned before. As he 
had Jiot unwiiely driven the Qieen Mother put of Frm/te^ 
or rather kept her from returning, when fhe had unadvisedly 
withdrawn her felf from thence, (6 he was as vigflaftt to keep 
her Daughter, the Qaetn of EvglMfuly from Coming ttntherj 
which fhe refolv'd to have done, when (he carfied the 
Prtncefs Royal into HotlMtd; in hope to wcM'k upon the King 
her Brother, to make fuch a feafonable Declaration againft the 
Rebels of EugUud, and Se$tUmdj as might terrify them from 
the farther profecutk>n of their wicked purpofes^ • Ait it was 
made known to her, <^that her Prefenoe would not be ac- 
** ceptable in Fr«ir#; and fo, for the prefent, that enterprife 
wasdecJin'd. 

But that great Cardinal being nowdead^ and. the King 
himielf dying within a fliort time after, the Adminiftration dt 
the Aftiirs of that Kingdom, in thelnfancy of the Kttig, and 
under his Mother, the Queen Regent, was committed to 
Cardinal Mazarmy^n Italian by Birth, and raifed by Jticb9liim 
to the degree of a Cardinal, for his great dexterity In putting 
Cafal into the hands of FranUy when the Sfomari had given 
it up to bim, ss theNuntio of the Pope, and in tnift that it 
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fhoDld remain in the Pofleffion of his HoUne^, ctil tbe Title 
of the Doke of MmauM. (hould be determia'd. This Cott 
djnal was a Man rather of diflereot, than contrary Parta from 
his PredeceObr; and fitter to build upon, the Foundations 
which he had laid, than to have laid thofe Foundations ^ and 
to cultivate, by Artifice, Dexterity, and DtffimiltarioQ ( in 
which his Nature and Parts exoeU'd ) what the other had be- 
gun with great Refoiutioa and Vigour, and even gone through 
with invincible Conftancy and Courage. So that, the one 
having broken the heart of all oppofitionand contradidibn 
to the Crown, by the cutting off the Head of the Duice of 
M<nftm9rancy , and reducing Monfienr , the Brother of the 
King, to the moft tame fubmiffion, and incapacity ofiomcnx^ 
ing another Rebellion^ it Was very eafy fi:>r the other, to find a 
comply ance from all Men, now fufficiently terrified fiom any 
contraaiAbn. And how great things (bever this laft Miniiter 
performed for the Service of that Crown, during the Minority 
of the King, they may all, in juftice^ be imputed to the pru^ 
dence and providence of Cardinal BicbeUeu\ who had reduced 
and difpofeid the whole Nation to an entire Sobjedion and 
Submiffion to what (hould be impofed upon thcm« 

Cardinal Maartm, when he came firft to that great 
Miniftry, was without any Perfonal Anintotity againft our 
King, or the £sg/sfi Nation; and was no otherwife delighted 
with the diftraftion and confofion they were both involved in, 
than as it dt&bled the whole People from making fuch a con*- 
junftion with the Sfammrd^ as might make the profecution of 
that War ( upon which his whole Heart was let ) the noore 
difficult to him : which he had the more reaibn to apprehend 
by the Refidence of D^m Ahnfo dt Canlinas^ Embaffadour 
from the King of Spsm^ ftill at Lxmion^ making all Avidrefles t 
to the Parliament. When the Queen had been compeU'd in 
the laft year, upon the advance of the Earl of Bffex. into the 
Weft, to Tranfport her felf out oiCorwwAl into Fruncey (he 
had found there as gcx)d a reception, as (he could expeA; 
and received as many expre(fions of kindne(s from theQieen 
Regent, and as ample promiies from the Cardinal, a^ (he 
could wilh. So that (he promifed her felf a very good tfkdt 
from her Journey ; and did procure from him fuch a prefent 
fupply of Armes and Ammunition, as, though of no great vi- 
lue in it felf, (he was willing to interpret, as a good evidence 
of the reality of his intentions. But the Cardinal did not yet 
think the King's Condition low enough; and rather deGred, 
by adminiftring little ordinary Supplies , to enable him to 
continue the ftruggle, dian to fee him Vidbonous over his Ene- 
mies ; when be might more remember, how (lender Aid be 
had receiv'd, than That he bad been ai^ed i and might here- 
after 
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after make himfetf Arbiter of the Peace between the two 
Crowns. Wherefore he was more felikitous to keep a good 
correfpondence with the Parliament, and to profefs a Neutra- 
lity between the King and them, than Inditied toeive them 
any jealoufy, br appearing much conoem'd for the King. 

But after the Battle fSNmfehy was loft, and that the King 
feem'd fo totally defeated, that he had very little hope of ap- 
pearing a^in in the he.:d of an Army, that might be able to 
refift the &iemy, the Cardinal was Awakened to new Appre- 
henfions ; and faw more caufe to fear the Monftrous power 
of the Parliament, after they had tx>tally fubdued the King, 
Chan ever he had to apprehend the excefs of greatnefs in the 
Crown : and therefore, befides the frequent incitements he re- 
ceiv'd from the generofity of the Queen Regent, who really 
defired to fupply fome Subftantial relief to the King, he was 
himfelf willing to receive any Propoficions from the Qaeenof 
EMglnuly by which She thought that the King her Husband's 
Service might be advanced ^ and bad alway's the Dexterity 
and Artifice, by leting things fall in difixiurfe, in theprefence 
of thofe, who, be knew, would obferve and report what they 
heard or conceived , to caufe that to be propofed to him, 
which he had moft mind to dOj or to engage himfelf in. So 
he had Application enough from the Covenanting Party of 
Sc^ldMd ( who from the teginning had depended upon Frmtcey 
by the encouragement and promifes of Cardinal Biche^eu ) 
to know how todireftthem, toapplythemfelvesto the Queen 
of EMglandy that they might come recommended by her Ma- 
jcfty to him, as a good Expedient for the King's Service. For 
they were not now rcferv^d in their Complaints of the Treat- 
ment they received from the Parliament, and of the terrible 
appreheoGon they had of being difappointdd of all their hopes, 
by the prevalence of the Independent Army, and of dicir 
Fadtioninboth Hou(es; andtfaereforewiflied nothing more, 
than a gcxxl opportunity to make a firm conjunftion with 
the King; towards whkh they had all encouragement ftotA 
the Cardinal, if they made their addrefs to the Queen, and if 
her Majcfty would defire the Cardinal to conduft it. And be- 
caufc many things muft be promifed, on the King's behalf, to 
the Scots upon this their ei^agement, ^'thc Crown of Franse 
'^ (houid give credit and engage, as well that the Scots (hould 
'^ perform all that they fhoiud promife, as that the King 
^ ihould make good whatfoever (hould be undertaken by Him, 
"or by the Queen on his behalf. 
i4ontre- T HI s Was the occafion and ground of (ending Monfieur 
yiVt titiB- Mow$revil into Btnglandy as is mention'd before. He arriv'd 
flw KiiJf'* therein Jmmary^ with as mudi credit as theQi^n Reeent 
^ ^* could give him to tb« Scots ^ and as the Queen of EMslawi 
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could give him to the King ^ who Jikewifeperlwaded hi& Ma« 
jefty, CO believe, " that France was now become really kind 
^' to him, and would engage all it's power co fcrve him ; and 
'^ that the Cardinal was well aflured, that the Scots woiild be- 
** have thcmfelves hcnceforwards very hpncftJy : which his 
Majcfty W£S willing to believe, when all other hopes had 
failed ^ and all the Overtures rrtade by him for a Treaty had 
been rejefted. But it was not long before he was undec^iv'd j 
and difcern'd that this Tieaty was not like ta produce better 
fiuit, than his former Overiures had done. For the firft In- 
formation he received from MontrevU^ after his arrival in 
E^lamJy and after he had conferred with the Scotijb Coromif> 
iioners, was, '^ that they peremptorily infifted upon his Ma- 
^< jefty's CondefcenfioD, and Promife, for theEftabliflunentc^ 
** the Presbyterian Government in Eng/awJ, as it was in Scot^ 
^^land ^ wichcut which, he faid, there was no hope, that they 
** would ever ^oyn with his Majefty;and therefore the Envoy 
prefled his Majefty *^ to give them (ktisfadion therein, as the 
*^ advice of the Queen Regent and the Cardinal, and likewife 
**of the Queen of his Wife; which exceedingly troubled the 
** King. And the Scots alledged confidently, <^ that the Queen 
^' had exprefsly promifed to S' Robert Merely { a cunning and 
a dextrous Man, who had beenemploy'dby them to her Ma- 
jefty ) ^^ that his Majefly fhould confent thereunto. They 
produced a Writing Sign'd by the Queen, and deliver'd to y 
Robert Moray ^ wherein there were liich expreffions concern- 
ing Religion, as nothing pleafed the King ; and made him 
look upon that Negotiation, as rather a Confpiracy againft the 
Church between the Roman Catholicks and Presbyterians, 
than as an Expedient for bis Reftoration, or Prefervation : 
and he was very much difpleafed with fome Perfons, of near 
truft about the Queen, to whofe mifinformation, and advice, 
he imputed what her Majcfty had done in that particular. 

Thereupon he defcrr d not to let Monfieur Montrevil 
know, *' that the alteration of the Government in the Church 
<^ was exprefsly againft his Confcienoe ^ and that he would 
** never confent to it ; that what the Queen his Wife had 
** fecmM to promife, proceeded from her not being well in- 
*^ fbrm'd of the conftiturion of the Government of Eftgiamd^ 
<< which could not confift with the change that was propoled. 
But his Majefty ofier'd, '^to sive all theafliirance imaginable, 
^^and hoped that the Queen Regent would engage her Royal 
^^ word on his behalf in that particular, that the Maintenance 
'^ and Support of the Epifcopal Government in EnglandfiiouH 
*^ not in any degree (hake, or bring the leaft prejudice to that 
^^ Government that was then iectled in Scot land 'y and, far* 
ther heofier'd, ^^ that, if the Scots (hould defire to have the 
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•'free exercffc of their Re]^;ion, accordtng to their own pra- 
<• dtice and cuftome , whiift theylhouki be at any time in 
<' Engldndj he would aSign them conirenieflt places to that 
•* purpole in London^ or any other part of the Kingdom, 
«* where they fhould defifc it. Nor could all the Impoitanfty 
or Arguments, tried by Montrevii^ prevail with his Majefty 
to enlarge thofc Conceffions, or in the leaft to recede from 
the conftancy of his refolution ; though be inform *d him ©f 
*^ the diflatisfaAion both the Scvt^ CommiSioners, and the 
•' Presbyterians in L^W^had in his Majefty's refolution, and 
^ averfenefs from gratifying them in that, which they always 
•' had. and always would infift upon 5 and that the S€&ts were 
.** refolv'd to have no more to do with his Majefty ; but to a- 
*' gree with the Independents; from whom they could have 
** better conditions than from Him ; and hefear'd fuch an A- 
^ agreement was too far advanced already. 

Many Anfwers and ReplieS paflod between theKing and 
Mtnarevil in Cipher , and with all imaginable Secrecy ; in 
which, whatever reproaches were caft upon him afterwards, 
he always gave the King very clear and impartial inferraation of 
the temper, and of the difcourfes of thole People with whom 
he was to TranfafE. And though he did, upon all occafioos, 
with much earneftnefs, advife his Majefty to confent to the 
unreafonable demands of the J?<r<>fx, which, he did believe^ he 
would be at laft compell'd to do, yet it is as certain, that be 
didufeall the Argumentsthe Talent of his Undemanding, 
which was a very good one, could fuggeft to him, to perfwade 
the Scots to be contented with what the King had fo frankly 
ofier'd and granted to them ^ and did all he cotild to perfwade 
and convince them, that their own prefervation, and that o( 
their Nation depended upon the prefervation of the King, 
and the fupport of his Regal Authority. And it is very me- 
morable, that, in Anfwcr to a Letter which MBtarevil writ 
to the King, and in which he perfwaded his Majefty to agree 
with the Scots upon their own demands, and amt>ngft other 
Arguments, aflared his Majefty, "that the Englt/b Presbyte- 
"rians were fully agreed with the Scats f which his Majefty 
believ'd they would never be) the Scots having declared, 
*^ that they would never infift upon the fettlingany other Go- 
** vernment than was at that time prafticed in London ; urging 
many other fucceffcs, which they had at that time obtained ^ 
the fcng, after fome exprefSons of his adhering to what he 
had formerly declared, ufed thefe wordsinhis Letter of the 
^x^of January to Monfieur Montrevil^ " Let them never flat- 
** ter thcmfelves fo with their good fucceflcs ; without pre- 
** tending to Prophecy, I willforetel their ruin; except they 
** agree with Me i however it (ball pleafe God todiipofe d 
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^' Mc ; which diey had great rcafon to remember after. 

But becaufe) though this Treaty was begun, and proceed- 
ed fo far as is recited, before the end of the prefent Year, 
yet it was carried on, and did not conclude, tillfoine Moncb« 
after the next Year was begun, we fhali put an end to our 
Relation of it ac prefent, and refume what remains, In it's 
place of the Year enfuing : Only, before we finifhour Account 
oftheAAions of this unfortunate Year forty five, we muft 
mention one more, which happened on the two and twentieth 
oi March y juft as the Year was expiring. 

The King had hoped to draw out of the few Garrifons ^^ ^^^ 
ftili in his poflcflion, fucha Body of Horfe and Foot, as might ,^^^ '^^^ 
enable Him to take the Field early in the Spring, though with- tiuiUi with 
out any fixed defign. But this was dafli'd in the very beginning, t*^ -P<«** 
by the total Rout and Defeat the Lord jifiky underwent ; who ^ij^ 'ij 
being upon his March from Worcefier towards Oxford^ with f^,2! 
two thoufand Horfe and Foot, and the King having appointed 
to meet him, with another Body of fifteen hundred Horfe 
and Foot, Letters and Orders miicarried, and were intercept- 
ed ; whereby the Enemy caineto have notice of the Refolu- 
tioo, and drew a much greater ftrength from their feveral 
Garrifons o( Ghee fier^ Warwick^ Coventry^ zoAEvefbam So 
that the Lord ABley was no fooner upon his March, but they 
foUow'd him; and the fecond day, after he had marched all 
night, when he thought hehadefcaped all their Quarters, they 
feU upon his wearied Troops ; which , though a bold and 
ftout Refiftance was made, were at laft totally Defeated ; and 
the Lord Afiley himfelf, S' Cbarks JjucaSy who was Lieute- 
nant General of the Horfe, and moft of the other OflScers, 
who were not kill'd, were taken Prifoners. The few who 
efcaped, were fo fcatter'd and difperfed, that they never came 
together again ; nor did there remain, from that time, any 
poffibility for the King to draw any other Troops together 
in the Field.
